Bor beſides this Painter, Sir Falter ſent upon this 
Voyage a Domeſtick of his, one Mr. Thomas Hari, a 
Mathematician, and highly in his Patron's Intimacy and 
Friendſhip. He was a Man of Learning, and a very ob- 
ſerving and underſtanding Perſon, and went chiefly to make 
Obſervations on the Situation of the Country, and to aſſiſt 
Mr. Vith in the Plan. After his Return, to obviate the 
clamorous and unjuſt Reports of ſome of the Company, he 
publiſhed a ſmall Treatiſe concerning the Country, divided 


into three Parts. The firſt treats of ſuch Commodities, as 


would be uſeful towards the Improvement of Commerce; 
the ſecond, of thoſe natural Products of the Earth, and of 
ſuch Fiſh, Fowl, and Beaſts, as would contribute to the 
Suſtenance of Man, and the Support of human Life; and the 
third, of the Trees and Timber, and other proper Mate- 
rials for building Houſes, Ships, and the like. After which 
he ſubjoins the following Account of the Doctrines and 


Manners of the Natives: 


Tak v believed, that there is one chief God, who hath 


exiſted from all Eternity: That he created the Worldz 


but firſt made other Gods of a principal Order, to be his 
Inſtruments in the Creation and Government thereof: 
That next the Sun, Moon, and Stars were created, as petty 
Gods, and as Inſtruments to thoſe other Gods of a ſupe- 
rior Order: That then the Waters were created, out of 
which were formed all Creatures : That a Woman was 
firſt made; who, by the Congreſs of one of the Gods, con- 
_ ceived and brought forth Children; and that thenee Man- 
kind had their Beginning. They thought, the Gods were 
all of human Shape, and therefore repreſented them by 
Images, which they placed in their Temples; and they 
_ worthipped, prayed, ſung, danced, and made many Offer- 
ings to them. They held the Immortality of the Soul; 
which after Death, according to it's Works in the Fleſh, 
was either carried up to the Tabernacles of the Gods; ta 
eternal Happineſs ; or elſe to Popogu/ſo (a great Pit at the 
furtheſt Parts of the Earth, where the Sun ſets) into per- 

petual Fire and Torment. And this Doctrine they ſup- 
ported by the Authority of two Perſons, Who, as they pre- 
tended, had riſen from the Dead, u. 
NU THasR 
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tions from the Engliſh. Their Compaſſes, 
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Taz 5s Opinions were thought to make but flight Im- 


Cy preſſions on their Feroances, or Kings and Rulers; or upon 


their Prieſts, and other Perſons of Figure among them. 
For that Chriſtian Cuſtom, for the Great and Eminent to 


free their Conſciences from the Shackles of a Creed, and 


exempt their Actions from the unwieldy Clog of Religion 
and Morality, had reached even among thoſe wild and ſa- 
vage Nations. But theſe. Doctrines had a great Influence 
on the common Sort. They kept them in proper Subjec- 


tion to their Rulers ; and made them very ſollicitous to ob- 


tain the Bliſs, and avoid the Torments of the next Life. 
THE V were not however ſo firm to their own Doc- 
trines, but that they were very open to receive * Inſtruc- 


| erſpective 
Glaſſes, Burning Glaſſes, Clocks, Books, Writing, Guns, 


and other Inſtruments and Inventions, ſo exceeded their 
Capacities, and amazed them, that they thought them to 
be the Works of Gods rather than Men; or at leaſt, that 


the Gods had taught the Engliſb, how to make them. 
This cauſed them to give great Credit to whatever they 
faid concerning God and Religion. And Wingina himſlf 25 
would often be at Prayers with them; and when he was 


ſick, which, he thought, proceeded from having offended 
the Engliſb and their God, he would ſend for ſome of them, 
to pray, and be a Means to their God, of his living with 
him after Death; as alſo did many others. And once, 
when their Corn was much hurt and withered with a long 
Drought, thinking it proceeded from ſome Injury done the 


Engliſh, they came to them in Flocks, and begged them 
to pray to their God to preſerve their Corn, for which 


they promiſed, when it was ripe, to give them a Part, 
Ap this high Opinion of the Engl/i/þ was greatly en- 


creaſed, by a marvellous Accident. The Country was that 
Year aMicted with an epidemical Diſeaſe, which was ob- 


ferved to fall upon none, but thoſe Nations, which had en- 
deavoured to injure or betray the Engliſb. This wrought 


many extravagant and ſuperſtitious Opinions, which were 
much confirmed by the Healthineſs of the Engliſb Colony. 


Some thought it was the Work of the Engliſb God; and o- 


thers, that they themſelves ſhot inviſible Bullets from the Place, 


. Where they dwelt. Others obſerving, that the Engliſb had 


no Women of their own, nor cared for any of theirs, 


thought they were not born of Women, but were Men of 
an ancient Generation, riſen again to Immortality; that 


there were more of them ſtill in the Air, as yet inviſible 
and without Bodies, who would afterwards come, and de- 


ſtroy their Generation, and take their Places; and that

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theſe, by the Entreaty, or out of Love to the Engliſh, 1586. 
made the People die, as they did, by ſhooting inviſible Bult 


lets into them. And their Phyſicians, to cover their Ig- 
norance, would make them believe, that they ſucked out 


of the Bodies of the Sick Leaden Bullets in the Strings of 
Blood. In ſhort, Wingina and others were fo firmly per- 


ſuaded, that it happened through their Means, that when 
any of their own Enemies had affronted or abuſed the En- 

h;jþ, they would deſire them to make them die in the ſame 
1 exons And altho' the Eng; reinonſtrated to them the 
 Unrighteouſneſs of their Requeſt, and how difagreeable it 


was to God; yet becauſe the Effect fell out ſoon after, 
they would come and return them Thanks in their Way 3 
thinking, altho* they had denied them in Words, yet they 


had in Reality fully anſwered their Deſire. 


HE likewiſe tells us of the great Eſteem and Veneration, 


in which the Natives held a Plant, which grew ſpontane-

AN p here, if it were an Imputation worthy of Notice, 
l might tranſiently remark the great Injuſtice, done to this 
learned Mathematician and pious Scholar. For as Sir Wal- 
ter Ralegh was aſperſed with holding atheiſtical Principles, 
fo it has been ſaid, that he imbibed them from this Mr. 
Hariot, whom he retained in his Service with a handſome 
Penſion, to teach him the mathematical Sciences at his lei- 


ſure Hours. But an orthodox Divine, Dr. Richard Corbet, 


afterwards a Biſhop, tells us, that Hariot's deep Mine was 
without Droſs. And Mr. George Chapman, another Con- 
temporary, a grave and virtuous Author, ges That his 
Judgment and Knowledge in all Kinds were deep and in- 
comparable, and as much to be admired, as his moſt blame- 
leſs Life, and the right ſacred Expence of his Time, were 
to be honoured and reverenced. To which might be added 
bother Teſtimonies, which have been carefully collected by 
the diligent and induſtrious Mr. Oldys, in his accurate Lite 
of Sir Walter Ralegh, lately prefixed to his Hiſtory of the 
World; who likewiſe ſhews, that the famous French Phi- 


loſopher, Deſcartes, borrowed much of his Light from this 1

N N. Lane and his Company carried home ſome Tobae-

And Sir Walter Ralegh, a Man of 1 $86. a 
Gaiety and Faſhion, readily gave into it, and by his In- a 


tereſt and Example, ſoon brought it into ſuch Vogue at 


Court, that many great Ladies, as well as Noblemen, made 


no Scruple ſomtimes to take a Pipe. We are not inform- 
ed, whether the Queen made Uſe of it herſelf ; but it is 
certain, ſhe gave great Countenance and Encouragement to

Ap thus Sir Walter Ralegh, having diſengaged him+ 
Jelf for the preſent from this burthenſome and expenſive _ 
Affair, gave a Looſe to his martial Genius, and bent his 
whole Thoughts againſt the Spaziards, which ſoon became 


the fixed and ruling Paſſion of his Nature; as abafing the 
exorbitant Power of France, and preventing its ill Conſe- 

quences on the Liberties of Europe, did, in later Times, 
engroſs all the Thoughts and Inclinations of King William, 
and was the principal Aim of moſt of his Steps and Actions, 


And altho* this Compariſon may be thought very une- 


5 _ with Relation to the Power and Dignity of the two 


Perſons, yet it will, I think, be found juſt and exact with 
Reſpect to their Inclinations and Defigns. For no Man of 
that Age was more deeply ſenſible of the pernicious Conſe» 
quences of the Spaniſb 12 and Aims, or was more eager 
and aſſiduous in ſpeaking, writing, and acting againſt them, 
than Sir aul ß 8 
Bor theſe new Aſſignees were not ſo diligent and care - 
ful of the Buſineſs, as they ought to have been. For it was 
a Year after, March, 1589-90, before any thing was un 


dertaken by them for the Relief of the Colony. Then Mr, 


White, with three Ships, ſet Sail from Plimouth; and paſ- 


fing by the Veſt-Indies, they ſtaid fome time there, to per- | 


form ſome Exploits, as they-call them, which was to at- 


| tack and plunder the Spaniards, among whom they got a 
ronſiderable Booty. On the 3d of Auguſt, they fell in with 
Some low ſandy Iflands, to the F2/tward of Mococon. From 


thence they went to Croatan, and ſo to Hatteras. There 
they deſcried a Smoke, at the Place, where the Colony had 
been left three Years before. The next Morning, they 
diſcharged ſome Cannon, to give Notice of their _—

and having fitted out two Boats, Ca in Cooke and Captain 
Spicer went aſhore, but found no Man, nor the Sign of 


any, that had been there lately. The next Day, they 
prepared to go to Roanoke 3 but the Wind being hard 
at North-Eaſt, one of the Boats, in paſſing a Bar, was half 


filled with Water, and the other overſet. Captain Spicer, 
with ſix more, were drowned; but four, who could ſwim 


a little, and did not truſt themſelves to their Legs on the 
Shoals, but kept in deep Water, were ſaved by the Care

and Dexterity of Captain Cote in the other Boat. This : 


Accident ſo diſcomfited the Sailors, that they could hardly 


be prevailed upon to make any farther Search for the Colo- 


ny. But indeed, conſidering the Shoals and Dangers, with 


their Ignorance and Inexperience of the Coaſt, which they. 
. unfortunately happened upon in this their firſt Attempt to- 
wards a Settlement, it is rather to be wondered, that they 
met not with more Accidents and Misfortunes, than they

were fitted out for Hatteras, with nineteen Men. When 

Mr. White left the Colony three Years before, they talked 
of going fifty Miles up into the Main; and it had been 
agreed between them, that if they left the Place, where 
they then were, they ſhould write the Name of the Place, 
to which they went, on ſome Tree, Door, or Poſt ; and 
if they had been in any Diſtreſs, they ſhould ſignify it, by - 
making a Croſs over it, When they landed therefore, they 


ſounded a Trumpet, but received no Anſwer; and going up 


to the Fire, they found, it was nothing but the Graſs and 
ſome rotten Trees burning. Then ſearching up and down

the e Ry at laſt found three fair Roman Letters f 


carved, C. R. O. but without any Sign of Diſtreſs; and 


looking farther, they ſaw CRO AT AN, carved in fair 


Capital Letters on one of the chief Poſts, but ſtill without . 
the Croſs, as a Sign of Diſtreſs, Their Houſes were taken 


down; and an high Palifado built, after the Manner of 2 


Fort. They likewiſe found, where their Goods had been 


buried; but many of them had been dug up, and ſcattered 
about, and all were ſpoiled ; yet Mr. White knew and 


diſtinguiſhed ſeveral of his own among them. With this 


| joyful Diſcovery, as they hoped, of where they were, they | 


returned to their Ships; but had like to have been 


away by a violent Storm, that continued all that Night. 
Tk next Morning, weighing Anchor for Croatan, 
which was an Indian Town on the South Part of Cape 
Loek-out, one of their Cables broke, and carried off _ |

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1590. *ther Anchor with it. But letting go their third, the Ship 


went fo faſt adrift, that ſhe was Very near ſtranding. Dif- 
couraged with theſe Misfortunes, and having but one An- 


* Chor left, and their Proviſions near ſpent, they gave over 


all Thoughts of farther Search for the preſent, and deter- 


mined to go to the Vſt-Indies, to winter and refreſh them 
 felves (chiefly perhaps with more 1 5 8 0 Plunder) and to 


return in the Spring, to ſeek their Countrymen. But the 


Vice-Admiral was obſtinately bent upon going directly for 


England; and the Wind being contrary, the reſt were 


obliged, within twa Days, to make for the Mſtern-Iſlands, 


where they arrived tlie 23d of September-1590, and met 
with ny: of the Queen's Ships, their own Confort, and 


divers others. But many ſuſpected, that private Intereſt

Tx following Year 1591, Sir Richard Greenvil was

Howard, with ſeven Ships of War, and a few other ſmall

Tores, this ſmall Squadron was ſurpriſed by fifty three capital

on Shore for Water and other Neceſſaries, to the Infolence 


who was unwilling to leave a great Part of his Men, then 
and Barbarity of the Iſlanders, ſtaid ſo long in getting them 
off, that he was hemmed in between the Enemy's Fleet 
and the Iſland of Flores, In this dangerous Situation, he 
ſcorned to ſhew any Signs of Fear, or to owe his Safety to 


Flight; but he bravely bore down upon the Enemy, and 


endeavoured to break through them, in which Attempt he 
maintained a gallant and obſtinate F ight, with the beſt of

the Spaniſh Ships, for fifteen Hours together. He was at 


once laid aboard by the $2. Philip, a Ship of fifteen hundred 


Tons and ſeventy eight large Pieces of Ordinance, and four 


other of the ſtouteſt Ships in the Spaniſh Fleet, full of Men, 


in ſome two hundred, in ſome five hundred, and in others 


eight hundred Soldiers, befides Mariners ; and he never had 
Jeſs than two large Galleons by his Side, which, from time 
to time, were relieved by freſh Ships, Men, and Ammu- 
nition. Yet he behaved himſelf with ſuch uncommon Bra- 


very 
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and Conduct, that he diſabled ſome, ſunk others, and 
obliged them all to retire. Neither did he ever leave the 


Deck, tho wounded in the Beginning of the cloſe Fight, 


till he received a dangerous Wound in the Body -4 a Muſket 


Bullet. When he went down to have it dreſſed, he re- 
ceived another Shot in the Head, and his Surgeon was killed 


by his Side. By this time alſo moſt of his braveſt Mien 
were ſlain, his Ship much diſabled, his Deck covered with 


Dead, and pre and ſcattered Limbs, and his Powder 


ſpent to the very la Barrel. Vet in this Condition he or- 
dered the Veſſel to be ſunk, but it was prevented by the 


reſt of the Officers; tho many of the Crew joined with 
him, and the Maſter-Gunner, # he had not been reſtrain- 
ed, would have killed himſelf; ſooner than fall into the 
Hands of the Spaniards. When the Ship; or rather 
Wreck, was ſurrendered, Sir Richard was carried. on board 

the $ paniſh Admiral, where he died within two Days,

An p ſuch was the gallant End of this noble en % 


| who, next to Sir Walter Ralegh, was the principal Perſon 
concerned in this firſt "Adventure of Virginia. He was a 
Man eminently fitted to ſerve his Country, in Peace or 
War, by Land or Sea, and was ſo deeply rooted in the Af- 
fection and Eſteem of his illuſtrious Kinſman, Sir Walter 
Ralegh, that he honoured his Death with a particular Re- 
lation of the Action by his own excellent Pen, which he 
Cauſed to be immediately printed the latter End of the ſame 
Fear 1591, to obviate ſome Aſperſions, caſt upon him by 
ſome of the Spaniards. The reſt of the Engliſh Ships 


having Sea-Room, fought bravely, and did every thing, 


that a be expected from valiant Men, whilſt they had 
the Advantage of the Wind, The Lord Howard was for 


even hazarding the whole Fleet in the Reſcue of Sir Richard 


Greenvil, and for charging up to the Place, where he was 
engaged. But he was over-ruled by the other Officers, 


whoſe Prudence is commended even by Sir Walter Ralegh ; 
altho' no Perſon can certainly fay, I think, what might 


* been the Event, had ſix Ships * War more belides ' 


the 
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1591. the Privateers, fallen upon an Enemy, whom one Ship alone 
had for ſo long a time kept in ſuch warm Action. When 
the Night parted them from the Enemy, they all went off 
ſafe, and in their Way home took ſeveral rich Prizes. Sir 
Richard's Ship too, the Revenge, of 500 Tons Burthen, 
and about 20 Iron Guns, made good her Name. For a few 
Days after ſhe foundered at Sea, and drowned two hundred 
Spaniards, who had been put aboard to carry her to Spain. 
Bu r Sir Walter Ralegb, being, by the above-mentioned 
Aſſignment, eaſed in ſome Meaſure of the Undertaking of 
Virginia, was ſoon engaged by his active and enterpriſing 
Genius in other Adventures and Diſcoveries. He contri- 
buted generouſly towards the Diſcovery of the Nortbh- iet 
Paſſage, and other things of the like Nature. But having 
loſt his Royal Miſtreſs's Favour, by debauching one of her 
Maids of Honour, whom he afterwards married, he under- 
took in Perſon, in the Year 1595, the Voyage and Diſco- 
very of Guiana, a rich Country up the River Oronaque, in 
South America, After his Return, he wrote a moſt excel- 
lent Diſcourſe upon his Expedition, in which his chief Aim 
was to engage the Queen and Nation in the Proſecution of 
the Enterpriſe, and Settlement of the Country. But all 
his Reaſons were overpowered by the Envy of ſome great 
Men to his Perſon and Merit; and altho' he was reftored 
to the Queen's Favour, yet he could never get any thing 
done to Effect in this important and judicious Defign. 
However he never quitted it himfelf, but ſent twice imme- 
diately after, to make farther Diſcoveries, and to keep up 
the good Diſpoſitions of the Natives towards the Engliſh, 
Even after his Fall, and when he was in the Tower, he 
found Means to continue this Deſign ; and his laſt Voyage 
thither, after his Releaſe, with the fatal Conſequences of 
It, is too well known, to need a particular Relation here. 
Neither was he, notwithſtanding the Aſſignment, negligent 
or forgetful of the Colony, which had been ſeated in Virgi- 
nia upon his Account. For he ſent five ſeveral Times, to 
ſearch after, and relieve them; and laſt he diſpatched 
Samuel Mace of Weymouth, in March 1602. But he, like 
all the reſt, performed nothing, but returned with idle 
Stories and frivelous Allegations, oo 9IR 
 HowEvEsR, theſe Efforts of Sir Walter were only in- 
tended to recover and bring off thoſe poor People, and no 
ways in Proſecution of his firſt Deſign of ſettling a Colo- 
ny. So that all Thoughts of Virginia were abandoned, 
and the Project lay dead for near twelve Years, when it 
was revived by Captain Bartholomew Goſnold, who under- 
took a Voyage thither, and ſet Sail from Dartmouth, ”= 
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the twenty ſixth of March 1602, in a ſmall Bark, with 1602. 
thirty two Men. He kept as far North as the Winds would — 


permit, and was the firſt that came in a direct Courſe to

On the 11th of May, being about the Latitude of forty 

three, they made Land, on the Coaſt of New-England, as 

it hath been ſince called. But as all this Continent bore 

the Name of Florida, till the Diſcovery of the Engliſb in 
1584, ſo afterwards all that Tra&t of Country, from 34 to 


45 Degrees of Northern Latitude, was called Virginia, till 

from different Settlements it got different Names.

Here, in a few Hours, they caught 
more Cod, then they knew, what to do with; from whence 
the Place obtained the Name of Cape-Cod, And they thence 
alſo concluded, that a good Fiſhery, might be found 


in the Months of March, April, and May. 


Soo after they went to the Iſlands, — anchored near 5 
one of them. They found it four Miles in Compaſs, with- 


out Houſe or Inhabitant. In it was a Lake, near a Mile in 
Circuit; and the reſt ſo overgrown with Vines, which co- 
vered all the Trees and Buſhes, that they could ſcarce paſs 


through them. They likewiſe found Plenty of Strawber- 
ries, Raſberries, Goolberries, and divers other Fruits in 
Bloom, and therefore called the Iſland Martha's Vineyard. 


They then viſited the reſt of the Ifles, and found them re- 


Sled with the like Products. One they named Eliza 
Lechs {O's in Honour to their ancient Sovereign, in which 
anted Wheat, Barley, Oats, and Peaſe, which ſprung 


they p 
up nine Inches in fourteen Days. From hence they went 


to the Main, where they ſtood for ſome time ravihed at 
the Beauty and Delicacy of the Country. But ſoon after 


returning to E lizabeth's and, they ſpent three Weeks in 
building a Houſe, in a ſmall Iſland of about an Acre of 
Oround, which ſtood in the Midſt of a large Lake of ſreſh 
Water, about three Miles in Circumferencee.

Not one of the Engliſh was af- 
fected with any Sickneſs ; but they rather grew more heal- 
thy and ſtrong, notwithſtanding their bad Diet and Lodging: 
"Twelve had reſolved to ſtay; but, conſidering how meanly 
they were provided, they were at laſt all obliged to leave 
this Iſland, not without much Sorrow and Reluctancy, and 
_ arrived at Exmouth the 23d of July. N 
263. IEE Beginning of the next Year, died that ever- memo- 
rable and glorious Princeſs, Queen Elizabeth, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by King James VI. of Scotland. He was ſcarce 
warm in his Throne, before, as a Preſage of his future weak 
and inglorious Reign; he confined Sir Walter Ralegh in the 
Tower, for a moſt myſterious and inextricable Plot. This 
great Man, as he was the firſt Undertaker and Mover of - 
theſe Diſcoveries, is uſually looked upon as the Founder and 
Father of our Country. And indeed we are proud to own 
for ſuch, a Perſon of his diſtinguiſhed Merit and Parts, 
who was one of the brighteſt Ornaments of his Age and 
Country, highly in the Favour and Eſteem of Queen Eli. 
Zabeth, and afterwards the Sacrifice of her mean and puſil- 
lanimous Succeſſor. But yet it muſt be confeſſed, that his 
Adventurers touched but once, and then lightly, on our 
Country; but ſtill kept on in the ſame unfortunate Tract, 
on the ſhoaly and importuous Coaſt of North-Carolina. 
Altho' his Judgment ſoon diſtinguiſhed from the Accounts, 
he received, the Advantages of eee for ſeating his 
Capital City of Ralegh; and had his Orders been followed, 
it might perhaps have given a quite different Turn to the 
Affairs of the Colony. For it would not only have freed 
them from the Hazards and Difficulties, they encountered 
on that dangerous Coaſt, and every where have ſupplied 
them with ſafe and convenient Harbours, but would have 
naturally led them to the Search and Diſcovery of one of 
the moſt commodious Countries perhaps in the World, for 
Shipping and /Veffels. 5-7] #7 41 $f» pages ont BF 
Ik ſame Year 1603, by the Perſuaſions of Mr. 
Richard Hackluyt (a cutious and inquiſitive Gentleman, and + 
. ſoon after a Prebend of Vſiminſter, who publiſhed the 
noted Collection of Voyages and Travels) the Mayor and 
Aldermen, with moſt of the Merchants of Briſtel, raiſed a a 
Stock of a thouſand Pounds, and fitted out two Veſlels. 
But firſt they obtained the Leave and Permiſſion of Sir 
Malter Ralegh, as Proprietor of the Country, to make 
Diſcoveries in Virginia. Martin Pring was made Captain, 
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an underſtanding Gentleman and able Mariner; and Robert 1603: 


fore, was appointed his Aſſiſtant and Pilot. But as, for 
the moſt Part, they followed Captain Gœſnold's Courſe, 


their Diſcoveries were nothing extraordinary or different

Bor another Bark was this Year ſent from London, un- 


der the Command of Captain Bartholomew Gilbert, who 
had likewiſe been with Captain Goſnold. After fome ſmall 


Trade in the Weft-Indies, they fell in with the Coaſt of 
America in about 37 Degrees of Northern Latitude; and 


ſome Authors ſay, they run up into Cheſapeake Bay, where 


the Captain, going aſhore, was killed with four of his 
Men. This ſtruck ſuch a Damp and Diſcouragement into 
the reſt, that they immediately weighed Anchor, and re- 


turned to England, without any further Attempt or Diſco- 
i ß 
Two Years after, Captain George Weymouth was ſent by 


the Earl of Southampton and the Lord Arundel of Murder, 
to make Diſcoveries on the Coaſt of Virginia. He intend- 


ed to the Sothward of 39; but was forced by the Winds 


_ farther Northward, and fell among fome Shoals in 41 Deg. 
20 Min. But having happily diſengaged themfelves, on the 
18th of May they made Land. It appeared to be a mai 

high Land, but they found it an Iſland of fix Miles in 


Saltern, who had been with Captain Gold the Year be- —— 


\ 
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Compaſs. From thence they could diſcern the Continent 


and very high Mountains; and coaſting among the Iſlands, | 
adjoining to the Main, they found an excellent Harbour. 
They dug a Garden the twenty ſecond of May; and among 


their Seeds; I ſowed Barley and Peaſe, which grew up 


eight Iriches in fixteen Days; altho' they judged the Mould 
much inferior to what they found afterwards on the Main. 
On the 3ath of May, the Captain with thirteen more, went 


to view and diſcover the Continent ; and having found 4

migen, (the Author of the Book, entitled, The Britiſb Em- ; 
pire in America) according to his uſual Cuſtom is here 
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moſt egregiouſly bewildered and loſt. For after having, 


njudxcioully enough, determined the ſmall Iſland they firſt 


made, of {1x Miles in Compaſs, to be Long-1fland, on the 
Coaſt of New-York, he immediately after, with ſtill grea- 


ter Abſurdity and Groſneſs, calls this the River of Powha- 


tan, now James River, to the Southward, as he ſays, of 


the Bay of Cheſapeate. 


WHEN Captain J/eymauth returned aboard, he found, 
that the Indians had contracted an Acquaintance with his 
Crew; that they had had ſome fmall Trade together; and 
that there was much outward Shew of Kindneſs and Civi- 
lity between them. For as the Engliſb intended to inhabit 


their Country, and as it was the chief Deſign of the noble 
Adventurers, who had ſent them, to propagate Chriſtianity 


among thoſe barbarous People, they uſed them very kindly 
and exchanging Hoſtages, would ſometimes lie aſhore with 


them, and they ſometimes aboard with the Engliſß. At 


laſt they were very prefling with the Captain, to go to the 
Main, to trade with their Baſhabes, or chief Lord. He 


accordingly manned his Boat with fourteen Hands, and at- 
tended them. But having plainly diſcovered their Trea- 
chery, and that it was only a Stratagem to cut them off, 
| he ſeiſed five, and ever afterwards treated them with great 
Civility, but never more truſted them. 5 


_ Havins ſpent ſome time in ſounding all the Iſles,

ound, it flowed eighteen Feet, 
was a Mile wide forty Miles from the Mouth, had a bold

ipg all along in an equal Plain, neither mountainous nor 
rocky, but verged with a green Border of Graſs; and the 
Woods were large and tall, and delightfully watered with 
many freſh Springs and Rivulets. Leaving their Ship, they 


went ſeven Miles higher than the ſalt Water flowed, and 
then marched towards the Mountains. But the Weather 


was ſo hot, and the Fatigue ſo great, that having erected 
a Croſs, they willingly returned to their Ship. Soon after, 
they ſailed for England, and arrived at Dartmouth the 18th 
of July; carrying with them the five Indians, taken by 
the Captain, whereof one was a Sagamo, or Commander,

TRESE Articles contain ſeveral Things of an extraor- 


dinary Nature; which Sir 7%n Randolph, in the Sketch, 
he has left of the Beginning of his Hiſtory of Virginia, pro- 
miſed afterwards to animadvert upon. I am no Lawyer, 
and therefore ſhall not preſume to enter deeply into the 
Matter. I ſhall only tranſiently remark, that, notwith- 
ſtanding the frequent Repetition of the Laws of England, 
and the Equity thereof, his Majeſty ſeems, in ſome things, 
to have deviated groſly from them. He has certainly made 


ſufficient Proviſion for his own deſpotic Authority; and 


has attributed an extravagant and illegal Power to the Pre- 


ſidents and Councils. For he has placed the whole Legiſ- 
lative Power ſolely in them, without any Repreſentative of _ 
the People, contrary to a noted Maxim of the Engliſh 


Conſtitution ; That all Freemen are to be governed by Laws, 


made with their own Conſent, either in Perſon, or by their 


Repreſentatives. He has alſo appointed Juries only in Caſes 


of Life and Death ; and has left all other Points, relating 
to the Liberty and private Property of the Subject, wholly. 


to the Pleaſure and Determination of the Preſidents and 


Councils, He has indeed, agrecably to the Dictates of. his 


own Nature, been expreſs enough with Reſpect to Rebel- 
lion, Conſpiracy, and other Offences immediately againſt 

the Magiſtrate ; but then he has been very ſparing in all 
other criminal Matters. For altho' he has made e ; 
Puniſhablę with Death, contrary to the Laws of *

1606. and contrary to a greater, the Law of the Goſpel, in the 
noted Determination of our B. Saviour, concerning the 
Woman taken in Adultery; yet he has paſſed over all the 
ſeveral Species of Robbery, Burglary, and Felony, with 
other Crimes, capital by the Laws of England, and decla- 
red, that none, but thoſe there ſpecified, ſhould be ſubject 
to the Puniſhment of Death. n. 155 
HoOoWRVER, furniſhed with thefe Powers and Autho- 
rities, the Firſt or Southern Colony, which ſtill retains the 
Name of Virginia, was undertaken and begun by ſeveral 
Nobleman, Knights, Gentlemen, Merchants and Citizens, 
in and about London; and they choſe Sir Thomas Smith, 
a very eminent and wealthy Merchant of London, their 
'Treafurer, to have the chief Management of their Affairs, 
and to fummon and preſide in all Meetings of the Council 
and Company in England. He had been the chief of Sir 
Falter Ralegh's Aſſignees, and was either now, or ſoon 
after, Governor of the Eaſt-India Company; and had alſo 
deen fent, two Years beſore, his Majeſty's Embaſſador to 
the Emperor of 1 And next, having provided two 
Ships and a ſmall Bark, they committed the Tranſporta- 
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tion of the Colony to Captain Chri ſtopher Newport, who 
was eſteemed a Mariner of Ability and Experience on the 


American Coaſts. For he had fourteen Years before, Anne 
1592, with much Reputation and Honour, conducted an 
Expedition againſt the Spaniards in the Meſt-Indies; where, 
with three Ships and a ſmall Bark, he took ſeveral Prizes, 
plundered and burnt ſome Towns, and got a confiderable 
: To him therefore, by an Inſtrument, bearing Date the 
Toth of December 1606, under the legal Seal of the Coun- 
cil, they gave Power to appoint all Captains, Soldiers, and 
Mariners, and to have the ſole Charge and Command of 
the fame, and of the whole Voyage, from the Date there- 
of, till they ſhould land on the Coaſt of Virginia; and in 
Cafe of his Death, the ſeveral Captains of the Ships and 
Bark were ordered and impowered, to proceed and carry 
them to the Coaſt of Virginia aforeſaid. 'To Captain New- 
port, Capt. Bartholomew Goſnold, and Captain Jobs Rat- 
 cliffe, they alſo delivered ſeveral Inſtruments, cloſe ſealed 
with the * Seal, which they, the Survivors, or Sur- 
vivor of them, ſhould, within twenty four Hours after 
| their Arrival on the Coaſt of Virginia, and not before, open 
and unſeal, and publiſh the Names of the Perſons, therein 
fet down, who ſhould be declared and taken to be his Ma- 
jeſty's Council for that Colony: That the ſaid Council

Captains and Soldiers, with all other Perſons whatſoever of 
the ſaid Colony: And that the Preſident, W 
upon his Election, ſhould, in the Preſence of the Council, 
and of twenty others of the principal Adventurers in the 
Voyage, to be by the Preſident and Council called thereto, 
take his Oath, according to a Form preſcribed, to bear true 
Allegiance to the King, and for the Performance of his 


ſhould adminiſter the like Oath to each of the Council par- 
ticularly. And finally, Captain Newport was commanded, 
with ſuch a Number of Men, as ſhould be affigned him by 
the Preſident and Council, to beſtow two Months in the 


= Search and Diſcovery of the Rivers and Ports of the Coun- 
try, and to give preſent Order for the lading the two Ships 
(the Bark being deſigned to remain in the Country) with 


ſuch principal Commodities and Merchandiſe, as could there 


be had and found, and to return with the ſaid Ships, full 


laden, bringing a particular Account of every thing, by 
the laſt of May following, if God permit. 9 
To theſe Orders the Council added other Inſtructions, 


the neceſſary Orders and Methods of Diſcovery ; their 


Caution before, and Behaviour towards, the Natives; with 


various other Counſels and Directions for the better con- 
ducting themſelves and the Enterpriſe. And as the Council 
in England were ever ſollicitous and intent on the Diſcovery 


of the South-Sea, as the certain and infallible Way to im- 


menſe Riches, they were commanded, if they happened to 
diſcover divers navigable Rivers, and among them any, that 
had two main Branches, if the Difference was not great, 
to make Choice of that, which tended moſt towards.the 
North-Weſt ; ſince the other Sea, as they judged, would 
be ſooneſt found that Way. And they were to diſcover, if 
they could, whether the River, on which they ſeated, ſprung 


would be the more eaſy, and that out of the ſame Lake 
they might find ſome other Stream, running the contrary 
Way, towards the Z9/t-India, or Seuth-Sea. And they

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concluded laſtly and chiefly, that the Way to proſper and 


| obtain Succeſs was to make themſelves all of one Mind, for 


their own and their Country's Good, and to ferve and fear 
God, the Giver of all Goodneſs, fince every Plantation, 
Which he did not plant, would certainly be rooted out. 
AI theſe Orders and Inſtructions being put into a 


Box, they ſet Sail from Blackwall the 19th of December 


1606 ; but were kept fix Weeks on the Coaſt of England 
by contrary Winds. Even then they neglected the Coal 
eil's laſt ſalutary Advice, concerning Unity and Concord 


among themſelves. For they began to fall into ſuch Fac- 
tions and Diſcords, as would have ruined the whole Voyage, 
Had not Mr. Hunt, their Preacher, by his prudent Con- 
duct and pious Exhortations, allayed their Fury and Dif- 


fenſton. That good Man, altho' he was ſo ſick and weak 
the whole Time, that few expected his Recovery, and had 
the additional Aggravation of being the principal Object of 


their Malice and Reproach, yet bore all with the utmoft 


Meekneſs and Patience. And he never betrayed the leaft 
ſeeming Defire to leave the Buſineſs, altho* his Habitation 
was but twenty Miles from the Downs, but preferred the 
Service of God and his Country, in ſo good a Voyage, be- 
fore alt other private Reſpects or Conſigeration 8 
ever. 


As ſoon as they got clear of the Coaſt of E 1 the 7 


ok the old Rout. by the Canaries, where they water 


Here their Quarrels and Diſſenſions grew fo high, that 


Captain Smith was ſeized and committed cloſe Priſoner. It 
was ſuggeſted by Mr. Wingfield and ſome others of the chief 
among them, who envied his Repute and Intereſt with the 


Company, that he intended to murder the Council, uſurp 
the Government, and make himſelf King of Virginia; . 


this, they pretended, would be atteſted and proved againſt 


him by ſeveral of his Confederates, who were diſperſed in 
all the three Ships. Upon theſe ſcandalous Suggeſtions, he 


was fuſpected, and kept in cloſe Confinement thirteen 


Weeks. From the Canaries they went to the We/t-Indies; = 
where, having traded with the Natives, and ſtaid three 
Weeks to refreſh themſelves, they ſteered away Northward, 
In Search of Virginia. The Mariners had paſſed their | 
Reckoning three Days, and yet found no Land; which ſo 
diſhcartened the Company, that Captain Ratcliffe, Com- 
mander of the Bark, was urgent to bare up the Helm, and 


return for En gland. But a violent Storm, obliging them 


to hull it all Night under their bare Poles, drove them pro- 


videntially, beyond all their Expectations, to their deſireg 
Port, For the next Day, being the 26th of April on 


gh. 
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they made a Coaft, which none of them had ever ſeen. 1607 
The firſt Land, they deſcried, they called Cape-Henry, in 
Honour to the Prince of Wales; as the Northern Cape 
- was named Cape-Charles, after the Duke of York, King 
2mes's ſecond: Son at that time, and afterwards King 
Charles I. of England. Thirty Men went aſhore on Cape- 
Hlenry, to recreate and refreſh themſelves; but they were 
ſuddenly aſſaulted by five Savages, Who wounded two of 
them very e e VVV 
Wir theſe Capes they found a Country, which, 
according to their own Deſcription, might claim the Pre- 
rogative over the moſt pleaſant Places in the known World, 
for large and majeſtic navigable Rivers, for beautiful 
Mountains, Hills, Plains, Vallies, Rivulets, and Brooks, 
gurgling down, and running moſt pleaſantly into a fair Bay, 
encompaſſed on all Sides, except at the Mouth, with fruit= _ 
ful and delightſome Land. In the Bay and Rivers were 
many. Iſlands, both great and ſmall, ſome woody, others 
plain, but moſt of them low and uninhabited. So that 
Heaven and Earth ſeemed never to have agreed better, to 
frame a Place for Man's commodious and delightful Habi- 
tation, were it fully cultivated and inhabited by induſtrious 


People. ng Ri ip on 
I R Night of their Arrival, the Box was opened, and 
the Orders for Government read. In them Edward- Maria 
Wingfield, Bartholomew Goſnold, e Smith, Chriſtopher 
Newport, John Ratcliffe, fobn Martin, and George Ren- 
dall, were appointed of the Council. They were employ- 
ed, till the 13th of May, in ſeeking a Place for their Set- 
tlement ; and then they reſolved on a Peninſula, on the 
North Side of the River Powhatan, about forty Miles from 
the Mouth. After which, Mr. VWingfield was choſen Pre- Ea 
ſident, the Council ſworn, and an Oration made, why Miria 
Captain Smith was not admitted of the Council, as the . fe wa 
reſt. But beſides theſe Gentlemen and Mr. Hunt, their 4 
* Chaplain, there came over another Perſon of very great 
Diſtinction and Quality. This was the Honourable Mr, 
| George Percy, of the ancient Family of the Percies, ſo re- 
nowned in Story, and Brother to the Earl of Northumber- 
land. Neither did his Actions here diſgrace the Nobility of 
his Birth. For he juſtly obtained the Reputation of being 
a Gentleman of great Honour, Courage, and Induſtry, 
He ſeems to have come merely a Volunteer upon the Ex- 
pedition, and bore no Poſt or Office of Government; 
Which might perhaps have proceeded from the Cloud, un- 
der which his Brother, the Earl of Northumberland, then 
lay. For on ſome diſtant Surmiſes, and upon Account of

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160. Mr. Percy, his Kinſman, who was concerned in that Trea- 
— ſon, the Earl was ſuſpected to have been privy to the 
Hard- Gun-powder Plot; and was therefore thrown into the 
— 14 Tower, where he lay above twelve Years, was fined thirty 
Prcfient, thouſand Pounds Sterling in the Star-Chamber, and under- 
went much hard Uſage. And beſides Mr. Percy, there 
were Anthony Goſnold, Captain Gabriel Archer, Nathaniel 
Povel, Kellam Throgmorton, William Smithes, Richard 
Frith, and divers others of Note in this firſt Plantation. 
And Mr. Thomas Studley was elected the firſt Cape-Mer- 
chant, or Treaſurer, of the Colony. e 
 HavinG pitched upon a Place to ſettle, they called it 
James-Toꝛon, in Honour of his Majeſty then reigning, and 
every Man fell to work. The Council contrive the Fort; 
and of the reſt, ſome cut down and clear away the Trees, 
to make a Place to pitch their "Tents ; ſome get Clapboard, 
to relade the Ships; whilſt others were employed in making 
Gardens and Nets, and providing other Neceſſaries 0 
Conveniences. The Indians often viſited them kindly, 
which was a great Satisfaction to them. For the Preſident's 
Jealouſy would admit of no Exerciſe at Arms, nor any 
other Festes, but the Boughs of Trees caſt together 
in the Form of a half Moon, by the extraordinary Pains 
and Diligence of Captain Kendall. And ſoon after New- 
ort and Smith, with twenty others, were ſent to diſcover' 
the Head of the River Powhatan, which, from King James, 
Was afterwards called James River. They paſſed by divers 
ſmall Habitations; and in ſix Days arrived at a Town, 
called Powhatan, conſiſting of about twelve Houſes, plea- 
ſantly ſeated on a Hill, on the North Side of the River, 
with three fertile Iftes before it. This Place I judge to be 
either Mrs. Mayo's, or elſe Marring's Plantation; and it 
Was the principal Seat, by Inheritance, of Powhatan, Em- 
peror of the Country. To this Place they found the River 
navigable; but within a Mile higher, by reaſon of the 
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Rocks and Iſles, there was no Paſſage for a ſmall Boat; and £ 
this they called the Falls. They were kindly treated by 
the People in all Parts ; but being returned to JamerTow, : 
they found ſeventeen Men hurt, and a Boy flatn, by the 
Indians; and had not a Croſs-bar Shot from the Ships hap- 
pened to ſtrike a Bough from a Tree among them, which 
frighted, and made them retire, the Engliſb had been all 
cut off, being ſecurely at Work, and their Arms in dry 
Fats. After this the Preſident permitted the Fort to be pa- 
liſadoed, the Ordinance to be mounted, and the Men to 
be armed and exerciſed. For many and ſudden were the 
Aſſaults and Ambuſcades of the Indians; and the E n.

roaching, Captain Smith's Enemies pretended, out of 
ane and Compaſſion to him, to refer him to the 
Council in England, to receive a Reprimand, rather than 
by puſhing on their Accuſation, to endanger his Life, or 
utterly deſtroy his Reputation. But he, being a Man of 
high Spirit, and conſcious of his Innocency, ſcorned their 
Charity, and defied their Malice ; and behaved himſelf in 
the whole Affair with ſuch Clearneſs and Prudence, that 
all the Company perceived his Integrity, and their Envy and 
Injuſtice. Inſiſting therefore upon his Trial, the Perſons, 
ſuborned to accuſe him, accuſed their Suborners; and al- 
tho* many Falſhoods were alledged againſt him, yet were 
they all ſo plainly diſproved, that it raiſed a general Reſent- 
ment in the Hearts of the Audience againſt ſuch unjuſt 
Commanders, and the Preſident was condemned to pay 
him two hundred Pounds, in Reparation of the Injury. 
In Conſequence hereof, all the Preſident's Effects were 
ſeized in Part of Satisfaction; but Smith generouſly pre- 
ſented them to the publick Store for the Uſe of the Colony. 
Soon after their Heats and Animoſities were appeaſed by _ 
the good Doctrine and Exhortations of Mr. Hunt, who 
procured Captain Smith to be admitted of the Council; and 
the next Day, they all received the Communion, in Con- = 
firmation of their Peace and Concord. The Day after, 
being the 15th of June, the Indians voluntarily {ed for 
Peace, and Captain Newport ſet Sail for England, leaving 


Tx Colony, being now left to their Fortunes, fell into 
ſuch a violent Sickneſs, that within ten Days ſcarce ten a- 
mong them could either go or ſtand. This was chiefly 


ovwing to the Difference of their Diet. For whilſt the 


Ships ſtaid, either by Way of Traffick, or for Money, or 
Love, they got a daily Proportion of Biſcuit and other Pro- 
viſions from the Sailers, who always abounded even to 

Luxury and Profuſion. But now they were all reduced to 
the common Kettle; which contained the Allowance of 


5 17 7 a Pint of Wheat, and as much Barley, boiled with 


Water, for a Man a Day. And this, having funked for 
ſix and twenty Weeks in the Ship's Hold, contained no-

Prefident. This unwholeſome Food, together with their continual 

Toil and Labour in the Extremity of the Heat, carried off 

fifty of the Company, by September; in which Number was 
Captain Goſnold, the belt Mover and Projector of the whole 
Bulnest The reſt, that ſurvived by the Care of Captain 
Smith, and the Skill and Diligence of Mr. Thomas Wotton, 
their Surgeon-General, ſubſiſted on Crabs and Sturgeonz 
* September. 
Bux the Preſident, all this while, bad felt neither Want 
nor Sickneſs. For he had embezzled the public Oatmeal, 
Sack, Aqua-vite, Beef, and Eggs, and had lived in great 
Plenty and Elegance. Soon after, having projected an 
Eſcape to England in the Bark, it raiſed ſuch Indi nation 

1 in the reſt, that they depoſed him, and elected Captain 
bn Rat- John Ratcliffe i in his Room. Kendall was likewiſe at the 
4 0e Preſi- ſame time diſgraced, and removed from the Council, fot 
Ent. being concerned in theſe male Practices of the Preſident. 

And now, when all their Proviſions were ſpent, the Stur- 
geon gone, and no Proſpect of Relief from any Quarter 
left, God wrought ſo wonderful a Change in the Hearts of 
the [ndians, that they brought ſuch Tn: of their Fruits 
and Proviſions, as no Man wanted. _ 

Newport was gone, Goſnold dead, and 22 * and 
Kendall i in Diſgrace; neither were their Places ſupplied by 
the Election of any others, according to the Authority 
given. So that the whole Government and Power of the 
Touncil now reſted in the new Preſident, Martin, and 
Smith. But the Preſident and Martin, being little eſteemed 

or beloved, of weak Judgment in Dangers, and leſs In- 
duſtry in Peace, at firſt very candidly and wiſely permitted 
every thing to Smith's Management, who was peculiarly 
fitted for conducting ſuch an Enterpriſe, by a good Judga 
ment, undaunted Courage, and an invincible Induſtry and 
Reſolution. He immediately. ſet about the building of 
Fames-Town; and by good Words, fair Promiſes, and his 
own Example (himſelf always bearing the greateſt Share 
of the Labour and Fatigue) he puſhed. on the Work with 
ſuch Vigor and Diligence, that om had, in a ſhort time; 
provided moſt of them with Lodgings, neglecting any for 
himſelf. After which, finding the Autumn Superfluity of 
the Savages begin to decreaſe, he reſolved to ſearch the 
Country for Trade.

After this, they 
brought bim a Bag of Gunpowder, which they judged, to

he was invited, and feaſted, in a ſumptuous Manner, by

' HE lived in great barbaric State and Magnificence, 
He uſually had about his Perſon forty or fifty of the talleſt 
Men, his Country afforded ; which Guard was, after this 
time, encreaſed to two hundred, on Account of the En- 
gliſh, Every Night, upon the four Corners. of his Houſe 
were placed four Sentinels, each a flight Shot from the 
other; and every half Hour, one from the main Guard 
Hollowed, ſhaking his Finger between his Lips, and ever 
Sentinel was obliged to anſwer from his Stand. If any failed, 
an Officer was immediately ſent, who beat him extremely, 
At all his ancient Inheritances, he had Houfes, ſome of 
them thirty or forty Yards long ; and at every Houſe, Pro- 
viſion for bis Entertainment, according to the Seaſon. He 
kept as many Women, as he pleaſed; and when he laid | 
down, one fat at his Head, and another at his Feet; but 
When he was up, one fat on his right Hand, and another 
on his left. And as he was weary of them, he beſtowed | 

them on ſuch of his Servants, as had moſt pleaſed him, ap

They all knew their ſeveral Lands, Habitations, 
und Limits to-fiſh, fowl, or hunt in, But they held all of 
their great Werowance, © Powhatan ; to whom they pai 

*Fribufe of Skins, Beads, Copper, Pearl, Peer, Turkies, 
wild Beaſts, and Corn, All his Subjects reverenced him, 
not only as a King, but as half a God ; and it was Curler 
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behold, with what Fear and Adoration they obeyed him. 1607. 
For at his Feet they preſented whatever he commanded ; 1. 
and a Frown of his Brow. would make their greateſt Spirits Seien 


tremble. And indeed it was no Wonder; for he was very eſic 


terrible and tyrannous in puniſhing ſuch, as offended him, 
with Variety of Cruelty and the moſt exquiſite Torture. 
WuEN Smith was preſented to him, he was about ſixty 
Years of Age, ſomething hoary, and of a ſavage Majeſty 
and Grandeur. He fat before a Fire, upon a wooden 
Throne, like a Bedſtead, cloathed with a great Robe of 
Racoon Skins, and with a Coronet of Feathers about his 
Head. On either Hand, fat a young Wench, of about ſix- 
teen or eighteen Years of Age; and along each Side of the 
Houſe, 1 5 of Men, and behind them, as many Wo- 
men, painted and adorned in their beſt Manner.

Where- 
upon Powhatan was perſuaded. to let him live, to make 
himſelf Hatchets, and her Bells, Beads, and Copper. For 
the King himſelf would make his own Robes, Shoes, Bows,

Children. At length weighing from thence, they returned 4 
to Fames-Town ;\ where this new Supply of Corn being | 
Jodged with the reſt, their-Store-houſe was by ſome Acci- 
dent fired, and ſo the Town, which, being thatched with 
Reeds, burnt with that Fierceneſs and Violence, as ſoon 
conſumed their wooden Fortifications, with their Arms, 
Apparel, and Bedding, and much private Goods and Pro- 
viſion. The good Mr, Hunt loſt all his Library, with everx 
thing elſe, that he had, except the Cloaths on his Back 3 
yet no one ever heard him murmur or repine at it. 
NO TWITHSTAN DINO this unfortiinate Accident, 1605. 
a ey had yet a tolerable Stock of Oatmeal, Meal, and Corn, 
had not the Ship loitered fourteen Weeks in the Country, 
when ſhe might as well have been gone in fourteen Days. 
For they thereby helped to conſume a great Part of che 
e Store, and near all the Proviſions, ſent to be land- 
ed. When they departed, they leſt them, what little the 
thought proper to ſpare; which they were glad to receive, 
and make up an Account, highly commending their Care 
and Providence, leſt they ſhould diſcourage the Council at 
home from ſending any more, Vet thoſe Perſons, who 
had either Money, ſpare Cloaths, Credit for Bills of Ex- 
change, Gold Rings, Furs, or any ſuch valuable Commo- 
dities, were always welcome to this floating Tavern. Such 
was their Neceflity and Misfortune, to be under the Laffi 
of thoſe vile Commanders, and ta buy their own Proviſions 
At fifteen times the Value; ſuffering them to feaſt at their 
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dare not repine, leſt they ſhould incur the Cenſure of being 
factious and ſeditious Parlors. By theſe Means and 
nagement, the Colony was rather burthened than relieved 
by the vaſt Charge of this Ship ; and being reduced to Meal I 
eh Water, and expoſed, by the Loſs of their Town, to 
the moſt bitter Cold and Froſt, above half of them died.

The firſt 
People, they ſaw, were two grim and ſtout Indians on 
Cape Charles, with long Poles, like Javelins, headed with 
Bone. They fternly demanded, what they were, and 
what they wanted; but grew afterwards more kind, and 
directed them to Acromack, the Habitation of their Were- 
wance. This King treated them very kindly, and was the + 
comlieſt, moſt proper, and civil Indian, they had met with, 
They ſpoke the Lizas of Powhatan, and at that time 
bay under the Misfortune of a ſtrange Mortality, which 
they attributed to a Miracle. Paſling on from thence, they 
coaſted it along, and ſearched every Inlet and Bay, that 
ſeemed proper for Harbours or Habitations ; and many 
Farbours they found for ſmall Veſſels, but none fit to re- 
ceive large Ships. Then ſpying many Iſlands out in the 
Bay, they bore up for them; but before they could reach 
them, there roſe ſuch a Guſt of Thunder, Lightning, 
Wind, and Rain, that with great Difficulty they eſcape 
being foundered, Theſe Iſlands they named Ruff 8 * 
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after Dr. Ruſſel; and they are the ſame with thoſe, now 1666. 
called Tanger Tflands. Being in Want of Water, and find- w- 
ing none in theſe Iflands, they were obliged to follow. the 2. Nen 
next Eaſtern Channel, which brought them into the River Pe. 


agbeocomoco, which is the River now called Pokomoke. 
Tze Northern Point, at the Mouth, they called #athtinss 
Point, and à Hill, on the South of Potomobe Bay, Nees 
Hill, after two of the Company. Running up the River, 
the Natives at firſt threatened, with great Fury, to aſſault 
them; but at laſt became very tractable and kind.

But Captain 
Smith, taking from his Sword a Fiſh, like a Thornback, 

with a long Tail, in the Midſt of which was a poiſoned 
Sting, of two or three Inches Length, bearded like a Saw 

on each Side, ſhe ſtruck her Sting into his Wriſt an Inch 

and a half, No Blood or Wound was ſeen, but only a lit. 

tle blue Spot; yet ſuch was the Extremity of Pain, and his 

Hand, Arm, and Shoulder, were ſo ſwoln in four Hours 

Time, that they all, with much Sorrow, expected his 
Death, and prepared his Grave in an Iſland by, as he him- 

ſelf directed. But it pleaſed God, by the Application of an 

Oil, which Dr. Rue! had with him, his J orment was ſo 

eaſed and aſſwaged before Night, that to the great Joy of 

the Company, he eat of the Fiſh for his Supper. And in 
Memory of this Accident, they called the Ifle Stingray I,.

There they 
found the laſt Supply of Men all ſick ; and of the reſt, ſome 

lame, ſome bruiſed, and all in a Tumult and Uproar againſt 

the unreaſonable Pride and Cruelty of the Preſident, whom 

they would as ſtrangely have tormented with Revenge, had 

it not been for this ſeaſonable Arrival of the Diſcovery 

* Barge. He had riotouſly conſumed the Store, and had 

greatly harraſſed and fatigued the People, in building an 
unneceſſary Houſe of Pleaſure for himſelf in the Woods. 

But their Fury was much appeaſed, by the good News of 

this Diſcovery, and by the Hopes, from ſome miſtaken In- 
terpretation of the Savage's Account, that our Bay reached 

to the South-Sea, or ſomewhere near it; but above all, by

or three Days at Kicguotan, by ny Winds, where 1608. 
they were kindly entertained and feaſted by 
in Diverſion fired ſeveral Rockets, which greatly terrified 24 
and aſtoniſhed the poor Savages: From thence they an- 
chored, the firſt Night, at Stingray Iſland ; and the next 
Day, croſſing the Mouth of Patowmack, they haſted to 
the River Bolus. A little beyond that, they found the Bay 

divided into four Streams, all which they ſearched, as far 
as they could ſail. Two of them they found inhabited, the 

Rivers 3 and Tockwogh, ſince called Saſſafras 
River. In croſſing the Bay, they met ſeven or eight Ca- 
noes, full of Ma/ſawomecks, a great and powerful Nation 
of Indians inhabiting upon ſome of the Lakes of Canad., 

and the Original perhaps of thoſe, at preſent known by the 
Name of the Senecas or Six Nations. They were at that 
Time profeſt Enemies, and a great Terror, to the Nations 

dwelling on the upper Part of our Bay, and had then been 
at War with the Tockwoghs. After mutual Threats of Aſ- 
ſault between them and the Engliſh, they were at laſt in- 
duced to go on board the Barge ; and by interchangeable 


Preſents becoming good Friends, they departed without 


farther Intercourſe or Converſation —_ VVVVmßß?⸗ 

THE next Day, entering the River Tockwogh, they were 
invironed with a Fleet of Canoes, full of armed Men. But 
coming to a Parley, and the Tockwoghs ſeeing the MHaſſa- 
womeck Arms, which they had preſented to the Engliſh the 
Day before, and which the Engliſb made them believe, 
they had taken 'in War, they were ſoon reconciled, and 


conducted them to their Town. It was palliſadoed round, 


mantled with the Barks of Trees, had Scaffolds, like 
Mounts, and was breaſted very formally. The Men, Wo- 


= men, and Children did their utmoſt to expreſs their Affec- 
= tion; and welcomed them with Songs, Dances, Fruits, 


and Furs, and with whatever elſe they had. Here they 
ſaw many Hatchets, Knives, and Pieces of Iron and Braſs,

TR Manner of the Engliſh was daily to have Prayers 
with a Pſalm; at which Solemnity thoſe poor Barbarians 
wondered greatly. Prayers being done, the Suſqueſahanocks 
held a Conſultation ; and then began in a very paſſionate 
Manner to hold up their Hands to the Sun, with a moſt 
frightful Song. Then embracing Captain Smith, they be- 
gan to adore him in like Mannet. He rebuked them for 
it; but they perſiſted, till their Song was finiſhed. After 
which, with a ſtrange furious Action, and a diſmal Voice, 


covered him with a large painted Bear's Skin. One ſtood 


ſeven Pounds, which he hung about his Neck. The others 
Had eighteen Mantles, made of divers Sorts of Skins ſewed 
together; all which, with many other Baubles, they laid at 
his Feet, ſtroaking their Hands about his Neck, for his Cte- 
ation to be their Govethor and Protector.

- Any and Succeſs, and deterred perhaps alſo by the Diffi- 
culty of the Undertaking, refuſed to riſque the Lives of ſa

= IN the Diſcovery of Rappahanock River, they were 
"RS kindly received and entertained by the People of ee 
== tacund. Here they met with an old Friend and Acquain- 
tance, one Moſco, a luſty Indian of Wighcocomoco on the 
River Patowmack. They ſuppoſed him ſome Frenchman's 
Son, becauſe, he had a thick, black, buſhy Beard, and the 
Indians ſeldom have any at all. And he was not a little 
proud of this, and to ſee ſo many of his Countrymen. He 
was very officious and uſeful to the Engl/ih; and adviſed 
them, by all Means not to paſs over to the Rappahanecks, 
who would certainly kill them for being Friends with the 
= raughtacunds, who had lately ſtolen three of their 
= King's Women. But thinking, he only faid this to fecure 
= their Trade to his Friends, they croſſed the River to the 
Rappahanocks. There, under Pretence of Trade, they were 
invited up Rappahanack Creek, where they had laid an Am- 
buſh ; and after a ſmart Skirmiſh, in which many Frdians 
were lain and wounded, the Engliſb came off Victors with- 
out the leaſt Hurt, Having driven them up into the Woods, 
they feized three or four Canoes, full of Commodities, 
which, with ſome Arrows, they had gathered up, they 
preſented to Moſco for his Kindneſs, And he, on his Part, 
ſeceived them in the moſt 1 Manner, and in — 
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beſt martial Order under Arms, that he could procure of 
the Moraughtagunds. 5 | 

THE y ſpent the reſt of the Day in fitting up their 
Boat with a Breaſt-work of Maſſawomeck Targets, which 


| they had received from them, as Preſents, at the Head of 


the Bay, and which had been of ſingular Uſe in the Battle 
with the Rappahanocks. They were made of {mall 'T wigs 

woven together ſo firmly with Strings of wild Hemp an 

Silk-graſs, that no Arrow could poſſibly pierce them. The 
next Morning, they ſet Sail up the River; and Maſco fol- 
lowed along the Shore, and at laſt defired to go with them 
in the Boat. As they paſſed by Piſacact, Matchopeake, and 


Mecuppom, three Towns, ſituate on the North Side of the 
River, on high, white, clay Clifts, with a low Marſh over 


againſt them, and the River but narrow (the Place, where 


the Briſtol Works now are) thirty or forty Rappahanocks 


had ſo diſguiſed themſelves with Branches, that they took 


them for little Buſhes, growing in the Sedge. They ſaw 
their Arrows often ſtrike againſt the Targets, and drop 
into the River; and at laſt Moſco, falling flat on his Face 


in the Boat, cried out; The Rappabanochs. They ſoon per- 
ceived them to be the Buſhes in the Sedge, which at the 


firſt Volley fell down. And when they had paſſed about 
half a Mile further, they again ſhewed themſelves, lipging 
and dancing very merrily. But they were kindly treated 
by the reſt of the Nations to the Falls, and they even uſed 
their utmoſt Intereſt with Moſco, to bring the Engliſb to 


them, Between Secobeck, on the South, and Mafſawteck, 
on the North Side of the River, there was a ſmall Ifland or 
two, which made the River broader, than ordinary. Here 
Mr. Richard Fether/tone, one of their Company died; who, 


from his firſt coming to the Country, had behaved himſelf ho- 
neſtly, valiantly, and Wen, They buried him in alittle

were not confined to one Place or Town, as is vulgarly 


f ; thought, but ſpread all that Country, from a ſmall Diſtance 


above the Falls of James River up to the Mountains, in ſe- 
veral Towns; and they were the Heads or Chiefs of the 
League and Confederacy of the upland and mountain Indians 
againſt the Power and "Tyranny of Powhatan. Theſe 
W radi ar their Neighbours and Allies, lived on ſmal} 
Streams, in a hilly Country, chiefly by hunting; and were 
then come down to fiſh at Aohaſrahod, a ſmall hunting 
Town, on the North Side of the Falls of Rappabanoch, and 


the Boundary between them and the Nantaughtacunds, a 


large Nation on the navigable River, below the Falls. The 
Engliſh aſkel their Priſoner; Why they had endeavoured 


to deſtroy them, who came to them in Peace, to ſeek their 


Friendſhip. He anſwered, that they heard, the Enghfh 
were a People, come from under the World, to take their 


World from them. Being aſked ; how many Worlds, he 


knew, he ſaid, he knew none but that, which was under 
the Sky, that covered him, and which conſiſted of the 
Poꝛubatans, the MManakins, and the Aafſawomecks. And 
he told them, that the laſt dwelt on a great Water, had 
many Boats, and ſo many Men, that they warred on all 


the World beſides. After many other Queſtions concern- 


ing the Country, eſpecially beyond the great Mountains, to 
which he could give no ſatisfactory Anſwers, they preſented 
him with ſome Toys, and perſuade him to go along with 
them. But he preſſed them much to ſtay the coming of 
the Mannaheck Kings, who, for their good Uſage to him, 
ſhould be their Friends. And notwithſtanding Moſco's eager 


| Repreſentations to be gone, they reſolved to ſtay till Night, 
preparing themſelves to entertain, whatever ſhould come. 


_ ALL this while the King of Haſſininga was feeking the 


reſt, and held a long Conſultation, what to do. When the 


Engliſh had weighed, and were gone, they followed them 
all Night, yelling, and hollowing, and ſliooting their Arrows, 
and would come to no Terms or Diſcourſe, But in the 
i Morns 
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Morning, being brought to a Parley, Amorolech, the Priſo-

Rain, that they never expected more to ſee Fames-Town. 
Hut diſcerning the Land by the Flaſhes of Lightening, they 
avoided ſplitting on the Shore; till, by the Help of the 
fame Light, they found Point Comfort, where they landed, 
and refreſhed themſelves the reſt of the Night, 4 
EZ HavinG diſcovered ſo many Nations at a Diſtance, 
EZ they thought it highly proper and neceſſary to know their 
= near Neighbours, the Obeſapeakes and Nandſamonds, of 
whom they had, as yet, only heard. Therefore ſetting Sail 
for the Southern Shore, they entered a narrow River, then 
called Cheſapeake, but now Elſabeth, on which the Town 
of Norfolk ſtands. It had a good Channel, but ſome Shoals 
about the Entrance. They failed up ſix or ſeven Miles, 
and ſaw two or three little Garden-plots with Houſes, an 
the Shores overgrown with the largeſt Pines, they had ever 
ſeen in the Country. But neither ſeeing, nor hearing any 
People, and the River being very narrow, they returned 
back, and coaſted the Shore towards Nandſamond, which 
they found to be chiefly Oyſter-Banks.

Weirs, who preſently fled. But the Engliſp went aſhore, 
and threw divers Toys, where they were working, and ſo 
departed.

One of them came voluntarily into their Boat, and invited 
them up the River to his Houſe, which was in a little 
Ifland, where (as well as on the main Land againſt it) the 
ſaw many and large Corn-ftelds.

— ny for Wiſdom and Virtue; and having procured Men and 
f- Money, he ſent Captain George Popham, as Preſident, Cap- 
d tain Ralegh Gilbert, as Admiral, and many other Gentle- 
t- men in ſeveral Poſts and Offices, with an hundred Men, to 
et poſſeſs and ſettle the Country. They ſet Sail from Pli- 
AS mouth, the laſt of May, 1607, and fell in with ſome Iflands, 
d then called Monabigan. From thence they proczeded to 
„ the Continent, and ſettled upon a very barren and rocky 
e 


Coaſt, at the Mouth of Sagadahocł, a large navigable River, 
vrhich muſt be either the River Saco in New-Fngland, or 
= elſe St. Juan in Acadia. But that Winter was ſo extreme- 
ly cold and frozen, that they could not range much about, 
nor ſearch the Country; and their Proviſion was ſo ſcanty, 
that they were obliged to ſend all, except forty five of their 
Company back. Captain Popham, their Preſident, died 
ſoon; and not long after, they were informed by the Ships 
that brought them Supplies, of the Death of the two prin- 
= Ccipal Promoters and Supporters of the Undertaking, the 
Lord Chiet-Juſtice Popham, and Sir John Gilbert. This 
EZ laſt Gentleman, who was Brother, or perhaps rather Ne- 
phew, to the famous Sir Humphry Gilbert, before-men- 
= tioned, was choſen Preſident of the Council for the Nor- 
thern Colony. His Brother, Captain Ralegh Gilbert, Ad» 
miral of this Colony, ſucceeding to his Eſtate, was obliged. - 
to return to England, to enter upon his Inheritance, and 
take Care of his Affairs. And the reſt alſo, being doubtful 
of proper Aſſiſtance and Encouragement, and having no 
Proſpect in the Country, but of the moſt extreme Miſery 
and Famine, all returned to England this Year 1608. And 
thus was this Plantation begun and ended in one Year ; and 
that vaſt Grant, in which lay large Tracts of fine and no- 
ble Country, was ſtigmatized in the Groſs, and deſpiſed, 
as a cold, barren, mountainous, and rocky Nefert. 
ABOUT this Time alfo, Captain Henry Hudſon diſco- 
vered Long-Iſland, New-York, Hudſon's River, and the 
Parts adjacent. As the Englih were buſily employed in 
their own Diſcoveries and 36 Wabanith he could hope for 
but little Advantage from his own Country ; and therefore 
he applied himſelf to the States-General of the United Pro- 
vinces, and fold this important Diſcovery to them. But 
this Sale was always excepted againſt by the Engliſh, as the 
Discovery was made by bis Majeſty's Commiſion, and the 
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168. Sale paſſed without the King's Conſent, to whom, of Right, 
al new Lands and Diſcoveries belong. However, the Dutch 
War. Ja. crept in by Degrees, built new Amſterdam, and other Towns, 
= "=o ws Las themſelves, planted, and became a flouriſh- 
ing Colony; 3 
Doc 1. R ii Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, a Man 
of a mild and gentle Diſpoſition, having died four Vears be- 
fore this, was ſucceeded in that high Preferment by Dr. 
Richard Bancroft, a Perſon of a quite different Temper, 
He had very high Notions with Relation to the Government 
of both Church and State ; and was accordingly a great 


Stickler for, and Promoter of, the King's abſolute Power, and 
- Ffajlednot to take all Occaſions, to oblige the Puritans to con- 


| form to the Church of England. This Prelate's Harſhneſs 
and Warmth cauſed many of that People to take the Reſo- 
tation this Year of ſettling themſelves in Virginia, and ſome 
were actually come off for that Purpoſe, - But the Arch- 


_ biſhop finding, that they were preparing in great Numbers 
to depart, obtained a Proclamation from the King, forbid- 


5 ding any to go, without his Majeſty's expreſs Leave. And 


this was the more readily granted, as the Court mortally 
hated that Sect, and were now afraid, that they would be- 


come too numerous and too powerful in Virginia. 
I" Fits IN Virginia, on the 1oth of September, by the Election of 


Preldent. the Council, and the A of the Colony, Captain Smith 


was inveſted with the Government; which, till then, he 
would by no Means accept, tho' often importuned to it. 
And now the building of Ratcl:ife's Palace was ſtopped, and 
Works of more immediate Uſe and Neceſlity undertaken. 
The Church was repaired ; the Store-houfe new covered; 
and a Place made ready for the Reception of the Supplies, 
they daily expected from England. The Fort was reduced 
mto Form; the Order of the Watch was renewed ; the 


Troops trained at each Setting of the Watch; and the 


whole Company every Saturday exerciſed, in the Plain to- 
_ wards the Veſt, which was prepared for that Purpoſe, and 
called Smithfield; where ſometimes above an hundred In- 
diaus would ſtand in Amazement, to behold how a File 
would batter a Tree, where the Preſident had made them 
a Mark to ſhoot at, And now being the Time of gathering 
Corn, and of Plenty among the Indians, the Boats were trim- 
med for Trade, and ſent out under the Command of Lieute- 
_ nant Percy. But in their Way, meeting Captain Newport with 
the ſecond Supply, he brought them back to Fames-Town. 
CAPTAIN Newport. was in reality an empty, idle, in- 


terefted Man; very fearful and ſuſpicious in Times of Dan- 
Ser and Difficulty ; but a very great and important Perfon, 
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in his own Talk and Conceit. He had, by the Advantage 


of going to and fro, gained ſo much upon the Ear and 


. Confidence of the Council and Company in England, that

= of Proviſions for the Year, was much mortified and per- 


plexed with theſe Otders, and ſttenuouſly oppoſed their Ex- 
ecution in Council. But Newport undertook to freight the 
Bark of twenty Tons with Corn; in going and returning 


from the Manakins ; and to obtain another Load for her of 


Powhatan, from Werowocomoco. He alſo promiſed a large 


three Hogſheads of Corn to victual him homeward. In 


Proportion of Victuals from the Ship; which he was ſo far 
from performing, that the Colony was obliged to ſpare him 
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1608. to hinder his Journey, that he might himſelf effect the Dif. 

— covery; and he ſaid, that his Cruelty to, the Indians might 

— uh well be a Means to hinder theſe Deſigns, ind to make them 

nene ſeek Revenge. Smith's Opinion being therefore over-ruled 

by the unanimous Voice of the Council, all other Works and 

Deſigns were laid aſide, and an hundred and twenty choſen 

Men appointed for Newport's Guard on the Expedition. 

Bou r Smith, to clear himſelf of theſe Suſpicions, and to 

ſhew, that the Indians were not ſo deſperate, as was pre- 

tended by Newport, and how willing he was to afliſt, as 

far as he could, undertock himſelf to carry their Meſſage 

to Powbatan, and to invite him to James=Town to receive 

his Preſents. And taking with him only Captain I alas, 

and three more, he went acroſs by Land, about twelve 

Miles, to Werewecomoco, where he paſſed the River in an 

Indian Canoe. Powhatan, being thirty Miles off, was im- 

mediately ſent for; and in the mean time, Pocohontas and 

her Women entertained him with a ſtrange Maſk and 

barbarian Piece of Revelry, and feaſted them with all the 

ſavage Dainties, they could deviſe. The next Day, Pow- 

hatan came, and Smith delivered his Meſſage, together with 

 Namontackh, his Servant, whom he had ſent to England. 

And he deſired him to come to his Father Newport, to re- 

ceive his Preſents, and to enter upon Meaſures for their 

effectual Revenge againſt the Manabtins. To this that ſub- 

| tle Barbarian anſwered : That if ibeir King had ſent him any 

8 Preſents, he alſo was a King, and that was his Land : That 

he would ſtay eight Days, to receive them: That Newport 

= cught to come to him, and not He to go to their Fort, which 

f d awas too fooliſh a Bait to be taten: That as to the Manakins, 

he could revenge his own Wrongs ; and for any ſalt Water 

beyond the Mountains, he told him, that all theRelations, they 

had received from his People, were falſe. Whereupon he 

began to draw Plots upon the Ground, according to his 
Diſcourſe, of all thoſe Regions. Many other complimen- 
tal Diſcourſes paſſed between them ; and ſo Smith returned 
with this Anſwer to Fames-Town, by 
HEREUPON the Preſents were ſent round by Water, 

and the Captains went acroſs by Land, with a Guard of hfty 

Men. All being met at Werowocomoco, the next Day was 
appointed for his Coronation. Then the Prefents were 
brought; his Baſon and Ewer, Bed and Furniture, were 
ſet up; and his Scarlet Cloak and Apparel, with much ado, 

put on him, being perſuaded by Namontact, that they would 

not hurt him. But a great Coil and Trouble there was to 

make him knee], to receive his Crown. He neither knew 

the Majeſty of a Crown, nor the Meaning of _— the

Examples, and Inſtructions, as tired them all. At laſt, by 


N leaning hard on his Shoulders, he ſtooped a little, and three, 8 


being ready with the Crown, put it on his Head; when, 
dy the Warning of a Piſtol, the Boats were prepared with 


"XZ ſuch a Volley of Shot, that the King ſtarted up in a hor- 
rible Fright, till he ſaw, all was well. Then recollecting 


himſelf, to return their Kindneſs, he gave his old Shoes and 
Mantle to Captain Newport ; and finding him determined to 
diſcover the Manatins, he did his utmoſt to divert him from 


dis Purpoſe, and refuſed to lend him either Men or Guides, 

except Namontack. And fo after ſome ſlight Compliments 
on both Sides, in Requital for his Preſents, he gave Newport 
2 Hcap of Ears of Corn, which might contain ſeven or eight 


Buſhels, and as much more was purchaſed in the Town, 


with which they returned to the Fort at James-Town. 


IMMEDIATELY upon their Return, Captain Newport, 
with an hundred and twenty choſen Men, led fre N 
Waldo, Lieutenant Percy, Captain Wynne, Mr. Weſt, and 
Mr. Scrivener, ſet forward for the Diſcovery of the Mana- 
kins ; leaving the Preſident at the Fort, with eighty or ninety 
weak and ſickly Men, to load the Ship. Arriving at the 
Falls, they marched by Land about forty Miles, and found 


EZ very fair, fertile, well-watered Country. Two Towns 
of the Manatins they diſcovered, fituate on the South Side 


of the River. The People uſed them neither well nor ill; 
yet for their Security, they took one of their petty Kings, 
and led him bound, to conduct them the Way. In their 
Return, they ſpent ſome Time in ſearching for Mines, hav= 
ing with them one Milliam Callicut, a Refiner, for that 
Purpoſe. From the Cruſt of Earth, which they dug, he 
erſuaded them, that he extracted ſome ſmall Quantity of 
ver. With this poor Trial, they returned down the 
ſame Path, they went, to the Falls; where the Indian: 
feigned, that many Ships were come into the Bay, to kill 
the Engliſh at Fames-Town. But as for their Corn, they 
had hid it in the Woods, and could by no Means be induced 


to trade. And being thus deluded and diſappointed, they 


returned to Fames-Town, half fick, and all complaining, 


1 being ſadly barralkea with Toil, Famine, and Diſcontent. = 
ü No ſooner were they landed, but the Preſident diſperſed 
as many, as were able, ſome to make Glaſs, and others 


for Pitch, Tar, and Soap-Aſhes. Leaving them at the Fort 
under the Councils Care and Overſight, he himſelf carried 
thirty about five Miles down the River, to learn to cut 

down Trees, make Clapboard, and lie in the Woods. A? 
mong cheſe he choſe Gabriel Bradl; and John Ruſſel, = 
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fine and proper Gentlemen of the laſt Supply. Theſe 
— were, at firſt, ſtrange Diverſions for Men of Pleaſure, 


hy Sth Yet they lodged, eat, and drank, worked or played, only 


as the Preſident himſelf did; and all things were carried ſo 
pleaſantly, that within a Week they became Maſters, and 
thirty or forty of ſuch voluntary Gentlemen, would have 
done more in a Day than an hundred of the reft, who muſt 
be driven to it by Compuliion. Being inured to Labour by 
theſe means, they ſoon made it their Delight, to hear the 
Trees thunder, as they fell; and afterwards became ver 
hardy, uſeful, and reſolute Men, eſpecially Mr. Ruel. 
But the Axes often bliſtering their tender Fingers, they 
would, at every third Stroke, drown the Eccho, with a 
loud Volley of Oaths. To remedy which Sin, the Preſi- 
dent ordered every Man's Oaths to be numbered, and at 
Night, for every Oath, to have a Can of Water poured M7 
down his Sleeve; which ſo waſhed and drenched the Of- 
fender, that in a ſhort time, an Oath was not heard in a 
In the mean while, Mr. Scrivener, Captain Waldo, and 
Captain J/ynne, at the Fort, each, in theit ſeveral Way, 
carefully regarded their Charge, But when the Preſident 
returned, ſeeing the Lime conſumed, and no Proviſions 
got, and that the Ship lay idle at a great Charge, 
and did nothing, he immediately embarked in the Dif- 
covery Barge, taking with him eighteen Men and another 
Boat, and leaving Orders with the Council, to ſend 
Lieutenant Percy after him, with the next Barge, that ar- 
rived at the Fort. Going into Chickahominy, the Indians 
were ſurly, and knowing his Wants, with much Scorn and 
Inſolence refuſed to trade. But the Preſident, perceiving 
it was Powhatan's Policy to ſtarve the Engliſh, told them, 
that he came not ſo much for Corn, as to revenge his own 
Captivity and the Death of his two Men ; which he pre- 
tended to attribute to them. And fo, landing his Men, 
and making ready to * them, they immediately fled. 
Soon after they ſent Ambaſſadors, with Corn, Fiſh, Fowl, 
and whatever elſe they had, to make their Peace. Their 
Corn being that Vear but bad, they complained extremely 
of their own Wants, yet freighted their Boats with an 
Hundred Buſhels, and in like manner Lieutenant Percy s, 
that not long after arrived. Returning to Fames-Town, the 
Colony was much pleaſed and revived by this ſeafonable 
Supply. Yet ſuch was the Malice and Envy of ſome, that 
they had rather hazard a Starving, than that Smith's En- 
deavours ſhould prove ſo much more effectual, than theirs; 


And Newport and Ratchffe had projectedy not only to gat

at that time eſteemed an excellent Dye. Meeting Newport 


n Smith at Point Comfort, he returned to the Fort; and the Preſi- 


Preſident, 


dent, taking him and Captain J/ynne, ſet off immediatel 
for Nandſamond. "That Nation at firſt denied him, not 
only the four hundred Baſkets of Corn, they had promiſed, 
but any Trade at all. "They excuſed themſclves on Ac- 


Count of their Corn's being almoſt ſpent, and becauſe they 


were commanded by Powhatan, to keep what was left, 


and not to let the Engliſh even enter their River. The 

Preſident finding, nothing was to be done in the Way of 
Peace, reſolved to uſe Force. At the firſt Onſet, the In- 
dlians all fled, without ſhooting an Arrow. Then marching 
up to their Houſes, they ſet Fire to the firſt, they came to. 
When the Indians perceived that, they offered, if they 
would make no more Spoil, to give them half the Corn, 
| they had. Accordingly, before Night, they loaded their 


three Boats; and for ſparing them this Year, they promiſed 


to plant Corn purpoſely for them the next. With this 
they returned to' Fames-Town, about the Time, that John 


Laydon was married to Anne Burras; which was the firſt 
Chriſtian Marriage, that ever was in Virginia. But the 


Preſident ſtaid not long at the Fort. For he fitted him- 


ſelf and Captain Waldo out immediately with two Barges, 


and made a Voyage up the River From Wyanoake, and 
all Parts there-abouts, he found the Indians fled ; and there- 


fore haſting up higher, he then firſt diſcovered the River 
and People of Appamatox. The little Corn, they had, 


was equally divided; and the Preſident gave them Copper 


for it, and ſuch other Toys, as fully ſatisfied them. At 
the fame time, Mr. Scrivener and Lieutenant Percy went 
abroad in Queſt of Proviſions, but could find nothing. 

AB or this time, the Preſident was invted by Powha- 


tan to come to him; and he promiſed to load his Ship with 


Corn, provided he would ſend ſome Worknen to build him 
a Houſe, and would give him a Grind-ſtone, fifty Swords, 


ſome Muſkets, a Cock and a Hen, with much Copper and 
Beads. The Preſident was not ignorant of his Devices and 
Subtlety; yet was unwilling to negle& any Opportunity of 
getting Proviſions, and reſolved, ſooner than fail, to take 


him and all his 288 Surpriſe. To this End, he took 
Order with Captain Waldo, whom he knew to be ſure in 
Time of Danger, to ſecond him, if Need required. But 


Captain Nynne and Mr. Scrivener did their utmoſt to hin- 
der their Project, For Scrivener's ſtrict Friendſhip with 


Captain Smit was now much cooled; and he was thought 


to join with ſome others, in a Plot to ruin him in & 10

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But the Preſident, whom no Eloquence could perſuade to 1608.

rival. And then, having left Mr. Scrivener his Subſtitute, rena, 


he ſet forward with the Bark and two Barges, manned only 


with ſuch, as offered themſelves voluntarily to go upon the 


Service. In the Diſcovery-Barge went himſelf, Mr, Ralegh 


 Chroſhaw, John Ruſſel, and ſeveral other Gentlemen and 
Soldiers; and Mr. William Phittiplace, as Captain, Lieute- 
= nant Percy, Mr. Francis Weſt, Mr. Robert Ford, Clerk of 


the Council, with many others, went on board the Bark. 


THE 29th of December they left Zames-Town, being N 
victualled only for three or four Days. That Night they 
BY Hlodged at Warraſqueake, where the Preſident got ſufficient 
= Proviſion. The King of that Town did his utmoſt to 


divert him from ſeeing Powhatan ; but finding, he could 


not prevail, he told him, that Powhatan would uſe them 


kindly, although he had ſent for them only to cut their 
Throats. He therefore adviſed him, not to truſt him, 
and to be ſure to give him no Opportunity of ſeizing his 


Arms. The Preſident thanked him for his good Counſel ; 
and having obtained Guides from him to the Chorvanocks, a 
Nation dwelling in the Fork of Cheꝛuan, between Notta- 


way and Meherrin Rivers, he ſent Michael Sicklemore, a 
very valiant, honeſt, and painful Soldier, with Preſents to 


that King ; but chiefly to look for Silkgraſs, and to en- 


quire after Sir Walter Ralegh's loſt Colony, The next 
Night they lodged at K:cquotan, and were detained there 
ſix or ſeven Days by the extreme Wind, Rain, Froſt, and 
Snow. This obliged them to keep their Chr:/tmas among 
the Savages; and they were never more merry in their 


Lives, lodged by better Fires, or fed with greater 1 
e 


River frozen near half a Mile from the Shore, But the 


Preſident, running his Barge up, as far as he could by 
breaking the Ice, was left by the Ebb upon the oozy Shoals, 


In this dangerous Situation, he plunged firſt into the River 


himſelf 5 and by his Example, taught them to march, near 
Middle deep, a Flight-ſhot, through the frozen Ooze. 
Whenthe Barge ſhould float, he appointed two or three to re- 
turn her aboard the Bark; where they, ſoon after, came into

He ſent them Plenty of Bread, Turkey, and Veniſon; and 


be importunate with them to be gone, But the Preſident 
confronting him with the Perſons, who brought the Mef: 
ſage, he endeavoured to put the Matter off with a Laugh, 
and aſked for his Commodities. But he liked nothing, ex- 
cept Guns and Swords, and valued a Baſket of Corn higher 
than a Baſket of Copper; ſaying, he could rate his Corn, 
but not the Copper. Captain Smith, ſeeing his Intent, told 


bim; that he had many Ways, to have got Proviſions, 
but relying on his Promiſes, he had neglected all to ſatisſy 
his Deſire, and had ſent his Men to make his Buildings, 
hilft his own were undone : That he knew, he had en- 


groſſed his People's Corn, and forbid them to trade; think- 
ing, by conſuming Time, to conſume them: That as for 


Swords and Guns, he had none to ſpare; and that he muſt 


know, thoſe, he had, could keep him from ſtarving: Vet 


He would neither rob nor wrong him, nor diſſolve that 
- Friendſhip, they had mutually promiſed, unleſs conſtrained 


to it by bad Uſage. The King liſtened attentively to this 


| Diſcourſe; and promiſed, that both he and his People 
mould ſpare him, what they could, and that they ſhould 


receive it within two Days. But, ſays he, I have ſome 


Doubt about the Reaſon of your coming hither. I am in- 
Formed from many Hands, that you come, not to trade, 


Tut to invade my People, and to poſſeſs my Country. This 


gnakes me lefs ready to relieve you, and frightens my Peo- 
ple from bringing in their Corn. And therefore to eaſe 
them of that Fear, leave your Arms aboard, _—_ they arg 

here, where we are all Friends, and for ever

IN theſe, and many ſuch inſidious Diſcourſes, that Day 
was ſpent. But Captain Smith afterwards diſcovered, that 
the Germans, whom he had ſent to build Powhatan's Houſe, 
finding his Plenty and the Wants of! the Engliſh, and 
thinking it ſcarce poſſible, that they could eſcape both him 


and Famine, had, to gain his Favour, revealed to him all, 


they knew, of the State and Deſigns of the Engliſh, and 


adviſed him, how to countera& and prevent them. And 
this Treachery was the more odious and unſuſpected, be- 
Cauſe the Preſident had placed one of them, as a Spy upon 


Powhatan,' being a Man of Judgment and Reſolution, and 


| therefore thought moſt proper for that Employ. And ag 


he was ſure of his Wages for his Labour, and had ever 


been well uſed, hoth he and his Countrymen, there was at

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dhat time little Doubt concerning his Honeſty. But whilſt 1609. 
== they expected the coming in of the Country, they wrangled ——— |

tile; which the Preſident ſeeing him much affect, he told — 
him, it was of much greater Value, yet in Regard of his | 
Scarcity, he would accept that Quantity at preſent, pro- 
vided he ſhould have as much more the next Year, or the 
Manakin Country. Both being ſatisfied with the Condition, 
EZ Powhatan begun to expoſtulate the Difference of Peace and 
War, with Eben Smith, after this Manner. 5 
EZ Hz told him, with a Vanity uſual to Perſons, who affect 
EZ to be thought very old, that he had ſeen the Death of all 
bis People thrice ; and that not one of thoſe three Genera- 
tions was then living, except himſelf : That he knew the 
Difference of Peace and War better, than any in his 
Country: That he was now grovn old, and muſt die ſoon 3 
and that the Succeſſion muſt deſcend, in Order, to his 
= Brothers, Opitehapan, Opechancanough, and Catataugb, and 
then to his two Siſters, and their two Daughters. He wiſhed 
their Experience was equal to his; and that Smth's Love 
to them might be no leſs, than his to Smith. He aſked 
bim; Why he would take that by Force, which he might 
BZ quickly have by Love? Why he would deſtroy them, that 
provided him Food? and, What he could get 8 3 
== For they could hide their Proviſions, and fly into the Woods; 
= and then he muſt conſequently famiſh by wronging his 
= Friends. He deſired to know the Reaſon of his Jealouſy, 
ſince he ſaw them unarmed, and willing to ſupply his Wants, 
if he would come in a friendly Manner, and not with 
Swords and Guns, as to invade an Enemy, And he told 
him, that he was not ſo ſimple, as not to know, it was 
better to eat good Meat, lie well, and fleep quietly with his 
Women and Children; to laugh and be merry with the 
Engliſh, and being their Friend, to have Copper, Hatchets, 
and whatever elſe he wanted ; than to fly from all, to lie 
cold in the Woods, feed upon Acorns, Roots, and ſuch 
"Traſh, and to be ſo hunted, that he could neither reſt, eat, 
or ſleep, In that Circumſtance, his tired Men muſt watch, 
and if a Twig did but break, all would be crying out, 
Here comes Captain Smith; and fo, in this miſerable Man- 
ner, to end his miſerable Life; which might likewiſe ſfocn, = 
be Captain Snith's Fate too, through his Raſhneſs and Un- 
adviſedneſs, He therefore earneſtly exhorted him to peace- 
able Counſels; and above all inſiſted, that the Guns and 
Swords, the grand Cauſe of their Jealouſy and Uneaſineſs, 
Gould be removed and ſent away. N

To this crafty Diſcourſe the Preſident replied : That it 
was the Faſhion of the Engliſb, always to wear their Arms, 
like their Cloaths ; and that they would, by no Means, 
part with them: That his People came frequently to James- 
Town, and were entertained with their Bows and Arrows, 
without any Exceptions: That if the Engliſb had intended 


him any Hurt, they could long ſince have effected it, as 


was evident to him, and all the World, eſpecially conſi- 
dering the Superiority of their Arms: That altho' Rove 


Was always in their Power, yet, out of an Inclination to 


Mercy and Friendſhip, ay paſſed over the daily Viola- 
tions of the Peace by his Subjects: And as to hiding his 


Proviſions, and flying into the Woods, he told him, they 


ſhould not ſo unadviſedly ſtarve, as he imagined. For the 

had a Rule to find things hidden, beyond his Knowledge, 
After much more Diſcourſe, they at laſt began to trade, 
But the King, ſceing that his Will would not be admitted 


as a Law, and that Smith was obſtinate, not to diſmiſs his 
Guard, or diſarm his Men, breathed out his Mind once 
more in this Manner, with a Sigh, 1 


Captain Smith, I never uſe any Meroance 1 kindly as 


yourſelf; yet from you I receive the leaſt Kindneſs of any, 
Capiain Newport gave me Swords, Copper, Cloaths, or 


whatever elſe I deſired, ever accepting what TI offered bim; 


and would fend away his Guns, when requeſted, No one re- 
Fuſes to lie at my Feet, or do, what I demand, but you only.

"Of you I can have nothing, but what you value not, and yet 

you will have, whatſoever you pleaſe. Captain Newport you 

call Father, and ſo you call me; but T ſee, in ſpite of us both, 

yon will do, what you will, and we muſt both ſtudy to humour 

and content you. But 7 you intend ſo friendly, as you [a

ſend away your Arms. 


r you ſee, my undeſigning Simplicity 
and Friendſhip cauſe me, thus nakedly, to forget myſelf. 
I' uE Preſident, pereeiving this Barbarian only trifled the 
Time to cut his Throat, refolved to treat him in his own 


Way. He therefore procured the Indians to break the Ice, 
that his Boat might come, to fetch him and his Corn; and 
at the ſame Time, gave Order for more Men ta come a- 
| ſhore, to ſurpriſe the King. In the mean while, to pro- 
tract the Time, he endeavoured to entertain him with much 
ſpecious and fallacious Diſcourſe ; promiſing, the next Day 


to quit his Arms, and to ſhew, by truſting to his Word, 


that he loyed and conhded in him, as a Father. But whilſt 
the Ice was breaking, Powhatan conyeyed himſelf away, 


with his Women, Children, and Luggage, Yet to avoid 


Suſpicion, he left two or three of his Women talkin with 


the Preſident, whilſt he ſecretly ran off, and his Men as 


fecretly 
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ſecretly beſet the Houſe. Which being preſently diſcover-

7 ed, the Preſident iſſued forth, with his Piſtol, Sword, and — 


Target. At his firſt Shot, thoſe, next him, tumbled one bog — 


over another; and the reſt fled nimbly off, ſome one Way, 
ſome another. And thus, without any Hurt, only accom- 


Þ | panied with Mr. John Rufſel, he reached the main Body 
of his Men. But when the Indians perceived him ſo well 


efcaped, they uſed their utmoſt Art, to excuſe and diſſem- 


ble the Matter. Powhatan ſent him a great Bracelet and 


Chain of Pearl by an ancient Orator, who told him, that 
their Emperor was fled for Fear of his Guns: That know- 


ing, when the Ice was open, there would come more Men 


aſhore, he had ſent thoſe Numbers, whom he had aſſaulted, 


only to guard his Corn from being ſtole, which might hap- 


pen without the Preſident's Knowledge: That altho' ſome 
were hurt by his Miſtake, yet Powhatan was ſhll his Friend, 


and for ever would continue ſo. And he defired, ſince the 


Ice was open, that he would ſend away his Corn ; and if 
he expected his Company, that he would alſo ſend away 


L ; his Guns, which ſo frighted his People, that they Were 


afraid to bring in their Corn, as he had promiſed they 
ſhould. And then Baſkets being provided for the Engliſb, 


= to carry their Corn to the Boats, thoſe Indians kindly offer- 
=: <d their Service, to guard their Arms, leſt they ſhould be 
= ftolen. There was a great Number of goodly, well-pro- 
= portioned Fellows, painted and grimmed, like D 

BY the very Sight of the Engliſb cocking their Matches, and 
being ready to charge, made them quit their Bows and Ar- 
= rows, at Command, to the Guard, and carry down the 
Corn upon their Backs. And there was no Occaſion to 
importune them, to make Diſpatch. a7 "2 


Bur Powhatan and the Germans were ſtill eager to have 
the Head of Captain Smith. For if they could but kill him, 


they thought, all would he their own. And therefore, the 
Engliſh being ſtaid by the Ebb till late within Night, the 


King ſpent his Time in making ready his Forces, to ſur- 
priſe the Houſe and him at Supper. B 


ut Pocahontas, in 2 
yery dark and diſmal Night, came alone through the Woods, 
and told the Preſident, that great Cheer would be ſent them 


evils. But 


ſoon ; but that Powhatan, with all the Power, he could 


make, would come after to kill them all, if thoſe, who 


brought the Victuals, could not effect it with their own 
Arms, while they were at Supper. And therefore, ag they 


tendered their Lives, ſhe adviſed them to be gone. The 
Preſident would have giyen her ſuch Things, as he knew, 


ſhe delighted in. But, with Tears running down her 


Checks, ſhe refuſed them; ſaying, ſhe gurit not be ow to

For ſhould her Father know it, it 
vvould be certain and immediate Death to her. And ſo ſhe 
Fre Smith ran away, by herſelf, as ſhe came. Within leſs than an 
Prevent. Hour after, came eight or ten luſty Fellows, with large 
Platters of Veniſon and other Victuals; and they were very 
importunate with the Engliſb, to put out their Matches; 
pretending, their Smoke made them fick. But the Preſi- 
dent made them taſte of every Diſh ; and then ſent ſome of 
them back to Pewhatan, to bid him make Haſte ; for he 
Was ready for his coming. Soon after came more Meſſen- 
gers, to fee what News; and not long after them, others, 
And thus was the Time ſpent, with equal Vigilancy on both 
Sides, but without any farther Hurt, At high Water, the 
Engliſh departed ; but to oblige Powhatan, they left him, 
at his Requeſt, Edward Brynton, to kill him Fowl, and 
the Germans, who were yet unſuſpected, to finiſh his Houſe, 

IT EHE x had no ſooner ſet Sail, but Powhatan returned, 
and ſent two of the Germans to Fames-Town. They pre- 


tended to Captain JYynne, that all things were well, and ” 
that the Preſident had Occaſion for their Arms; and there- WE 8 
fore they deſired new ones, with fome ſpare Tools, andi 23 
ſhift of Apparel; all which were readily granted them. 5 
During their loitering there, by the Promiſe of Powhatan's Wi F 

_ Favour, and of an Exemption from the Miſeries, which 1, 
would certainly happen to the Colony, they drew over to 7; 
their Confederacy fix or ſeven more, ſuch expert Thieves, 
as preſently furniſhed them with fifty Swords, eight Muſ- 

| Kets, eight Pikes, and Powder and Shot; which were WR - 
ſpeedily conyeyed away, by Indians at Hand for that Pur- L 
poſe. The other German Powhatan kept, as a Pledge; p 
whoſe Diligence provided him with three hundred Toma- 5 
 Hauks, or Indian Hatchets. In the mean Time, Edward FT 
Brynton and Thomas Savage, ſeeing the Germans fo diligent F 
to accommodate the Indians with Arms, attempted to make 8 
their Eſcape to Fames-Town. But they were apprehended . 
and brought back, and expected, every Minute, to be put 1

The Prefident and the reſt, being arrived at Pamunkeyg 2 


were entertained ſome Days by the King, with great Feaſt- 
ing and Mirth. The Day, appointed to begin their Trade, 
He went aſhore with Lieutenant Percy, Mr. West, Mr. 
Ruſſel, Mr. Behethland, Mr. Croſhaw, Mr, Powel, Mr, 
Ford, and others to the Number of fifteen ; and going up 
to Opechancanough's Houſe, a Quarter of a Mile from the 
River, they found nothing but a lame Fellow and a Boy; 
and all the Houſes round abandoned, and ftripped of every

ter him ſeveral of his People, loaded with Bows and Ar- 
ros. But their Commodities were ſo trifling, and thoſe 
held at ſuch a Rate, that the Preſident began with the 7

proved by his Actions to be mere Deceit : That laſt Year 
be kindly freighted his Veſſel; but had how treacherouſly 
invited him, with a View to famiſh and deſtroy him: That 
as the King was not ignorant of his Wants, ſo neither was 

he of the King's Plenty; of which, by ſome Means, he 
muſt have Part. And he told him, it was highly proper 
and decent for Kings, above all others, to keep their Pro- 
miſe. And therefore, ſhewing his Commodities, he offered 
EZ him his Choice, and the reſt, he ſaid, he would proportion 
inn fit Bargains for his People. Opechancanough ſeemed kind- 
a ly to accept his Offer ; and the better to colour his Deſigns, 
ſold them, what they had, at their own Price; prom 
the next Day, more Company, better provided.

THE next Day, the Preſident, with the ſame fifteen, 


the Council, and their open-mouthed Minions, would make

The Preſident, ſeeing ſome of the Company great- 
ly diſmaid at the Thought of ſuch a Multitude, told them: 
BZ That he was leſs concerned at the Danger and Number of 
the Enemy, than at the malicious Repreſentations, which

Br duelling in fair and open Field is not the Manner 
of the Indians. Their chief Valour conſiſts in way laying 
and murdering the unſuſpecting and unprovided, or perhaps 
the weak and helpleſs. Neither had Opechancanough ſuch 
Regard for the Lives of his Subjects, as to ſave them from 
Danger, at the Hazard of his own. He therefore kindly 
endeavoured to appeaſe the Preſident's Anger and Suſpicion, 
by a Preſent at the Door, which he intreated him to ac- 
cept. This was only to draw him out, where the Bait 


was guarded with two hundred Men, beſides thirty, which 


lay behind a great Tree, fallen acroſs, with each his Ar- 
row notched, ready to ſhoot. But the Preſident, havi 

diſcovered the Treachery, ſeiſed the King, in the Midſt of 
his Men, by his long Lock of Hair, and preſented his Pif- 


_ fol, ready cocked, to his Breaſt. Thus he led him, trem- 


bling and half dead with Fear, among his People; who 
were eaſily induced to throw down their Arms, and to de- 


ver the King's Vambrace, Bow, and Arrows; little 


dreaming, that any one durſt to uſe their King in that Man- 
ner. And now Opechancanough, to reſcue himſelf, beitow- 


ed his Preſents in ſerious Sadneſs ; and his Subjects, being 
upbraided and threatened by the Preſident in a ſmart and 
angry Speech, mixed with ſome Expreſſions of Love and 


Confidence, caſt away their Bows and Arrows, and Men, 


Women, and Children, brought in their Commodities, 


For two or three Hours, they ſo thronged and wearied him, 


that he retired into the Houſe to reſt, leaving others to 


trade, and receive their Preſents. Whilſt he was aſleep, 


| Hfty of their choice Men, with each an Engliſh Sword or 
Club in his Hand, and ſeconded by two or three hundred 


more, preſſed into the Houſe to murder him. But the Pre- 


ident, being waked from his Sleep, by the Noiſe of the 


People and ſhaking of the Houſe, betook himſelf to his 


Arms, together with Mr, Groſhaw and ſome others; which 
ſoon made them throng back, faſter than they came. But 


Opechancanough and ſome of his Ancients, who were kept 
Priſoners with him, endeavoured, in a long Oration, to 


_ excuſe this Intruſion, The reſt of the Day was ſpent with 
much Kindneſs, the Indians renewing their Preſents, and 


feaſting the Engliſh with their beſt Proviſions. 


WVIæIIE theſe things were tranſacting, there happened

EZ him, as his Brother. This made him more headftrong and 

EZ conceited, than was naturally conſiſtent with his Prudence 
and Moderation. And having taken it into his Head to viſit 
5 Hog- Iſlamd, he could not be turned from it, by the Advice 
and repeated Entreaties of Captain Waldo and ſeveral others. 
Therefore, taking with him Captain Waldo, who was not 
to be abfent from the Fort, but to be ready to ſecond the 
EZ Preſident, if called for, and Mr. Anthony Goſnold, a very 
worthy, honeſt, and induſtrious Gentleman, and Brother 
to Captain Bartholomew Goſnold, with eight others, he 
went into the Skiff. She was fo overloaded, that ſhe ſcarce 
could have lived in calm Weather; but, in that cold and 
EZ boiſterous Day, ſhe ſunk, none knowing how or where, 
and all aboard were drowned. To advertiſe the Preſident 
of this heavy News, none could be got, till Mr. Richard 
fin undertook it alone. He was encountered with many 
EZ Dangers and Difficulties, in all Places, as he paſſed. And 
BE at W/erowocomoce, not finding the Preſident, and perceiving 
= ſuch Preparations for War, he was certainly aſſured, that 
= ſome Miſchief was intended. But Pocahontas hid him for 
ga Time, and ſent thoſe, who purſued him, the quite con- 
= trary Way. At length, by her Means and extraordinary 
Bribes and Trouble, in three Days Travel, he found the 


Preſident at Pamunkey, in the Midſt of thoſe Broils and. 
Difficulties. The Preſident, having ſworn him to conceal 
this unhappy News from the Company, and diſſembling 
his Sorrow with the beſt Countenance, he could, went 


according to his Promiſe, and likewiſe with a Deſi 


ſafely aboard at Night, and left Opechancanough at ys : 
on, the 


better to entrap Powhatan in his Return. Soon after, he went 


down the River, having ſearched the Countries of Yough- 
tanund (now Pamunkey River) and Mattapony ; where the 


poor Creatures imparted the little Corn, they had, with

owhatan had threatened Death to his Men, if they did 


not, by ſome Means or other, kill Captain Smith. But 
they hated fighting with him, almoſt as bad as hanging, 
And the Preſident, on his Side, was as eager, to ſurprife 
and take that ſubtle and perfidious Barbarian.

in his Way down the River, there were many Feints and 
Strategems, on both Parts, but without any remarkabl Ef.

Wherefore, the Fear of {ſtarving being 
luaid aſide, the Company was ranged into proper Diviſions, 

and fix Hours each Day ſpent in Work, the reſt in Paſ- | 
time and merry Exerciſes. And the Prefident, having cal- | 
led them together, told them: That their late Experience 
and Miſery were ſufficient to perſuade every one to a pre- 
ſent Amendment: That they muſt not think, that either 
his Pains, or the Adventurers Purſes, would for ever main- 
tain them in Sloth and Idleneſs : That he knew, many de- 
ſerved more Honour, and a better Reward, than was yet 
to be had; but that far the greateſt Part of them muſt be 
more induſtrious, or ſtarve : That it was not reaſonable, 


That the Labours of thirty or forty honeſt and induſtrious 1 


Mien ſhould be conſumed, to maintain an hundred and fift/x 
Loiterers: and, That therefore every one, that would not 
Work, ſhould not eat: That they had often been ſcreened 
and protected, in their Diſobedience to his juſt and neceſſ, I 
Commands, by the Authority of the Council: But that 
now, all being either dead or gone, except Captain Wynne ® 
and himſelf, that whole Power reſted, in Effect, ſolely in 
him. And therefore, he adviſed them, not to feed them- 
ſelves up with the vain Preſumption, that his Authority was 
but a Shadow, and that his Life muſt anſwer for theirs. 
For the Letters Patent, and other Powers, would prove 
the contrary, and ſhould, every Week, be read to them 
and every one, that offended, might aſſuredly expect his 
due Puniſhment. He alſo made a Table, as a publick Me- 
morial of each Man's Deſerts, to encourage the Good, and 
_ to ſpur on the reſt by Shame. By this, many became very 
induſtrious ; but more were driven to their Buſineſs, by 
Puniſhment, and the Preſident's extraordinary Vigor and

As they came down Pamunkey (ſince called York River} 
off of Meroꝛuocomoco, the Preſident had ſent Mr. Chroſhaw Wh 
and Mr. Ford to Fames-Town, by Lands In their = bz 
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they met four or five of the German's Confederates, going 1606. 
to er ; who to clear themſelves from thoſe Gentle if 
mens Suſpicion, that they were running to the Indians, re- Jobs Smith þ 
turned with them to the Fort, and there continued. But Preſident, 
the Germans, to know the Reaſon of their Stay, ſent one 
of their Company, a ftout young Fellow, diſguiſed like an 
Indian, to the Glaſs-houſe: "This ſtood in the Woods, 
about a Mile from Fames-Town, and was the common 
Place of Rendezvous for all their ſecret Villany. The Pre- 
fident, hearing of this, immediately ſent to apprehend thig 
German. But he being gone, he diſpatched twenty good 
Shot after, to intercept him in his Return to Powhatans 
They ſoon brought him back, and notwithſtanding his fair 
Tale and plauſible Excuſes, he was thrown into Priſon. 
However the Preſident ſpared his Life, hoping thereby ta 
regain his Countrymen. er To ae 
CAPTAIN Smith, having ſent all his Men after the 
German, returned from the Shaßs-houle alone, armed only 
with a Faucheon. In his Way he met the King of Paj- 
pahey, a Man of great ae and gigantic Stature. At 
frſt, he endeavoured to draw the Preſident into his Am- 
buſcade; but failing in that, he attempted to ſhoot him. 

But Smzth, to prevent it, cloſed in and grappled with him. 
And the Indian, by mere Dint of Strength, bore him inte 
the River, with a Pelion to drown him. Long they ſtrug= _ 
gled in the Water, till the Preſident got ſuch Hold of his 
Throat, that he almoſt ſtrangled him. And then, having 
diſengaged himſelf, fo as to draw his Faucheon, the poor 
Savage begged his Life, in ſuch a pitiful Manner, that he 
led him to Fames-Town, and put him into Chains; where 

he continued for ſome time, till by the Negligence of his 

Keepers, he eſcaped. Some Endeavours were uſed to re- 
take him, but without Effect; only the Preſident took two 
Indians Priſoners, Kemps and Tuſſore, the two moſt exqui- 
ſite Villains in all the Country. Theſe Men would have 

| betrayed both King and Kindred for a Piece of Copper 3 
and had Captain Vynne and Lieutenant Percy, who were 
ſent upon the Buſineſs with fifty Men, followed their Di- 
rections, they would certainly have regained the King, and 

been fully revenged for the Injury and Aſſault. However, 
that this might not encourage them to farther Boldneſs, 
they attacked and ſlew ſeveral of the Nation, burnt their 
Houſes, took their Canoes aud fiſhing Weirs, and planted 
ſome of them at 2 and were reſolved to proſe- 
cute them wich War, till they were fully humbled and 
ſubdued.

== in his Way 88 Chickahominy, was Mules by chen But 
— "maj as ſoon as _ knew him, they all threw down their Arms, 
* and ſued for Peace. Their Spokeſman was a luſty young 

Fellow, named Okaning; whoſe Diſcourſe well deſerves to 
be remembered. He told the Preſident, that the King, his 
Maſter, was there preſent in the Company : That they 
took him for Captain YYynne, who purſued them in 
War, altho' they had never injured him: That if the King 
offended him in eſcaping from Priſon, he ought to conſider, 
that the Fiſhes ſwim, the Fowls fly, and the very Beaſts 
ſtrive to eſcape the Snare and live: That therefore, his 
Maſter, who was a Man, ought not to be blamed, for 
following this neceſſary Inſtinct of Nature even in brute 
Animals. He reminded him of the Pains, his Maſter 


took, to ſave his Life, when a Priſoner ; and if he had ſince 


injured him, he was compelled to it, and it had however 
been already fully revenged, to their too great Loſs. And 
he further told him, if he ſtill perſiſted in his Reſolution to 
deſtroy them, they muſt abandon their Habitation, and ſet- 
tle ſomewhere beyond his Reach ; which would only coft 
them more Labour, but would be of worſe Confequence 
to the Engliſb, who could not well ſubſiſt without their 
Corn and Fruits. And therefore he earneſtly entreated him 
to grant them his Friendſhip, and to permit them to enjoy 
their Houſes, and plant their Fields, in Peace and Security. 
Concluding, that if he would promiſe them Peace, they 


would truſt to his Word ; but if he proceeded in his Re- 


venge, they would quit the Country. Whereupon the 
Preſident promifed them Peace, if they would do no far- 
ther Injury, and would bring in Proviſions to the Fort. 
To which they joyfully agreed, and parted good Friends, 
and fo continued, till Smith left the Country. . 
Soo after this, an Indian, who had been impriſoned 
at Fames-Town for Theft, had ſo ſtifled himſelf, by a Char- 
coal Fire in a cloſe Room of the Priſon, that he ſeemed to 
be dead. But the Preſident, by the Application of Vinegar 
and Aqua-vite, brought him to himfelf ; which was ſoon

And the Preſident; to purſue a Point, thought ſo neceilary 
by the Countul in England, ſent off Mr. Nathaniel Powel 
and Anas Todtill, to the Mangoags; a Nation of Indians, 
not ſubject to Powhatan; dwelling on the upper Branches 


of Nottoway, or ſome {mall Streams of Roanoke River. He 
obtained Guides from the King of the Puiyoughguohaneocks,

River, about ten Miles above  Fames-Town. This good 
King did ever affect the Eugliſb above all others; and al- 
tho' he was very zealous to his falſe Gods, yet be con- 
feſſed, that the Exgliſh God as much exceeded his, as their 
Guns did his Bow: and Arrows; and in Time of Drought, 


he would often ſend Preſents to Captain Smith, to pray 
to his God for Rain. His Guides conducted Powe! and 
Todkill, three Days Journey, into a high Country, towards 


the South et; where they ſaw, here and there, a Corn- 
field, by ſome little Spring or ſmall Brook, but no large 


River. The People were, in all Reſpects, like the reſt, 
except their Language. They lived a by hunting, and 
on Fruits and Roots; and they trafficked their Skins with 


thoſe towards the Sea and fatter Countries, for dried Fiſh 
and Corn. But neither did they here, or ever after, hear 
any thing of this Colony, left by Mr. bite, in the Year 


1587, on one of the Iſlands of Hatteras. 


AL this while, they employed one William Falday, a 


Zwitzer, by Promiſes and Pardons to reclaim his Country- 
men, the Germans, and one Bentley, another Fugitive. But 
this vile Hypocrite, pretending highly to deteſt their Vil- 
lany, hereby got an Opportunity, to convey them every 
thing, they wanted, to effect their Projects, and deſtroy 


Sdaniard; to whom they were willing and intended to do 


good Service., And finding, the Engliſd were obliged to 
diſperſe themſelves to gather Food, they importuned Poꝛo- 


hatan to lend them his Forces; and they undertook, not 
only to deftroy the Hogs, fire the Town, and ſeize on the 


Bark, but to bring moſt of the Colony to his Service and 
Subjection. Fhis Scheme was communicated to many of 
their Confederates at the Fort; but two, whoſe Hearts re- 
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10609. lented at the Horror of the Act, revealed it to the Prefi- | 
Jas i dent. He ordered them to keep it ſtill a Secret, and to 


Jobn Ste draw them into ſuch Ambuſcades, as he had prepared, 
Preßdent.

or any other, to his Diſpleaſure. But altho theſe treache- 


Tous Foreigners did all, they could, to raiſe and incenſe 


| Powhatan and the Indians againſt the Engliſh, yet ſueh ex- 


act Intelligence had Captain Smith of their Pls that their | 


Machinations were his greateſt Advantage and Security. 


And if any Commotion had happened, he always had it in 

his Power to take Revenge. For all the Country now ſtood Bj 
more in Fear of him, than of Powhatan ; and he had ſuch 

Parties among the bordering Nations, that, out of Love or 


Fear, they would have done any thing, he commanded, 


However, not long after, one of the Germans returned to 


his Duty; but the other fill remained with Powhatan.

| | cus, Merchants, and Citizens, together with many Cor- 
porations and Companies of London. So many Perlons of 
great Power, Intereſt, and Fortune, engaging in the En- 
terprize, and the Lord Delawarr, with the other Gentle. 
„ men of Diſtinction, appointed to the ſeveral Offices, ſoon 

I drew in ſuch large Sums of Money, that they diſpatched 
away Sir Thomas Gates, Sir George Somers, ind Captain 
Newport, with nine Ships, and five hundred People.. Theſe 

_ three Gentlemen had, each of them, a Commiſſion, who 
firſt arrived, to call in the old. But becauſe they could not 
agree for Place, it was concluded, that they ſhould all go 


; DIES” in one Ship, called the Sea-Venture. They failed from Ex- 
; © gland, the latter End of May i609 ; but the 25th of Juh, 
* the Admiral-Ship was parted from the reſt of the Fleet, by 
1 the Tail of a Hurricane, having on board the three Com- 


manders, an hundred and fifty Men, their new Commiſ-

fion, and Bills of Lading, together with all Manner of In- 
_— Nructions and Directions, and the beſt Part of their Provi- 
[ ſions. She arrived not, but was foundered on Bermudas, 
1 as ſhall be hereafter related. A ſmall Catch likewiſe periſli- 


ed in the Hurricane; but the ſeven other Ships came ſafe. 
Tn them, as Captains, came Ratcliffe (whoſe right Name, 
25 Is ſaid, was Sichlemore) Martin, and Archer, with Cap- 
tain Mood, Captain Melbe, Captain Moon, Captain King, 
Captain Davies, Mr. Ralph Hamer, and divers other Gen- 
tlemen, of good Fortune, and eminent Birth. The Preſi- 
dent, being informed by his Scouts of the Arrival of this 
Floect, little dreamed of ſuch a Supply, but ſuppoſed them, 
at firit, to be Spaniards. He therefore put himſelf into the 
beſt Poſture of Defence, he could; and being ſeconded by 
the Indians (who, upon this Occaſion, ſhewed their Friend- 
ſhip, and prepared, with great Alacrity, to aſſiſt the En- 
gli with their utmoſt Power) they thought themſelves ſo 
well provided for the Reception of an Enemy, that they 
little feared their 7 Ton on 
| . Rat 0e, Martin, and Archer, had bred much Diſtur- 
| bance at Sex, and had paved the Way, for being even more 
troubleſome athore, For they had infuſed ſuch Jealouſies 
and Prejudices into the Company againſt Captain Smith,

ceed. At firſt, finding his Authority thus unexpectedly 
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him. But ſeveral of better Senſe and Experience among 1609. 
them, from their firſt Landing, hearing the general good 


Report of his old Soldiers, and ſceing the Prudence and Up- Jobs Sith 
rightneſs of, his Actions, were ſoon undeceived, and ſaw 8 hone i 


into the Malice of Ratcliſße and his Faction. They there- 7 
fore left their Society, and ever adhered to Captain Smith, a | 
as his firm and faithful Friends. But a great Part of this 1 
new Company conſiſted of unruly Sparks, packed off by 
their Friends, to eſcape worſe Deſtinies at home. And the 
reſt were chiefly made up of poor Gentlemen, broken | f 
Tradeſmen, Rakes and Libertines, Footmen, and ſuch | 
others, as were much fitter to ſpoil or ruin a Common- 
wealth, than to help to raiſe or maintain one. This lewd 
Company therefore were led by their ſedicious Captains, 
into many Miſchiefs and Extravagancies. They aſſumed 

to themſelves the Power of diſpoſing of the Government; 

and conferred it ſometimes on one, and ſometimes on ano-— 
ther. To- day, the old Commiſſion muſt rule; To-morrow, 

the new 3 and next Day, neither. So that, all was Anar- 

chy and DiſtraCtion ; neither were there any Hopes, from 
the preſent Poſture of Affairs, but of the utmoſt Miſery 

and Confuſion, Wes A eons 
THE German alſo, that had returned to the Engliſb, 
ſeeing this diſtracted State of things, and hoping for ſome _ 
Advantage from it, fled again, with one of his Conforts, 

to Powhatan; to whom he promiſed Wonders, at the Ar- 
rival of Lord Delawarr. But that ſenſible Barbarian, 
knowing the Wickedneſs and Perfidy of their Nature, re- 
plied; That they, who would have betrayed Captain 
Sith to him, would certainly betray him to this great 
Lord, to make their Peace. And fo, he ordered his Men, 

to beat out their Brains. But Yelday, the Zwitzer, made 

a ſhift to get to England; where purſuading the Merchants, 
what rich Mines he had found, and what Services he would 

do them, he was well rewarded, and ſent back with the 


in a moſt contemned and miſerable Manner. 
CAPTAIN Smith, all this Time of Turbulency and ER 
Diſtraction, was ſadly troubled and perplexed, how to pro- 


cancelled and changed, he refolved to leave all, and return 
for England. But afterwards, ſceing, there was little Hope 
of the Arrivat ef this new Commiſſion, and that his own. 
was not legally fuperſeded, but by the actual Production of 
another, he determined to bear up, and to act with Vigor 
and Reſolution. He therefore ſet himſelf, with great Cou- 
$age, and the perpetual TY of his Life, to 1

ed it, that he caſt Ratcliffe, Archer, and the other Chiefs,

fair and legal Trial. And the better to diſſipate the Hu- 
mours, and to break their Confederacies, he ſent Mr. e, 


with an hundred and twenty, the beſt, he could chuſe, to 


make a Settlement at the Falls; and Martin, with near the 
fame Number, to Nanſamond ; allowing each their due Pro- 
portion of all the Proviſions, according to their Number, 


And now the Year of his Preſidency being near expired, he 

made Captain Martin, who was become more tractable, 
Preſident in his Room. But Martin, knowing his own In- 
ſufficiency, and the People's Unrulineſs and little Regard | 


for him, within three Hours, reſigned it again 'to Captain 


Smith. For as Ratcliffe had been removed from the Coun- 


cil, and was not again reſtored, Martin and Smith were the 


only two then in the Country, that could either elect, or be 


elected Preſident. And Martin, having thus wiſely diſen- 


gaged himſelf from an Office, which he was then no ways 


able to execute or ſupport, ' proceeded to make his Settle- 


ment at Nanſamond. That Nation, having been reduced to 
Subjection and Contribution, uſed him kindly ; yet ſuch 
were his unreaſonable Jealouſy and Fear, that he ſurpriſed the 
poor naked King, and his Monuments and Houſes, with 
the Iſland, wherein he lived, and there fortihed himſelf. 
But the Indians, ſoon perceiving his Fear and Diſtraction, 
yentured to aſſault him; and they killed ſeveral of his Men, 
releaſed their King, and gathered and carried off a thouſand 
_ Buſhels of Corn; whilſt he, in the mean while, never once 
offered to intercept them, but ſent to the Preſident, then 
at the Falls, for thirty Soldiers. Theſe were preſently ſent 

him, from Fames-Town, But he ſo employed them, that 


they did nothing, and ſoon returned, complaining of his 


Tenderneſs and Cowardice. And he likewiſe, leaving his 


Company to their Fortunes, came away with them to 


Fames-Town. _ CE Cay ko a Dove ten 2 IS 
IAE Preſident followed the other Company up to the 
Falls, to fee them well ſeated. \ But he was ſurpriſed, in 
his Way, to meet Captain Jeſt, ſo ſoon returning yg 
Toon; and he found the Settlement very inconſiderately 


made, in a Place, not only liable to the River's Inundation, 


but allo ſubject to many other intolerable Inconveniences. 
0 8 858 which, he immediately ſent to Powhatan, to 
e Place, called Powhatan. The Conditions of 


their Agreement were theſe : That the Engliſb ſhould de- 
fend him againſt the Manabins That he ſhould reſign to

Diſcretion. But Captain Meſtis Company depended ſo 1 
much on the Lord General's new Commiſſion, that they 7 
regarded no Perſon or thing. And ſuppoſing, the Mana- 3 
kins' Country reached to the South-Seza, and was all Gold, ; j 
they pleaſed themſelves with the vain Conceit, that it was 9 j 
entirely under their Power and Command, and that none Pn | 
ſhould go thither, but whom they pleaſed. They therefore | 
rejected the Preſident with Inſolence and Contempt. How- 4 
ever he ventured, with five Men, to land among them; | 
and committed the Heads of the Mutiny to Priſon, till, by 
their Numbers, they obliged him to retire. In making off, 4 
he happily ſurpriſed one of their Boats, with which he re- 
turned to the Ship; and had not the Mariners proved very 4 
tractable and faithful to him, he had fmall Means and little -| 
Probabiljey of; eſcaping ther . , 
THE Indians alſo came to him; complaining, that he 
had brought them, for Protectors, worſe Enemies, than 
the Manakins themſelves ; that they ſtole their Corn, rob- 
bed their Gardens, broke open their Houfes, beat them, 
and kept feveral in Priſon ; and that, till then, they had 
borne all this, out of Love to him, but defired Pardon, if 
| hereafter they defended themſelves. They likewiſe offered 
him their Aſſiſtance, and to fight for him againſt them, if 
he would lead them on. But having ſpent nine Days, to 
no Purpoſe, in endeavouring to reclaim them, he departed 
for e eee, The Ship was no ſooner under Sail, but 
twelve Indians aſſaulted thofe hundred and twenty in their 
Fort. And finding many ſtraggling abroad in the Woods, 
they killed ſome, and ſo frighted the reſt, that their Coun- 
trymen in Prifon eſcaped, and they went ſafely off, with 
the Swords and Cloaks of thoſe, they had ſlain. But before 
the Ship had failed half a League, ſhe grounded; which 
gave the Preſident an Opportunity of fummoning them, - 
once more, to a Parley. And now he found them fo _ 
amazed with that filly Aſſault of the Indians, that they 
\ ſurrendered themſelves, upon any Terms, to his Mercy. 
He therefore laid fix or ſeven of the chief Offenders by the 
Heels ; and ſeated the reſt at Powhatan, the ſtrongeſt and 
moſt pleaſant Place, he had ſeen in the Country; and for 
that Reaſon, -they called it Nonſuch. Here they had dry

ese; whoſe gentle Nature was ſo wrought on and abuſed, 
by Compaſſion for the Priſoners, and the Perſuaſions of the 


Mutineers, who alledged, they had only done this for his Ho- 
nour, that all things were again thrown into Confuſion and 
Mutiny. But the Preſident, having no Inclination to con- 
tend with Mr. Ve , and little Power to curb their Inſo- 
tence, left them to their Fortunes, and returned to James- 


Town. And ſoon after they abandoned Nonſuch, and went 
back to their firſt Settlement at Ye/s-Fort, _ 


3UT paſſing down the River, as Captain Smith was 
alleep in the Boat, bis Powder-bag, by ſome Accident, was 
fired; which tore the Fleſh from his Body and Thighs, 


nine or ten Inches ſquare, in a moſt dreadful Manner. Ta 
quench the Fire, which fryed and tormented him in his 


| Cloaths, he leaped overboard, and was almoſt drowned, be- 


fore they could recover him. In this piteous State, he ar- 
Fames-Town ; where - Ratcliffe, Archer, and the

ſceing the Preſident unable to ſtand, and alma bereft of 


his Senſes by reaſon of his Torment, they entered into a 
Conſpiracy to murder him in his Bed. But his Heart failed 
bim, who was to have given Fire to the Piſtol. 


And ſo, 
being diſappointed in this Purpoſe, they joined together, to 
uſurp the Government, and thereby eſcape their Puniſh- 
ment. In the mean time, the Preſident's old Soldiers, be- 


ing provoked, beyond all Patience, at their Malice and Se- 
dition, flocked to him, and importuned him to give them 
but the Word, and they would fetch the Heads of the bold- 


eſt among them, that durſt reſiſt his Commands. Yet he 


would not ſuffer them to bring the Matter to a civil Broil; 


but ſent immediately for the Maſters of the Ships, and took 
Order with them for his Return to England. For there 
was neither Chirurgeon nor Chirurgery at the Fort ; and 
his Wounds were fo grievous, and 'Torments fo cruel, that 
few expected, he could live. And he likewiſe highly re- 
ſented, and was much chagrined, to ſee. his Authority ſup- 


preſſed, he knew not why ; £ elk and his Soldiers to be

whom. And beſides, he found himſelf unable to follow his- 
Buſineſs, ſuppreſs thoſe Factions, and range the Country %u Smith 
for Proviſions, as he before intended. And he well knew, Prdent. 
that his own Preſence and Activity were as requiſite in thoſe 
Affairs, as his Advice and Directions. For all which Rea- 
ſons, he reſolved upon leaving the Country, and went pre-* 
ſently on board one of the Ships. 1 
_ CAPTAIN Percy had been, for ſome time, in a very The Hon. 
bad State of Health, and had taken his Paſſage in one of the 8 . 
Ships, to go to England. But now, upon Smith's Depar- a, 
ture, many came about him, and by Intreaties and Per- 
ſuaſions, prevailed with him to ſtay, and take upon him the 
Government. But there were many others up in Arms, 
calling themſelves Preſidents and Counſellors; ſeveral of 
which began now to fawn upon and ſollicite Smith, to give 
up his Commiſſion to them. And after much ado, and 
many bitter Repulſes, that their Ruin and Confuſion might 
not be attributed to him, for leaving the Country without 
a Commiſſion, he permitted it to be ſtolen, but never could 
be induced to reſign it into ſuch vile Hands. In which he 
ſeems to have been ſomething froward and peeviſh. For 
ſince the old Soldiers, and better Sort of new Comers, had 
generally agreed upon Captain Percy for their Governor, a 
Perſon every way fit for the Office, except in Point of 
Health, it would have been but reaſonable in him, to have 
_ endeavoured to confirm him in his Authority, and when 
he departed, to have delivered up his Commiſſion to him. 
AND thus, about Michaelmas 1609, Captain Sh left 
the Country, never again to ſee it. He left behind him 
three Ships and ſeven Boats; Commodities ready for Trade; 
the Corn newly gathered; ten Weeks Proviſion in the 
Store; four hundred ninety and odd Perſons ; twenty four 
Pieces of Ordinance ; three hundred Muſkets, with other 
Arms and Ammunition, more than ſufficient for the Men; 
the Indians, their Language, and Habitations, well known 
to an hundred trained and expert Soldiers; Nets for fiſhing ; 
Tools, of all Sorts, to work; Apparel, to ſupply their 
Wants; fix Mares and a Horſe ; five or fix hundred Hogs ; 
as many Hens and Chickens ; with ſome Goats, and ſome 
Sheep. For whatever had been brought, or bred here, {till 
remained. But this ſeditious and diſtracted Rabble, re- 
garding not any thing, but from Hand to Mouth, riotouſly 
conſumed, what there was; and took Care for nothing, 
but to colour and make out ſome Complaints againſt Cap- 
tain Smith, For this End, the Ships were ſtaid three 
Weeks, at a great Charge, till they could e and |

Settlement of this Colony was certainly owing ; and there. 
fore it may not be unacceptable to the Reader, to have 
ſome farther Account of his Perfon and Actions. And this 
we are enabled to do the more authenticly, as he hath him- 
ſelf, at the Requeſt of Sir Robert Cotton, the famous Anti- 


quarian, left a brief Relation of his principal Travels and truſt 
Adventures PE a ir of tt 
H was born a Gentleman, to a competent Fortune, at Pec 
 #illoughby in Lincolnſhire, in the Year 1579. From his Aſi 
very Childhood, he had a roving and romantic Fancy, and Nic 
was ftrangely ſet upon performing ſome brave and adven- off 
turous Atchievement. Accordingly, being about thirteen wit 
Fears of Age at School, he fold his Satchel and Books, and dit, 
all, he had, to raiſe Money, in order to go ſecretly beyond At 
Sea, But his Father dying juft at that Time, he was ſtop- ric 
ped for the prefent, and fell into the Hands of Guardians, wi 
more intent on improving his Eftate, than him, However, qu 
at fifteen, in the Year 1594, he was bound to a Merchant nc 
at Lynne, the moſt conſiderable Frader in thoſe Parts. al 
But becauſe be would not fend him immediately to Sea, he tc 
found Means, in the Train of Mr. Peregrine Bats, ſecond C 
Son to the Lord Willoughby, to paſs into France. Here, ; 
and in the Low-Couatries, he firſt learnt the Rudiments of v 
War; to which Profeffion he was led, by a ſtrong Propen- i 
ſity of Genius. He was afterwards carried into Scotland, 
with deluſive Hopes, from a Scottiſh Gentleman, of being 4 
eftectually recommended to King James. But ſoon find- ä 


ing himſelf baffled in his Expectations, he returned to Wil- 
Juoughbby, his native Place; where meeting with no Compa- 
Dy, agreeable to his Way of thinking, he retired into a 
| Wogd, at a good Diſtance from any Town, and there 
- built himſelf a Pavilion of Boughs, and was wholly em- 
ployed, in ſtudying fome Treatiſes of the Art of War, 
and in the Exerciſe of his Horfe and Lance. But his 
Friends, being concerned at ſuch a whimfical Turn of 
Mind, prevailed with an #a#an Gentleman, Rider to the 
Earl of Lincoln, to inſinuate himſelf into his Acquaintancez 
and as he was an expert Horſeman, and his Talent and Stu- 
dies lay the fame Way with Mr. Smith's, he drew him from 
his fylvan Retirement, to ſpend ſome time with him at. 
bg Bur 
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Bur Smith's reſtleſs Genius ſoon hurried him again into 
Flanders; where lamenting to ſee ſuch Effuſion of Chriſtian 
Blood, he reſolved to try his Fortune againſt the Turks. 

In order to this, he paſſed through France, with Variety 

of Adventure and Misfortune, in which he always ſhewed 

a high and martial Spirit. At Marſeilles he embarked for 
/taly. But the Ship meeting with much foul Weather, a 
Rabble of Pilgrims, on board, hourly curſed him for a Hu- 
onot, railed at Queen Elizabeth and his whole Nation, 

and ſwore, they ſhould never have fair Weather, as long 

as, he was in the Ship. At laſt, the Paſſions of theſe pious 
Chriſtians roſe ſo high, that oy eſe him overboard ; 
truſting, we may ſuppoſe, in the Merit and Supererogation # 
of that holy Pilgrimage, to expiate the trifling Offence and 
Peccadillo of Murder. However, Smith, by the Divine 
Afiſtance, got ſafe to a ſmall uninhabited Ifland, againſt 
Nice in Savoy. From thence he was, the next Day, taken 
off by a French Rover, who treated him very only, ang 


with whom he therefore made the Tour of the whole Me- 


diterrancan, both on theMahometan and the Chriſtian Coaſts, 
At length, after a deſperate: Battle, having taken a very 
rich Venetian Ship, the generous Frenchman ſet him aſhore, 
with his Share of the Prize; amounting to five hundred Se- 
queens in Specie, and a Box of rich Commodities, worth 
near as much more. And now out of Curiolity ranging 
all the Regions and Principalities of Italy, he at laſt went 
to Vienna, and entered himſelf a Gentleman Volunteer, in 
Count Meldritch's Regiment, againſt the Turk. EI 
Het had not been long in the Chriſtian Army, before he 


was diſtinguiſhed for a Man of great perſonal Bravery ; and 


in the Sieges of Olumpagh and Alba-Regalis, he was the 
Author of ſome Stratagems, which ſhewed a happy Talent 
for War, and did fignal Service to the Chriſtian Cauſe. He 

was thereupon immediately advanced to the Command of a 
Troop of Horſe ; and was, ſoon after, made Serjeant Ma- 
jor of the Regiment, z Poſt, at that Time, next to the 


Lieutenant Colonel. But Count Meldritch, a Tranfilvanian 


Nobleman by Birth, afterwards paſſed with his Regiment, 


out of the Imperial Service, into that of his natural Prince, 


Sigiſmond Bathori, Duke of Tranſilvania. And here, en- 
deavouring to recover ſome patrimonial Lordſhips, then in 
the Poſſeſſion of the Turk, he laid Siege to a ſtrong Town, 
chiefly inhabited by Renegados and Banditti. Whilſt their 
Works were advancing flowly, and with great Difficulty, 


a Turkiſh Officer iſſued forth of the Town, and challenged 


any Chriſtian, of the Dignity of a Captain; to a ſingle 
Combat, Many were eager of the Eonour of humbling

this haughty Muffelman ; but it was at laſt decided, by Lot 
in Favour of Captain Smith. Accordingly, the Ramparts 
of the Town being filled with fair Dames and Men in Arms, 
and the Chriſtian Army drawn up in Battalia, the Comba. 
tants entered the Field, well mounted and richly armed, to 
the Sound of Hautboys and "Trumpets ; where, at the firſt 
Encounter, Smith bore the Turk dead to the Ground, and 
went off triumphantly with his Head. But the Infidel Gar- 
Tiſon being enraged at this, he afterwards engaged two o- 
ther Officers; and being a great Maſter of his Arms, and 
the Management of his Horſe, he carried off their Heads, 
in the ſame Manner. After which, being attended with a 
Guard of fix thouſand Men, with the three Tur#i/b Horſes 
led before him, and before each a T's Head upon a 
Spear, he was conducted to the General's Pavilion; who 
received him with open Arms, and prefented him with a 
fine Horſe, richly capariſoned, and with a Scimitar and 
Belt, worth three hundred Ducats. Soon after, the Duke 
_ himfelf, coming to view his Army; gave him his Picture, 
ſet in Gold; ſettled three hundred Ducats upon him, as a 
Yearly Penſion; and iſſued his Letters patent of Nobleſſe, 
giving him three Turks Heads, in a Shield, for his Arms; 
which Coat he ever afterwards bore; and it was admitted 
and recorded in the Herald's Office in England, by Sir Wil. 
liam Segar, Garter, principal King at Arms. 5 
Bu ſoon after, the Duke of Tranfſilvania was deprived 
of his Dominions by the Emperor; and Smith, at the fatal 
Battle of Rottenton, in the Year 1602, was left upon the 
Field, among the dreadful Carnage of Chriſtians, as dead. 
But the Pillagers, perceiving Lite in him, and judging by 
the Richneſs of his Habit and Armour, that his Ranſom 
might be conſiderable; took great Pains to recover him. 
After that, he was publickly ſold, among the other Priſo- 
ners; and was bought by a Baſhaw, who ſent him to Con- 
Hantinople, as a Preſent to his Miſtreſs, Charatzd Traga- 
bigzanda, a beautiſul young Tartarian 1 Smith was 
then twenty three Years of Age, in the Bloom of Life, 
and, as it ſeems, of a very handſome Perfon. For this 
oung Lady was ſo moved with Compaſſion, or rather 
Lowe for him, that ſhe treated him with the utmoſt Ten- 
derneſs and Regard. And to prevent his being ill ufed, or 
ſold, by her Mother, ſhe ſent him into Tartary, to her 
Brother, who was Timor Baſhaw of Netbrits, on the Pa- 
lus Maotis. Here, ſhe intended, he ſhould ſtay, to learn 
the Language, together with the Manners and Religion of 


the Turks, till Time ſhould make her Miſtreſs of herſelf. 3 
5 rr R 
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Bur the Baſhaw, ſuſpectihg ſomething of the Matter, 


from the affectionate Expreſſions, with which ſhe recom- 
mended and preſſed his good Uſage, only treated Smith 
with the greater Cruelty and Inhumanity. Smith's high 
Spirit, raiſed alſo by a Conſciouſneſs of Tragabigzanda's 
Paſſion, could but ill brook this harſh Treatment. At laſt, 
being one Day thrething alone, at a Grange above a League 
from the Houſe, the Timor came, and took Occaſion, fa 
to kick, ſpurn, and revile him, that forgetting all Reaſon, 
Smith beat out his Brains, with his threſhing Bat. Then 
reflecting upon his deſperate State, he hid the Body under 
the Straw, filled his Knapſack with Corn, put on the Ti- 


mor's Cloaths, and mounting his Horſe, fled into the De- 


ſerts of Circaſſia. After two or three Days fearful Wan- 


derings he happened, providentially, on the Caſtragan, or 
great Road; that leads into Muſcouy. Following this, for 
iixteen Days, with infinite Dread and Fatigue, he at laſt 
arrived at a Muſcovite Garriſon, on the Frontiers. Here 
he was kindly entertained and prefented, as alſo at all the _ 
Places, through which he paſſed. Having travelled through 


Siberia, Muſcouvy, Tran ſilvania, and the Midſt of Europe, 
he at length found his old Friend and gracious Patron, the 


Duke of Tranſilvania, at Leipfick, together with Count 
Meldriteh, his Colonel. Having ſpent ſome time with them, 
the Duke, at his Departure, gave him a Paſs, intimating 


the Services, he had done, and the Honours, he had re- 


_ ceived; preſenting him, at the ſame Time, with fifteen 
hundred Ducats of Gold, to repair his Loſſes. And altho* 


he was now intent on returning to his native Country, yet 


being furniſhed with this Money, he ſpent fome time, in 


travelling through the principal Cities and Provinces of Ger- 


many, France, and Spain. From the laſt, being led by 
the Rumour of Wars, he paſſed over into Africa, and vi- 
ſited the Court of Morocco. Having viewed many of the 


Places and Curioſities of Barbary, he at laſt returned, through 


France, to England; and in his Paſſage in a French Galley, 


they had a moſt deſperate Engagement, for two or three 
Days together, with two Span; Men of War. In En- 
gland, all things were ſtill, and in the moſt profound Peace; 
ſo that, there was no Room or Proſpect for a Perſon of his 


active and warlike Genius. And therefore, having ſpent 


ſome time, in an idle and uneaſy State, he willingly em- 


barked himſelf with Captain Goſnold, in the Project of ſet- 


tling Colonies in America, and came to Virginia. 
H1s Conduct here hath been ſufficiently related; and I 

mall finiſh his Character, with the Teſtimonies of ſome of 

his Soldiers and Fellow-Adventurers.

have made Juſtice his firſt Guide, and Experience his ſe. 
cond : That he was ever fruitful in Expedients, to provide 
for the People under his Command, whom he would never 
ſuffer to want any thing, he either had, or could procure: 
That he rather choſe to lead, than ſend his Soldiers into 


Danger ; and upon all hazardous or fatiguing Expeditions, 
always ſhared every thing equally with his Company, and 


never deſired any of them, to do or undergo any thing, that 


he was not ready, to do or undergo himſelf : That he hated 
Baſeneſs, Sloth, Pride, and Indignity, more than any Dan- 


ger : That he would ſuffer Want, rather than borrow; 
and ſtarve, ſooner than not pay: That he loved Action, 


more than Words; and hated Falſhood and Covetouſneſs, 


worſe than Death: and, That his Adventures gave Life and 
Subſiſtency to the Colony, and his Loſs was their Ruin and 
Deſtruction. They confeſs, that there were many Cap- 
tains in that Age (as there are indeed in all 282) who were 


no Soldiers; but that Captain Smith was a Soldier, of the 


true old Engliſþ Stamp, who fought, not for Gain or 


; empty Praiſe, but for his Country's Honour and the pub- 


lick Good: That his Wit, Courage, and Succeſs here, 
were worthy of eternal Memory: That by the mere Force 


of his Virtue and Courage, he awed the Indian Kings, and 


made them ſubmit, and bring Preſents : That, notwith- 


ſtanding ſuch a ftern and invincible Reſolution, there was 
| ſeldom ſeen a milder and more tender Heart, than his was: 
That he had nothing in him counterfeit or fly, but was 


open, honeſt, and ſincere : and, That they never knew a 


Soldier, before him, ſo free from thoſe military Viees, of 
Wine, Tobacco, Debts, Dice, and Oaths. 


FROM this Account of Captain Smith, extracted from | 


bis own Writings and the Teſtimony of his Contempora- 
ries and Acquaintance, it will be eafily ſeen, that he was 
a Soldier of Fortune, -who had run through great Variety 


of Life and Adventure. And indeed he was ſo famous for 


this in his own Age, that he lived to ſee himſelf brought 


upon the Stage, and the chief Dangers, and moſt intereſt- 


ing Paſſages of his Life, racked, as he complains, and miſ- 


repreſented in low Tragedies. I cannot therefore forbear 
tranſiently obſerving Oldmixon's Miſtake, who ſays, that 


the Company took him into their Service, becauſe he was 
a noted Seaman, and famed for his Experience in maritime 


Affairs. But to remark all the Errors of our Hiſtorians, 
but moſt eſpecially of Oldmixon, the weakeſt, moſt idle; 


and erroneous of all others, would be an infinite Work, 
and too often interrupt and break the Thread of my Nat= 
ration. I hope therefore, the courteous Reader will be a x 


— 
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tisfied with this ſhort Caution and Animadverſion, once for 1609. 
all. For to ſpeak the Truth ingenuouſſy, I had rather 
find out and correct one Miſtake in my own, than expoſe 

and ridicule twenty Blunders in the Hiſtories of others. But 

to return to the Affairs of Virginia. 

Ir hath been before ſaid, that the Admiral- Ship, with John Smith 
Sir Thomas Gates, Sir Oeorge Somers, and Captain Newport Preſident. 
on board, was ſeparated from the reſt of the F Rae: in a Storm. 

She was fo racked and torn by the violent Working of the 
Sea, and became ſo ſhattered and leaky, that the Water 
roſe in the Hold above two Tire of Hogſheads ; and they 
were obliged to ſtand up to their Middles, with Kettles, 
Buckets, and other Veſſels, to bail it out. And thus they 
bailed and pumped, three Days and Nights, without Inter- 
miſſion 3 and yet the Water ſeemed rather to gain upon 
them, than decreaſe. At laſt, all being utterly ſpent with 
Labour, and ſeeing no Hope, in Man's ; Apprehenſion, bur 
of preſently linking, they reſolved to ſhut up the Hatches, 
and to commit themſelves to the Mercy of the Sea and 


God's good Providence. In this dangerous and deſperate 


State, ſome, who had good and comfortable Waters, fetched 
them, and crank to one another, as taking their laſt Leaves, 
till a more happy and joyful Meeting in the other World. 


But it pleaſed God, in his moſt gracious Providence, ſo to 


guide their Ship, to her beſt Advantage, that wy were 


all preſerved, and came ſafe to Shore. 


For Sir George Somers had ſat, all this Time, upon the 
Puop, ſcarce allowing himſelf Leiſure, either to eat or 
ſleep, cunning the Ship, and keeping her upright, or ſhe 
muſt, otherwiſe, long before this, have foundered. As 


he there ſat, looking wiſhiully about, he moſt happily and 


unexpectedly deſeried Land. This welcome News, as if 
it had been a Voice from Heaven, hurried them all above 
Haiches, to ſee, what they could ſcarce believe. But there- 
by, improvidently forſaking their Work, they gave ſuch an 
Advantage to their greedy Enemy, tie Sea, that they were 
very nigh being ſwallowed up. But none were now to be 
urged, to do his beſt. Altho? they knew it to be Bermu- 
des, a Flace then dreaded and ſhunned by all Men, yet 


they ſpread all the Sail, and did every thing elſe, in their 


Power, to reach the Land. It was not long, before the 
Ship - ruck upon a Rock ; but a Surge of the Bea caſt het 
fron: ©: <NCC, ani fo from one to 2ncther, till ſhe was moſt 


luckily t brown up between two, as upright, as if the had 


becu en the Stocks.

mazement, arrived in Safety, without the Lofs of a Man, 
altho' more than a League from the Shore. | 
How theſe Iſlands came by the Name of Bermudas, ig 
not certainly agreed. Some ſay, that they were fo named 
after John Bermudaz,-a Spaniard, who firſt diſcovered them, 
about the Year 1522. Others report, that a Spaniſh Ship, 
called the Bermudas, was caſt away upon them, as ſhe way 
carrying Hogs to the Meſi-Indies, which ſwam. aſhore, and 
| Increaſed to incredible Numbers; But they had been, in 
all Times before, infamous and terrible to Mariners, for 
the Wreck of many Spaniſb, Dutch; and French Veſſels, 


They were therefore, with the. uſual Elegance of the Sea 


Stile, by many called the Ie of Devils ; and were eſteemed 

the Hell or Purgatory of Seamen;- the moſt dangerous, un- 
fortunate,: and forlorn Place in the World. 5 
Bur the ſafe Arrival of this Company was not more 
ſtrange and providential, than their Feeding and Support 
was beyond all their Hopes or Expectation: For they found 


it the richeſt, pleaſanteſt, and moſt healthful Place, they 


had ever ſeen. Being ſafe on Shore, they diſpoſed them- 
ſelves, ſome to ſearch the Iſlands for Food and Water, and 
\ others to get aſhore, what fy could, from-the Ship. Sir 
George Somers had: not ranged far, before he found ſuch 2 

| Fiſhery, that, in half an Hour, he tock, with a Hook and 
Line, as many, as ſufficed the whole Company. 
Places, they were ſo thick in the Coves, and ſo big, that 
they were afraid to venture in amongſt them; and Sir 
George Somers caught one, that had before carried off two 
of his Hooks, fo large, that it would have pulled him into 
the Sea, had not his Men got hold of him. Two of thoſe 
Rock- fiſn would have loaded a Man; neither could any 
where be found, fatter, or more excellent Fiſh, than they 
were. Beſides, there were infinite Numbers of Mullets; 

. Pilchards, and other ſmall Fry; and by making a Fire in 
the Night, they would take vaſt Quantities of large Craw- 


fiſh. As for Hogs, they found- them it that Abundance, 


that, at their firſt Hunting, they killed thirty two. And 


there were likewiſe Multitudes of excellentBirds,-in their Sea- 


ſons; and the greateſt Facility, to make their Cabbins with 

Palmeta Leaves, This cauſed them to live in ſuch Plenty, 

Faſe, and Comfort, that many forgot all other Places, and 
never deſired to return from thence 


In ſone 
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Children were born. The Boy was called Bermudas, and 161% 


the Rope, and ran into the Woods: There alfo came from 
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In the mean while, the Thoughts of the two Knights 1609 


were buſily employed, how to proceed, in this deſperate 


State of their Aﬀairs. At laſt, it was reſolved, to deck _ Fey 
the Long- boat with the Ship's Hatches, and to ſend Mr. Eſa: Govet= 
Raven, a ſtout and able Mariner, with eight more in her, nor, 2 
to Virginia; to get Shipping from thence, to fetch them 
away. But ſhe was never more heard of; and ſuch was 
the Mallee: Envy, and Ambition of ſome; that, notwith- 
ſtanding Sir George Somers's eminent Services, there aroſe 
great Differences between the Commanders: So that, as 

if, according to the Obſervation of a Spaniſb Author, the 
Air of America was infectious, and inclined Mens Minds to 


Wrangling and Contention, they lived aſunder, in the 7 j 
Height of this their Calamity, rather like mere Strangers, i 
than diſtreſſed Friends. But the ſeveral Parties, each re- =" 
ſolved upon. building a Veſſel. In the mean while, two * 


the Girl Bermuda; and in the Midſt of all their Sorrows, 

they had a merry Fngliſp Wedding. But the two Cedar 
Ships being, at length, finiſhed, and rigged with what they 
ſaved from the Sea-Venture, they calked them, and pai 
the Seams with Lime and Turtle's Oyl, inſtead of Pitch \ 
and Tar z which quickly became dry, and as hard as a 

Stone. Sir George Somers had no Iron in his Bark, except 
one Bolt in the Keel. And now, their Proviſions being. 


laid in, and all Things in Readinets, after about Nine 
Months Abode there, Ges ſet Sail, on the roth of May, 
1610. They left behind them two Men, Chriſtopher Car- 
ter and Edward Waters; who, for their Offences, fled 
into the Woods, and deſired, rather there to end their, 
Days, than to ſtand to the Event of Juſtice. For one of * 
their Accomplices had been ſhot to Death, and Waters wass 
actually tied to a Tree to be executed; but he had, by 
hance, a Knife about him; with which he ſecretly cut 


England with them two Indians, hamed Namontack and 
Machumps. But, upon ſome Difference, Machumps flew + 
Namontach; and having made a Hole to bury him, becauſe 
it was too ſhort, he cut off his Legs, and laid them by him. 
Neither was the Murder ever difcovered; before he got to 
Virginia. „ ) 
WIUuII sr theſe Things wete paſſing in Bermudas, the 
Colony in Virginia was reduced to the utmoſt Miſery and 
Diſtreſs. Captain Percy, their Governor, was ſo fic and 
weak the Whole Time, that he could neither go fior ſtand. 
Wherefore he could not keep up his Authority with ſuch a 
ſeditious Crew nor act with that Vigor and Induſtry, as 
e might 
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1610. might juſtly have been expected from him. Captain May. 
tin from Nanſamond, and Captain Veſt from the Falls, 
The H n. having loſt their Boats, and near half their Men, were re. 
$6 8 turned to Fames-Town. For the Indians no ſooner under. 
hor, ſtood, that Smith was gone, but they revolted, and ſpoiled 
and murdered all, they met. And now they had twen 
Preſidents, with all their Appurtenances of Paraſites: and 
Profuſion. They laviſhly ſpent the Proviſions, ſent from 
England in the laſt Ships; which, however, were ſo bad, 
and ſo inſufficient in Proportion, that the poor famiſhing 
People, in the Bitterneſs of their Heart, poured forth, the 
whole Time, the moſt dreadful Curſes and Execrations a- 
gainſt Sir Thomas Smith, the I reaſurer. And they were 
| therefore ſoon obliged, to depend wholly, on what Captain 
Smith left; which he had provided, only to ſerve his own 
Company for ſome Time, with Intention, afterwards to 
lay in a much larger Stock. But before theſe Proviſions 
were quite conſumed, Captain ef? and Captain Ratcliffe, 
each with a ſmall Ship, and thirty or forty Men well ap- 
Pointed, went abroad to trade. Katcliffe, upon Confidence 
of Pawhatar's fair Profeſſions, was ſlain, with thirty others, 
as careleſs as himſclf. Only one Man of the Company 
_ eſcaped; and Pocahontas ſaved a Boy, one Henry Spilman, 
who lived for many Years, by her Means, among the Pa- 
townacks, But Powhatan, ſtill as he found Opportunity, 
cut off their Boats, and denied them Trade; ſo that Cap- 
tain Meſt ſailed off in his Ship to England, 
AN PD now, they were all deeply ſenſible of the Loſs of 
Captain Smith. Even his bittereſt Enemies, and greateſt 
Maligners, would curſe their Deſtiny for his Departure. 
Inſtead of Corn and Contribution from the Indians, which 
his Induſtry and Authority ſtill wreſted from them, they | 
had nothing but Scoffs and mortal Wounds. And as for 
their Hogs, Sheep, Goats, Hens, and other Animals, their | 
riotous Commanders, and the Indians, daily conſumed and 
deſtroyed them. So that they trafled away their Swords, 
Firelocks, and any thing elſe, they had, with the Indians; 
who were thereby enabled, the more eaſily, often to em- 
brue their cruel Hands in their Blood. Thoſe, who had 
. Startch, made no little Uſe of it, in this Extremity ; and 
the very Skins of their Horſes were prepared, by ſtewing 
and 5 5 into dainty and welcome Food. Nay, ſo great 
was the Famine, that the poorer Sort took up an Indian, 
that had been ſlain and buried, and eat him; and ſo did ſe- {| 
veral others, one another, that died, boiled and ſtewed 
with Roots and Herbs. And one, among the reſt, killed 
his Wife, powdered her up, and had eaten Part of -hers 
AL ER N 1 
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before it was diſcovered; for which he was, afterwards, de- 
ſ-rvedly executed. In ſhort, fo extremewas the Famine and 
Diſtreſs of this Time, that it was, for many Years after, 
diſtinguiſhed and remembered, by the Name of the STAR“ 


Perſons, left by Captain Sith at his Departure, within 
fix Months, there remained not above ſixty, Men, Wo-

men, and Children; and thoſe moſt poor and miſerable _

Neither was it poſſible for them, to have held out ten Days 


longer, without being all utterly extinct and famiſhed with 
Hunger. „ i 
IN this calamitous State, did Sir Thomas Gates and Sir 


George Somers find the Colony, at their Arrival, on the Gates, Go. 


24th of May. Thefe two noble Knights, being utter 
Strangers to their Affairs, could underſtand nothing of the

Cauſe and Reaſon of theſe Miſeries, but by Conjecture from 
their Clamours and Complaints, either &cuſing, or excu- 
ſing one another. They therefore embarked them all, in 
the beſt manner, they could, and ſet Sail for England. At 
their Departure, many were importunate to burn the Houſes 
and Fort at James-Town. But God, who did not intend, 


that this excellent Country ſhould be ſo abandoned, put it 


into the Heart of Sir Thomas Gates, to ſave the 'Town and 
Fortifications. For having fallen down to Hog-1ſ/and, and 
thence to Mulberry-Point, they deſcried the Long-boat of 


the Lord Delawarr ; who, being then Captain-General of 


Virginia, a Title ever after given to our Governors in chief, 
came up with three Ships, exceedingly well furniſhed with 


all Neceſſaries, and returned them back to Fames-Town. 


His Lordſhip arrived the gth of June, accompanied with 
Sir Ferdinando Waynman, General of the Horſe, (who ſoon 
after died here) Captain Holcroft, and divers other Gentle- 
men of Figure. The Toth he came up with his Fleet, 
went aſhore, heard a Sermon, read his Commiſſion, and

entered into Conſultation about the Affairs of the N 


Then he made a ſhort Speech to tlie Company, juſtly 


blaming them for their Pride, Vanity, and Sloth, and earn- 


eſtly entreating them to amend their Ways, leſt he ſhould 


be compelled to draw the Sword of Juſtice, and cut off ſuch | 
Delinquents ; which, he profeſſed, he had much rather 


draw, to the ſhedding his own vital Blood, in their Caufe 


| and Defence. He alſo conſtituted proper Officers of all 
Kinds, and allotted every Man his particular Place and Bu- 
ſineſs. This Oration was received with a general Applauſe ; 


and you might ſaon ſce the idle and refty Humours of -a di- 


vided Multitude, by the — Unity, and * 
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1610. this Government, ſubſtantially healed. Captain Martin 
— Was removed from the Council, for his weak, cruel, and 
Lord Dela- diſorderly Behaviour; and thoſe, who knew not the Path 
1 80 o- to Goodneſs before, would now chalk it out to their Fe. 
lou, endeavouring to outſtrip each other in Diligence and 
Induſtry. The French prepared to plant the Vines; the 

Engliſb laboured in the Woods and Grounds; and every 
Man knew his particular Buſineſs and Vocation, which he 
followed with Alacrity and Pleaſure ee 
Bor altho' his Lordſhip's Stores were very plentiful for 
his own Company, yet were they far from being enough to 

ſuffice the whole Colony. For it was computed, that all 

the Proviſion, landed from England, the whole firſt three 
Years, was not ſufficient to have ſerved the People, ac- 

cording to their Numbers, fix Months. Underſtanding 
therefore, what Plenty there was of Hogs and other good 
Proviſions in Bermudas, he determined to ſend thither for 4 
ſufficient Supply. Whereupon Sir George Somers, who, by 

his Diligence in ranging thoſe Iflands, was beſt acquainted 
with the Place, and whoſe generous Mind ever regarded the 
publick Good, more than his own private Ends, altho' of 

above threeſcore Years of Age, and of a Fortune in En- 

gland ſuitable to his Rank and Quality, yet offered his Ser- 
vice to perform this dangerous Voyage to thoſe rocky and 
_ unfortunate Iſlands ; and he promiſed with God's Aſſiſtance, 
ſoon to return, with ſix Months Proviſion of Fleſh. On 
the 19th of June, he embarked, in his own Cedar Veſſel, 
of thirty Tons; and Captain Samuel Argall was alſo ſent 
with him, in another mal Bark. But Captain Argall was 
ſoon forced back, by Streſs of Weather; and was ſent, by 
the Lord Governor, to Patowmack River, to trade for Corn. 
He there found the Exgliſb Roy, Henry Spilman, preſerved 
by Pocahontas and thoſe Indians, from the Fury of Powha- 
tan. He was a young Gentleman, well defcended; and, 
by his Acquaintance and Help, Captain Argall received ſuch 
good Uſage from that kind People, that his Veſſel was ſoon, 
freighted with Corn, with which he returned to James 

. Town, But Sir George Somers ſtruggled long with foul 
Weather and contrary Winds; and was at laſt forced to the 
Northern Parts of the Continent, where he refreſhed him- 
ſelf and his Men on the unknown Coaſt, But departing 
thence again, he at length arrived fafe at Bermudas. Uling 
too much Diligence and Pains in diſpatching his Buſineſs, | 
and the Strength of his Body not anſwering the ever memo- | 
Table Vigor of his Mind, having lived long in honourable 
 Employments, much beloved, and highly eſteemed, thro; | 

his whole Life, Nature at laſt could no longer Ma 9 
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Burthen, but funk under his too great Labour and Fatigue. 1610. 
Finding his Time but ſhort, aſter having made a proper - 
Diſpoſition of his Eſtate, he called them together, and like L Delas. 
a valiant Captain and worthy Patrict, exhorted them to be ,, Gar, 
true and conftant to thoſe Plantations, and with all Expedi- dba 
tion and Diligence, to return to Virginia. e 
Tus died this virtuous and henourable Knight, in the 
very Place, where they afterwards built a Town, from him 
called St. Georges ; and the Iſlands themſelves have ever 
fince borne he Natie of the Samer-Iſlands, in Honour to 
his Memory. But Captain Mattheꝛo Scmers, his Nephew, 
and all his Men, were in ſuch Grief and Conſternation at 
his Death, and were ſo heedleſs and unconcerned for the 
Colony, that they utterly neglected his dying Inſtructions, 
to return to Virginia. For having buried his Heart and En- 
trails, and erected a Croſs over the Place; they embalmed 
bis Body, and ſet Sail with it, in his Cedar Ship, for Eu- 
gland, Arriving ſafe at Mhitchurch in Dorſetſbire, he was 
there honourably enterred, with many Vollics of Shot, and 
the Rites of a Soldier. But the Grof: was accidentally 
found, nine Years after, in a Bye-place, overgrown with 
Buſhes, by Captain Nathaniel Butler, then Gerd of 
tdoſe Iſlands.

Happened upon the largeſt Block of Ambergreaſe, that had 
ever been ſeen or heard of, in one Lump. It weighed

their native Country, and with little Probability of ever 
ſeeing it again, fell out for the Superiority and Rule. And 
their Competition and Quarrel grew ſo high, that Chard 
and Waters, being of the greateſt Spirit, had appointed to 
decide the Matter in the Field, But Carter wiſcly ſtole 
their Arms; chuſing rather, to bear with ſuch troubleſome 
Rivals, than, by being rid of them, to live alone.

In the mean while, the Lord Delawarr, in Virginia, 
built two Forts at Xicquctan; and called one, Port Hen- 
ry, the other, Fort Charles. They ſtood on a pleaſant 
Plain, near a little River, which they named Southampton 
River, in a wholeſome Air, having plenty of Springs, and 


commanding a large Circuit of Ground, which contained 


Wood, Paſture, and Marſh, with fit Places for Vines, 
Corn, and Gardens. Here it was intended, that thoſe, 


who came from England, ſhould be quartered at their firſt 


Landing, that the Weariſomeneſs and Nauſea of the Sez 


might be refreſhed, in this pleaſant.

| Who never did, nor would have been permitted, to ſhed 


the leaſt Drop of Indian Blood, by Way of Puniſhme 


nt; 
but was obliged to ſupply the Want of ſufficient Vigor and 
Power in his Authority, by his own Activity, Induſtry, 


Art, and Circumſpection. 


So ME time after, as my Lord Delawarr was at the 


Falls, the Indians aſſaulted his Troops, and killed three or 
four of his Men. But his Lordſhip had now been long ſick. 
Immediately upon his Arrival, he was ſeized with an Ague, 


which, being put by for the prefent, ſoon returned with 


greater Violence than ever; and he began to be diſtempered 


With other grievous Sickneſſes. He was firſt aſſailed by the 
Flux, then by the Cramp, and after that by the Gout; 


all which reduced him to ſo weak and low a State, that, 
being unable to ftir, it brought upon him the Scurvy- 


"Therefore, by the Advice of his Friends, on the 28th of 
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March, he ſhipped himſelf, with Dr. Bobun and Captain 1611. 
Argall, for Mevis in the Meſt-Indies, an Iſland, at that (⁊owy⁊ 
time, famous for wholeſome Baths. At his Departure, he The Hon, 


committed the Colony to the Charge of Captain Percy, till

the Arrival of Sir Thomas Dale. And he left behind about nor. 


two hundred Perſons, moſt of them in good Health, and 
well provided with Victuals, and the Natives, to all out- 
ward Appearance, tractable and friendly. But being croſſed 
by Souinerly Winds, they were obliged to ſhape their Courſe 
to the Meſtern-Iſiands; where his Lordſhip met with much 
Relief from Oranges and Lemons, a ſovereign Remedy for 
that Diſorder. However he was adviſed, not to hazard 
himſelf back to Virginia yet, but to return to England, for 
the perfect Recovery of his Health. 
I' E Council in England were, all this while, ſtill ea- 
ger after ſome immediate Profit. Therefore, finding the 
| Smalneſs of the Return by thoſe Ships, which had carried 
the laſt Supply, they entered into ſerious Conſultation, whe- 


ther it were better, to come into a new Contribution, or in 


time to abandon the Country, and give over the Enterpriſe, 
Wherefore, upon the Arrival of Sir Tomas Gates, they 
adjured him to deal plainly with them; and he, with a 
ſolemn and ſacred Oath, gave them a full Account of the 
State and Proſpect of Things. And he told them, that all 
Men knew, they lay at the Mercy of politic Princes and 
States; who, fox their own proper Utility, deviſed all Me- 
thods to grind their Merchants, and, on any Pretence, to 
confiſcate their Goods, and draw from them all Manner of 
Gain; whereas Virginia, in a few Years, might furniſh 
all their Wants, with Honour and Security. But, by this 
time, ſome of the Adventurers were become ſuſpicious of 
the Treaſurer's Fairneſs in the Carriage and Management 
of the Buſineſs. To which the Lord Delawarr's Return 
added a farther Damp and Diſcouragement, and bred ſuch 
2 Coldneſs and Faden in many of them, that they en- 
dieavoured to withdraw their Payments. Being ſued, ſome 
pleaded in Chancery, upon their Oaths, that the Monies 
were not converted to the Uſe intended, but to private 
Mens Gains; and that no Accounts were kept, or at leaſt 
legally audited and examined. But this was overruled, and 
no ways regarded or believed; and Sir Thomas Smith's In- 
tegrity was then thought ſo unqueſtionable, that they were 
obliged to pay their Sums ſubſcribed. The Lord Delawarr 
alſo, being much pleaſed with the Country, and cordial in 
the Affair, made a publick Oration in the Council; which 
he afterwards publiſhed, to allay their Diſcontents, and give

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1611? ling, to venture his whole Fortune upon the Succeſs of the

ur. Bur before the Arrival of Lord Delawarr in England, 
the Council and Company had diſpatched away Sir T homa; 
Dale, High Marihal of Virginia, with three Ships, Men, 


and Cattle, and with all other Proviſions, thought neceſſary Icſs 
for a Lear; which arrived ſafe, the 10th of May, 1611. ons 
Sir Thomas found the People again falling into their former abe 
Eſtate of Penury and Want. For they were fo improvi- wh 
dent, as not to put Corn into the Ground, but truſted ed 
wholly to the Store, then furniſhed with only three Months pw 
Proviſions. His firſt Care, therefore, was to employ all th 
Hands in planting Corn at the two Forts at Kicquetan ; and Ut 
the Seaſon being then not fully paſt, they had an indifferent b 
Crop of good Corn. And having taken Order for this Bu- 4 
ſinaſs, and committed the Care of it to his Under-Officer h 
he haſted back to ames-Town ; where he found moſt of the x 
Company, at their daily and uſual Work, bowling in the f 
Streets. But he ſoon employed them about things more 
neceſſary; as felling Timber, and repairing their Bonker | 


ready to fall on their Heads. He likewiſe ſet many to pro- 
viding Pales, Poſts, and Rails, to empale the new Town, 
he purpoſed to build; but being yet unacquainted with the 
Country, he had not reſolved, where to ſeat it. He there- 
fore ſpent ſome time, with an hundred Men, in viewin 
the River of Nanſamond, in Deſpight of the Indians, at that 
time their Enemics. And then he examined James River, 
wp to the Falls; and at length pitched upon a Place for his 
new Town, on the Narrow of Farrar's Iſland, in Farina 
Boks upon a high Land, nearly invironed by the main 
CE Eo i ee 
Bo r he found it no eafy Matter, to reduce his turbulent 
pt ſeditious People to good Order. About this time, Sir 
Domas Smith ſent over a printed Book of Articles and Laws, 
chicfly tranſlated from the martial Laws of Inte gu Coun- 
Fries. Theſe were very bloody and ſevere, and no ways 
agreeable to a free, People and the Britiſb Conftitution 3 
neither had they any Sanction or Authority from the Coun- 
eil and Company in England. However, Sir Thomas Dale, 
deing ſadly troubled and peſtered with the mutinous Hu- 
mours of the People, caufed them to be publifhed, and 
| put into Execution with the utmoſt Rigor. And altho' the 
Manner was harſh and unuſual to Exghman, yet had not 
theſe military Laws been fo ſtrictly executed at this time, 
there were little Hopes or Probability of preventing the = 
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ter Subverſion of the Colony. For, this Summer, one .. | 
Halb and one Price entered into a Plot againſt the Go 
vernment 3 which was, ſoon after, followed by a more dan- — i " | 
gerous Conſpiracy of rey Abbot. This Abbet had ſerved 3 _ 
Jong as a Soldier, botir in 7reland and the Netherlands, and 
was here Serjeant of Captain Smith's Company; who de- 
clares, that he neyer knew in Virginia, a more able Soldier, 
jeſs turbulent, of a better Wit, more hardy and induſtri- 
ous, or more forward to cut off thoſe, who endeavoured to 
abandon the Country, or wrong the Colony. But from 
what Cauſe ſoever his Diſcontents aroſe, whether he reſont- 
ed his being neglected and unrewarded, and having others 
put over his Head and preferred before him, or whether 
there was any other Reaſon of his Diſſatisf2Euon, it is cer- 
tain, that this Man, who never received any Reward for 
his long Services and Deſerts, now met with an immediate 
Puniſhment for this ſudden and paſſionate Deviation from 
his Duty. One Cole alſo, and Kitchens, with three more, 
plotted to run away to the Spaniards, whom they ſuppoſed, 
from ſome wrong Information, to be inhabiting, fome 
where within. five Days Journey of the Fort. And theſe. 
Commotions juſtified Sir Thomas Dale's neceſſary Severities, | 
which might otherwiſe have been branded, as many were 
then ready to do, with being too cruel and tyrannical. 
But however ſalutary ſuch ſharp and ſummary Proceedings 
might be at that time, as I find them owned to have been, | 
and commended hy all Parties; and however Sir Thomas | 
Dale might ſafely be truited with ſo great a Power, a Man 
of much Honour, Wiſdom, and Experience ; yet it is cer- 
tain, that theſe Articles were utterly deſtructive of the #1 
gliſb Freedom and Laws, and gave the Governor ſuch a 
commanding and deſpotick Authority, as is, by no means, 
to be lodged in any Hand, in a Country, that has the laſt 
Thoughts or Pretenſions to Liberty” „ 
In the Beginning of Auguſt, Sir Thomas Gates arrived Sir Thomas 
in ſix tall Ships, with three hundred Men, an hundred Cat- Ca Ge- 
tle, two hundred Hogs, and with all Manner of other Mu- * 
_ nition and Proviſion, that could be thought of, as needful 
| and proper. At his Arrival, Sir Thomas Dal:'s Authority 
determined, who, after mutual Salutations, acquainted him 
with what he had done, and what he intended, And now, 
being eafed of the Burthen of Government, and more at 
Leiſure,” he ſet himſelf heartily about building his Town; | 
and Sir Thomas Gates, highly approving the Deſign, fur- |

Himſelf made Choice of. He ſet Sail from Fames-Town, |

THE Ruins of this Town are ſtill plainly to be traced 
and diſtinguiſhed, upon the Land of the late Col. William 
Kandolph, of Tuckahce, juſt without the Entrance into Har- 
rar's Iſland. It lay from River to River, upon a Plain of 
| high Land, with very ſteep and inacceſſible Banks, and the 
k Neck without, being well empaled, gave it all the Security 
IN and Conveniency of an Iſland, It had three Streets of well- 
framed Houſes, a handſome Church, and the Foundation 
of another laid, to be built of Brick, beſides Store-houſes, 
Watch-houſes, and other publick Conveniences. Upon the 
Verge of the River Bank, ſtood five Houſes, inhabited by 
the better Sort of People, who kept continual Sentinel for 
the Town's Security. About two Miles from the Town, 
into the Main, he run another Paliſade, from River to Ri- 
ver, near two Miles in Length, guarded with ſeveral Forts, 
with a large Pads ws of - Corn-ground empaled and ſuffi- 
Ciently ſecured. Beſides theſe Precautions, there may ſtill 
—bde ſeen, upon the River Bank within the Ifland, the Ruins 
of a great Ditch, now over-grown with large and ſtately 7 
Trees; which, it may be ſuppoſed, was defended with a |:

And for a ſtill further Security to the Town, he 
intended, but never quite finiſhed, a Paliſade on the South 
Side of the Riyer, as a Range for their Hogs ; and he called 
it Hope in Faith and Coxendgle. It was about two Miles 
and an half long, and was fecured by five of their Manner 
of Forts, called Charity Fort, Eliſabeth Fort, Fort Patience, 
and Mount Malady, with a Gueſt Houſe for ſick People, 
upon a high and dry Situation, and in a wholeſome Air, in 
the Place, where Jefferſon's Church now ſtands. On the 
ſame Side of the River alſo, Mr. V hitaler, their Preacher, 
choſe to be ſeated; and he empaled a fair Parſonage, with 
an hundred Acres of Land, calling it Rocl- hall. 
Az our Chriſtmas, Sir Thamas Dale, to revenge ſome 
Injuries of the Appamattogk Indians, aſſaulted and took their 
Town, without the Loſs of a Man. This Town ſtood at 
the Mouth of the River, and was accounted but five Miles, 
by Land, from Henritoe.

I will not be thought, I believe, foreign to the Hiſtory 
of Virginia, occaſionally to interſperſe ſome Account of 
the Fortunes of Sir Walter Ralegh, our Founder, and the 
firſt Author, to the Engliſh, of ſettling Colonies in America. 
Juſt before the Death of Queen Eliſabeth, he received a 
Challenge, upon ſome Quarrel, from Sir Amias Preſton, 
one of Eſſex's Followers, and a Man of the Sword; which 
however was made up, by the Mediation of a certain great 
Nobleman, before it came to the laſt Deciſion. But on this 
Occaſion, Sir Walter, like a prudent and affectionate Fa- 
ther of a Family, had conveyed all his landed Eſtate, which 
conſiſted of about three thouſand Pounds a Year, to his 
Wife and Son. This was fortunately a Bar to his Lands 
falling abſclutely to the Crown, upon his Attainder. They 
were only forfeited for his own Life; and the King, upon 
ſome powerful Interceſſion, reſtored them to him again. S 
that he lived, under his Confinement, with much Elegan- 
ey, Neatneſs, and Affluence. For he was naturally a great 
Lover of Propriety; and had been, in the Time of his 
Proſperity, both in his Dreſs and Equipage, one of the moſt 
ſumptuous and polite Perſons of the Age. And now, being 
cut off from all the active Parts of Life, he indulged and 
gave a Looſe to his noble Genius, and natural I hirſt of 
Knowledge; and ſeemed (to uſe Prince Henry's Alluſion) 
a ſinging Bir in a Cage; rather a Philoſopher, than a Cap- 
tive; a Student ina Library, than a Priſoner in the Tower. 
The Reſtraint of his Body was ſo far from damping and 
conhning his native Greatneſs vi Mind and Sublimity of 
Parts, that it only opened a new Field of Glory to him, 
and rendered him as illuſtrious, in this ſtill and ſedentary

on Account of her own Curiofity, becauſe ſhe had ſeen and 
been in many Ships, he made his Wife pretend, how de- 
ſirous ſhe was to ſee one, ſo that he offered to beat her for 
her Importunity, till the wept. But at laſt he told her, if 
Pocahontas would go with her, he was content. And 
tus, taking Advantage of her Good-nature and obliging 
_ » *Femper, they betrayed this innocent Creature aboard; 
Where they were all kindly received and entertained in the 
Cabbin. The Captain, when he faw his Time, decoy'd 
Pocahontas into the Gun Room; only to conceal from her, 

that Japazaws was any way guilty of her Captivity. When 
| | he had received his Reward, the Captain fent for her again; 
| and told her, ſhe muſt go with him, and be the Means and 
| | Inſtrument of Peace, between her Country and the Engliſb. 
At this, the old Traitor and his Wife began to how! and 
cry, as much as Pocahontas; who, by the Captain's fair 
Promiſes and Perſuaſions, pacified herſelf, by degrees. And 
ſo 7apazaws and his Wife, with their Kettle and other 
Baubles, went joyfully aſhore, and ſhe e ee, 
where, altho' a frequent Viſitant before, and often a kind 
Support and Prefervet of the Colony, ſhe had never been 
 2till now, ſince Captain Smith left the Count x. 
A Meſſenger was immediately diſpatched to her Father; 
that he muſt ranſom his Daughter Pocahontas, whom hte 
loved ſo dearly, with the Men, Guns, and Tools of the 
Engliſh, which he had treacherouſly ſtolen and ſurpriſed. 
This unwelcome News much troubled Powhatan, becaufe 
he loved both his Daughter and their Commodities well; 
and it threw him into ſuch Perplexity, that it was three 
1 Months, before he returned any Anſwer. Then he ſent 
| back ſeven of the Engliſh, with each an unſerviceable 
MMuſket; and ſent Word, that when they ſhould deliver his 
Daughter, he would make full Satisfaction for all Injuries, and 
give them five hundred Buſhels of Corn, and would be 
their Friend for ever. But the Engliſb anſwered; That 


his Daughter ſhould be well uſed ; but that they could not 
believe, the reſt of their Arms were either loſt, or _ 
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from him; and that therefore, they would keep his Daugh- 1612. 


Fry ter, till he had fent them all back. But this Anſwer diſ- - 

oſe eaſed him ſo much,; that they heard no more from him, 2 Tomas

AT laſt, in the Beginning of the next Year, Sir Thomas 1613. 


Dale took Pocahontas with him, and went in Captain Ar- 
zall's Ship, with ſome other. Veſſels belonging to the Colo: 
ny, up into his own River, to his chief Habitation at Ve- 
yrravocomacoy with a Party of an, hundred and fifty Men, 
well appointed. Powhatan did not appear ; and although: 
the Engliſh told them, their Buſineſs was to deliver up their 
Emperor's Daughter, upon Reſtitution of the reſt of their- 
Men and Arms, yet were they received with many ſcorn- 
ful Bravades and Threats. They told them, if they came 
to fight, they were welcome ; but adviſed them, as they 
loved their Lives, to retire ; or elſe they would treat them, 
2s they had done Captain Ratcliffe. But after fome ſmall 
dkirmiſhes, and ' conſiderable Damage done the Indians, 
by burning their Houſes, and ſpoiling all, they could finde 
a'Peace was patched up. They immediately ſent Meſſen- 
ers to Powhatan ; and they told the Engliſb, that their 
Men were run off; for fear they ſhould hang them; but 
that Powhatan's Men were run after, to bring them back; 
and that their Swords and Muſkets ſhould be brought, the 
next Day. But the Engliſb, perceiving, that this was all, 
Colluſton, only to delay the Time, till they could carry off 
their Goods and Proviſions, told them, that they ſhould, 
have a Truce, till the next Day at Noon; but then, if 
they had not a direct Anſwer to their Demands, or found 
them inclinable to fight, they ſhould know, when the Eu- 
gliſb would begin, by the Sound of their Drums and Trum 
pets. Upon Saler this Truee, two of Potuhatan 
Sons came on board the Ship, to ſee their Siſter; on whoſe. 
dight, finding her well, although they had heard the con- 
trary, they greatly rejoiced ; and they promiſed to perſuade 
their Father, to redeem her, and for ever be Friends with 
the Engliſh. Hereupon Mr. John Rolfe and Mr. Sparks 
were fent to Powhatan, to acquaint him with the Buſineſs. 
They were kindly received and entertained, but not admit= 
ted into the Preſence of the Emperor. They only ſpoke 
with Opechancanongh, who promiſed to do his utmoſt withi 
his Brother, to incline him to Peace and Friendſhip. But 
ſt now being April, and Time to prepare their Ground, and 
ſet their Corn, they returned to 'Fames-Town, without do- 
ing any thing more in the Affair.

WEIL ST Mr. Hamer ſtaid here, by Chance there came 
an Engliſiman, who had been taken, three Years before 
* 1 at Hort Henry, on the Mouth of Hampton River. He wa 
vernor. grown ſo like an Indian, both in Complexion and Habit. 
<a, that he could be diſtinguiſhed from them by nothing but his 
Language. He begged of Mr. Hamer, to procure his Li. 
berty ; which, with much Difficulty, he did. And now 
being about to return, Powhatan defired him, to put his 
Brother Dale in Mind, to ſend him ſeveral Toys and Tools; 
which, leſt he ſhould forget, he made him write them down, 
in a Table-Book, that he had. However he got it, it was 
a very fair one; and Mr. Hamer deſired, he would give it 
to him. But he told him, he could not part with it: For 
it did him much Good, in ſhewing to Strangers. After 
which, having furniſhed them well with Proviſions, he diſ- 
miſſed them; giving each a Buckſkin, extremely well dref- 
ſed, and ſending two more, to his Son and Daughter. 
ALT. this while, Sir Thomas Dale, Mr. Whitaker, Mi. 
niſter of Bermuda-Hundred, and Mr. Rolfe, her Huſband, 
were very careful and aſſiduous, in inſtructing Pocabontas in 
the Chriſtian Religion; and ſhe, on her Part, expreſſed an 
eager Deſire, and ſhewed great Capacity in learning. After Y 
ſhe had been tutored for ſome time, lhe openly renounced 


the Idolatry of her Conn confeſſed the Faith of Chriſt, 


and was baptized by the Name of Rebecca. But her real 
Name, it ſeems, was originally Matoax ; which the Indians 
carefully concealed from the þ ngliſh, and changed it to Po- 
cahontas, out of a ſuperſtitious Fear, leſt they, by the 
Knowledge of her true Name, ſhould be enabled to do her 
ſome Hurt. She was the firſt Chriſtian Indian in theſe Parts, 
and perhaps the ſincereſt and moſt worthy, that has ever 
been ſince. And now ſhe had no Manner of Deſire, to re- 
turn to her Father; neither could ſhe well endure the bru- 
tiſh Manners, or Society, of her own Nation. Her Aﬀec- 
tion to her Huſband was extremely conſtant and true; and 
he, on the other Hand, underwent: great Torment and Pain, 
out of his violent Paſſion, and tender Sollicitude for her. 
' WriLisT theſe things were tranſacting in Virginia, 
Captain Smith's reſtleſs and enterpriſing Genius could not 
| brook a Life of Indolence and Inactivity at home. He there- 
fore undertook a Voyage for ſome Merchants, to that Part 
of Virginia, which had been diſcovered by Captain Gof- 
8 in the Year 1602. Having made an advantageous 
Voyage for his Owners, and taken an exact Chart of the 
Coaſt, he then firſt called the Country New-England. This 
Name was afterwards confirmed and eſtabliſhed by Prince 
Charles, who likewiſe, at Captain Smith's: * gaye 
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Names to ſeveral Places and Rivers along the Coaſt, from 1614. 
Cape Cod as far as the Bay of Fundi. It was reſolved, to - 
ſettle the Country immediately, under the Conduct of Cap- Sr, Thomap 
tain Smith 3 who was graced with the empty Title of Ad- „ernor. * 
miral of New-England. But he meeting with many croſs 
Accidents the next Year, and being at laſt taken by a French 

Rover, the Project became abortive; and it was the Year 

1620, before any Settlement was made there. 

Tris Year alſo, Sir Walter Ralegh firſt publiſhed his 

Hiſtory of the World ; which was received with all due 
Applauſe and Admiration by the Publick, but gave Um- 

brage, we are told, to the King. Some Authors have in- 
ſimuated, that that Royal Pedant was piqued, as an Author, 
and jealous of him in that Capacity. As if it would ever 
come into any Man's Head, to put that admirable Work 

in the Ballance with his old-wifiſh Garrulities ; which are 
now only to be found in the Collections of the Curious, as 

a comic and ridiculous Entertainment, and a proper Sub- 
ject for Laughter and Contemipt. Others ſay, that he was 
ſcandalized at the Freedom, which Sir Walter Ralegh had 
taken with ſome dead Princes, and particularly with Henry 

VIII; thinking it perhaps an unpardonable Infolence, and a 
Kind of Blaſphemy, that any, below a Crowned Head, 
ſhould dare to cenſure their Actions. Whilſt others tell us, 
that, through the miſchievous Inſinuations of ſome Syco- 
phants about him, he ſuſpected, that it contained an artful 
Expoſure of himſelf and Miniſtry. And thus truly, as Mr. 
Odys obſerves, the General Hiſtory of the World was turn- 
ed into a ſecret Hiſtory, or oblique Satire, upon his Court; 
and Scotch Faces were to be ſeen in it, ſtuck upon old Fews 
:/b, Babylonian, or Aſſyrian Shoulders. Altho', as it is re- 
marked by another Author, he might eaſily be led to fancy, 
he ſaw in the Face of Ninias, the Son of Semiramis, his 
_ own Features, as Succeſſor to the Britiſß Semiramis; and 
that his particular Injuſtice, to the Writer, was well repre- 
ſented and cenſured, in the Story of Ahab's taking away 
| Naboth's Vineyard. But from whatever Cauſe his Offence 
aroſe, I thought, it would not be unacceptable to the Raa 
der, to make this ſhort Digreſſion, to the Honour of that 
immortal Work. For next to the Praiſe and Approbation 

of the Wiſe, it hath been ever eſteemed a ſecondary Hon- 
our to an Author, to be carped at, by the foolifh Cavils, 
and vain Exceptions, of thoſe of a contrary Character. 
Inv June, Captain Argall ſet Sail for England, and gave 
an Account of the quiet and flouriſhing State of the Colony; 
which Report was ſtrengthened by the Teſtimony of Sir 
Thomas Gates, who had returned from Virginia, cho _ 
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238 We HISTORY of VIRGINIA; Book III. 
1615, before, To back this Succeſs with all Expedition, the 
7 — Council and Company reſolved, that the great Virginia 
Lottery ſhould be drawn, with all conyenient Speed; which 
was accordingly done, the following Year 1615, The 
fame Year, a Spaniſh Ship was ſeen to beat to and fro, off 
Point Comfort; and at laſt, ſhe ſent a Boat aſhore, for a Pilot. 
Captain Davies, the Governor of the Fort, readily granted 
one, and ſent Mr. John Clarke; who was no ſooner on 
board, but they ſet Sail, and carried him off to Spain. He 
was there ſtrongly ſollicited, to become their Inftrument 
and Pilot, to betray the Colony. But he bravely and ho- 
neſtly reſiſted all their Temptations 3 and was, therefore, 
obliged to undergo a long Captivity. At laſt, after four 
| Fears Impriſonment, he was, with much Suit, returned to 
England. But the Spaniſh Ship, by ſome Accident, left 
three of her own Men behind; who were immediatel 
ſeized, and ſtrictly examined. They ſaid, that having loſt 
their Admiral, they were forced into theſe Parts; and that 
two of them were Captains, and in chief Authority in the 
Fleet. But ſometime after, one was diſcovered to be an 
ngliſbman; who had been a Pilot in the Spaniſh Armada, 
zin the grand Expedition againſt England, in the Vear 1588. 
And not content with this Perfidy and Baſeneſs to his Coun- 
try, he began here to plot, and perſuaded ſome Malecon- 
tents, to join with him, in running away with a ſmall Bark, 
But they were apprehended, and fome of them executed; 
and he, now lying at Mercy, readily confeſſed, that there 
were two or three Spaniſh Ships at Sea, ſent purpoſely to 
_ diſcover the State of the Colony. But he ſaid, their Com- 
miſſion was not to be opened, *till they arrived in the Bay 
ſo that, of any thing further he was utterly ignorant. One 
| of the Spaniards died here, and the other was ſent to En- 
gland. But this Renegado was hanged at Sea, by Sir T ha- 
mas Dale, in his Voyage homeward. _ _ :

46:6, Fon Sir Thomas Dale had now been five Years in the 
Country; and he had been, for ſome time paſt, kept her Es 
gauge and ſupported under a longing Deſire to viſit his own Affairs 
red, and Family, by a juſt Senſe of his Duty to God and his 
Governor. Country, and out of Compaſſion to the poor Creatures com- 
miaſiitted to his Charge. But now the Country being in per- 
ſect Peace, and having ſettled all things in good Order, 

nd made Choice of Mr. George Yeardley, to be Deputy- 
Jovernor in his Abſence, he embarked for E gland. with 
Pecabontas and Mr. Rolfe her Huſband 3 and carrying with 

| gp ſeveral young Indians of both Sexes, they all arrived, 

afe at Plamenth, the 12th of June, 1616. But at the ume 

Af his Daughter's Departure, Pouiatan had r 
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himſelf to the King of May-umps, on Patowmack River; 2616, 
out of Fear, as it was ſuppoſed, of Opechancanougb. For 
he was then a Man very gracious and popular, both with Co. Yeardy 
the Indians and the Engliſh ; and as Opitchapan, the ſecond 92 n 
Brother, was lame and decrepit, he was thought to look + 
upon Powhatan, a Perſon of equal Ambition and Capacity 
for Government, as the only Obſtacle to his aſpiring Hove | 
and Deſigns. And therefore, Powhatan ſuſpected at this 
time, that he had entered into a Conſpiracy with the En- 
glijh, to betray him into their Hands ; a Caſe, which he had 
ever dreaded, and which, he had therefore turned the whole 
Force of his Politicks, to prevent and avoid. _ 

IT Is worthy and honourable Knight, Sir Thomas Dale, 
who may juſtly be ranked among the firſt and beſt of our 
Governors, had, by his ſingular Vigor and Induſtry, and 
by his Judgment and Conduct of the Affairs of the Colony, 
put things into ſuch an eaſy and proſperous Condition, Pay 
from this Time, an Alteration was made, in the Right ol 
Adventure for Land. For before this, every one, that had 
adventured his own Perſon, or had ſent, or brought otherg 
over, at his own Expence, was entitled to an hundred A- 
cres of Land, perſonal Adventure, for each; which wag 
the utmoſt that could be granted in any ſingle Share, by 
the King's Letters patent, and which are called, in the 

Company's Journals, and other old Records, Great Shares, 

or Shares of old Adventure, But now it was thought, all 

Difficulties were ſo far overcome, and the Country ſettled 
in ſuch a Way of ſubſiſting and flouriſhing, that, hence: 

forward, fifty Acres only were allowed to thoſe, who came, 

or brought others over. This is the ancient, legal, and a 

moſt indubitable Method of granting Lands in Virginia, and 
was intended for a great and uſeful End, the encouraging 

People, to come themſelves, and to bring or ſend others 

cover, to inhabit the Country; and that they might, imme- 
diately upon their Arrival, have a Place, wherean to ſeat 
themſelves and Families. And I likewiſe find, in the old 

Records, that upon peopling and ſaving theſe hundred, or 
fifty Acres (the Terms of which I can no where find) they 
were entitled to the like Quantity more, to be held, and 
ſeated at their Leiſure, But beſides this, there were two 
other Methods of granting Lands. The one was upon Me- 

rit: When any Perſon had conferred a Benefit, or done 

Service, to the Company or Colony, they would beſtow. 
ſuch A 1 of Land upon him. T e to pre- 

vent Exceſs in this Particular, they were reſtrained, by his

Stix Thomas Dale, among the many Praiſes, juſtly due 

to his Adminiſtration, had Path particularly careful of the 


Supplies of Life; and had, accordingly, always cauſed ſo ; 
much Corn to be planted, that the Colony lived in great di 
Plenty and Abundance. Nay, whereas they had formerly 

been conſtrained, to buy Corn of the Indians Yearly, which *Y 
Expoſed them to much Scorn and Difficulty, the Caſe was lo ( 

fo much altered under his Management, that the Indians 3 
ometimes applied to the Engliſb, and would ſell the very pos 
Skins from their Shoulders for Corn, And to ſome of their of 


hx Kings, Sir Thomas lent four or five hundred Buſhels; 
for Repayment whereof the next Year, he took a Mort- 
page of their whole Countries. But as the Cultivation of 
obacco began to creep in, and to obſtruct their Crops of 
Corn, he made a Law, that no Tobacco ſhould be ſet, 
till ſuch a Proportion of Corn-Ground, for the Maſter and 
each Servant, had been firſt prepared and planted. And 
this was the firſt Beginning nd Eſſay, towards making 
Tobacco here, which hath eyer ſince continued the Staple- 
Commodity of our Country. But after his Departure, both 
his Law and his Example were utterly laid by and forgotz | 
and the new Governor himſelf, together with all the Peo: | 
ple, being tempted with the View of preſent Gain, applied 
_ themſelves fo eagerly to planting Tobacco, that they neg- 
lected the other neceſſary Article of Life. And beſides thy 
Neglect of their Corn, the Supplies of People, ſent this WM 
ear, came, as uſual, ſo unprovided, that they ſoon eaſed 
them of the Plenty, left by Sir Thomas Dale, and reduced 
them to great Streights. Mr. Yeardley therefore, ſent to 
the Chickahominies, for the Tribute Corn. For there being | 
about two hundred and fifty, or three hundred, fighting 
Men of 'the Nation, and each Man being obliged, 25 
Treaty, to bring two Buſhels of Corn to the Store, ſuch 3 
Quantity would have been a great Relief to their Neceſlities, 
But receiving a flight and affrontive Anſwer, he drew to-

wy 885 drew themſelves up, in martial Rank and Or- 2 8 
der, as they ſaw the Engliſh do. But after many Remon- Go. Nad 
ftrances, and much Bravade and Threatening on both Sides, 2. ("oy 
Mr. Yeardley, at laſt, commanded his Men to fire upon 
them. Twelve were ſlain, and as many taken Priforters ; 
among whom, were two of their Senators, or Elders. For- 
their Ranſom, they had an hundred Buſhels ; and the In- 
 dians, to buy their Peace, readily loaded their three Boats 
with Corn; one of which, crowding on, to bring the firſt. 
News to Fames-Totn, was unhappily overſet, all her Corn 
loſt, and eleven Men drowned. _ „ 
Odechancanougb, a politick and haughty Prince, was much 
vexed, that neither his Brother, nor he, could ever bring 
this obſtinate People, firmly to their Obedience. Being, 
therefore, as attentive to enſlave them, as they were watch 
ful and tenacious of their Liberty, he took this Opportunity, 
and agreed with Mr. Yeardley, to come to no Terms with 
them, without his Advice and Confent. And as the En- 
zliſh paſſed down the River with their Prifoners, he met 
them at Ozrnzes, and pretended to the Indians, that he had, 
with great Pains and Sollicitation, procured their Peace. 
To tequite which Service, they chearfully proclaimed him 
King of their Nation, and flocked, from all Parts, with 
Preſents of Beads, Copper, and ſuch other Trifles, as were 
in Value and Eſteem among them. And he was glad, ta 
be content with this precarious: Acknowledgment, from 4 
free and refolute People. But this feafonable and vigorous 
Chaſtiſement of the Chictabominies, and eſpecially the ſtrict 
League and Friendſhip, with Opechancanough, and the whole 
Imperial Family, kept the reſt of the Indians in ſuch Awe 
and Dependance, that the Engliſh followed their Labours, 
with the utmoſt Quietneſs and Security. Many alſo of 
the Savages daily brought them ſuch Proviſions, as they 
could get; and would be their Guides in hunting, and ſome- 
times hunt for them themſelves. And thus, by ſuch an In» 
tercourſe and Familiarity, the Engh/b and they lived together, 
the reſt of this Gentleman's Government, as if they had 
been one People. And Captain Smith tells us, that Mr. 
Yeardley had fome trained to their Pieces to kill him Fowl, 
as had likewiſe ſeveral other Gentlemen in the Country 5 
and that theſe foon became as dextrous and expert, as any 
of the Engliſh. But the Captain's Authority is rendered 
very ſuſpicious: in this, by the Reeords of our General 
Court. For long after, the Governor and Council received 
ſome Queries from England, the fourth whereof was:

* ' In the mean while, Pocahontas, or the Lady Rebecca, 
as they now affected to call her, was kindly received in En- 
gland, She was, by this time, well inſtructed in Chriſtia- | 
nity, ſpoke good and intelligible E ngliſh, and was become 
very civil and ceremonius, after the £:gli/þ Faſhion, She 
Jas likewiſe delivered of a Son, of which ſhe was extremely 
fond; and the Treaſurer and Company gave Order, for 
the handſome Maintenance of both her and her Child, 
Beſides which, her Company was courted, and ſhe kindly 
treated, by many Perſons of higheſt Rank and Quality in 
the Nation. There hath been indeed a conſtant Tradition, 
that the King became jealous, and was highly offended at 
Mr. Rolfe, for marrying a Princeſs. That anointed Pedant, 
it ſeems, had ſo high an Idea of the Jus divinum, and in- 
defeaſible Right, of Powhatan, that he held it a great Crime 
and Miſdemeanor, for any private Gentleman to mingle 
with his Imperial Blood. Xa he might perhaps likewiſe 
think, conſiſtently with his own Principles, that the Right

 Poſterity, However, it paſſed off, without any farther bad 
Conſequence, than a little Diſpleaſure and Murmuring, _ 
Ax the time of Pocahontas's Arrival, Captain Smith was 
preparing for a Voyage to New-England. He was much 
concerned, that the Suddeneſs of his Departure put it out 
of his Power, to do her that Service, which he deſired, and

quainted at Court, and particularly favoured and counte-

and Fury; and all the Good, ſhe Had, or might do, diverts 

ed to the worſt of Evil. And therefore, he Badly recoms 

mends her to her Majeſty, as a proper Object of her Favout 

and Regard, on Account of her Birth, Virtue, Simplicity, 
and forlorn Condition in a ſtrange County. 

Bux before Captain Smith's Departure, Pocahontas came 

up to London. Being offended by the Smoke of the Lon, 

ſhe was immediately removed to Brentford ; whither Smiths 
with ſeveral of His Friends, went to viſit her. After a cold 
and modeſt Salutation, ſhe turned from him in a paſfionats 

Manner, hid her Face; and could not be brought to ſpeak 

a Word for two or three Hours. But at laſt, ſhe began to 

talk; and ſhe reminded him, of the many Services, ſhe 

had done him, and of the ſtrict Promiſe of Friendſhip, be- 
tween him and her Father. You, ſays ſhe, promiſed him 
that what was yours, ſhiuld be his; and that you and he 
would be all one. Being a Stranger in our Country, you called 

Powhatan Father ; and I, for the ſame Reaſon, will now 

tall you ſo. But Captain Smith, knowing the jealous Hu- 

mour of the Court, durſt not allow of that Title, as ſhs 
was a King's Daughter; and therefore, he endeavoured to 

_ excuſe himſelf from it. But ſhe, with a ſtern and ſteady 
Countenance, faid : Tou were not afraid to come into my Fa- 

_ ther's Country, and firike a Fear into every Body, but myſelf's 
and are you here afraid, to let me call you Father? I tell yore 
then, I will call you Father, and you ſhall call me Child; and 

fo 1 wr ever be of your Kindred and Country. They 
always told us, that you were dead ; and I knew no otherwiſe 

till I came to Plimouth. But Powhatan commanded Tomos 

como to ſeek you out, and know the Truth; becauſe your Coun-

Leaves on the Trees, and the Sand upon the Sea Shore; for 
| ſuch is the Number of the People in England. But Sir Th. 
mas Dale told Mr. Purchas, that he believed him to be ſent 
by Opechancanough, their Ring and Governor in Powhatar's | 
Abſence and Retreat ; and that he was ſent, not ſo much 
to number the People, as to take an Account of their Corn 
and Trees. For Namontach, and ſuch others, as had been 
Tent to England formerly, being ignorant and filly; and 
having ſeen little elſe befides Bondon, had reported much of 
their Men and Houſes, but thought, they had ſmall Store 
of Corn and Trees. And it was therefore a general Opinion 
among thefe Barbarians, that the Engliſh came into their 
Country, to get a Supply of theſe ; which might be trength- 
ened and confirmed, by their ſending large Quantities of 
Cedar, Clapboard, and Wainſcot, 9 and by their 
continual Want and Eagerneſs after Corn. But Tamocomo, 
landing in the Veſt, and travelling thence to London, was 
ſoon undeceived, and faw great Caufe, to admire the En- 
gliſb Plenty. However, he began to take an Account, un- 
till his Arithmetick failed him. Meeting Captain Smith ac- 
Caidentally in London, they ſoon renewed their old Acquain- 
tance. He told the Captain, that Powhatan had commanded 
him, to find him out, to ſhew him the Engliſb God, their 
King, Queen, and Prince; of which he had told them ſo 
much. As to God, Captain Smith excuſed and explained 
the Matter, the. beſt, he could; and as to the King, he 
told him, that he had already ſeen him, and ſhould ſee the 
reſt, whenever he pleaſed. But he denied, that he had ſeen 
the King; till, by Circumſtances, he was convinced and 


* 


ſatisfied. And then, with a melancholly Countenance, he 
ſaid: You gave Powhatan a white Dog, which he fed as him- 
ſelf; but your King has given me nothing, and yet I am bet» 
"ter, than your white Dog. Such an arch Senſe had this 
Barbarian, of the ſtingy Treatment, with which he had 

been received, at out.... 
. HoweveR, Pocahontas was eagerly ſought, and kindly 
entertained every where. Many Courtiers, and others of 
his Acquaintance, daily flocked to Captain Smith, to be in- 
| troduced to her. They generally confeſſed, that the Hand 
of God did viſibly appear, in her Converſion; and that they 
| had ſeen many Engliſ Ladies, works fayoured, of hes 
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act Proportion, and genteel Carriage, than ſhe, was. She 


likewiſe carried to Court, by the Lady Delawarr, at- 
tended by the Lord, her Huſband, and divers other Perſons Ses 


of Faſhion and Diſtinction. The whole Court were charm- 
ed and ſurpriſed, at the Decency and Grace of her Deport-

TuE Lord Rich was one of the Company in England; 
a great and powerful, but a moſt deſigning, intereſted; 


and factious Member. Not content with that lawful and 
regular Advantage, which might be juſtly expecte'/, in a 
due Courſe of Time, from the Enterpriſe, but aiming at a 


ſudden and extraordinary Profit, altho it ſhould be, by the 


| Spoil of the Publick, and Oppreſſion of the private Plan- 
ters, and being likewiſe egged on and aſſiſted, by ſome cor- 
rupt and avaritious Perſons, he threw himſelf at the Head 


of a Faction in the Company, and drew over to his Party: 
as many Creatures and Dependents, as he poſſibly could. 


By their Means and Support, he, hoped and endeavoured, 
to bear ſuch a Sway, both in the Virginia and Somer-I/lands 


Company, that the Management of all things at home, ang 


the Placing all Governors abroad, ſhould be, entirely in his 


Power and Diſpoſal.

= | however hard or unjuſt Kings and Stateſmen may be to 
 ___ thoſe Perſons of their Age, who are of the moſt eminent 


Parts and Virtues, the Publick is generally more candid in 
it's Judgments; and apt to reſent every Hardſhip or ill Uſage 
to ſuch Men. Sir Lewis Stenfley therefore fell unpitied, 
when he was afterwards detected in corrupt Practices; for 
Which he was obliged to purchaſe his Life at the Expence | 
of his whole Fortune, and at laſt died, a poor, deſpiſed, 
and diſtracted Beggar. And as theſe Misfortunes happened 
ſoon after this Time, it is not to be ſuppoſed, that young 
Mr. Rolfe long enjoyed the Advantage of his Favour and | 
kind Intentions. However he was carried up to London, 
and there educated by his Uncle Mr. Henry Rolfe, and after- | 
wards became a Perſon of Fortune and Diſtinction in this 
Country. He left behind him an only Daughter, who was 
married to Col. Robert Bolling; by whom ſhe left an only 
Son, the late Major John Bolling, who was Father to the 
preſent Col. John Bolling, and ſeveral Daughters, married 
to Col. Richard Randolph, Col. John Fleming, Dr. William 
Gay, Mr. Thomas Eldridge, and Mr. 2 Murray. So 
that this Remnant of the Imperial Family of Virginia, which 
long ran in a ſingle Perſon, is now encreaſed and branched 
out into a very numeròus Progeny, =_ „ 
Bor Governor Argall, with his Vice-Admiral Captain 
- Ralph Hamer, - purſued their Voyage to Virginia, where 
they arrived in May. He found all the publick Works and 
Buildings in James-Totun fallen to Decay; not above five | 
or {ix private Houſes fit to be inhabited; the Market-place, 
Streets, and all other ſpare Places, planted with Tobacco; 
and the Colony diſperſed all about, as every Man could 
- —_ _ -fin the propereſt Place, and beſt Convenieney, for Plant- 
| ing. But ſoon after his Arrival, he wrote to England, that 
dhe Colony was in great Peace and Plenty, ghar: 5 
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buſily employed, in preparing for their Crops of Corn and 1677. 
Tobacco. With him returned Tomocomo, who, in our old -. 
Records, is called by a third Name, Tomatin. Captain —_— 
Argall ſent him immediately to Opechancanough, who came Tum 
to Fames-Town, and received a Preſent, with great Joy 
and Thankfulneſs. Tomocomo railed violently againſt En- 
land, and the Enghfh; and particularly, ag int his beſt 
Trend, Bir Tier Date, - But all bis Reportb were 8 
clearly diſproved before Opechancanough and his Grandees, 
that much to the Satisfaction of the Grandees, he was re- 
jected and diſgraced. But Powhatan, all this while, leaving 
the Care and Charge of the Government chiefly to Opechan- 
tanough, went about from Place to Place, taking his Pleas 
ſure, and viſiting the different Parts of his Dominions. 
However he ſtill continued in good Friendſhip with the En- 
liſh, He greatly lamented the Death of his Daughter; 
but rejoiced, that her Child was living. He alfo, as well 
as Opechancanough, expreſſed much Deſire to ſee him; but 
determined, that he ought not to come over, before he was 
ſtronger. And, this Vear, one Mr. Lambert made a great 
Diſcovery, in the Trade of Planting. For the Method of 
curing Tobacco then was in Heaps. But this Gentleman 
found out, that it cured better upon Lines; and therefore 
the Governor wrote to the Company, to ſend over Line for 
rt TGC ITT ORE Cones WOT So gt 
 CayPrTaiN Argall was a Man of Senſe and Induftry ; 
and therefore, to ſecure a Plenty of Proviſions, he ſent out, 
the next Year, a Frigat and a ſmall Bark to trade, which 
brought near fix hundred Buſhels of Corn, to the great 
Relief of the Colony. For the Company's Servants, that 
worked for the Store, were reduced to fifty four, Men, 
Women, and Children. But from the Farmers, who were 
at Captain Argall's Arrival eighty one, and from the In- 
dians, as Tribute, they received annually above twelve 
hundred Buſhels. But this Year, there was a great 
Drought, with a dreadful Storm, that poured down Hail- 
ſtones, eight or nine Inches round, which did much Da- 
mage to both Corn and Tobacco. However, what To- 
Bacco could be ſaved, was made up, the beſt at three Shil- 
Iings a Pound, and the reſt at eighteen Pence. The Go- 
vernor alſo publiſhed ſeveral Edicts: That all Goods ſhould 
be ſold at twenty five per Cent, and Tobacco allowed for 
at three Shillings a Pound, and not under nor over, on the 
Penalty of three Years Slavery to the Colony : "That there 
| thould be no private Trade or Familiarity with the Savages : 
i hat no Indian ſhould be taught to ſhoot with Guns, on 
"Pain of Death to Teacher and Learner: That no Perfon

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618. ſhould hunt Deer or Hogs, without the Governor's Leave: 
That all Hogs, found a ſecond time in Fames-Town, ſhould 
Lan c galt, be forfeited to the Colony; and thoſe at Bermuda, ringed:

Defence againſt an Enemy, till a new Supply of Ammuni- 
tion came in, on Pain of a Year's Slavery : That none 

| Thould go on board the Ship, then at Zames-Town, without 
the Governor's Leave; and that no Maſters of Ships ſhould 
ſufter their Sailers to go aſhore, or talk with the People at 
 Kicquotan ; That every Perſon ſhould. go to Church, Fun- 
days and Holidays, or re Neck and Heels that Night, and 
be a Slave to the Colony the following Week; for the ſe- 
cond Offence, he ſhould be a Slave for a Month; and for 
the third, a Year and a Day. | 5

. Tre Lord Delawarr, who had withdrawn from the 
Government on Account of his Health, and whoſe Com- 
miſſion, as Captain-General, was ſupreme, and ſuperſeded 


all others, being ardently wiſhed for by the Colony, was -- 
now ſent by the Council and Company, in a large Ship, 


with a Supply of two hundred People. But meeting with 
contrary Winds and much bad Weather, many fell ſick, 
and thirty died. In this Number was the Right Honoura- 
ble, the Lord Governor himſelf ; a Perſon of a moſt noble 
and generous Diſpoſition, who had warmly embarked, and 
expended much Money, in this Buſineſs, for his Country's 


 Wihtern-Iſlands, and that his Death was not without ſuſpi- 
_cion of Poiſon. And I think I have ſomewhere ſeen, that 
he died about the Mouth of Delawarr Bay, which thence 


took it's Name from him. But being not able, now to re- 


Collect the Authority, I ſhall leave it, as I found it, and 
not venture poſitively to affirm» it. After his Death, they 
were forced on the Coaſt of New-England; where Ws 
got a Recruit of Wood and Water, and took ſuch an A- 

2 ee of Fiſh and Fowl, as plentifully ſerved them to 
Virginia. They likewiſe here met a ſmall Frenchman, rich 
in Bever and other Furrs, who feaſted them with ſo great 
2 Variety of Fiſh, Fowl, and Fruits, that they were all 
amazed; little ſuſpecting, that wild Deſert could afford 
| ſuch a wonderful Plenty of delicate and wholeſome Food. 
This Ship bringing News, that Multitudes were preparing 
in England to be ſent, Captain Argall called a Council, 
and wrote to the Treaſurer and Council in England the 


State of the Colony; and what Miſery muſt necellarily en- 


ue, if they ſent not Proviſions, as well as People. And 
he likewiſe repreſented their Want of ſkilfv] Huſbandmen,

about forty Bulls and Oxen, which were wholly idle and - 
uſeleſs, for want of ſkilful Men to bring them to Labour, Sm. 4gall 
However, I find, in our old Records, that ſome Ploughs, "on 
by this time, were ſet to work. WO MOTO AR 
Ones Richard Killingbeck, this Summer, attempting a 
ſecret Trade with the Indians, was, together with his whole 
Company, flain by a Party of the Chickahomintes ; wha 
fearing the Confequences, robbed the Matchacomoco Houſe 
of their Town, and fled. This was their Temple and re- 
ligious Treaſury ; held, to the higheſt Degree, ſacred and 
inviolable by the Indians. And the Sunday after, they ſlew 
two Boys and three young Children, within a Mile of 
Foren while their Parents were at Church. The 
overnor therefore fent to Opechancanough, who had the 
Title of their King, and the Power too, as far as Neceſſity 
conſtrained, or it ſuited with their Humour or Intereſt. But 
he excuſed the Nation from the Guilt, and laid the whole 
Blame upon ſome fugitive Robbers ; of whoſe Town he 
ſent him a Bafket of Earth, as Poſſeſſion given; and pro- 
miſed, to fend their Heads alſo for Satisfaction, as foon 
as they could poſſibly catch them. But this he never per- 
formed; and conſidering the Perfidy of his Nature, and 
the exterminating Hatred, he always bore to the Engliſb, it 
is much to be queſtioned, whether he was not privy to, or 
perhaps the chief Author and Contriver of the whole Mat- 
ter. However, by theſe Acts of Hoſtility and Barbarity, 
the whole Nation was rendered obnoxious to the Engliſß 
Power and Reſentment, and his Regal Authority thereby 
firmly riveted and eſtabliſned among them. Altho" the Go- 
vernor, being ſatisfied with this Pretence and Excuſe, never 
farther proſecuted, or revenged, this perfidious Murder and 
Car TAIN Argall, all this time, was not negligent or 
e of the grand End of his coming to Virginia, but 
puſhed on his unrighteous Gains, by all imaginable Methods 
of Extortion and Oppreſſion. For beſides a Multitude of 
private Wrongs to particular Perſons, he converted in a 
manner wholly to his own Uſe and Poſſeſſion, whatſoever 
remained, at that time, belonging to the Publick, being 
the Fruits and Relicts of eighty thouſand Pounds Expence. 
So that he was loudly charged, with many Offences in Mat- 
ter of State and Government, with Depredation and Waſte 
of the publick Eſtate and Revenues of the Company, and 
with great Oppreſſion of the Colony in general, as well as 
feveral private Men in particular. And the Cries of his. 
Outrages and Rapine at laſt became fo loud and _—

many and ſo great Miſchiefs. But Sir Thomas Smith, whe. 
ther in Favour to Captain Argall, his Kinſman, or out of 


his real Judgment, alledged, that imploring his Majeſty's 
Aid might prove prejudicial to the Company's Power, and | 
of dangerous Conſequence to their Liberties; and might 
| alſo give Room to much publick Scandal and Reflection. 
And therefore he propoſed a milder and leſs clamorous Way

Jo this End, he himſelf, Alderman Fohnſon, the De. 


_ puty- Treaſurer, Sir Lionel N e and others of the 
Council, wrote Captain Argall a Letter, dated the 23d of | 
Auguſt, 1618; charging him, in very ſharp. and ſevere 
Terms, with many Crimes and Miſdemeanors: That he 
was exccedingly chargeable to the Company, and converted 


the Fruits of their Expence to his own private Uſe : That 


he was grown ſo proud and inſolent, as to ſcorn the Title 


Of Deputy-Governor, declaring, that he would be no Man's 


Deputy : That he wronged the Magazine, by his Negli- 


gence and Connivency : That he had appropriated the In- 
wan Trade to himſelf; uſing the Company's Frigat and 
other Veſſels, together with their Men, to trade for his 
_ own Benefit, and prohibiting the Trade of Skins and Furs 


to all others: That he took the old Planters, who ought to 


be free, as well as the Company's Tenants and Servants, 


and ſet chem upon his own Employments : That he expen- 
ded the publick Store-Corn, to feed his own Men: That 


He had, for ſome private End and Purpoſe of his own, in- 


formed the Company, that Opechancanough and the Natives 


intended to give their Country to Mr. Rolfe's Child, and 
to reſerve it from al! others, *till he came of Age : That 


he neither looked into, nor regarded, their Inſtructions; 
but had, under Pretence of their Commiſſion, diſpoſed of 
all the Company's Cattle, againſt their Expreſs Orders and 
Directions, and had converted the Profits thereof to his own 
' Uſe: That he had, under Colour of his Right, as Admiral, 


leiſed and detained ſome Hides, unlawfully taken or pur- 


chaſed, for which the Company had compounded, with the 
Lord High Admiral and the Spaniſh Ambaſſador, at the 
great Expence of four hundred Pounds: And in ſhort, that 
all his Actions and Proceedings ſeemed to be, as if the Co- 
lony was wholly intended for his private Gain and Advan- 
tage, and as if he was ſo great, and they ſo mean and in- 


_ ſenſible of Reaſon, as to let things, of this publick and no- 


torious Nature, paſs off without a ſtrict and exact Accounts 
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upbraiding him alſo with theſe ungrateful Returns to their 1618. 
Favour and Friendſhip, in procuring him the Government, 
Ax the fame time, they wrote a Letter to my Lord Sam. 4rgall 

' Delawarr, whoſe Death was yet unknown in England, © 
containing the like Heads of Complaint and Accuſation a- 
gainſt Captain Argall; and informing him, that by the 
frange Inſolence of his laſt Letter,, and wy the Informations 

of ſundry Witneſſes, lately come from Virginia, there was 
more Diſcontent raiſed in the Adventurers, and more Dan- 

ger feared to the Colony, than had ever happened, by any 
other thing, ſince the firſt Beginning of the Enterpriſe. So 
that the Adventurers could hardly be reſtrained from going 
to the King, altho' far off on a Progreſs, and procuring his 
Majeſty's Command, to fetch him home as a Malefactor. 
But to avoid farther Scandal to their Management and Ad- 
miniſtration, they beſeech his Lordſhip, to ſend him forth- 
with to England, to make his perſonal Appearance, and to 

give his Anſwers to ſuch things, as ſhould be laid to his 
Charge. And foraſmuch as it was conceived, that there 
would be many things, for which he muſt make Satisfaction 
to the Company, they deſired his Lordſhip, to ſeiſe upon 
his Tobacco, Skins, F urs, and other Goods, to be ſent to 
them as a Depoſite, till all Matters ſhould be ſatisfied and 
adjuſted ; and that he would likewiſe return the Cattle, and 
other publick Goods, which he had embezzled, to their 
proper Places and Owners. And at the ſame time, there 
was an Order of Court paſſed in England, to ſequeſter all 
Captain Argall's Effects, which ſhould be ſent home, to 
make Reſtitution to the Company for his Rapines and Ex- 

THESE Letters, coming, by Lord Delawarr's Death, 
to Captain Argall's Hands, were ſo far from diverting or 
repreſſing his Exhorbitances, that they ſeemed, only to put 
him upon his Guard, and to render him the more ea- 
ger and ſtudious to make the beſt Uſe of his Time. For 
my Lady Delawarr complained, that he wrongfully took 

ſome of her Goods from her late Huſband's Servants, with- 
out rendering any Account of them. And indeed he had, 
in general, aſſumed to himſelf a Power, of ordering and 
diſpoſing of his Lordſhip's Eſtate, ſetting: his Tenants and 

| Servants to his own Work, and thereby ruining and depo- 
p_ a very large and hopeful Plantation, begun by his 
Lordſhip. But one Captain Edward Bretuſter, alledging 
Lord Delawarr's Order, for their being under his Manage- 

ment and Direction, endeavoured to withdraw them from 

the Governor's Work, and to employ them, for the Main- 

tenance of themſelves, and for the Benefit of his 8 3

This he immediately ran with 

Tn.” 8 the Governor; who being drunk with Power, and im- 

patient of Oppoſition, (a Diſtemper, ve ry incident to our 

American Viceroys) and being alſo vexed perhaps, to find 

any one dare to withſtand bis arbitrary Schemes of Gain, 

he cauſed Captain Brewſter to be ſeiſed, tried by a Court 
Martial, and condemned to Death, 

THE Legality of this Proceeding was founded on an Ar- 
ticle of the Martial Laws of the Low Countries, intro- 
duced among thoſe Articles, ſent over by Sir Thomas Smith. 
This decreed, * That no Man ſhould offer any Violence, 
or contemptuouſly reſiſt or diſobey his Commander, or 

8 do any Act, or ſpeak any Words, which might tend to 
& breed Diſorder or Mutiny, in the Town or Field, or 
6 diſobey any principal Officer's Directions, upon Pain of 
ce Death.” But altho' it was evident from his Majeſty's 
Charter, that the Governor had Power to execute Martial 
Law only in Times of Mutiny and Rebellion, in like Man- 


ner as Lords Lieutenants in England had, and that in all 


other Caſes, as well civil as criminal, een Proceedings 
were to be as agreeable, as Conveniently might be, to the 


Laws, Statutes, Government, and Policy of the Realm of 
England; and altho' it was as evident, that there was at 
that time no Pretence of Rebellion or Mutiny, but the Co- 

lony enjoyed an univerſal Peace and Tranquility; yet was 


this innocent Gentleman's Condemnation moſt unmercifully 
driven on, and his Life ſubjected to the Pleaſure of a furi- 
ous and enraged Enemy. And this, not in an Affair of 
publick Concern, but in a Diſpute of private Right; and 
when it did not appear, that he had uttered any thing a- 


gainſt the Governor, but only ſome threatening Lan- 
guage againſt a Servant, that diſobeyed bis lawful: Com- 
mands. And the whole was carried on and tranſacted, un- 


der Colour and Pretence of a Law, which could have no 


legal Force or Validity in the Britiſb Dominions. Altho'. 
it muſt be confeſſed, that Martial Law was then the reign- 


ing Law of Virginia, to the great Diſcouragement of the 


Colony, and to the manifeſt Infringement of the Rights and 
Liberties of the People, as Britih Subjects. =o this 


Courſe, at times introduced and uſed from the firſt, as be- 
ing in a State of War and Danger, was firmly riveted and 
confirmed by ' thoſe bloody Articles, ſent in by dir” Thomas 


Smith, which were unfortunately, at their firſt coming, ap- 


plied to a good Purpoſe and E ect by Sir Thomas Dale, in 


Nn dre and mutinoue Humours of the bee 
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ple. And thus, by this Example and Authority, and by 
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Bu r ſome of the Caurt, reflecting on the extreme Se- 


verity of theſe Martial Laws, and being alſo moved per- 


haps by the particular Hardſhip and Unrighteouſneſs of the 
preſent Caſe, prevailed on the reſt, to go in a Body, and 


intercede for Captain Brew/ter's Life. And being alſo joined 


by ſuch of the Clergy, as were at Hand, they did, e 
much Intreaty, and after many Repulfes and Allegations o 

Captain Argall, at laſt prevail to ſave his Life. But it 
was upon this expreſs Condition, that he ſhould take a ſo- 


lemn Oath, neither directly nor indirectly, in England or 


Elſewhere, to utter any contemptuous Words, or do an 


thing elſe, that ſhould turn to the Diſhonour or Diſparage- 


ment of Captain Argall; and that he ſhould never return 
more to Virginia, by any direct or indirect Means. All 


which was this poor Gentleman, a Perſon of ſome Figure 
and Conſideration, obliged to ſubmit to, to reſpite and put 
off an immediate Execution. But after his Return to 


England, being deeply ſenſible of this oppreſſive and in- 


jurious Treatment, as alſo to clear his Reputation, and to 


wipe off the Stain of being a condemned Man, he appealed 


from the Sentence of the Court Martial in Virginia, to the. 
Treaſurer and Company in England. And the Proſecution 
of this Appeal did greatly contribute, to ſhew and expoſe 


the extreme Rapiciouſneſs and tyrannical Adminiſtration of 


Captain , JJC 
A Ship, called the Treaſurer, was alſo, this Year, ſenk 
from England by the Lord Rich, who was now become 


Earl of Warwick, a Perſon of great Note afterwards in the 
Civil Wars,: and commander of the Fleet againſt the King. 


He had aſpired to the Title of Earl of Clare; but that 


being then eſteemed the ſame with Clarence, and a-Royal 


Title, it was judged too high an Honour for a Family in a 


Manner new and upſtart, and that of Varwicł conferred 
upon him. This Ship was here new victualled, and manned 
with the ſtouteſt and ableſt Recruits, that could be picked 
out of the whole Colony. And then, under Colour of an

Governor. to his Lordſhip's Uſe. And this Proceeding was eſteemed, 
not only a manifeſt Act of Piracy, but alſo a thing of great 
Danger to the Colony, conſidering our weak Condition at 
chat time, and the great Strength of the Spaniards in the 
Maſt- Indies. Mr. Beverley alſo gives a particular Account 
of an Expedition, made this Vear by Captain Argall in Per. 
ſon, to diſlodge the French at St. Croix and Port- Ropal in 
Acadia. But as I cannot find the leaſt Mention of it, in 
any contemporary Writer, or in any of the old Records, 
that I have peruſed and examined, I am apt to think, he is 
miſtaken in the Time, and confounds this with the Expedi- 
tion, he made under Sir Thomas Dale, in the Vear 1614. 
Bur the Company in England, receiving Advice of 
Lord Delatoarr's Death, and finding, that Sir Thomas 
Smith's Project had thereby failed of Succeſs, came to a 
Reſolution of ſending over a new Governor, with Power 
to examine all Complaints and Accuſations againſt Captain 
Argall upon the Spot. And therefore Captain Yeardley, 
who was upon this Occaſion knighted, was choſen Go- 
vernor and Captain-General, and ſent upon this Buſineſs, 
But Captain Argall, in the mean while, was fully appriſed, 
by the Earl of /arwick and others, his Aſſociates in En- 
gland, of every thing, that had paſſed in their Courts con- 
cerning himſelf. Wherefore, to prevent the Seiſure of his 
Goods, he conſigned all his Effects, under other Mens 
Names, and into the Hands of great and powerful Perſons. 
And as to thoſe Goods, which were ſent home, before he 
knew of the Order to ſequeſter them, the Earl of Martwvict, 
+Sy his Intriguing and Intereſt, got them all into his own 
Shuts — Pretence of taking out the Share, which be- 
Ionged to him by his Right of Partnerſhip,” and upon ex- 
preſs Promiſe, to return the reſt into the Company's 
Hands. But this Promiſe he could never be brought to per- 
form; ſo that the Company were deprived of the Means to 
right themſelves, and deſrauded of that juſt Reſtitution, 
which they had great Reaſon to expect and demand. 
' Tr1s Year 1618 is likewiſe memorable, for the Death 
of two Perſons of principal Figure in the Virginian Hiſtory. 
The firſt of theſe was Powhatan, Emperor of the Indians, 
4 Prince of excellent Senſe and Parts, and a great Maſter 
of all the Savage Arts of Government and Policy. He 
was penetrating, crafty, inſidious, and cruel; and as hard 
to be deceived by others, as to be avoided-in his own Stra- 
tegems and Snares, But as to the great and nn : 
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Policy, ſuch as Truth, Faith, Uprightneſs, and Magnani- 1618. 
mity, they ſeem to have been but little heeded or regarded r. 
by him. He was ſucceeded in his Dominions, according to Sam. Af 
the regular Order of Succeſſion, * his ſecond Brother, erna. 
Opitehapan; who is ſometimes called Itapatin, and Oeatan. 
And now upon his Acceſſion to the ſupreme Power, he 
again changed his Name to ene, as Opechancanough 
did his to Aangoperomen. 1 what Reaſon of Cuſtom, 
or Dignys or Humour, theſe Changes were made in their 
Names, I cannot ſay; but to avoid Confuſion, I fhall take 
no Notice of ſuch nominal Differences, but ſhall always 
ſpeak of the ſame Perſon by the ſame Name. Opitchapan, 
being an __ decrepit, and unactive Prince, was ſoan 
obſcured by the ſuperior Parts and Ambition of his younger 
Brother, eee ; whoſe Figure and Activity ſk 
drew the Attention, and at laſt, by degrees, engroſſed the 
whole Power of the Government; altho* for ſome. time, 
he was content with, and ſeemed chiefly to affect, the Title 
of King of Chictahominy. However they both renewed 
and confirmed the League with the Engliſb; under the Pro- 
tection of which, every Man peaceably followed his Build 
ing and Planting, without any remarkable Accidents or In- 
terre nann nnd} obo Sen es \ 
Tux other Perſon was Sir Walter Ralegh, the Father 
and firſt Moyer of theſe American Colonies ; to whom we 
owe our Name, as we do our Settlement alſo to the Proſe- 
cution of bis Bel In October this Year, he ended a 
Life of much Glory and Adverſity, on the Scaffold, to the 
_ everlaſting Infamy and Reproach of King James. For he 
was a Perſon of very great Worth, and of a vaſt and moſt 
extenſive Genius; being equally fitted, to ſhine in ever 
Part of Life, or Branch of Art, to which he applied him- 
a Soldier, a Stateſman, and a Scholar. He was therefore 
univerſally pitied and lamented, and even interceded for hy 
ſeveral Princes; by the Queen, Prince Henry, the King of 
Denmark, and King of France, whoſe Agent in England, 
even at the laſt, endeavoured to contrive his Eſcape. But 
King James, perverſely bent on the Wrong, could, by no 
means, be prevailed. upon, to ſpare the greateſt and wiſeſt 
Head in his Dom ninions 3 but ſhamefully made him a Sacti- 
ce to his darling Dotage, the Spaniſb Match, a Meaſure 
weak in itſelf, but proſecuted and carried on, with ftll 
greater Weakneſs. and Indiſcretion. - But his Death hath 
been ſo often deplored and condemned, that I ſhall not add 
to the general Complaint any farther, than by making ſome 
brief Extracta out of a Letter, preſerved by Mr, Rufoworth = 
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1618. in his Collections, to ſhew the ſhameful Cruelty and In- 
—— juftice of the Act. „„ 
Sen. Azall THIS Letter is written, by a great Miniſter of State in 
Nernor. England, to Mr. Cottington, afterwards Lord Cottington 
the Britiſp Reſident at the Court of Spain. In it he com. 
plains, as by Order from the King, of the Inſincerity and 
"Chicanry of the Spaniſh Court in that Affair, and fets forth 
the upright and ſincere Intentions of his Majeſty, And he 
fays, that he is particularly commanded by his Majeſty, to 
advertiſe him of the Execution of Sir Malter Ralegh, who 
was lately put to Death, chiefly for their Satisfaction, and 
concerning whom he promiſes ſpeedily fo fend a Declara- 
tion: That, to pleaſe them, his or ae of late had, in 
many things, trained upon the Aﬀections of his People; 
and moſt eſpecially, in this laft of Sir Walter Ralegh, who 
died with great Courage and Conftancy, and had raifed 
- much Remorſe and Compaſſion in the People, who all at- 
tributed his Death, to the Spaniſh Machinations, and bis 
Majeſty's Deſire to do them a Pleafure : And further, he 
orders him, ſtrongly to inſiſt upon and repreſent, how able 
a Man Sir Walter Ralegh was to have ſerved his Majeſty, if 
"He had been pleafed to have employed him: And that yet, 
to give them Content, he had not ſpared him, altho' he 
might, by ſaving his Life, have given infinite Satisfaction 
to his People, and have had at Command, upon all Occa- 
= as uſeful a Man, as ſerved any Prince in Chriſten- 
Iuvs fell one of the laſt-ſurviving, and the brighteſt 
of all the Commanders, bred under Queen El:/abeth, and 
by her fleſhed in Spanih Blood and Spoil. And what is the 
moſt reproachful Partfof it, he fell a Victim to his own 
great Merit and Abilities, the Memory and Danger of 
Which, to the Spaniſb Nation, had been revived, by his late 
Expedition to Guiana; as alſo, out of the old Grudge, for 
his inany eminent Services, under his former Royal and 
 Huſtrious Miſtreſs, Queen Eliſabeth, and to place him be- 
INE a Poſſibility of ever rendering the like Services, to 
King: James or his Son. As the King's whole Conduct to- 
wards: him was a ſtrange Medley of Injuſtice and Incon- 
f ſſtency, ſo was it ſmartly obſerved by his Son, Carew Ra-. 
legh; Fhat his poor Father was firft condemned, for being 
a Friend to the Spaniards, and afterwards loſt his Life, by 
the ſame Sentence, for being their Enemy. He died, as he | 
had lived, with great Luſtre and Honour; with the Cha- 
rity, Serenity, and Reſignation of a Chriſtian, Nes to 
the Magnanimity and intrepid Courage of an old & nan. 
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to the Company, and was turned out of his Place of Se- 
cretary. And this, I find ſome Reaſon to ſuſpect, pro- 


Captain Argall's male Practices. But however that was, 


the Earl of Warwick obtained that Place from Sir Thomas 
Smith, for Mr. John Pory, who now went over with the 
Governor, For the Nomination to that Office was a Com- 
pliment, made by the Company to their Treaſurer ; till af- 
terwards the Earl of Southampton, in the Time of his Trea- 


ſurerſhip, returned it back to the Company, and referred it 
wholly to their Choice. By the Means of this Pory, as it 
was vehemently ſuſpeCted, the Earl of Warwick got the 


Ship ſo long ſtopped and retarded on the Coaſt of England, 


that he diſpatched a ſmall Bark, before from Plimouth, tor 
fetch away Captain Argall, with all his Goods and Bootys 


This Bark 8 the: Beginning of April, Captain Argall 
took immediate 8 
five Days, embarked in her for England. He left Captain 


Nathaniel Powel Deputy-Governor ; a worthy Gentleman, 


who had come in at the firſt with Captain Smith, and ever 


ſince continued, an honeſt and uſeful Inhabitant. But his 
Government was of very ſhort Nuration. For in ten or 
twelve Days after Captain Argall's Departure, Sir George 
Yeardley arrived ; and was received with the greater Joy and 
Welcome, as he brought with him ſeveral Charters from 
the Company, of Grants and Liberties to the Colony. . For 


the honeſter Part and Majority of the Company, being 
alarmed at theſe late Proceedings, reſolved to be more atten- 
tive to the Affair, and to prevent all ſuch Exorbitancies for 


the future. One of theſe Charters only have I ſeen, con- 
taining Directions to the Governor and Council of State, ta 
lay off Lands for ſeveral publick Uſes ; and likewiſe con- 


firming Titles, and aſcertaining the Methods of obtaining 


Lands in Virginia, and 5 fraudulent and ſur- 
reptitious Grants; two of which, of a 
und inconvenient Nature, had been obtained by Captain 


Martin and Captain Argall. But Sir George Yeardley,. hau- 
ing thus nacrowly milled of the Quarry, applied himſelf to 


rder for his Affairs, and within four oc 


very extraordinary 
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the Affairs of Government. And firſt he added the fol. 
lowing Gentlemen to the Council; Captain Francis Wife, 
Captain Nathaniel Powel, Mr. John Pory, Mr. John Rolf, 
Mr. William Wickham, and Mr. Samuel Macotk, For al. 
though Captain Powe] had been appointed Deputy-Gover- 
nor, yet was he not of the Council. For, till this time, 


the Governors, in Caſe of their Abſence, always aſſumed 


to themſelves the Power of naming their Deputies. Soon | 
after Sir George publiſhed his Intention, of holding a Gene« 
ral Aſſembly in a ſhort time; which, I ſuppoſe, was one 


bf che chi Privileges and Powers, granted and ſent over 
with him. And J hkewiſe find, 1 tar Inſtrument of Wri- 


on to one Richard King/mil, that he had a Power to grant, 
and accordingly did grant, to all the ancient Planters, who 


had been here before Sir Thomas Dales Departure, a full 


Releaſe and Diſcharge from all further Service to the Co- 


lony, excepting only ſuch Services, as they ſhould willing- 


_ Undertake, or were bound in Duty to 3 by the Laws 


of all Nations; together with a Confirmation of all their 


Eſtates real and perſonal, in as full and ample Manner, as 


the Subjects of England held and enjoyed them. And this 
Precaution was undoubtedly occaſioned by Captain Argalls 
Rapines, and many perſonal Impoſitions on the ancient Plan- 


ters and Freemen of the Colony, ea 
Tux Earl of Warwick was highly incenſed at theſe late 


Proceedings againſt Captain Argall; and finding Sir Thomay 
877th not ftanch, and fit for his Purpoſe, he purſued, with 
great Vehemence, the Removal of him and Alderman ahn- 


5 the Deputy, from the Government of the Company. 


ofe two Gentlemen had alſo given much Offence, to 
the greater and better Part of the Adventurers; and lay un- 
der a ſtrong Suſpicion, as well of Negligence in their Office, 
as of Colluſion and unfair Dealing. Sir Thomas Smith tod 
HimfeFf, being far advanced in Years, of tender Health, 
and very rich, was willing to ſurrender a Place, of fo great 
Trouble and Fatigue, and ſo little fair Profit. And there- 


fore, being already Governor of the Ea/?-India Company, 
and lately appointed a Commiſſioner of his Majefty's Navy, 
he declared, at a Quarter Court, held the 28th of April, 


that he was unable to give that Attendance, which he de- 


fired, and which the Affairs of the Company demanded; 


and for that reaſon, requeſted the Favour of them, to he

nent Merchant of Lendon, with a like Majority, was chofers 
Deputy-Treaſurer; a worthy Second to Sir Edwin Sandys,, 
and every way fit for the Poſt, conferred upon him. : 
BUT not to caſt off an old Servant with Diſregard, w 
had, in the Time of greateſt Trouble and Difficulty, con- 
tinued above twelve Years in the dung Office of the 
Company, at the Motion of Sir Edwin Sandys, twenty 
great Shares, or two thouſand Acres of Land, were be- 
owed, as a 2 upon Sir Thomas Smith. But there 
was not the leaſt Notice taken, or Reward given, to Al- 
derman John ſon. And thefe Alterations in the Govern- 
ment of the Company gave not only much Satisfaction in 
England, but were alſo received with great Joy in Virginia 
where the old Officers had been long and bitterly exclaimed 
againſt, by the general Voice of the Colony. But the 
Earl of Warwrck was ſo far from gaining by the Change, 
that he had now a Perſon of much greater Honour and in- 
tegrity, and a Gentleman of principal Figure and Intereſt | 
in the Nation, to oppoſe his Schemes and Deſigns. For 
altho* Sir Edwin Sandys was much wronged in the Execu- 
tion of his Office, and even ſought to be deterred by Threats 
of Blood, yet'they could no way turn him, from a vigorous 
Profecution and Enquiry into the late Diſorders in Virginin. 
At the Expiration of Sir Thomas Smith's Government, af- 
ter fourſcore thouſand Pounds Expence and twelve Years 
Labour, the Colony conſiſted of about ſix hundred Perſons, 
Men, Women, and Children. And they had about threes 
hundred Head of Cattle, ſome Goats, and infinite Num- 
| bers of Hogs, both wild and tamè. But all the Compa- 
my's Lands and Plantations were utterly ruined and depo- 
pulated by Captain Argall, there being only three Tenants 
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Trial by Martial Law was thereby, if not at once, yet by 1619. 
Degrees, entirely baniſhed and aboliſhed. It is true indeed, 
that before, both by the Royal Charters, and by all other Sir Cel 
Law and Reaſon, the, Engliſb, tranſplanted hither, had a b. 5 
Right to all the Liberties and Privileges of Engliſh Subjects. 
And certainly no Perſon, in his Senſes, would have left the 
Liberty of England, to come hither (in order to improve 

the Commerce, and increaſe the Riches of the Nation) to 

a State of Slavery; when without that, it was natural to 

ſuppoſe, that they muſt undergo much Hardſhip and La- 

bour. Yet by the Neceflity of the Times, by the Igno- 

rance of the Probe. and by the Oppreſſion and Tyranny of 

Governors, they had, thus far, been deprived of that their 

native Right. But with the Engliſh Form of Government, 

the Engliſb Liberty again reyived and flouriſhed ; and to- 

gether with the Nation, they now tranſplanted and diffuſed | 

into America their moſt happy Conſtitution. From this 

Time therefore, we may 1 properly date the Original 

of our preſent Conſtitution, by Governor, Council, and 
Burgeſſes; which altho' defective perhaps in ſome material 

Points, yet comes ſo near to the excellent Model of the En- 
el: Government, that it muſt be the hearty Prayer and 

Defire of all true Lovers of their Country, that it may 
long flouriſh among us and improve. For this happy Change, 

we are chiefly indebted to the Change of the Officers and 
Governors of the Company in England, and to the Activity 
and Attention of Sir Edwin Sandys, and many other worthy 
Members of the Company, to the Affairs of the Colony. 

Tuts Summer, they laid off four new Corporations; 
which encreaſed the Number of their Burroughs, that had 
Right to ſend Members to the Aſſembly, to eleven in all. 
And Fapazaws, the King of Patowmack, came to Fames- © 

Town, and invited the Enghſh into his River to trade; for 

a more plentiful Year of Gorr had not been known, in 2 

long time. But Captain Ward, being fent thither, was 
_ treacherouſly dealt with by the Natives; and the thing 

coming to open Hoſtility, he took from them eight hundred 
Buſhels by 25 and ſo returned to 1 One 
Captain Stallings, this Year, had the Misfortune; firſt ta 
have his Ship caſt away, and not long after to be ſlain, in 
a private Quarrel, by William Eppes. And the whole 
Colony laboured under ſo great a Mortality, that no leſs 
than three hundred of the Inhabitants died within the Year, 

But in Mitigation of this, they had the moſt plentiful Crop 

of Grain, that had ever yet been raiſed, ſince the firſt Plan- 

tation of the Country. And indeed the Company received 

fuch an Account of jt, as will not eaſily gain Credit; which 
r M x |} bers: 
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1619. I therefore leave entirely to the Reader's good Pleaſure, to 
A believe or diſbelieve, as he thinks fit ; neither ſhould I have 
S'r George related it, had I not found it authentically recorded, in the 
. Company's Journals. For by Letters from Virginia, they 
were informed, that they had had two Harveſts of Wheat, 
the firſt being ſhaken by the Wind, and producing a ſecond; | 
and their Ground was ſo extraordinary fat and good, that 
they planted Indian Corn upon the Stubble, and had an ex- 
cellent Crop of that. But it muſt be remembered, that 
rare-ripe Corn was the Corn of thoſe Times, and that they 
uſually had two Crops of it in a Year. 3 
WIIIS I things were in this State in Virginia, Sir Ed. 
win Sandys was, by no means, idle or negligent of his 
Charge in England. For turning the whole Bent of his 
Thoughts, towards the Improvement and Furtherance of 
this noble Enterpriſe, he got a Committee appointed, con- 
liſting of Sir Dudley Digges, Sir Edward Harwood, and di- 
vers other Knights, Gentlemen, Merchants, and Citizens, 
as well for compiling and reducing the ſtanding Rules and 
Orders, for the Government of their own Company, into 
one entire Body, as more eſpecially for conſtituting Laws, 
and ſettling a Form of Government for Virgihia, appoint- 
ing Magiſtrates and Officers, and declaring their feveral 
Functions and Duties. And this was one of the chief Powers 
and Injunctions of his Majeſty's Letters patent and Inſtrul- 
tions to the Company. As to the former Part, concerning 
the Government of themſelves, it was eafily brought to a 
tolerable Head. But the latter being a vaſt Deſign, of very 
great Weight and Difficulty, and comprehending no les, 
than a Project for rearing, conftituting, and forming a com- 
pleat Commonwealth, in all its Parts, it never could, not- 
withſtanding Sir Edwin Sandys's great Pains and Diligence, 
be brought to any ſatisfactory Concluſion. So that Virginia 
was left to- the beſt Means of forming its Government ; that 
is to ſay, to work after the Engliſb Plan, with the Aſſiſtance 
of Time and Experience, and the united Senſe and Endea- 
vours of its Repreſentatives and Officers of State. 1 
Tux King had formerly iſſued his Letters to the ſeveral 
Biſhops of the Kingdom, for collecting Money, to ere& 
and build a College in Virginia, for the training up and 
educating Infidel Children in the true Knowledge of God. 
And accordingly, there had been already paid near fifteed | 
Hundred Pounds towards it, and more was expected to come 
in. For beſides other Particulars, Sir Edwin Sandys, upon

For where- 
as, not much above three Years before, there had been re- 
mitted from Virginia twelve ſeveral Commodities, fold 
openly in Court, to the great Honour of the Action, and 
Encouragement of the Adventurers; yet ſince that time, 
there had been little returned, worth ſpeaking of, except 
Tobacco and Saſſafras; to which the People there applied 
themſelves ſo entirely, that they would have been reduced 
to the Neceſſity of ſtarving, the laſt Vear, had not the Ma- 
7 ſupplied them with Corn and Cattle from England: 
That this had been the Occaſion of ſtopping and diſcourag- 
ing many Hundreds of People, who were providing to re- 
move themſelves thither: That. frequent Letters bad there- 
fore been ſent, from the Council there to the Governor in 


Virginia, to reſtrain that immoderate planting of Teben I 
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and to cauſe the People to apply themſelves to other and 16:9. 
better Commodities : And that he had alſo, by the Advice Gee 
and Conſent of the Council, and according to an Order now . w 
to be propoſed, cauſed to be'drawn a new Covenant, to be 8 
inſerted in all future Grants of Land, that the Patentees 

ſhould not apply themſelves, wholly, or chiefly, to To- 

bacco, but to other Commodities, thereia ſpecified ; an 
Example whereof they would now fee, in a Patent, lying 

before them for their Approbation. 3 a 

hu x altho' they had been, by no means, negligent in 

theſe Affairs, yet he ſaid, that his principal Care and my 

had been employed, to ſet up again and reſtore the publick 

Stock and Revenue, to as great, or a greater Degree of 
Perfection, than they had heretofore been at. And to that 

End, he recounted, how three thouſand Acres of Land 

had been laid off, for the Governor ; twelve thouſand for 

the Company; and ten thoufand, for the Univerſity at Hen- 

rico. And that ſeventy two Perſons had already been placed 

on the Company's Land, fifty three on the Governor's, and 

fifty on the Eo ege's; an hundred and ſeventy five in all. 

But not content with this, he told them, that he had ſtill 

ſome farther Propoſitions to make to the. 
Ap firſt, he propoſed to them, that theſe Tenants for _ 
the publick might, the next Spring, be encreafed to the 
Number of three hundred ; an hundred for the Company's 

Land, an hundred for the College, and an hundred for the 
Governor, who ſhould be obliged, at the Expiration of his 
Office, to leave the ſame Number to his Succeſſor; which 

would thereby raiſe a ſtanding Revenue of a thouſand Pounds 

a Year, and eaſe the Company of all further Expence for 

his Proviſion and Entertainment. And whereas Care had 

been, and ftill ſhould be taken, during his Office, to ſend 

over to theſe Lands, divers ſtaid and diſcreet Perſons, he 

_ propoſed, in the ſecond Place, that an hundred Boys and 

Girls, of about twelve or thirteen Years of Age, might be 

ſent to be their Servants and Apprentices ; in the Charge 
whereof, he hoped, that the honourable City, of London 

would partake with the Company, as they had formerly 

done. And becauſe he underſtood, that the People in Vir- 
ginia, tho? ſeated there in their Perſons for ſome few Years, _ 

yet were not ſettled in their Minds, nor intended to make, 

it their Place of Reſt and Continuance, but propoſed, after 
having got ſome Wealth, to return again to England, which 

tended to the utter Overthrow and Diſſolution of the Plan- 
tation; he therefore adviſed, and made it his third Propo- 

ſition, that there ſhould be ſent over one hundred Maids, 

young and uncorrupt, to make Wifes for the Inhabitants 3 
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150619. that Wives, Children, and Families, might render them 
ee moveable, and fix and ſettle them, together with their 
S'r George Poſterity, in that Soil: And that ſuch of theſe Maids, 

G49, were married to the publick Farmers, ſhould be e 
aaäatfꝗ the Company's Expence; but if any were married to 
others, that then thoſe, who took them to Wife, ſhould 

repay the Company their Charges of Tranſportation. And 

in Conſequence of this Propoſition, ninety Maids were ac- 
cordingly ſent the following age As to the Manner of 
tranſporting theſe Perſons, to make up five hundred in all 
for the Publick, he propoſed, in the fourth Place, that they 

ſhould not hire Shipping, as heretofore, ſince each Ship, 

at its Return, in bare Freight and Wages, emptied the 
publick Caſh of eight hundred, and ſometimes a thouſand 
Peas but that they ſhould, as he had already done this 
preſent Year, take the Advantage -of the Ships trading to 
Newfourdland, and fo tranſport them, at fix Pounds a Per- 

. ſon, without any after Reckonings, Fifthly, he . propoſed, 
the ſending twenty Heifers, for every hundred Tenants, 
threeſcore in the Whole; which, with their Breed, might 

ſoon raiſe them a tolerable Stock ; and which he had H 
of having tranſported, ys. the Opportunity of Shipping 
in the Veſtern Parts, at ten Pounds a Head, to be delivered 
in Virginia.

LASTIL v, as to the Charges, he obſerved to them, that 
* never could be a more proper Time, for ſuch large 
Tranſportations, than theÞreſent ; Corn being ſo exceedingly 
cheap and plentiful at home, and there being, by their Ad- 
vices from Virginia, ſo great Promiſes of an excellent Crop 
there. And he alſo ſhewed, how much the Company was 
bound, to give Thanks to Almighty God, for all his Blef- 
ſings, who continually raiſed Means, to ſupport and carry 
on this great Work; and he particularly mentioned one un- 
known Gentleman alone, who promiſed five hundred Pounds, 
on Demand, for the Converſion and Education of three- 
| PoE Indian Children; and that he had likewiſe, upon his 
Letters, received Aſſurance from ſundry Parts, and fome 
of them very remote, that if they proceeded with the Un- 
dertaking, they ſhould not want for Money. But not to 
rely upon ſuch precarious Funds and Hopes, he related to 
them, particularly, the ſeveral Ways and Means, by which 
the Money would ariſe. And he eſtimated the whole 
Charge, at four thouſand Pounds, to be done ſparingly 3 
and bountifully, at five thouſand. He alſo promiſed, not 
to leave the Company one Penny in Debt, for any Act or 
Thing, to be performed within his Year ; and that he 
would moreover diſcharge three thouſand Pounds of Babe 
I ; 
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Debts, according to the Stock, left at the time of his com— 1619. 
4 to his Phack,. And theſe; things done, he hoped, tbe— 
Publick would again be Tully reſtored, a Foundation laid * 
for a future great State, the Adventurers and Planters well 605 
comforted and encouraged, and all Matter of Scandal and | 
Reproach to them and the Enterprife removed. And ſo 
he concluded, by recommending theſe Points to their moſt 
ſerious Conſideration, and the whole Enterpriſe to the Bleſ- 
ſing of Almighty God, Theſe Propoſitions, which had 
been before made in two ſeveral Courts, and were now re- 
peated at the particular Deſire of ſome noble Lords preſent, 
were received with that Applauſe, they well deſerved ; and 
they paſſed, upon the Queſtion, with an unanimous Ap- 
probation, altho' Sir Lan Molſtenholme, in a former Court, 
had made ſome vain Exceptions againſt them. And Sir Edw- 
win Sandys, with an extreme Care and Diligence, ſaw them 
all afterwards put effectually into Execution 5 
Bou x beſides theſe reputable People, to be tranſported at | 
the Company's Charge, the Treaſurer and Council received 
a Letter from his Majeſty, commanding them, forthwith 
to ſend away to Virginia an hundred diſſolute Perſons, which 
Sir Edwarg Zouch, the Knight Marſhal, would deliver to 
them. In Obedience to his Majeſty's Command, it was 
reſolved, to ſend them over with all Convenicney, to be 
Servants, which Mr. 'Treafurer underſtood, would be very 
A ptable to the Colony, Bug as it was November, and 
Shipping, at that Seaſon, not eaſſly procured, it was thought 
they could not be ſent off before January at ſooneſt. But 
to ſatisfy his Majeſty, the Company agreed to be at the Ex- 
pence of their Maintenance, in the mean while. The 
Treaſurer was therefore deſired, to deliver this their An- 
ſwer to his Majeſty, by Secretary Calvert. But he was 
told, that the King's Command was urgent, and admitted 
no Delay; and that fifty, at leaſt, muſt with all Speed be 
Ahipped off. And notwithſtanding his juſt Repreſentations, 
How great Inconveniency and Expence would thence acerue to 
the Company; that they could not well go in leſs than four 
Ships, leſt, being ſo many together, they ſhould mutiny, 
and run away with the Veſſel ; that thoſe four Ships, to be 
got thus fuddenly, without taking Advantage of the Veſſels 
trading to America, would not ſtand the Company in leſs 
than four thouſand Pounds; and that, notwithſtanding all 
Ships were not to be procured ſo ſpeedily, at that Time 
the Year. Vet nothing, he could alledge, giving Satisfaction, 
the Company were obliged to appoint a Committee of the

ow THOSE, who are acquainted with Hiſtory, and know, 

with how high and magiſterial a Hand, this King ſometimes 
carried it, even with his Parliaments, will not be ſurpriſed, 
to find him thus unmercifully inſult a private Company, and 
load them, againſt all Law, with the Maintenance and ex- 
traordinary Expence of tranſporting ſuch Perſons, as he 
thought proper to baniſh; and that perhaps, without any 
Colourable Pretext, or ſufficient Warrant of Law at that 
time, And I cannot but remark, how early that Cuftom 
aroſe, of tranſporting looſe and diſſolute Perſons to Virgi- 
nia, as a Place of Puniſhment and Diſgrace ; which altho 
originally deſign'd for the Advancement and Inereafe of the 
Colony, yet has certainly proved a great Prejudice and 
Hindrance to it's Growth. For it hath laid one of the 
fineſt Countries in Britifh America, under the unjuſt Scandal 
of being a mere Hell upon Earth, another Ser:a, and only 
fit for the Reception of Malefactors and the vileſt of the 
People. So that few People, at leaſt few large Bodies of 
People, have been induced, willingly to tranſport them- 
1 ſelves to ſuch a Place; and our younger Siſters, the Nor- 
p thern Colonies, have accordingly profited thereby. For 
this is one Cauſe, that they have outſtripped us ſo much, | 
in the Number of their gnhabitants, and in the Goodneſs 
and Frequency of their Cities and Twins 
His Majeſty had, by his Letters patent, bearing Date 
the 23d of May 1609, granted the Company a Freedom 
& from all Cuſtom and Subſidy, for twenty one Years, ex- 
«© cepting only five per Cent. upon all ſuch Goods and 
56 Merchandiſes, as ſhould be imported into England, or 
c any other of his Majeſty s Dominions, according to the 
« ancient Trade of Merchants.“ Notwithſtanding this, 
which was intended for the Eaſe and Encouragement of the 
Infant Colony, the Farmers of the Cuſtoms, upon a gene- 
ral Rate made of Tobacco, both Spaniſh and Virginia, at 
ten Shillings the Pound, demanded fix Pence a Pound, e- 
qually upon all; altho* Spaniſh Tobacco was uſually fold 
at eighteen Shillings a Pound, and ſometimes more, and 
Virginia would ſeldom bear above three or four Shillings.

THERE was, at this time, a great Scarcity of we, in 
Virginia; there being but five Miniſters and eleven Bun- 
roughs, each of which, being ſame very diſtant from e 
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other, was erected into a diſtinct Pariſh. The Company 1620. 
indeed had before, in their Charter by Sir George Yeardley, ms; eos 
taken Care of a handſome Proviſion for the Clergy. For cb. rai 
they had ordered an hundred Acres of Land, in each of the 9 1 
Burroughs, to be laid of for a Glebe; and that there 
ſhould, for their further Maintenance, be raiſed a ſtanding 
and certain Revenue, out of the Profits of each Pariſh, ſo 
as to make every Living, at leaſt two hundred Pounds Ster- 
ling a Tear. And this Stipend I find, two Years after, ſet- 
tled in the following Manner: That the Miniſter ſhould re- 
ceive Yearly fifteen hundred Weight of Tobacco, and ſix- 
teen Barrels of Corn, which was then eſtimated at two 
hundred Pounds Sterling: That this ſhould be raiſed by ten 
Pounds of Tobacco and a Buſhel of Corn a Head, for every 
labouring Man or Boy, above ſixteen Years of Age; pro- 
vided, it did not exceed fifteen hundred Weight of To- 
bacco and ſixteen Barrels of Corn: But if any Plantation 

was not able, to make up that Quantity, by ten Pounds of 
Tobacco and a Buſhel of Corn a Head, that, in ſuch Caſe, 
the Miniſter ſhould be contented with leſs, according to 
the Number of Tithables. And now, for a farther En- 
couragement, that pious, learned, and painful Miniſters 

might be invited to go over, the Company ordered fix Te- 
nants to be placed on each of thoſe Glebes, at the publick 
Expence; and they applied to the Biſhop of London, for his 

Help and Aſſiſtance in procuring proper Miniſters, which 
his Lordſhip readily promiſed, and undoubtedly performed. 
For he had ever been a great Favourer and Promoter of the 
Plantation, and had himſelf alone collected and paid in a 
thouſand Pounds towards the College; which be would not 
permit the Company to diminiſh, by a Preſent to his Re- 
giſter, who had been very active and uſeful in the Collection. 

And for this, and other his Deſerts towards them, he was 
made free of the Company, and choſen one of his Majeſty's

As the Country was very defenceleſs and unfortified, 
and as the Intereſts and Improvements of the Inhabitants 
were now much encreaſed, and become conſiderable, they

_ eaſily themſelves proceed. To them was afterwards addeg 
Sir Horatio Vere, who was eſteemed the Perſon of the 
ereateſt pig N and Reputation of any in that un- 
Warlike Age. He was therefore, this Summer, ſent Com- 
mander of the ſingle Regiment, which King James, in his 
great Wiſdom, thought fit to furniſh out, for the Relief 
and Support of his lifireſſed Son in Law, the Palatine of the 
Rhine For altho' General Cecil had been firſt deſigned for 
that Service; yet he was afterwards laid aſide, and this Gen- 
mleman appointed in his kom. 
TRE Governor and Council, in Virginia, had ſettled 
and allowed certain Fees to the Secretary, which were, this 
Pear, ſent to England for Confirination. But the Treaſu- 
rer and Company were become, from the late Exactions, 
very jealous and cautious in that Point; and did moreover 
Judge thoſe Fees to be very oppreſſive and intolerable.

Vjate therefore all ſuch l Conſequences, it was reſolved 
upon the Motion, and committed to the Care, of Sir Ed- 
win Sandys and Dr. H-. en to prepare and publiſh a ſmall 
Book, containing a Refutation of all ſuch flanderous Re- 
ports; and to adjoin, at the End, an alphabetical Index of 
the Adventurers Names. This laſt had a double Uſe. For, F 
in the firſt Place, it did great Honour to the Enterpriſe, 
by ſhewing, that many of the chief Perſons in the Nation, 
for Wiſdom, Fortune, and Dignity, were deeply concerned 
in, and great Encouragers of it.

time, after 'thg Miſcarriage of the former, had beſtowed 
upon the Company Plenty of Silkworm Seed, of the beſt 
Sort, out of his own Store: That moreover, as the Coun- 
try yielded naturally a wonderful Variety of excellent Grapes, 
there had been ſent divers ſkilful Vignerons, together with 
Store of Vine Slips, of the beſt European Kinds: And laſt- 
ly, that the Salt-Works, which had been ſuffered to run

- ticularly to the Lords, for their frequent Preſence, te the 

great Grace and Honour of the Court, and Furtherance of 

the Enterpriſe: Next, to the Officers, for their Fidelity and 
Diligence, in joining with him to ſupport the great Burthen 

of the Company's Buſineſs : And laſtly, to the Court, for 

their Goodneſs and Patienee, in bearing with his involuntary 
Errors and other Infirmities. After which, delivering up 

his Office, together with the Seals, he defired them to pro- 

ceed to their Election, according to the Meſſage, lately re- 

ceived from his Majeſty; and thereupon withdrew himſelf 
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Fon at the Beginning of this Court, before they had en- 
| tered upon any Buſineſs, a Gentleman from the King pre- 
ſented himſelf to the Board, and ſignified ; that it was his 
_ Majeſty's Pleaſure, out of his eſpecial Care and Affection for 
the Colony, that the Company ſhould elect one of the four, 
which he ſhould name to them, and no other, to be their 
Treaſurer. Theſe were Sir Thomas Smith, Sir Thomas Noe, 
Mr. Alderman Johnſon, and Mr. Maurice Abbot. Sir Tho- 
mas Smith and Alderman Johnſon had before been in their | 
chief Offices, and the Company conceived themſelves to 
have little Reaſon, to be ſatisfied with their Conduct and 
Proceedings. But in Virginia more eſpecially, where the 
Effects of their Management had been more ſenſibly felt, 
they were notoriouſly infamous, and utterly deteſted and 
cCurſed by the whole Colony. 80 that may be looked 
| upon, as an additional Inſtance of the untiappy Turn of that 
e Monarch, in his Choice of publick Officers. Sir Thomas 
Roe was indeed an eminent Perſon, a Man of Letters, and 
a very great Traveller, and is well known to the Learned, by 
the Intimacy and Dearneſs, that was between him and Dr. 
Donne, Dean of St. Pauls; who was himſelf afterwards 
one of the Company, and of his Majefty's Council for Fir 
ginia. But Sir Thomas Roe is moſt noted, for his Embaſly

He Is alſo Famed in Hiſtory, 
for his Friendſhip to the unfortunate Earl of E/ex, by whoſe 
Raſhneſs and Impetuoſity, he was betrayed into ſome un- 
warrantable Actions; and was therefore, at the ſame time 


with that Nobleman, condemned to Death, but pardoned” 


7 by Queen Hliſabeth, and kept in Priſon, during her Life. 


He was, in Truth, an early, conſtant, and great Encou- 


unger of this Settlement of Virginia, as well as of all other 


noble Works and Enterpriſes; and is 4 7 memora= 
ble, for his generous Patronage, and ſingular Munificence, 
to Shakeſpear, the Glory and Prodigy of the Englih Stage. 
For he is ſaid, to have given him, at one time, a thouſand

no way inclined, to give up the many Rights and Advan- 
tages of Juries and the Laws of England, for the extraorgi. 
nary Privilege of being l tried by Martial Law, 
and dying honourably by the Verdict of Gentlemen of 
the Sword. And therefore, being ſhocked at the Cruelty 
and Terror of the Proceedings againſt Captain Brewſter, 
they declared them to be unjuſt and unlawful, and not war- 
rantable, either in Matter or Form, by the Laws of Ex- 
gland, or by any Power or Authority, derived from his Ma- 
jeſty's Charters : That Captain Brew/ter had committed 
nothing, any way worthy of the ſevere Penalty of Death : 
That the Manner of Trial by Martial Law, in time of 
Peace, and when there was no Mutiny or Rebellion, was 
_ utterly unlawful and of no Validity: And conſequently, 
that Captain Brew/er was to be held a legal Man, and not 
lawfully condemned. And all this then paſſed and was ra- 
_ tified by the univerſal Aſſent of the Court; altho' Sir Thomas 
Mxoth, who had married the Earl of Farwic#'s Siſter, did, 
in a ſubſequent Court, declare his Diſſent, on ſome falſe 
and frivolous Pretences. Captain Brewſter had alſo, upon 
His Requeſt, a Copy of this Act of Court granted him, ex- 
_ emplified under the legal deal of the Company ; of which 
he ſent a Duplicate to Virginia. b 
I x May this Year, there was held another General Af- 
ſembly, which has, through Miſtake, and the Indolence and 
Negligence of our Hiſtorians, in ſearching ſuch ancient Re- 
cords, as are ſtill extant in the Country, been commonly 
reputed the firſt General Aſſembly of Virginia. But that

The Company there- 
fore entered into and admitted various Projects, for raiſing 
other things of more immediate Neceflity and Benefit to 
Mankind; ſuch aFthe ſeveral Commodities, mentioned and 
recommended by Sir Edwin Sandys, in his late Speech, at | . 
the delivering up of his Office, with many others. For this 
\ Purpoſe, they procured plenty of Silkworm Seed out of 
France, Italy, and Spain; and ſent over a Perſon, who had 
been brought up, many Years, in tending the King's Silk- 
worms at Qatlands, and was thereby become very ſkilful, 
in breeding the Worms, and winding the Silk, and under- 
took to inſtruct others therein. And they alſo laid out for, 
and had Hopes of procuring, many more ſuch ſkilful Artiſts 
from France. And as the Inhabitants were very eager, ta 
have the Servants and Apprentices, ſent over by the Com- 
pany, they made an Order, for the greater Encouragement 
of theſe Commodities, that ſuch Planters, as had excelled, 
In building fit Rooms for Silkworms, and in planting Mul- 
berry Trees and Vines, ſhould have the firſt Choice of ſuch 
Apprentices and Servants ; and that the Company would 
be paid for them, not a Whit in Smoke and Tobacco, but 
in Corn, Silkgrafs, Silk, and other ſuch uſeful Commo- _ 
dities. At Sir Edwin Sqndys's Motion, there was likewiſe 
tranſlated, by ſome of the Company, a French Treatiſe (re- 
commended, as excellent in that Kind) concerning the 
Management of Mulberry Trees and Silk; which was print- 
_ ed at the Company's Expence, and ſent over in ſufficient 
Numbers, and diſtributed among the People, And the 
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alſo appointed a ſelect Committee of Merchants, to rate all 

thoſe ſeveral Commodities at ſuch a juſt Price, that the 
Company and Merchants might be no Loſers thereby, and 

yet that the Planter might have good Encouragement to

And Sir 
Sir 1 Edwin Sandys in particular, who was ever ſtudious and in. 
e wh defatigable in the Company's Buſineſs, preſented a long and 
a judicious Writing, containing many uſeful Inſtructions and 
Projects, for the Peace and better Government of the Com- 
pany at home, and for the Advancement of the Colony 
abroad ; all which, in its ſeveral Parts and Branches, wag 
entruſted to proper Committecs, to ripen and bring into 
Execution. Sir William Monſon alſo, a Perſon of great E- 
minence and Note ( being Admiral in the Reigns of Queen 
Eliſabeth, James I. and Charles I. and Author of the Naval 
Tracts) together with his Aſſociates, offered to the Com- 
pany, if they would, for ſeven Years, grant them the ſole 
Benet and Importation, from Virginia, of two ſuch new 
Commodities, as had not yet been diſcovered or planted by 
any other, to pay them an hundred Pounds per Annum, to 
plant twenty five Men, every Year during the ſaid Term, 
and then to reſign the Whole up into thefggompany's Hands, 
A Patent was therefore accordingly granted, with proper 
Reſtrictions ; but what theſe Commodities were, or what 
was the Succeſs or Conſequence of this Undertaking, I da 
not find. CET Th en to, ERS > 
 Txris Year 1620, Count Gondomar, the Spaniſh Am- 
baſſador, who had a great Aſcendant at Court, and governed 
the King, as he pleaſed, prevailed with him, to fit out a 
Squadron, of ſix Ships of War and twelve ſtout Merchant- 
men, in order to humble the Algerines, who then infeſted 
the Spaniſh Coaſts and Trade, but were not any way parti- 
_ cularly troubleſome to our Nation. And thus was this weak 
and timorous Prince, who could not be drawn to make any 
Steps, towards the Vindication of his own Honour, or to 
ſupport the Rights of his Family, or the Intereſts of his 
Subjects, ſtrangely engaged in a warlike Expedition, in De- 
fence of a treacherous and deluſive Ally, This Squadron 
was put under the Command of Sir Robert Manſel, as Ad- 
miral ; together with whom, Sir Richard Hawkins, Vices 
Admiral, Sir Thomas Button, Rear-Admiral, Sir Henry 5 
Palmer, Arthur Manwaring, and Thomas Love, Eſqrs. 
Captains of the other Men of War, and Samuel Argall, Eſqʒ 
who commanded one of the ſtouteſt Privateers, were ap- 
pointed a Council of War. But this Enterprife was very 
weakly managed; and to uſe Sir William Monſon's Remark, 
altho* it was deſigned to find out and deſtroy the Pirates of 
Algiers, yet the Fleet did not fpend twenty Days at Sea, the 
whole time, they continued in the Mediterranean; but rer

gliß had juſtly gained, in their former Expeditions at Sea. Governor, 
Put Cambden tells us, that, in Revenge for this Injury and * 
Aſſault, the Algerines took, by the gth of October follow- 
ing, thirty five Sail of Engliſb and Scotch Ships. 
ABOUT this time, there aroſe a warm Diſpute between 
the two Colonies, concerning the Virginia Company's Right 
to fiſh at Cape Cod, within the Limits of the Northern Colo 
ny ; and upon Reference to the Letters- patent, it was found 
clearly, that their Pretenſions were juſtly grounded. But 
Sir Ferdinando Gorges, with others principally concerned in 
the Northern Grant, endeavoured privately to obtain a new =—_ 
Patent, whereby the Southern Colony ſhould be utterly ex- __ 
cluded from fiſhing upon that Coaſt, without their Leave =_ 
and Licence firſt obtained. This gave a juſt Alarm to the 
Virginia Company. For beſides fix thouſand Pounds, which 
they had already expended upon that Fiſhery, it was at pre- 
ſent of main Conſequence to them, as well for the Support 
and Suſtenance of the Plantation, as for defraying the vaſt 
Charge of. Shipping and Tranſportation of People, by Re- 
turns made from thence in Fiſh, They therefore applied 
to his Majeſty, and got this Patent of Sir Ferdinando Gor- 
ges ſtopped and ſequeſtered, in the Lord Chancellor's Hands. 
And finding, how precarious their Privileges were, upon his 
Majeſty's ſole Grant, and how liable to be perpetually violated | 
and impeded, it was reſolved, upon the Motion of Mr. 
Smith, a ſenſible, worthy, and uſeful Member of the Com- 
pany, to obtain a new Grant, with all ſuch further Immu- 
nities, and larger Privileges, as were fitting and requiſite, 
and to have it ſtrengthened and confirmed» in the Parlia- 
ment, which was to meet ſoon after; and upon the Earl 
of Southampton's Application to his Majeſty, he readily gave 
His Conſent to it. But notwithſtanding the Earl of Sou-

mas Smith had been Treaſurer, from the firſt Conſtitution 
of the Company in the Year 1606, till April 28, 16193 
and in that time, there had paſſed through his Hands about 
eighty thouſand Pounds. He had, in thoſe Days, a very 
great Intereſt and Sway in the Company ; and to put the 
| beſt Conſtruction upon the Matter, he never expected to 
be called to a ſtrict and rigorous Account, and his Servants 
had been very carcleſs and remiſs, in keeping his Books. 
But ſeveral of the Company ſuſpected, that he had embez- 
zled and converted much of the publick Money, to his 
own private Uſe ; and were therefore very eager, to bring 
Him to an Account, Sir Thomas, on his fe, was very fair 
in his Profeſſions, and preſſed, with much Warmth, the 
full Settlement and finiſhing the Affair; offering to pay, not 
only what ſhould appear due from himſelf, but whatever 
Wrong or Damage ſhould have happened to the Company, 
from his Under-Officers or Servants. But then his Receipts 
were ſo very faulty and deficient, and his Diſburſements ſo

DR. Lawrence Bobun, who had left Virginia in the Vear 


1611, with the Lord Delawarr, had now obtained a large 


Grant of Land, ſor the Tranſportation of three hundred 


Perſons. He was alſo appointed the Company's Phyſician- 


General to the Colony, with the Allowance of five hundred 
Acres of Land and twenty Tenants; under Covenant, to 
maintain and make them good, from time to time, and at 


his Deceaſe, or other Removal, to leave the like Number 
of Men and Stock of Cattle, as was allowed by the Compa - 
ny, and by them annexed to the Place. He accordingly ſet 
Mail, in the Beginning of February, with eighty Paſſengers, 
in a Ship of an hundred and ſixty Tons and eight Iron Guns 
and a Falcon, commanded by Captain Anthony Cheſter. 
But about the Middle of March, they were attacked, near 
Nevis in the We/i-Tndies, by two Spaniſh Men of War, of 
three hundred Tons and fixteen or twenty Braſs Cannon 
apeice. The Fight was ſharp and deſperate z but the En- 
gliſb ſo beſtowed their Shot, and managed the Engagement 
with ſuch Dexterity and Bravery, that the Spaniards were 


glad to ſtand aloof, and after following them a Day or two, 


without any other remarkable Annoyance, at laſt fell aſtern, 
and left them. There was made a very great Slaughter of 
the Spaniards, ſo that their Scupples ran with Blood; and 


the Captain of the Admiral-Ship, who acted the Part of a 


brave Commander, was ſlain. On the Engliſb Side, ten 
were killed; among whom was Dr. Bohun, whoſe Death 


was greatly lamented. He had ſtudied long among the 


Jearned Phyſicians of the Low-Countries, and behaved hints 


Jelf in this Battle, like a worthy and valiant Gentleman.

CAPTAIN William Neiucè offered, to tranſport and ſet= 
tle a thouſand Perſons in Virginia, by Midſummer, 16253 
and deſired to be appointed their General, and to have a 
patent, with that Proportion of Land, and ſuch other Pri- 
vileges, as were uſually granted on the like Occafion. A 
patent was readily granted, in the largeſt and moſt ample 
Manner. But as to the Title and Command of General, 
they refufed to grant it him; becauſe it was a Power, pro- 
perly belonging to the Governor only. Beſides, it gava 
ſuch an Independency, as was deſtructive of all Order and 
good Government ; and had therefore been loudly cried out 
againſt, in Captain Martin's extravagant Patent, and in a 
Grant, ſurreptitiouſly and illegally obtained by Captain Ar. 
gall, and therefore expreſly ſtopped, by the Company's Or- 
ders to the Governor in Virginia. But Captain Newce fare 
ther requeſted, in order to enable him the better to ga 
through the Charge of ſo great an Undertaking, to be ap- 
pointed Marſhal of Virginia; for which Poſt he was emi- 
nently qualified, having ever been exerciſed in military Af- 
fairs and Arms, and of noted Experience and Skill in Martial 
Diſcipline; as appeared by his many Services in Ireland, and 
by the Teſtimony of divers honourable Perſons, upon their 
own Knowledge. He was therefore conſtituted Marſhal of 
Virginia; to take into his Charge, as well the Fortifica- 
tions, Arms, and Forces of the Colony, as to cauſe the 
People, to be duly trained up in Military Diſcipline, and ta 
the Uſe and Exerciſe of Arms. And they annexed fifteen 
hundred Acres of Land and fifty Tenants to the Place, to 
be tranſported and furniſhed by himſelf, at eight Pounds 
Charge to the Company a Man. And the King alſo, being 
Highly pleaſed at the Nomination of this Gentleman, con- 
ferred the Honour of Knighthood upon him; calling him 
his Knight-Marſhal of Virginia, and expreſſing great Hopes 
from the Management of a Perſon of his acknowledged Ca- 
pacity and Skill.

the Earl of Scuthbampton, Sir Edwin Sandys, Sir Fohn Das 
vers, and others of tie Council. In theſe, it was firſt re- 


commended to them, to take into their eſpecial Regard the 
Service of Almighty God, and the Obſervance of his diving | 


Laws; and that the People ſhould be trained up, in true 


Religion and Virtue. And fince their Endeavours, for the 
Eſtabliſhment of the Honour and Rights of the Church and 
Miniſtry, had not yet taken due Effect, they were required,

of ſingular and chief Moment: That it would be proper, 
to draw the beſt diſpoſed among the Indians, to converſe 
and labour with our People, for a convenient Reward ; that 
thereby, being reconciled to a civil Way of Life, and 
brought to a Senſe of God and Religion; they might after=

And 
they preſſed upon them the raifing ſeveral uſeful Com- 
modities; as well Corn, Wine, Silk, and others here- 
tofore frequently mentioned, as alſo the making Oil of 
Walnuts, employing their Apothecaries in Diſtillation, and 
ſearching the Country for Minerals, Dyes, Gums, Drugs, 
and the like.

Iy Caſe of the Death, Removal, or Suſpenſion of the 
Governor, the Council, or major Part of them, then reſi- 
dent in Virginia, were ordered, immediately to aſſemble 
themſelves, within fourteen Days, or ſooner, and out of 
their own Body, to clect a Perſon, to ſupply the Place, for 
the Time. But if the Voices ſbould happen to be equal, 


then Election was to be made of the Lieutcnant-Governor 


and in his Abſence, or neceſſary Cauſe of declining it, the 


Marſhal ſhould ſuccced; next, the Treaſurer ; and then 
one of the two Deputies, for the College and Company's 


Lands; till the Government ſhould be ſettled in one of thoſe 


chief Officers. And the Governor was authoriſed, to de- 
termine and puniſh, at his Diſcretion, any ſudden and emer- 


gent Buſineſs, and all Neglect or Contempt of Authority, 


in any Kind or Perſon whatſoever ; except only the Coun- 
cil in their own Perſons, who were, in ſuch Caſes, to be

| bly was to conſiſt of the Governor, Council of State, and

preſent; reſerving to the Governor a Negative upon the 


Whole.

IHE Company's Treaſury was ſo reduced, that it could 
not now ſuffice for ſeveral things of the utmoſt Neceſſity and 
Advantage. Wherefore, to ſupply this Deficiency, they

entered into a Method of preparing Rolls, and offering them 


to the voluntary Subſcription of the Adventurers. Whats 
ever was ſent. to Virginia upon theſe Rolls, was there ſold, 


by the Cape-Merchant or fome other Factor, at ſuch a mo- 
derate Price, as ſhould indemnify the Subſcribers for their 
Money advanced, and for all Charges incident thereupon. 


At this time, four Rolls were prepared and brought inta 
Court, for the Company's Subſcription. ] he firſt was for 


Apparel, and other neceſſary Proviſions and Utenſils, for 


the Colony. The ſecond, for ſending an hundred more 
Maids, to make Wives; and ſixty were accordingly ſent, 
young, handſome, and well recommended to the Company, 
for their virtuous Education and Demeanor. With them 


Was ſent over the ſeveral Recommendations and Teſtimo- 
nials of their Behaviour, that the Purchaſers might thence 


be enabled to judge, how to chuſe. The Price of theſe 
Wives was ſtated at an hundred and twenty Pounds of To- 


bacco, and afterwards advanced to an hundred and fifty, and 
proportionably more, if any of them ſhould happen to die?: 
ſo that the Adventurers might be refunded their original 
Charge. And it was alſo ordered, that this Debt for Wives 
ſhould have the Precedency of all others, and be firſt re- 
coverable. And it was ſtrictly enjoined, that they ſhould 
be well uſed, and not married to Servants, but to ſuch Free- 


men and Tenants, as could handſomely ſupport them ; that, 
by their good Fortune, Multitudes of others might be al- 
lured to come over, on the Proſpect of advantageous Mat- 


ches. And the Company likewiſe declared their Intention, 


that, for the Encouragement of ſettled Families, and ſecu- 
ring a Poſterity, they would prefer and make Conſignments 


to married Men, before ſingle Perſons 3 and that as many 


Boys ſhould be ſent, as there were Maids, to be Prentices 
to thoſe, who married them. They alſo granted the Ad- 


venturers, who ſubſcribed to this Roll, a ratable Proportion 
of Land, according to the Number of the Maids fent, to be 
hid off together and formed into a Town, by the Name of 
JJ AMaidſtaum 
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1621. Maidflown. The third Roll was for a Glaſs Furnace, to 
make Beads, which was the current Coin in the Indian 
Sir George Trade; and one Captain Norton, with ſome Italian Work. 
1 men, was ſent over for that Purpoſe. The fourth was for 
N ſetting out a trading Voyage with the Indians, for Skins and 
Furs. For, the Company was informed from ſeveral Hands, 
that the French and Dutch carried on a very profitable Trad 
| of that fort, in Delawarr and Hudſon's Rivers, which were 
. within the Limits of their Grant, and then eſteemed Parts 
If of Virginia. They therefore reſolved, to vindicate their 
Right, and not to permit Foreigners to run away with ſo 
| lucrative a Branch of their Trade. One Captain 5 7808 
was accordingly ſent upon the Voyage; but by the Wick- 
edneſs of him and his Mariners, the Adventure was loſt, 
and the whole Project overthrown. To theſe Rolls, 
the Earl of Southampton and Sir Edwin Sandys, each ſub- 
ſcribed two hundred Pounds ; and ſuch was the Zeal and 
Reſolution of the Adventurers to advance the Colony, that 
they were ſoon compleated, and put into Execution, At 
the ſame time, the Company, in their Letters to the Go- 
vernor and Council, recommends to them the Prevention 
of Fraud and Deceit in Tobacco; and that ſome Provition 
| ould be made, for burning all baſe and rotten Traſh, and 
naone ſuffered to go home, but what was very good; where- 
by, they ſaid, there would certainly be more advanced in 
the Price, than loſt in the Quantitt x. 
Bur Tobacco was, at this time, a very ſinking Com- 
modity. For altho' the Planters magiſterially forced it on 
the Company and others, at the current Price of three Shil- 
lings a Pound, yet it would not turn out at home, after 
Shrinkage and Waſte, and the Diſcharge of the Duty and 
Freight, (which laſt alone was three Pence, and ſometimes 
four Pence, a Pound) at above two Shillings for the N. 
and the inferior Sort at ſcarce eighteen Pence a Pound. And 
beſides, the Trade was ſtrangely hampered and perplexed, 
by the weak and unſteady Counſels of the puny Monarch, 
then on the Throne. For altho', in the Beginning of the 
former Year, the Company had yielded to his unreaſonable 
Demand of twelve Pence a Pound, yet ſoon after, in the 
_ fame Summer, he iſſued a Proclamation, prohibiting a ge- 
neral Importation of Tobacco, and reſtraining the Quantity

* Weight. At the ſame time, taking Advantage of an Offer

tual a Manner, as poſſible; becauſe, as they conceived, the 
very Life of the Colony depended upon the Succeſs of it. 
But before it came to hand, the King was become ſenfible 
of the Damage, that hence accrued to himſelf, by the Di- 
minution of his Cuſtoms.

others of the Company, were ſent for, in October this Year, 
and received an angry Rebuke from the Lords of the Privy 


Council ; jmporting, that Complaint had been made to that 
Board, that the Company had ſet up a Trade in Holland, 
and carried all their Commodities. thither ; and requiring an 
Anſwer, whether they would bring all their Commodities 
into England, or continue their Trade in the Low-Countries.

vocations and Heart-burnings, at laſt broke out, into a moſt 
unhappy and virulent Civil War. But I have mentioned 

theſe things chiefly, as they relate to my Subject, and will 
contribute to let the Reader more fully, into the Spring:

readily perceived, that many of the moſt eminent and active 
Oppoſers, in Parliament, of the King's arbitrary Views, 

were alſo principal and leading Members of the Virginia 
Company; and it is well known, with what an Eye of 
Jealouſy and Diſpleaſure, that Prince ever looked upon ſuch, 


as dared to ſtand up for the Liberty of their Country, or 
were ſo far infected, with the mortal Taint of a publick

ſion and Manner. There was a noted Indian, called Ne. 

nd lanotb, who was wont, out of Bravery and Parade, to 

dreſs hiimſelf up, in a ſtrange antic and barbaric Faſhion, 

with Feathers ; which therefore obtained him, among the

Engliſh, the Name of Fack of the Feather. This Indian 


was highly renowned amohg his Countrymen, for Courage 
and Policy; and was univerſally eſteemed by them the great- 

eſt War-Captain of thoſe Times. He had been in many 
 , Skirmiſhes and Engagements with the Engliſh, and bravely 
expoſed his Perſon ; yet by his Activity, Conduct, and good 
Fortune, he had always eſcaped without a Wound. This, 
aided by his Craft and Ambition, eaſily Wroüght, in the 
Minds of thoſe ignorant and ſuperſtitious Barbarians a fond 
Conceit, that he was invulnerable and immortal. This 


Captain came to the Houſe of one Morgan, who had many 


fuch Commodities, as ſuited the rude Taſte of the Indians. 
Being ſmit with the Deſire of ſome of thoſe Baubles, he 
orgy Morgan to go with him to Pamunkey, upon the 
_ Promiſe and Aſſurance of a certain and advantdageons' Traf- 
\ tick. But, upon the Way, he mufdered the poor eredu- 
lous Engliſhman; and within two or three Days, returned 
again to his Houſe. There were only two ſturdy Lads there, 
the late Morgan's Servants ; who ſeeing him wear their 
Maſter's Cap, aſked for their Maſter, and Fack frankly 


told them, he was dead. Being confirmed in their Suſpi- | 


cion, they ſeiſed him, and endeavoured to carry him before 
Mr. Therpe, who then lived at Berkeley. But Fack ſo pro- 
voked them, by his Reſiſtance and Inſolence, that at laſt 
they ſhot him down, and put him into a Boat, in order to 
carry him before the Governor, who was then within ſeven 


or eight Miles of the Place. On the Way, our fainting . 


Immortal felt the Pangs of Death very ſtrong upon him, 
and earneſtly entreated the Boys, to grant him two things; 


firſt, never to make it known, that he was ſlain by a Bullet; 
and ſecondly, to bury him among the Engliſh, that the cer- 


tain Knowledge, and Monument of his Mortality, might 
be ſtill concealed, and kept from the Sight of his Country- 
men. Such was the Vanity of this poor Barbarian, and 
Jo ſtrong his Deſire of falſe Glory in the Opinion of others, 
<q the Experience and plain Conviction of his own 
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Opechancanough was a haughty, politic, and bloody Man, 1622. 
ever intent on the Deſtruction of the Engliſh, and ready — 
to catch at every Pretence, for effecting his Purpoſe. He - 2 = 
had been diſcovered, the Year before, tampering with a — & Ty 
King on the Eaſtern Shore, to furmiſh him with a Poiſon, 
either real or ſuppoſed, in order to poiſon the Engliſh Co- 
lony. He had alſo been accuſed to the Governor, of a De- 
ſign, to draw together a very great Force, under Colout of 
cclebrating ſome funeral Rites to Powhatan, but really with 
Intent to cut off all the Engliſb. But Sir George Yeardley, 
by this Information, was rendered. very watchful of his Mo- 
tions ; ſo that he was either diſappointed in his Scheme, ot 
elſe, as Sir George thought, had never really formed any 
ſuch Deſign. As to this Warrior, he was ſo far from be- 
ing in his Favour, that he had ſent Word to Sir George 
Y-ardley, ſome time before, that he ſhould be content, if his 
Throat were cut. Yet he being a popular Man, and much 
lamented by the Indians, Opechancanough pretended, the bet- 
ter to enflame and exaſperate them, to be much grieved at 
his Death, and was very loud, at firſt, in his Threats of 
Revenge. But the Reaſon and Juſtice of the thing being 
evinced; and receiving alſo ſome ſtern and reſolute Anſwers 
from the Engliſb, he cunningly diſſembled his Intent for the 
preſent, and treated a Meſlenger; ſent to him about the 
Middle of March, with extreme Civility and Kindneſs; 
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aſſuring him, that he held the Peace ſo firm, that the Sky 
ſhould fall ſooner, than it ſhould be violated on his Part. 
And ſuch was the Treachery and Diſſimulation of the reſt 
of the Indians, that, but two 8 before, they kindly 
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conducted the Engliſb through the Woods, and ſent home 
one that lived among them, to learn their Language. Nay, 
on the very Morning of that fatal Day, as alſo the Even- 
ing before, they came, as at other times, unarmed into the 
Houſes of the Engliſb, with Deer, Turkies, Fiſh, Fruits, 
and other things to ſell; and in ſome Places, ſat down to 
Breakfaſt with them. Vet ſo general was the Combination, 
and their Plot ſo well laid, to cut off the whole Colony, in 
one Day, and at the ſame Inſtant, that they had all Warn- 
ing, one from another, through all their Habitations, though 
far diſtant from each other, and every Party and Nation 
had their Stations appointed, and Parts aſſigned, at the Plan- 
tations of the Engliſh, ſome beiſig directed to one Place, 
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and ſome to another. 8 1 
THE Engliſp, on the other hand, were by this Beha- 
viour, as well as on other Accounts, lulled into a fatal Se- 
curity.

# . P the Peace, they were ſafely ſheltered and defended from all 
2 other Enemies; they were ſupplied with ſeveral neceſſa 
Tools and Utenſils, and other Commodities of Pleaſure and 
Entertainment; they were ſomething acquainted with, and 
got a Taſte of Civil Life; and were beſides no ways in a 
Condition, to withſtand an Engliſß War, becauſe of the 
Superiority of their Arms, the Advantage of their Diſci. 
pline and native Courage, and their greater Skill in all mill- 
tary Arts and Stratagems. The &4ng/:/h had likewiſe ever 
treated them, with the utmoſt Humanity and Kindneſs, out 
of the Hope and Dchre, of thereby alluring and bringing 
them over, to the Knowledge of God and his true Religion, 
For nothing was more carneftly recommended from FE. 
gland, or more heartily deſired and endeayoured by many | 
good and pious Perſons of the Colony, than their Conver- 
fion ; which, agreeably to the Spirit of the Goſpel, and of 
the Proteſtant Religion, and greatly to the Honour of our 
Nation, was always purſued, by the Ways of Gentleneſs 
and Perſuaſion, and never by thoſe unchriſtian Arguments 
of Fire and Sword. On all theſe Accounts, the Englifh 
were ſo confident and ſecure, that there could ſeldom be met 
with, in their Houſes, a Sword or a Firelock, and moſt of 
their Plantations were ſeated in a ſcattered and ſtraggling 
Manner, as a convenient Situation, or a choice Vein of rich 
Land invited them; and indeed it was generally thought, 
the further from, Neighbours the better. All Indians were 
| kindly received into their Houſes, fed at their Tables, and 
even lodged in their Bedchambers; ſo that they ſeemed, 
entirely to have coaleſced, and to live together, as one 
People. And the Engliſb were fo far infatuated, by an 
Opinion of their Simplicity, and of their Inclination, and 
even Intereſt, to maintain the Peace, that they lent them 
_ their Boats, as they paſſed backwards and forwards, to con- 
cert their Meaſures, and to conſult upon the execrable De- 
ſign of murdering and utterly extirpating the whole Nation. 
TE Hour appointed being come, and the Indians, by 
reaſon of their Familiarity, knowing exactly, in what 
Places and Quarters every Engliſhman was to be found, 
roſe upon them at once, ſparing neither Sex nor Age, Man, 
Woman, nor Child; and they were ſo quick and ſudden in 
their Exccution, that few perceived the Weapon or Blows | 
| that brought them to their End. Some entered their 
| Houſcs, under Colour of Trade; others drew them abroad, 
upon ſpecious Pretences 3 Whilſt the reſt fell an P

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thoſe, that were at their ſeveral Works and Labours. And 1622. 4 
thus, in one Hour, and almoſt at the ſame Inſtant, fell — 
three hundred and forty ſeven, Men, Women, and Chil- Sir Francis 
dren ; moſt of them, by their own Tools and Weapons, TG os 
and all, by the Hands of a perfidious, naked, and daſtardly N 
people, who durſt not ſtand the preſenting of a Staff, in 
Manner of a Firelock, nor an uncharged Piece, in the 
Hands of a Woman. Neither were they content with their 

Lives only; but they fell again upon their dead Bodies, de- 
facing, dragging, and mangling them into many Pieces, and 
carrying ſome Parts away, with a baſe and brutiſh Tri- 
umph. . | CR, .

ef this Havock, fix of the Council were flain. For 
thoſe Blood-hounds, with equal Spight and Barbarity, mur- 
dered all before them, without _ Remorſe or Pity, and 
without having any Regard to Dignity, or even to thoſe 

| Perſons who were beſt known to them, or from whom 
they had daily received many Benefits. Among theſe was 
that pious, worthy, and religious Gentleman, Mr. George 


Thorpe, Deputy to the College Lands, and both in Com- 
mand and Deſert, one of the Principal in Virginia. He 
had been of the King's Bed-Chamber, and was a Perſon of 
conſiderable Figure in England. Vet ſo truly and earneſtly 
did he affect their Converſion, that he left all at home, and 
came over chief Manager to the College, a Foundation 


deſigned for their Education and Converfion. And here he 
ſeverely puniſhed, whoſoever, under him, did them the 
leaſt Diſpleaſure. He thought, nothing too dear or precious 
for them, nor ever denied them any thing: Inſomuch that, 
being frightened at the Engliſb Maſtives, he cauſed ſome of 
them to be killed in their Preſence, to the great Grief of 
their Owners, and would fain have had all the reſt gelt, 
to make them mild and peaceable. He alſo built the King 
a handſome Houſe, after the Engliſb Faſhion ; in which he 
took ſuch Pleaſure, eſpecially in the Lock and Key, that he 
would lock and unlock his Door, an hundred Times a Day, 
and was ſo taken with the Device, that he thought nothing. 
in the World comparable to it. And thus inſinuating him- 
ſelf into that Barbarian's Favour, he would often confer ' 
with him about Religion; and that treacherous Infidel 
would ſeem much pleaſed with his Diſcourſe and Compa- 
ny, and very deſirous to requite all his Courteſy and Kind- 
neſs. Yet did this ungrateful and viperous Brood, not only 
murder this good Gentleman, but with ſuch Spight and 
Scorn abuſe his dead Corps, as is unfit to be heard, or re- 
lated. Ar the very Minute of the Execution, his Man,

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1622. and withal ran off, and ſo ſaved his own Life. But his 
| — Maſter, out of his good Meaning, was ſo void of Suſpicion, 
1 2 and full of Confidence, that they had fſlain him before he 
. could, or would believe, they intended any Harm. Captain 
VMathbaniel Powel, another of the Council, who had ſome 
time been Governor of the Country, was alſo killed. He 
was one of the firſt Planters, a brave Soldier, had deſerved 
well in all Ways, was univerſally valued and eſteemed b 
all Parties and Factions, and none in the Country better 
known among the Iadians. Yet they flew both him and 
his Family; and afterwards haggled their Bodies, and cut 
off his Head, to expreſs their utmoſt Height of Scorn and 
JJ 8 - 
THis Slaughter was a deep arid grievous Wound to the 
yet weak and Infant Colony; but it would have been much 
more general, and almoſt univerſal, if God had not put it 
into the Heart of a converted Indian, to make a Diſcovery, 
This Convert, whoſe Name was Chanco, lived with one 
Richard Pace, who treated him, as his own Son. The 
Night before the Maſſacre, another Indian, his Brother, 
lay with him; and telling him the King's Command, and 
that the Execution would be performed the next Day, he 
. Urged him to riſe and kill Pace, as he intended to do by 
Perry, his Friend. As ſoon as his Brother was gone, the 
Chriſtian Indian roſe, and went and revealed the whole 
Matter to Pace; who immediately gave Notice thereof to 
Captain Milliam Powel, and having ſecured his own Houſe, 
rowed oft before Day to Fames-Town, and informed the 
Governor of it. By this Means, their Deſign was pre- 
_ vented at Fames-Town, and all ſuch Plantations, as could 
poſſibly get Intelligence in time. For where-ever they faw 
the Engliſh upon their Guard, or a ſingle Muſket preſented, 
they ran off, and abandoned their Attempt. IDE 
SUCH alſo, at other Places, as had ſufficient Warning 
to make Reſiſtance, ſaved their Lives. Nathaniel Cauſie, 
one of Captain Smith's old Soldiers, being cruelly wounded, 
did, with an Ax, cleave down: one of their Sculls ; and 
tho' they were all about him, yet they fled away, and he 
eſcaped. At another Place, two Men only, having Notice 
of their Deſign, defended a Houſe againſt ſixty or more, | 
that aſſaulted it. At Warraſqueate, one Mr. Balduin, 
when his Wife was ſo wounded, that ſhe lay for dead, yet 
by often diſcharging his Piece, drove them off, and ſaved 
both her and his Houſe, together with himſelf and divers 
others. At Mr. Harriſon's, about half a Mile from Bald- 
win's, was Mr. Thomas Hamer, with ſix Men, and eigh- 
teen or nineteen Women and Children. To him * Ins

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dians came, with many Preſents and fair Profeſſions. They 1622. 
pretended, they wanted Captain Ralph Hamer, to go to — 
their King, then hunting In the Woods. Mr. Hamer ſent — Francis 
immediately for his Brother, who was at a new Houſe, he 9 wy 
was then building. But he not coming according to their 
Wiſh, they ſet Fire to a Tobacco Houſe, and came and 
told them in the Dwelling Houſe of it. The Men ran to- 
wards it; and the Indians following, firſt ſhot them full of 
Arrows, and afterwards beat out their Brains. Mr, Hamer, 
having finiſhed a Letter he was writing, ran out to ſee 
what was the Matter. But he ſoon received an Arrow in 
his Back, which obliged him to retire into the Houſe, and 
barricade the Doors. Hereupon the Indians ſet Fire to the 
| Houſe ; but Harriſon's Boy, juſt at that Inſtant, finding 
his Maſter's Gun loaded, ſhot at Random. At the bare 
Report, the Indians all fled; and thereby left the Way 
open, to Mr. Hamer and twenty two more, to get to Bald- 
win's Houſe. Captain Ralph Hamer, all this while, was 
wholly ignorant of what was paſſing ; but coming to his 
Brother, who had ſent for him, he met the Indians, cha- 
ſing ſome of the Engliſh. Whereupon he retired to his 
new Houſe, and with only Spades, Axes, and Brickbats, 
_ defended himſelf and his Company, till the Savages depart- 
ed. Soon after, the Maſter of a Ship, lying near, and per- 
ceiving the Confuſion, ſent him ſix Muſketeers ; with whom 
be recovered their Merchant's Store-houſe, and armed ten 
more; and fo, with thirty other unarmed Workmen, he 
found out his Brother and the reſt, at Baldiuin's. But in 
the Midſt of this miſerable Slaughter and Uproar, a little 
Houſe and ſmall Family, not far from MAHartin's Hundred, 
at which Place alone ſeventy three were ſlain, not only 
_ eſcaped, but never heard any thing of it, till two Days after. 
Ar this time alſo, Captain Ralegh Croſhaw was in Pas 
| towmack River, trading in a ſmall Bark, commanded b 
Captain Spilman. There an Indian ſtole aboard, and told 
them of the Maſſacre; and that Opechancanough had been 
paractiſing with his King and Country, to betray them, which 
they refuſed to do; but that the Indians of Mighcocomoco had 
undertaken it. Hereupon Captain Spilman went thither, 
But they, ſeeing his Men ſo vigilant and well armed, ſuſ- 
pected themſelves to be diſcovered ; and therefore, the bet- 
ter to colour their Guilt, and delude him, they gave him 
ſuch Satisfaction in his Trade, that his Veſſel was toon near 
loaded. After this, Captain Croſhaw went up to Patow- 
mack. He had been long acquainted with that King; who 
now very earneſtly entreated him, to ſtay with him, and ta 
de his K riend, his Director, and Captain, againſt ſeveral 
. deig 
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_ 7622, neighbouring Nations, his mortal Enemies. Croſhaw very 
| — readily embraced his Offer ; as well to promote ſome pri- 
= Francis vate Views of his own in Trade, as to keep him firm to the 
9 G- Engliſh Intereſt, and make him an uſeful n and In- 
| ſtrument againſt Opechancanough. Therefore, relying on 
the Faith of this Barbarian, he ventured, with one Man 
only, to ſtay behind at Patowmack. OE | 
In the Beginning of this Year, before the Contrivance 
and Perpetration of this bloody Conſpiracy in Virginia, the 
unknown Gentleman in England, who had given five hun- 
dred and fifty Pounds, towards the Converſion and Educa- 
tion of Indian Children, having waited two Years, and re- 
ceived no ſatisfactory Account of the effectual Proſecution 
of his Deſign, wrote a Letter to the Company. Herein 
He complains, that what was done in that Affair, did by no 
means anſwer his Expectation or Intent. And he requires, 
of the whole Body of the Company, towards which he ex- 
preſſes much Reſpect, and an entire Confidence in their 
OUprightneſs and Integrity, that, as he had entruſted the Diſ- 
poſal of that Money, a great and painfully gotten Part of his 
Eſtate, to their Care and Management, ſo they would ſee 
the ſame, ſpeedily and faithfully applied, to the Uſe intended. 
And he further propoſed to them, the procuring ſome of the 

male Children of the Indians to be brought over into En- 
gland (where they might be immediately under the Com- 
pany's Eye and Inſpection) there to be educated and taught, 
and to wear a Habit, as the Children of Chriſi-Church Hoſ- 
pital do. In that Caſe, he deſires, that the five hundred 
and fifty Pounds might be converted to that Uſe; and he 
faithfully promiſes, to add four hundred and fifty Pounds 
more, to make the former Sum a thouſand, as ſoon as 
eight or ten Indian Children ſhould be placed in London, | 

either in Criſt's-Hoſpital, or in the Virginia School or Hof- 
pital, as it might be called; which, he doubted not, would 
* Yearly augmented, by the Legacies and Gifts of 
Men. But if they liked not this Propoſition, then it was 
his humble Suit and Motion, that the former Gift, of five 
hundred and fifty Pounds, ſhould be immediately applied, 
and wholly beſtowed, upon a Free-ſchool in Seuthampton 
Hundred, or ſuch other Place, as he or his Friends ſhould 
approve :' That in this School, properly endowed with ſuch 
Privileges, as they, in their Wiſdom, fhould think fit, both 
En:liſþ and Indians ſhould be promiſcuouſly taught and 
brought up together; and that great Care ſhould be taken, 
to fend over ſuch a Mafter, as ſhould bring a found Teſti- 
monial, of his Sufficiency in Learning, and Sincerity of Life. 
And ſo praying, that the Lord would give them wile a

aſſumed and made Uſe of, in this Affair. PO 
FTuIs important Letter being read in Court, Sir Edwin 
Sandys gave the Company a particular Account of that 
whole Bufineſs : That the Money had been brought, in the 
Time of his being Treaſurer : That, upon mature Deli- 
beration, it was reſolved by the Company, to divide it be- 
tween Smith's, ſince called Southampton Hundred, and Mar- 
tin's Hundred; each to undertake for a certain Number of 
Infidel Children: That Martin's Hundred, being then in a 
very weak and confuſed Condition, was afterwards, at the 
Entreaty of the Adventurers, eaſed from thut Burthen and 


Charge, and the Whole laid on Southampton Hundred: That 


that Society, conſidering the Weight and Difficulty, as well 


as the Hazard of ſucceeding, were alſo very unwilling to 


meddle with it, and offered an hundred Pounds, to be added 


to the former five hundred and fifty, if they might be ex- 
cuſed from it; but being earneſtly preſſed, they did at laſt 


yield to accept and undertake it: That after much and 


careful Conſultation, it was agreed by that Society, to em 
ploy the ſaid Money, together with a far greater Sum out 
of the Society's Purſe, to furniſh out Captain Bluet, with 


150 able and ſufficient Workmen, for ſetting up an Iron- 


Work in Virginia; whereof the Profits accruing, were in- 


tended and ordered, in a ratable Proportion, to be faith- 


fully employed, in educating thirty Iadian Children, ac- 
_ cording to the Directions and Intent of the Donor : That 
Letters were likewiſe ſent to Sir George Yeardley, then Go- 


vernor of Virginia, and Captain alſo of Southampton Plan - 


tation; not only giving him large Advice and Direction 


therein, but alſo commending the Excellency and Piety of 
the Deſign, and adjuring him to employ his utmoſt Care 
and Induſtry in it, as a Work, whereon the Eyes of God 
and Men were fixed : That in Anſwer hereto, Sir George 
informed them, how difficult it was to obtain any of the 
Children, with the Conſent and good Likipg of their Pa- 


rents; as well on Account of their Tenderneſs and Fond- 


neſs of them, as out of thetr Fear of hard Ufage from the 
Engliſh: That he therefore recommended a Treaty with 
Opechancanough ;, which was accordingly ordered, and Sir 


George promiſed, to uſe his utmoſt Endeavours therein 
That this Backwardneſs and Jealoufly of the Indians was not

vain Glory, and concealing his Name. For they were there- 
by deprived of that mutual Help and Advice, which they 
might otherwiſe have, by Conference with him. Neither 
could he receive ſuch clear Satisfaction, or fully know, with 
what Integrity and Care, the Affair had been managed; the 
| Succeſs whereof muſt be ſubmitted to the Will and Pleaſure 
of Almighty God, as it had been already commended to his 
Bleſſing. But as to the two Methods, now propoſed in his 
Letter, he doubted greatly for his Part, whether. either of 
them would attain the defired Effect. For, to ſend for them 
to England, would be far from anſwering the End, if he 
might judge from the Experience of thoſe, brought over by 
Sir Thomas Dale. And to build a Free-{chool for them in 
Virginia, he feared, conſidering, in their preſent Dotage on 
Tobacco, that no proper Workmen could be had, but at 
exceſſive Rates, it would rather tend to exhauſt this ſacred 
Treaſure in ſome ſmall Edifice, than to accompliſh ſuch a 
Foundation, as might ſatisfy Mens Expectations and Deſires. 
He therefore again wiſhed, that a Meeting might be had, | 
between the Gentleman, or his Friends, and the Society of 
Southampton Hundred. That fo, all things being fully de- 
| bated, and judiciouſly weighed, ſome Courſe might be en- 
tercd upon and purſued, for advancing and bringing to Effect | 
ſo pious and excellent a Work; for which he prayed the 
Blefling of Almighty God to be upon the Author : And all 
the Company anſwered, and ſaid, Amen. 
Bu r this charitable Gentleman, however ſtudious he was 
to conceal himſelf, was afterwards (if any Credit may be 
given to Captain Martin's Report) found to be Mr. Ga- 
briel Barber, the chief Manager and Book-keeper of their 
Lotteries, and a very worthy, honeſt, and uſeful Member 
of the Company. He was himſelf then preſent, and heard 
this Account, with which he ſeems to have been ſatisfied. 
For he made no farther Demand or Stir in the Matter; but 
continued afterwards, in the time of their ſubſequent Quar- 
rels and Diſſenſions, a very hearty and ſtrenuous Friend to 
the Company. Mr. George Ruggles alſo, Fellow of Clare- 
Hall, in Cambridge, and a Brother of the Company, 175 
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the latter End of this Year, notwithſtanding the News. of 1622. 
the Maſſacre, bequeath an hundred Pounds, for the Educa- re N 


tion of Indians. He is repreſented as a Gentleman, who was 1 Fre 


eftcemed, in that Univerſity, ſecond to none in Knowledge 
and Learning, of very great Wiſdom and Underſtanding, 
of ſingular Honeſty and Integrity of Life, and very ſincere 
and Zealous in Religion. And he had, for the three laſt 
Vears of his Life, almoſt wholly exerciſed and employed his 
Time and Abilities, in the Service of the Colony. For, be- 
ſides the Counſels and Aſſiſtances of himſelf and his Brethren, 
in their ſeveral Places, he wrote divers Treatiſes, for the 
Benefit of the Plantation ; particularl one concerning the 
Government of Virginia, which 1s 010 ten mentioned, in the 
Company's Records, with Commendation, eſpecially by 
Sir Edwin Sandys. 
Bu there ſucceeding, immediately upon this violent and 
injurious Aſſault, a continual and exterminating War be- 
tween the Engliſh and the Indians, all the Difficulties of their

Converſion were greatly encreaſed; and I do not find, what 


farther was done, with Relation to theſe Benefactions- The 
College People alſo received a great and deadly Slaughter 
in the Maſſacre; which, together with the Death of Mr. 
Thorpe, their grand Principle of Life and Action, cauſed 
them to abandon the College Lands, and to retire lower 
down the River, to ſuch Places as were more defenſible 
againſt the ſudden Aſſaults and Inroads of the Indians, be- 
Cauſe of the greater Numbers of People, and the nearer 
Situation, and more ready Aſſiſtance, of other Plantations. 
Thus did that brutiſh and unhappy People tear up, as it 
were, with their own Hands, the | a neo which had 
been laid, for their Converſion to Chriſtianity and Civility 
of Life. For altho* the Company, in London, did after- 
wards frequently enter upon ſerious Conſultation, about re- 
ſtoring again and ſetting forward this charitable Work, yet 
by reaſon of their own Troubles, and of the Factions and 
Diſcords among themſelves, nothing therein was ever brought 
to Effect. So that, from this time, there was no publick 
Attempt, nor any School or Inſtitution, purpoſely deſigned 
for their Education and Converſion, before the Benefaction 
of the late Honourable Robert Boyle, Eſq; which ſhall be 
fully related, in its proper Time and Place, 

1 B UT whülſt the Colony in Virginia lay under the Preſſure 
and Calamity of this bloody Maſſacre, the Company in En- 
gland were greatly rejoiced and encouraged, by the favour.

had a fairer Proſpect, and more certain Hope, than ever yet, 
of ſoon becoming a rich and flouriſhing Country. For 
which joyful News, and happy Succeſs, the Company voted 
and reſolved, that a Sermon ſhould be preached, to teſtify 
and expreſs their Thankfulneſs to God, for his Bleſſing on 
their Labours and Undertaking. And Mr. Copeland, a Bro- 
ther of the Society, who, by his hearty Zeal for the En- 
terpriſe, was well acquainted with the Succeſs of their Af- 
fairs, for the laſt Year, was requeſted to undertake the 
Performance of this holy Exerciſe ; which he accordingly 
did, at Bow Church, the 17th Day of April 
MR. Copeland was alſo himſelf, ſoon after, publickly en- 
treated by the Company, to go over in Perſon to Virginia, 
and to apply himſelf to the Miniſtry there. And in Con- 
fideration of his good Services and worthy Endeavours, 
which had redounded much to the Honour and Benefit of 
the Colony, as alſo in Reſpect of his known Sufficiency and 
Worth, they conſtituted him ene of the Council of State, 
and appointed him Rector of the College for the Converſion. 
of Indians, to receive, as a Salary, the tenth Part of the 
Profits ariſing from their Lands and the Labours of their 
Tenants ; and alfo to have the Paſtoral Charge of the College 
Tenants about him, which were to be erected into a Par- 
ſonage, according to the Company's general Order in that 
Behalf.

To this ſad Poſture of Affairs in the Colony, was added — Francis 
the continual Increaſe of the Company's Diſſenſions and A- er. wy 
nimoſities at home, which became daily more furious and * 
irreconcileable. Captain Argall and that Faction, omitted 
no imaginable Methods of Vexation and Trouble; and the 
more to diſparage and perplex the Company's Proceedings, 
they were perpetually raiſing new Authors and freſh Sub- 
jects of Complaint, as well to the Publick, as moſt eſpe- 
cially to the King, and to the great Lords and powerful 
Perſons of his Court. It hath been already ſaid, that Cap- 
tain John Martin came over, one of the Council of State, 
in the firſt Adventure ; and there hath been frequent Oc- 
caſion ſince, to mention his weak Conduct and Behaviour 
here. This Gentleman was well born, and nearly related 
to Sir Julius Cæſar, then Maſter of the Rolls. In the Time 
of Sir Thomas Smith's Treaſurerſhip, he had ſurreptitiouſly 
obtained a Grant, to be Maſter of the Ordinance in Vir- 
5 ginia; as alſo a moſt extravant and illegal Patent for Land, - 
at the Place, which he himſelf named Martin's Brandon. 
For, by the expreſs Words of his Majeſty's Charter, the 
Company was reſtrained to their four great and general 
Quarter Courts, one to be held each Term, for tranſacting 
any Buſineſs of great Importance, and particularly for grant- 
ing Lands in Virginia. But both theſe Grants, to Captain 
Martin, had been paſſed in a private Court, called purpoſely 
for that Jobb, and could never after receive the Aſſent and 
Confirmation of a Quarter Court. For the Company, be- 
ing appriſed of the Matter, ſtrongly oppoſed their Execu- 
tion, and endeavoured to keep them from taking Effect. 
Captain Argall in particular, when Governor of Virginia, 
had ſent home grievous Complaints, againſt the Exorbitan- 
_ Cies of Martin's Patent and Behaviour; and both Sir Tho- 
mas Smith and Alderman Fohnſon, at that time Treaſurer 
and Deputy of the Company, had been willing and affiſting, 
to ſtop and prevent theſe Grants from being further con- 
firmed, and receiving the legal Sanction of a Quarter Court. 
Bor now, the Company's witholding Captain Martin 
from the Fruition of thoſe Privileges and Immunities, which 
appeared to have been granted under their Seal, being, at

But when this was drawn, Captain Martin complained, 

that he was therein was of a | mg Quantity of Land, 

granted in his former Patent.

One Adam Dixon, in his Petition, pre⸗ 
tended tg have been hired, for the Service of the Com any 
and Colony, as Maſter-Calker of their Ships and Veſſels in 
rns at thirty ſix Shillings a Month, and that having 
ſerved them many Years, he only had received three 
Pounds thirtecn Shillings 3 ſo that there was now due to 
him an hundred and fifty Pounds, or there-abouts ; That 
Captain Argall alſo, in the time of his Government, had 
given him and one John Berry a Piece of uncleared Ground, 
on which they had expended an hundred Pounds in 2 
Houſe ; but that, contrary to all Juſtice and Equity, they 
had been turned out of their faid Houſe and Ground, the 
former Year, by dir George Yeardley, to their great Dif. 
comfort and utter Undoing, To this the Company an- 
ſwcred : That the Matters of the ſaid Petition were to 
them utterly unknown, that there was not, in their Books, 
the leaſt mention of any ſuch Officer or Contract; nei- 
ther had they any Inducements, to believe it to be true: 
That if any ſuch thing had paſſed, it muſt have been in Sir

To which the 
Company anſwered : That the Parties, pretended to be 
wronged, had never made any Complaint to them: That 
Kemp had been in England above a Year, and had never 
laid the Matter before the Council and Company, where 
Juſtice might have been done : That he did not even pre- 
tend to have Authority from the Parties grieved; to exhibit 
this Complaint to his Majeſty : That they therefore ſaw no 
Cauſe, to believe his 0 to be true; but ſuſpected 
bim, rather to be ſet on by the Malice of others, than 
moved by his own Zeal for Right and Juſtice : That how- 
ever, according to their Cuſtom in Cauſes of the like Na- 
ture, they would, by the firſt Opportunity, tranſmit this 
Complaint to the Governor and Council in Virginia; that,

CAPTAIN Matthetv Somers, who had returned to En 
land with his Uncle's Body, in the Year 1610, had; long | 
before this, been a Priſoner in the King's Bench.

extravagant Demand for his Uncle's Adventure; and altho® 
fomething conſiderable in Adventure appeared, by their 
Books, to be due to Sir George Somers, yet they refuſed td 
paſs it over to him, becauſe he had an elder Brother in the 
Country, who was Heir at Law to Sir George, and he could 
not make ſufficient Proof, that either his Uncle had bed

Majeſty's Name: That the Virginia Company, hearing 
of this Diſcovery, challenged thoſe Iſlands, as their Right, 
altho' they were above an hundred Leagues without the 
Limits of their Grant; and they ſent a Governor, with 
Men, to take the Poſſeſſion from his Majeſty : That find. 
ing, the Petitioner's Men had, by their Biber, found a 
Cake of Ambergreaſe of an hundred and ſixty Pounds 
Weight, the ſaid Governor took it vickntly from them, 
for the Uſe of the Company, who ſold it for twelve thou- 
ſand Pounds, and likewiſe threatened Violence to the poor 
Men, to make them confeſs more: That the ſaid Compa- 
ny, ſhortly after, ſold the ſaid Iſlands to a particular Com- 
pany, for two thouſand Pounds; and the poor Petitioner 
could never yet obtain any thing, either for his Adventure 
or otherwiſe, altho* he had long and often ſollicited it, to 
his great Charge and utter Undoing: That theſe, and no 
other Comforts, could they, the ancient Adventurers, re- 
ceive from the Company; and therefore he humbly beſought 
his Majeſty, to take into Conſideration his own Royal Rights 
SC Os 5 Hoy . 
Io this falſe and exaggerated Account of that Affair, the 
 Somer-1ſlands. Company gave in, for Anſwer, much the ſamo | 
in Subſtance and Purport, as I have before related concern- 
ing it. And as for Captain Somers, they deny him to have 
any juſt Pretence, to ftile himſelf, either an ancient Adven- 
turer, or Planter. For he made a very ſhort Abode there; 
and contrary to his Duty and 'T ruſt, returned ſuddenly to 
England, where he had ever ſince continued, without per- 
forming the leaſt Serviee to either Plantation. They confeſs, 
that a Block of Ambergreaſe of very great Value was found, 
of which they got about a third Part ; but were not able to, 
deliver in an exact Account cf its Worth, becauſe Sir Tho- 


Company, had hitherto refuſed to give in any Account of 
their Treaſury. And they further ſay, that they conceived | 
the Right to that Ambergreaſe to be in the Virginia Com- 
pany, at whoſe Charge, and in whoſe Service, thoſe three 
Men had been ſet out and employed; but that they had 
© nevertheleſs, ſince compounded with the Finders, ſo that none 
of them had any juſt Cauſe of Complaint, and leaſt of all 
Captain Somers, Who could have no Title or Pretence of In- 
tereſt therein F op Rae 45 
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As Captain Argall had been long and actively employed 1622, 
in Virginia, and was conſequently well acquainted with moſt 
Perſons and Paſſages there, he was ſtrongly ſuſpected to be Sir Francis 
at the Bottom of theſe Complaints and Petitions againſt the 22. ga- 
Company. They therefore, on their Part, reſolved to pur- 
ſue their Proſecution againſt bim with greater Vigor; and 
they appointed a ſelect Committee, to warn him perempto- 
rily to exhibit his Accounts, and to make a full and ſubſtan» 
tial Anſwer. to ſuch things, as the Company fhould charge 
him withal. But he, being a Man of good Senfe and Ca- 
pacity, and of great Induſtry and R<folution, ſtill foiled 
and perplexed their Proceedings, and gave them much 'Trou- _ 
dle and Annoyance, without their being able to bring him 
to any Account or Punithment, for all his unrighteous 
Gains and Extortions in Fryma, 2h in 
CAPTAIN Samuel Each was ſent, this Summer, in 4 
large Ship of three or four hundred Tons, to build a Block- 
houſe or Fort, on thoſe Banks which lie out in James River, 
near Blunt Point. This was deſigned, to command the 
Paſſage up the River; and it was judged, by divers of the 
_ Inhabitants, to be that, which ought firit to be attempted, 
| and would be moſt eaſily effected. Captain Each alſo, who 
vas eſteemed a very honeſt and ſkilful Min, having viewed 
the Place, when in Virginia, thought the thing very feaſible, 
But this Undertaking, like many others, ended with great 
Charge to the Company, and without any real Effect or 
Advantage. However, in this Ship went over the Lady 
Wat, and Mr. Barret, a Maſter-Shipwright, (whom Caps» 
tain Smith calls Captain Barwick) with twenty five Men, 
to build Ships and Boats, together with many Houfe-car- , 
penters for the Eaf#- udia School, and other Uſes. All theſe 
| Perſons, for publick Services, were ſent in the common 
| Method, uſed ever ſince the Company's Fund was exhauſt» 
ed, by the voluntary Subſcription of the Adventurers to a 
Roll. And I likewiſe find, that one Mr. Awe, who tiles 
himſelf a Chronicler, made a Demand upon the Company, 
177 this time, for twelve Pounds of Tobacco; which, 
he ſaid, had been promiſed him annually, in Conſideration 
of his Pains and Willingneſs to ſerve the Company, and to 
relate, in his Book, the ſeveral Paſſages concerning Vir- 
ginia. They granted him his Penſion for that Year, which 
de moſt thankfully accepted. But he either never perform- 
_ ed the Service, or is at leaſt a Writer of that Obſcurity and 
r that I neither know, nor can find any thing 1 
BANroORx the Election of Officers came on this Year, - 
de Company, in 2 * Court, expreſſed their er 
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1622. Satisfaction in the Earl of Southampton's Adminiſtration ; 
amd they made it their humble Deſire and Entreaty to his 
Sir Francis T,ordihip, which was entered upon their Records, that he 
ac: So- would vouchſafe, to hold the Place of Treafurer, for one 
Fear more. But the Earl of Southampton was very obnoxi. 
ous to the Court, on Account of his Principles of Liberty, 
and his bold and reſolute Oppoſition to an exceſſive Prero- 
gative. The King thercfore endeavoured once more, to put 
him out of the Government of the Company. For, at the 
time of Election, Aeon e and Mr. Bell deli- 
vered a Meſſage, in his Majeſty's Name, ſignifying: That 
altho' it was not his Deſign or es to infringe their Free- 
dom of Election, yet it would be MER PI to his Ma. 
jeſty, if they would make Choice, for Lreaſurer and Depu- 
ty, of any of thoſe Gentlemen, whoſe Names were written 
in a Paper, then preſented to the Court. In this, ur Jobs 
M olſtenholme, Sir William Ruſſel, Mr. Clitheroe, Mr. Mau- 
rice Abbot, and Mr. Handford, were propoſed to their Choice 
for Treaſurer ; and for Deputy, Mr. Leat, Mr. Robert 
Officy, Mr. Stiles, Mr. Abdy, and Mr. Bateman. The 
Company expreſſed great Joy and Satisfaction, for this Teſ- 
timony of his Majeſty's Notice and good Wiſhes to the Co- 
lony, and of his gracious Intention, not to infringe their 
Privilege of free Election. But becauſe, by their Rules and 
Orders, three only at a time could ſtand for either of thoſe 
Places, they firſt put it to the Vote, which two, of the five 
recommended by the King for Treaſurer, ſhould be put in | 
Election, with one, whom the Company ſhould name, 
Mr. Clitheroe and Mr. Handford were choſen to ſtand in E- 
lection, and the Company named the Earl of Southampton; 
who was, upon the Ballot, choſen by a vaſt Majority, he 
having an hundred and ſeventeen Balls, Mr. Clitheroe thir; 
teen, and Mr. Toy 16 ſeven. In like Manner, they choſe 
Mr. Leat and Mr. Bateman, to ſtand for the Place of De: 
puty Treaſurer, to whom the Company added Mr, Nichs; 
* Farrar, who was alſo elected, by having an hundred 
and three Balls, Mr. Bateman ten, and Mr. "Fat eight. 
TE Earl of Scuthampton was then abſent; and indeed 
ſeems, purpoſcly to have abſtained from their Courts at ſuch 
times, to ſhew, that theſe things were carried, not by al 
Art or Ambition of his own, but merely by the free Choice, 
nd unbiaſed Affection of the Company. But Mr. Nichor 
5 Farrar, being preſent, took his Place, as Deputy Treas 
ſurer, and returned Thanks to the Company, for this ho- 
. hourable "T'cſtimony of their Love and Eſteem, wherein he 
Would, all his Life, exceedingly glory and rejoice, And he 
farther declared his Senſe of the Weight and Bug of

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* Office; and of his own Inability. But not to trouble them 1622. 
wo any ſelſ-denying ee he promiſed, to the Utmoſt e eqn 
of his Power, to perform the Charge they had laid upon 7 2 Tas 
him; and beſought the Honourable the Lords, and the other 3 7 
worthy Gentlemen and Officers, with their Cœunſels to di- 
rect, and the whole Court, with their Preſcnce to aſſiſt him, 
in che Execution of his Office. And, in particular, he de- 
fired them, to requeſt his Brother, Mr. Yehn Farrar (in 
Confidence of whoſe Aſſiſtance and Direction, he well knew, 
they had choſen him) to continue the ſame Care and Pains, ' 
he had formerly done. Whereupon Mr. 7% Farrar pro- 
miſed, not to flack any thing of his former Zeal and Dili- 
ence, in the Buſineſs; and the Company, in thankful Ac- 
Eaowielge and Approbation of his great and faithful 
Services, in the Place of Deputy-Treaſurer, for the three 
laſt Years, beſtowed upon him twenty Shares of Land, old 
Adventure. And they further ordered, that together with 
the Gift, it ſhould be entered on their Records, that the 
Court conceived his Services and Merits to be ſo great, that 
had not their Liberality been bounded, within the Compaſs 
of twenty great Shares, they would, for him, have exceed» 
ed it with a much larger Proportion, And the fame Quan» 
tity had alſo been beſtowed upon Sir Edwin Sandys, in his 
| Abſence, the former Year, with a like honourable Teſti- 
mony and Acknowledgment of his Services and Deſerts. 
TR Company alſo requeſted the Lords Cavendiſh, Pa- 
gt and Houghton, to preſent their moſt humble Thanks to 
his Majeſty, for his Remembrance and good Wiſhes to 
their Affairs; and to inform him, with what Reverence 
and Reſpect, his Meſſage was received; but that the Elec- 
tion had fallen upon the Earl of Southampton, with an al- 
moſt unanimous Conſent, the Company having found, that 
the Plantation had proſpered, each of the three laſt Vears, 
more than in ten before; and that more had been done | 
with ten thouſand Pounds, than formerly with fourſcore 
thouſand. And they further conceived, that as their Staple 
Commodities were then in eſtabliſhing and perfecting, and 
as the Government of the Country was to be ſettled and 
confirmed, equal Sufficiency, in their Governors and Di- 
rectors, would not ſo much advance the Plantation, as the 
Variableneſs of Inſtructions and Methods, in the Change of 
Officers, proceeding from different Conceptions and Ways 
of thinking, would prejudice and retard the Buſinefs. But 
bis Majefty was not well pleaſed to find, that out of fo large 
2 Number, as were recommended by him, not one had 
been choſen; and he ſaid, he conceived Merchants to be 
delt, for the Management 8 ſuch Undertakings, *

$ maodities, of ſome whereof, they hoped, ſhortly to give his 


Majeſty a Proof; and he ſaid, that ſince Sir Themas Smith's 
Time, the Colony had grown to almoſt as many thouſands 


RN of People, as he left hundreds, beſides a very great Increaſe 
1 pf their Cattle. And his Lordſhip further aftured his Ma- 
BM Jeſty, that ſome of the Perſons recommended, being in 
Court, did then, and moſt of them have otherwiſe ſince, 


publickly acknowledged and declared, that they would ne- 
ver have accepted thoſe Places; profeſſing themſelves, thro! 
Want of Experience, and a Multitude of other Buſineſs, ſo 
very unfit and unequal to the Charge, that they ſhould cer- 
tainly have brought back the Buſineſs more, in one Year, | 
than it had gone forward and proſpered, in the laſt three. 
Soo atter this, the News of the Maſſacre in Virginia 
arrived. This Event, ſo unexpected, and ſo contrary to 
all their Hopes and Proſpects, was received, by the Com- 
pany, with inexpreſſible Grief; which was not a little ag- 
gravated, that ſo many had fallen, 8 of Men ſo 
contemptible, and after ſuch plain Warnings, as Opechan- 
tancugh's Attempt to poiſon the whole Colony, and eſpe- 
Cially the Death of Nemattanow had given. And they were 
therefore very loud in their Complaints againſt the Conduct 
of the Governor and Colony; never conſidering, how eaſy 
and natuial it would be, to retort upon them (as the Gor 
vernor and Council actually did) their own conſtant and 
preſſing Inſtructions, to win the Indians over by Courteſy 
and Kindneſs, to give them familiar Entertainment in their 
Houſes, and if it were poſlible, to draw them to live toge- 
ther and cohabit with the Englih. However, all good and 
ſenſible Men thought not the worſe of the Enterpriſe, for 
theſe Diſaſters ; but many publick-ſpirited Adventurers un- 
dertook ſeveral new.Plantations, and divers Ships were diſ+ 
ought away, with ſuch Supplies and Aſſiſtance, as were

Loſs of ſo many of his Subjects, and of the miſerable State 


and Repair, be made very uſeful againſt the Indians. And 
for immediate Diſpatch, his Majeſty lent twenty Barrels of 
Powder, upon the Security of the Company's Seal, after- 
wards to repay it. He likewiſe promiſed, to levy four hun- 
dren. young Men, out of the ſeveral Shires, to be ſent ta 
Virginia, in Supply of thoſe, that had periſhed in the Maſ- 
ſacre; but he never could be brought, tho? often ſollicited 
by the Company, to make that Promiſe good. The Lord 
St. John of Baſing, alſo gave ſixty Coats of Mail, for the De- 
fence of the Colony ; and the City of London, with many 
private Perſons, were much concerned at, and very forward 
to contribute towards the Repair of this Loſs. aL, 


_ __CayPTain Smith, with Mr. Stoctham and Mr. Whita-' 
ler, two Clergymen of Note in the Colony, had ever been 
of Opinion, that the Ways of Gentleneſs and Kindneſs would 
never be ſufficient to bring the Indians over; and had there- 
fore recommended, that Mars and Minerva ſhould go Hand 
in Hand, as well in their Converſion, as in all other Tranſ- 
actions and Intercourſe with them. But they were too ſan- 
guinary in their Notions of the Matter. For Mr. Stockam 
plainly declares, that, until the Throats of their Prieſts and 
Elders were cut, there could be no Hopes of their Conver- 
ſion ; and Captain Smith frequently mentions, and infinuates 
to Imitation, the deteſtable Example of the Spaniards, in 
their Conqueſt of the ZYe/?-Indies. They were indeed ſome- 
thing excuſable, if, their Patience being worn out by a long 
Experience of the Perfidiouſneſs, Baſeneſs, and almoſt in- 
yincible Brutality of that People, they at laſt gave too much 
Way to the Dictates of Anger and Violence. Capeain Smith, 
in particular, thought, that there had long ſince been given 
Juſt Occaſion, to proſecute them with War, and entirely to 
* and ſubdue them; and he now looked upon the 
Maſſacre, as rather an Advantage than Detriment, as it 
would open the Eyes of the Engliſb, and ſet them upon their 
Guard, and would give them juſt Grounds for a War, even 
to their utter Extirpation, and thereby contribute to the fu- 
ture Security and ſpeedy Advancement of the Colony. And 
this indeed ſeems to have been the general Opinion of the 
Times. For the Company themſelves, in a Letter this 
Year to the Governor and Council, declare, that they ſau 
ſuch a Diſpoſition in Mens Minds, as made them think, 
that this Addition of Price had endeared the Purchaſe, and 
chat the Blood of theſe People would be the Seed of. he 
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of the Colony, that he made them a Gift of Arms out of the >——o 
Tower; ſuch indeed, as were unſerviceable in Europe a- 5 2 | 
gainſt equal Enemies, yet might, with a little Trimming 4. e 
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1622, Plantation. And, for their own Parts, they 2 it a 
din againſt their dead Brethren, who had loſt their Lives in 
Sir Francis jt, to abandon or 75 over the Enterpriſe, till they had ful- 
can Oo. ly ſettled and got Poſſeſſion of the Country. 
Car AIN Smith likewiſe, upon this Occaſion, offered 
his Service to the Company. He propoſed, that they ſhould 
tranſport him, with an hundred Soldiers and thirty Sailors, 
and all proper Proviſions and Ammunition ; and ſhould give 
him a Bark of an hundred Tons, with Means and Materials, 
to build ſix or ſeven Shallops, to tranſport his Men from 
Place to Place, as Occaſion required; and then he under- 
took, to form a flying Camp, and to range about and tor- 
ment the Indians, till he either obliged them to quit the 
Country, or brought them into ſuch Fear and Subjection, 
that every Man ſhould follow his Buſineſs in Peace and Se- 
cCurity. And as to the Support and Subſiſtence of this Par- 
ty, he thought, if his Majeſty were truly informed of the 
Neceſſity and Benefit of the thing, he would give the Cuſ- 
toms of Virginia for a time. For, without ſome ſuch Me. 
thod, it was much to be doubted, whether there would 
come, in a few Years, either Cuſtom, or any thing elſe, 
from thence to England. And he v oubted not, but that 
1 the Planters would, according to their ſeveral Abilities, con- 
1 tribute towards ſo uſeful and neceſſary a Deſign. But he in- 
1 ſiſted, that the Governors ſhould not be permitted, by Vir- 
tue of their Authority, to take his Men away, or any thing 
elſe, to employ them, as they thought proper. And he far- 
ther promiſed, to make the beſt Uſe of his Experience, as 
well within the Limits of Virginia, as New-£ngland, to 
bring them both into one Map, with all the Countries, that 
lay between them. As to the Reward of his own Pains 
and Danger, he aſked not any thing, but what he could 
raiſe, from the proper Labour of the Savages themſelves, 
THIS Propofal was well approved by moſt, that heard 
it; but ſuch were their Diviſions and Confuſion at that 
time, that he could obtain no other Anſwer, but that the 
Expence would be too great, and their Stock was exhauſted z 
and they thought, the Planters ſhould do ſomething of that 
Nature themſelves, if they could find ſufficient Means to 
effect it. However, he was given to underſtand, as he tells. 
us, that if he would undertake the thing upon his own pri- 
vate Account, he might have the Company's Leave; pro- 
vided, they might have half the Pillage.

Nay, ſo great was the Terror and 
Alarm, that many Perſons were urgent, to abandon James 


River, and to retire to the E aſtern Shore, where they might 
eaſily fortify and defend themſelves againſt the Indians. And 


for quicting thoſe, who were many, the Governor was 


obliged to hold ſome Councils, under Colour of conſidering 
their Propoſal, but yet with a full Reſolution, never to take 
ſo unadviſed and deſtructive a Step. However, man

CAPTAIN Thomas Newce, Deputy and Superintendant 
of the Company's Lands, foreſeeing the Difficulties and 
_ Famine, that muſt neceſſarily enſue, cauſed as much Con 
as poſſible, to be planted at Eliſabeth-City, where he com- 
manded ; whilſt others deſtroyed even that, which had 
been before planted, fearing, it might be of Service to the 
Indians, and truſted wholly to Relief by Trade or from 
England, which had ever been one of the. principal Cauſes 
| of their Miſeries. For, Supplies from England were very 
precarious, and liable to many Accidents and Diſappoint 
ments, and had been, formerly at leaſt, very ſtingily af- 
forded : And the Trade for Corn, with the Natives, was 
uſually carried on by Men of Subſtance, to their own Gain 
and Advantage, and as it was complained, eſpecially by 
the Company's Enemies, to the great Oppreſſion of the 
poor and ſuffering Inhabitants. Bur Captain Neruce called 
all his next adjoining Neighbours to his Houſe, and omitted 
nothing, to relieve their Wants and Neceflities. He like- 
wiſe, with all Speed, entrenched himſelf ; mounted three 
Pieces of Ordinance ; funk a Well of freſh Water; and 
ſoon put himſelf into a Poſture of Defence, above the Fear 
of any Danger or Aſſault from the Enemy. In all theſe 
Works, he acted the Part of a Sawyer, a Carpenter, or a 
Labourer ; till he brought upon himſelf many Sickneſſes, 
and at laſt a Dropſy, to the very great Grief of his Fami- 
ly, and of all under his Government. The latter End of 
une, Sir George Yeardley, in his Way to Accomack, ſtaid 
three or four Days with Captain Newce, being accompa- 
nied by the Council, and many other gay Gentlemen. The 
Captain, being oppreſſed with fo 1 a Company, com- 
plained, to one of the chief among them, of the Want of 
Proviſions. Whereupon he gave the Word to the reſt, 
and they entered the Fields of Corn near the Fort, which 
were the beſt guarded and preſerved from the Ravage of 
the Enemy, and altho' the Ears were ſcarce half grown, 
they devoured and made a miſerable Waſte among it. But 
it muſt be obſerved, that this Particular relies. wholly on 
the Authority of Captain Smith, who. was hirfelf abſent, 
and whoſe Relations of theſe times were chiefly taken from 
Perſons of the opponent Faction. They are therefore always. 
o be ſomewhat ſuſpected; and eſpecially in this Story, a5 Rt. 
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from the Colony. However Captain Newre was certainly a = 
Man of great Goodneſs and Merit. As long as he had any , 
thing, his Company ſhared it oquel'y with him; and when 
was ſpent, being obliged to live on Crabs and Oyſters, 
they fell into a very weak and feeble Condition. Yet 
Captain Newce diſtributed among them, as he ſaw Occa- 
ſion, a little Milk and Rice, which he ſtill had left; and 
behaved himſelf, in all things, with ſuch a fatherly Ten- 
derneſs and Care, that he obtained the Reputation, of be- 
ing the Commander,. throughout the whole Country, that 
took the moſt continual Pains for the Publick, and did the 
leaſt Good for himſelf, of all others. On the gth. of Sep- 
tember, his Men were attacked at their Labours, by the. 
Indians, which was the firſt Aſſault, they had made ſince 
the Maſſacre, and four were ſlain. The Captain, altho” 
extremely ſick, ſallied forth to engage them; but they, 
hiding themſelves in the Corn and other lurking Places, 
| eſcaped his Vengeance, Soon after, this worthy Gentle- 
man died; and the Company, in Conſideration of his, as 
well as her own Merit, granted his Widow a Moiety of 
the Labours of the Tenants, due to his Place, till another 
Perſon ſhould be appointed to ſucceed him. And after- 
wards, in a Letter to the Governor and Council, they or- 
dered her the whole Profits of their Labour for the foll 
ing Year, with no ſmall Commendation of her Virtue and 
. CayTALN Ralegb Chroſhaw was, all this while, at Pa- 
toꝛumaci, with one Man. He had not been long there, 
before Opechancanough ſent two Baſkets of Beads to Fapa- 
aus, the King, to kill them; aſſuring him of the Slaugh- 
ter he had made, and that before the End of two Moons, 
there ſhould not be an Engliſhman left in all their Coun- 
tries. Japazaus diſcloſed this to Captain Chroſhaw, wha 
expreſſed great Scorn and Contempt for Opechancancughs 
whoſe Treachery and Cowardiſe he had ſeen ſufficiently 
tried by Captain Smith, when he took him Priſoner, at the. 
Head of ſeven hundred Men. After two Days Delibera- 
tion, erk made Anſwer, that the Engliſß were his 
Friends, and Opitchapan, the Indian Emperor, his Brother; 
nnd that therefore, there ſhould be no Blood ſhed between 
them, by his Means. He alſo returned the Preſent of 
Beads, adviſing the Pamunkeys to come no more into his 
Country, leſt the Engliſp, though againſt his Will, ſhould 
do them a Miſchief, But the Engliſb Colony concluded 
Ghroſbaw undoubtedly dead, till Captain Hamer came to Be

But before this, Opechancanough/ 
had returned an infolent Anſwer to the Governor's Meſlagey 
concernirig reſtoring the Engliſb Captives, and had treated 
the King's Picture with great Diſhonour and Contumely. 


The Engliſh alſo diſſembled their Intents, and pretending 
Peace and Friendſhip, invited the Indians back, to plant 


their Corn at their uſual Habitatioris ; which being now” 


grown up, ſo as to make the Loſs irreparable by a new! 


Crop, the Governor was preparing, with five hundred Menz 
to make a ſharp and vigorous War upon them, eſpecially 
upon een and his bloody Adberents; and hope 


by deſtroying their Corn, and other Means, to drive chen 
quite out of the Country. As to the lawful Emperor, 1 
in Name, he ſeems very greatly to have diſapproved of the 
Maſſacre. For I find him, early the next-Year, ſending” 


Chance, Faer 8 Gorytian Convert, who diſcovered the 4. 
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Jian Conſpiracy, to aſſure Sir Francis Wyat, that if he 1622. 
would ſend ten or twelve Men, he would give up the reſt <4 
of the Engliſb Priſoners, that were in his Poſſeſſion; and Sr Francis 
would alſo deliver his Brother Opechancanough, the Author Maar, Gos 
of the Maſſacre, into the Hands of the Engliſh, either * 
alive or dead. Captain Tucker was accordingly ſent upon 
this Service, but without the defired Succeſs. However 
Opitchapan ſent back Mrs, Boyce, naked and unapparaled, 
in Manner and Faſhion, like one of their Indian Queens. 
Fox theſe Reaſons, the Governor was unwilling, at that 
Juncture, to hear of any Treaty with Opechancanough ; and 
Captain Chroſhaw's Journey to Fames-i own was in vain 3 
| but his Abſence from Patowmack had a very unhappy Con- 
| ſequence, on another Account, For, Maddiſon was a Man 
of a jealous and timorous Nature; and not liking to live 
among the Savages, as Chroſhaw did, he built himſelf a 
ſtrong Houſe, within Chrabaw's Fort, and there ſoon roſe 
grcat Coldneſs and Reſerve between him and the Patow- 
 macks, There was alſo, then at Patowmack an exile King, 
who was inwardly exaſperated at Fapazaus, becauſe he 
would not aſſiſt hin in the Recovery of his Kingdom. 
This ſubtle and malicious Barbarian did therefore, in Re- 
venge, forge a Plot, as if Fapazaus and the Patowmacks i 
were in Treaty with Opechancanough, how to cut off and A 
deſtroy the Engliſb there. And to give his Lye the greater | 
Credit and Air of Probability, he wreſted and applied ſes 
veral Circumſtances, that had lately happened, to this De- 
ſign. Maddifon, naturally fearful and ſuſpicious, was a+ 
| larmed at this, and made his Men ſtand punctually to their 
22 Some time after, under Pretence of Buſineſs, he 
ent for the King to his ſtrong Houſe; where having locked 
him, his Son, and four others up, and ſet a Guard of five 
Engliſbmen upon the Houſe, he fell on the Town, with 
the reſt of his Company, and flew thirty or forty, Men 
Women, and Children. The poor King, being ſurpriſed 
By ſuch an unexpected Aſſault, called out, and begged him 
to ceaſe from ſo undeſerved a Cruclty. But he gave not 
over the Execution, till he had ſlain, or put to Flight, all 
in the Town. Then he returned, and taxed. the King of 
2 who denied it bitterly, and told him, it was 
me Contrivance- of 'thoſe; who wiſhed his Deſtrutiong 
= being a Friend to the Engliſh. After that, Maddiſon led 
him, his Son, and two others to his Ship, promiſing to ſet 
them at Liberty, as ſoon as his Men were all ſafely ſhip- 
ped; and the King, very readily aud effectually, ordered 
his Subjects, not to ſhoot at, or annoy the Engliſh, whillk 5 
they were going on board. But notwithſtanding thiss 1

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1622. Maddiſon, contrary to all good Faith, earried them Pri 
CE — ſoners to Fames-Town ; where they lay; till the October 
Sir Francis followings when they were carried home by Captain Ha- 
Far, Go- mer, who took a Quantity of Corti for their Ranſom; 
However, this perfidious Dealing did not paſs off, entirely 

without Notice or Animadverſion. For, Mr. * Peuntis, 
as a Caſe properly belonging to his Office of Vice-Admiral, 
afterwards lodged a Complaint againſt ſome Perſons, who 
oing out to trade with the Indians, under Pretence of 
5 f riendſhip, and in the Governor's Name, had ſeiſed their 
Perſons, and ſometimes taken their Lives; and ſometimes 
their Goods, for nothing, of at their own Rates, contrary 
to all Laws human and divine, and to the Diſhonour of 
God's Name, of the King, and the whole Engliſb Nation. 
Altho' this Was conceived in general Terms, ſo as to reach 
all other Perſons, guilty of the ſame Crime, yet we are 
told, in the Act of Court itſelf, that it was chiefly levelled 
_ againſt Maddiſon and Hamer. And ſome Examinations a- 
 gainſt them were accordingly taken; but by reaſon of Ha- 
mier's Sickneſs, and Maddiſon's Abſence, who ſoon after 
returned to England, the Suit dropped, and never proceed- 
- ed to full lll!!! e RI at 
__  Fn1s raſh and unadviſed Action of Maddiſon (not td 
call it by any worſe Name) was of very ill Conſequence to 
the Colony. For they were thereby cut off from all Hopes 
and Pretenſions, to trade fot Corn on that River; which 
was then their only Refuge and Dependance, as the In- 
_ &ians, in all the other Parts of the Country, were in an 
open and declared War with them, and as they themſelves 
Had not attempted any thing of a Crop, left the Corn, 
when grown up, ſhould give Means and Opportunity for 
Aſſaults and Ambuſcades. Captain Chraſpatus Defign was 
alſo quite defeated; who intended to make Japazaus a pro- 
per Inſtrument and Ally againſt Opechancanough. For he 
had at his Command above two hundred fighting Men, in 
the Town of Patowmack; and was, beſides, a Perſon of 
great Intereft and Authority, throughout the whole River, 
being a Kind of petty Emperor there, and unwilling to 
_ own Subjection to the other Emperors, whom he always 
affected to treat, rather as Brethren than Superiors. It was 
therefore probably thought, that Chroſhaw would have 
ſucceeded in his Scheme, and might eaſily have made him 
riſe againſt a Power, which he was before jealous of, id 
always looked upon, as uſurped and oppreſſive. Ae 
HOW EVER Captain Henry Spilman, who had been pres 
ferved by the Means of Pocahontas, and had lived ſeveral 
Years at Patowmaek, relying on his Intereſt and Acquaine” 
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tance with them, ventured to go thither, in a Bark, with 1622. 
twenty ſix Men, to trade for Corn. But himſelf, with — 
twenty, one more, were ſurpriſed and ſlain by the Paſcoti- = he” 
cons, the greateſt People in thoſe Parts. They immediate- S's. 9¹ 
y boarded the Veſſel, in their Canoes, and entered ſo faſt, 
that the five Men, left to guard her, were in the utmoſt 
al,  Amazement, till a Sailor gave fire to a Piece of Ordinance 
at Random; the bare Report whereof ſo frightened the 

poor Savages, that they leaped overboard, and forgetting 


ir | their Canoes, ſwarm aſhore: Soon after, they heard a great 
eg Noiſe among them, and ſaw a Man's Head thrown down 
1 the Bank; whereupon they weighed Anchor, and returned. 
And thus died this unfortunate Gentleman, who was of a 
* good Family in England. He had, three Years before, 
=o deen tried and found guilty, of depreciating and under- 
© mining the Governor's Authority; ” telling Opechancanough, 
| that a Great Man (meaning the Earl of /Yarwict) would 


Toon come; and take his Place. For which Crime, they 
thought it a Mercy to ſpare his Life; but they however 
_ degraded him from his Captainſhip, and condemned him, 
to be a Servant to the Colony for ſeven Vears, in Quality 
of Interpreter ; for which Office he was peculiarly fitted, 
by having long lived, and been very converſant, among the 
ln. 8 Ppt 
Edward Waters; one of the three, that ſtaid in the Iflandg 
of Bermudas, and found the great Block of Ambergreaſe, 
dwelling in Virginia, at the time of the Maſſacre, was 
himſelf, together with his Wife, taken and kept Priſoners 
by the Nandſamonds. But this Fall, ſome Engliſb, near 
Newport's-News, were ſurpriſed in ſo great a Storm, that 
altho' the Men ſaved their Lives, the Boat was loſt ; which 
was caft, by the Winds and Waves, upon the Shore of 
Nandſamond. The Indians, finding it, were ſo bufied, 
with Songs, and Dances, and Invocations, according to 
their Manner of Triumph, that Waters and his Wife foun 
Means, to get ſecretly into one of their Canoes, and croſſed 


the River, nine or ten Miles over, to Kicquotan ; where 
they were received with no leſs Joy and Wonder by the 1 
Engliſh, than their Eſcape gave Anger and Vexation to the *

He did not appear himfelf ; but the Indians there ſeemed 

_ exceedingly aſtoniſhed, and promiſed to bring them all the 
Engliſh, yet living, and to reſtore their Arms, and what- 
ever elfe they had; pretending, much to defire Peace, and 


\ to give them any Satisfaction in their Power. But this was 
| only a Device, to procraſtinate the Time, till they could 


convey away their Corn from all other Places, except 
where the Engliſb were quartered. At length, the Engliſb, 
perceiving their Deſign, ſeiſed on the Corn in their Power, 
burnt their Houſes, and purſued them into the Woods. 
But they fled before them, and eaſily eſcaped, not without 
Contempt and Inſult. For ſome lurked about in Ambuſh, 
and diſcharged ſome Shot out of Engliſb Pieces, which 
Hurt and wounded ſeveral diforderly Stragglers. After this, 
Sir George returned, with a thouſand Buſhels of Corn, and 
each of the Soldiers had three Buſhels a piece. Captain 
Smith tells us, that they were however obliged to -pay ten 
Shillings a Buſhel, before they received it, for Freight and 
other Charges of the Expedition. But the Governor and | 
Council's Letters to the Company, an Authority not to be 
Conteſted, expreſly ſay, that Sir George Yeardley freely em- 
ployed his own Shipping, Shallops, Mariners, and Servants, 
without any Recompence or Freight at all. But this is not 
he only Inſtance, in which that Gentleman's Actions art 
miſrepreſented in Smith's Hiftery. For, he immediately pre- 
cceding and coming after Captain ArgalPs Government, 
and having a Commiſſion to examine and puniſh his Of- 
Fences, became a peculiar Mark of Hatred and Calumny 
to that Faction. The ſame Letters inform us, that three 
thouſand Buſhels of Corn more were taken from the Ene» 
my, by Force or Trade, and brought in, by different Par- 
ties of Men. By theſe, and other ſuch ſmall Inroads and 
| Depredations, the Indians were reduced to great Want and 
Neceſfity that Winter, and endured no ſmall Miſery and 
Famine. So that many of the Engliſh, in Confidence of 
3 their Weakneſs, and Inability to hurt them, returned ta 
Meir former Habitations, Forz beſides plundering and = 
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ing their Corn, and other Ways of diſtreffing and deſtroy- 1622. 
ing them, the Governor and Council, in the aforeſaid Let- 8 

ter, aſſure the Company, that more Indians were flain that Sir 7 any 
Autumn and Winter, than had ever fallen by the Hands of , 32 *%* 

the Engliſh, put them all together, from the firſt Beginning = 
and Settlement of the Colony. 

TRE Earl of Warwick, not ſatisfied with the Spoils of 
Virginia, had alſo, by his Intereſt and Intrigues, procured 

his Follower and Dependent, Captain Nathaniel! Butler, to 

be ſent Governor of Bermudas for three Years ; where he 
exerciſed the ſame bare-faced Oppreſſion and Extortion, 
that Captain Argall had done here; But from the petty - 
Offence of plundering the Colony, he proceeded to a higher 
Crime and Miſdemeanor: and committed ſome Pillage upon 

a Spaniſh Wreck: This incenſed Gondomar, and the Lords 
of the Privy Council ſent a ſharp Order to the Company, 
to make an immediate and ſtrict Enquiry into the Matter. 
The Time of his Government being therefore now expi- 
red, a Commiſſion was given to Mr. Bernard, who was 
going over to ſucceed him, to enquire into the Affair of the 
Spaniſh Wreck, as well as the Truth of many other Com- 
plaints and Allegations, ſent over againſt him to England. 
| But, as had been done in Captain Argall's Caſe, a Bark 
was diſpatched from Barn/taple; in which he eſcaped, juſt 
before the Arrival of the new Governor, and came to /ir- 
ginia. He left thoſe Iſlands in a moſt miſerable Plight, be- 
ing reduced to Beggary and Ruin, by his Rapines and Ex- 
tortions; and coming hither in the NN of Winter, 
he found the Colony labouring under the Diſtreſſes and un- 
happy Conſequences of the Maſſacre. Sir Francis Mat 
received and entertained him, with great Hoſpitality and 
Good- manners; but his Behaviour here was infamouſly 
lewd and riotous. Among other things, he demanded to 
be admitted of the Council, and grievouſly reſented his 
being refuſed, altho* he could ſhew no Colour of Right or 
Title to it. After about three Month's . and having 


po up as high as Chickahominy, where, like a common 
Robber or free Booter, he fell upon, and made Spoil of 
2 Dale's Cattle, he ſet Sail, and returned for Eng- 
land. | Sh 
Bur befote this, in the Beginning of the Surhmerz 
there had been ſet afoot a molt unhappy Affair for the Com- 
| pany; which gave it, as it were; a ſettling Blow, and not 
without ſome Face of Reaſon, was the Occaſion of greater 
Clamours and Animoſities than ever. It hath been fre- 
quently related, how the King took all Opportunities of 
$rinding the Company and infant Colony, by laying op-

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1622. preſſive and illegal Impoſitions on Tobacco. This he 
did, partly out of his natural Abhorrence and Averſion ta 
3 that Weed, but chiefly out of a Defire of Gain. For 
dener, with a Conjunction not unuſual to be found in Men's Cha. 
racters, Profuſion, and a voracious Appetite after Money, 
had met together in that Prince's Nature. In all theſe 
Exactions, Sir Lionel Cranfield had been his principal Inſtru- 
ment. He had been at firſt a Merchant of London, and 
then an Officer in the Cuſtoms, from whence he was in- 
troduced to Court, as a Projector; which, in the Lan- 
guage of thoſe Times, ſignified a Perſon, who could fur. 
niſh Expedients to the Miniſters, to raiſe Money, in the 
Vacancy, and without the Aſſiſtance, of Parliament. He 
was a very wiſe and dextrous Officer; and in this Execrable 
Function, had been ſo uſeful and ſucceſsful, that, together 
with the Advantage of having married one of Buckingham! 
Relations (an extraordinary Merit thert, and an infallible 
Road to the higheſt Preferments) he had riſen, before this 
time, to the Dignity of Earl of Midaleſex, and Lord High 
Treaſurer of England. He was himſelf an ancient Ad- 
venturer in the Affair of Virginia; and well knew, how 
uneaſy they were, under the Preſſure of the Monopolies, 
Garbling, and other illegal Patents. He therefore reſolved 
to try, whether he could not make the Company conſent 
to their own Oppreſſion, and ſqueeze out of them a greater 
Profit and Revenue to his Majeſty, by making a particular 
Contract with themſelves. _ e Nurs 1 
Io this End, he firſt broached the Matter privately to 
Sir Edwin Sandys; offering a Grant, to the two Companies 
of Virginia and the Somer-Iſlands, for the ſole Importation 
of Tobacco into the Realms of England and Ireland, re- 
ſerving to his Majeſty a certain valuable Rent. This he 
did, with large Profeſſions of his Love and Affection to the = 
Colony of Virginia, whereof he was an ancient Counſellor; | 
and declared, that, beſides the perſonal Duty of his Place, 
as Lord High Treaſurer, his principal Motive herein was 
the Profit and Advancement of the Colonies. Sir Edwin 
rofeſſed his Ignorance, in Affairs of that Nature; but 
after ſome Thought, he conſulted with Sir Arthur Ingram, 
another Member of the Virginia Company, then preſent, 
but a fait Creature and Retainer to the E Treaſurer. 
At length, conſidering, that Tobacco was a deceiveable 
| Weed, and the Uſe of it wholly founded on a Humour, 
which, might ſoon vaniſh into Smoke, and come to no- 
thing, he told his Lordſhip, that to ſettle any great Rent 
in Money, upon ſuch an uncertain - Commodity, might

World: That to prohibit the planting Tobacco in England, 
and yet to command the importing ſo large a Quantity from 
a foreign Country (eſpecially when it was confelledly a great 
Drain of the Cath of the Nation) would be very grievous 
to the £nglih Subject; and was ſo odious a thing, that they 
were aſhamed to be concerned in it: That the Quantity of 
ſixty thouſand Weight of Spaniſh Tobacco was very exceſ- 
five, and more than had been imported, in divers Years, 


when there was no Reſtraint at all: That fo large a Pro- 
portion (the whole Import of Tobacco into England, upon 


an Average for the laſt ſeven Years, being only an hundred 
forty two thouſand and eighty five Pounds Weight a Year) 
muſt utterly abaſe the Price of the Plantation Tobacco, as 
manifeſtly appeared from that Vear's Experience; ſo that the 
Colonies would part with a third of their Tobacco to the 
King, without any Retribution in the Price of the reſt, as 
was at firſt propoſed : And that, in excluding all Spanfþ 
Tobacco, there could be no. Room for Fraud 'or Error ;

I AE Affair of the Contract, being thus ſettled and con- 
cluded, the next thing that fell under their Conſideration, 
Was appointing proper Officers, with their Salaries; and the 
reſolving on a ſteady Courſe, for the Management of the 
Buſineſs. For this Purpoſe, a Committee was appointed 
out of both the Companies, conſiſting of the Earl of Sou. 
thamptou, the Lords Cavendiſh, Paget, and Houghton, Sir

Nicholas and John Farrars, the Deputies of the two Com- 
panies, Mr. Samuel Mrote, and others, Gentlemen and 
Merchants to the Number of twenty one in all. After a 
whole Day's Conſultation and Debate, they at laſt agreed 
upon all Matters; and the Lords Southampton and Cavendiſh, 
Treaſurer and Governor of the Companies, reported the 
| Reſult of their Deliberations, to their reſpective Courts. 
But firſt, the Earl of Southampton, with much Candor and 
Earneſtneſs, entreated the Virginia Company, to deliver 
their Opinions freely, either for, or againſt, what he ſhould 
then propound; which (he ſaid) himſelf, the Council, and 
Committee, had conſulted upon, not with Intent to con- 
cClude or determine any thing, nor to prejudice the Courts 
In their Judgment, but only the better to prepare the Buſi- 
neſs for their Conſideration; looking upon themſelves, as 
his Lordſhip expreſſed it, only as Servants to the Court. 
Ar TER which Declaration, he proceeded and told them, 
that, as it was propoſed, and in ſome Meaſure concluded, 
in the Preparative Court, they judged it neceſſary, that there 
ſhould be one principal Officer, by the Name of Director, 
on whole Sufficiency, Care, and Integrity, the whole Suc-.

that Vear, they thought it beſt (according to the Reſolu- 
tion of the Preparative Court) to join them both in one Per- 
ſon, for the preſent. And to this Officer, they allotted a 
Salary of four hundred Pounds, for the current Year. Next 
they conceived it neceſſary, to have a Committee of, at 
leaſt, eight able and judicious Perſons, choſen out of the 
two Companies, for ſelling and diſpoſing of their Tobaccoes, 

and for aſſiſting the Director, with their Counſels, and Help, 
in the ſeveral Parts of his Office; which would be very many 
and exceedingly weighty and important.

ſides theſe principal Officers, he told them, there would be 
neceſſary, two Caſhiers, the one to be conſtantly reſident in 
the Treaſury, the other to receive and gather in the Monies; 
a Book-kecper; two Clerks; a Sollicitor ; a Huſband, to 
whom the Cuſtody of the Warehouſes ſhould be committed ;

And the whole Amount of all theſe Salaries and Expences, 
was computed at two thouſand Pounds a Year, which muſt 
be raiſed upon the Tobacco.

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THEY then proceeded to the Election of their Officers. 1622. 
Sir Edwin Sandys had been nominated, in a former Court, 
to the Place of Director; but he earneſtly refuſed it, as be- Sir Francis 
ing unexperienced in Matter of Trade and Merchandiſe, nas OY 
in which that Officer ought to have an exact Knowledge; 
and as he could not conſtantly reſide in Town, having a 
great Family in the Country. Beſides which, he ſaid, he 
began, as he now grew old, to wax weak ; and therefore 
purpoſed, rather to withdraw from all Buſineſs of the World, 
than to engage himſelf farther in it. But the Court, eſpe- 
cially the Earl of Southampton and the other Lords, being 
not ſatisfied with this Excuſe, earneſtly preſſed him, not 
to refuſe a Place, wherein he might do ſuch ſingular Ser- 
vice to the Colonies ; the whole Welfare of which did, al- 
moſt entirely depend, upon the wiſe and upright Manage- 
ment of this Contract. No other Perſon therefore being 

ſo much as named againſt him, and himſelf rather not op- 
b poling, than conſenting to accept the Place, he was, upon 
e Ballot, choſen Director, by having ſixty five Balls for, 
and only five againſt him. Mr. Fohn Farrar had alſo, at 
the ſame Court, been named to the joint Place of Deputy 
and Treaſurer ; but he likewiſe refuſed, alledging, that the 
Company had laid ſuch a Burthen of Buſineſs upon him, 
for now almoſt four Years together, that he had been obli- 
ged to neglect his own private Affairs, which required his 
immediate and diligent Inſpection. All which the Court 
acknowledged to be true; yet declared, they held him ſo fit 
a Man for that Place, that they would not propoſe any other 
to ſtand in Election with him; and fo he was choſen, by 
having ſixty eight Balls for, and only two againſt him. They 
then made Choice of their Committee, and inferior Officers 
and alſo added a Committee extraordinary, to be choſen out 
of the Council, without Salaries.

He called the Laws of the Company Sir 

Edwin Sandys's Laws, becauſe that Gentleman had been 

very active and induſtrious, in n framing many 

of them; and being reprimanded by Lord Cavendiſb, for 

an Inſinuation ſo unjuſt and opprobfious to the Company, 

and for ſo unſuitable a Return to Sir Edwin Sandys for do- 

ing publick Service, his Lordſhip added, that he had done 

more Harm by that Day's Work, than Captain Martin, 

Captain Argall, or Captain Baile; the laſt of which was 

Captain Somers's Sollicitor, and had given their Courts 

much Trouble and Abuſe. To this Mr. Wrote replied z 

that, in terming their Laws Sir Edwin Sandys's Laws, he 
called them no otherwiſe, than a great Lord did; and ſince 

his Lordſhip was ſo diſpleaſed with him, he declared, he 

would never more trouble that Court, where his Lordſhip 

preſided, but would, at their next Meeting, deliver up his 

Share in the Somer-Iſlands Company,  _ 
HFx farther objected, that the Committee, in which 
_ theſe things paſſed, was very diſorderly, ſome Men talking 
_ privately by the Fire fide ; which he imputed to Mr. De- 

puty's Fault and Negligence, who ought to have moderated 
and kept Order in their Meetings. And he ſaid, that nei- 

ther the Council, nor the Committee, had any Authority 
to treat of the Matter of Salaries; and that there were

pany, which nevertheleſs were not the Committee's Acts 
and Doing.

M rote, who had thus far been much beloved and eſteemed, 
as out of Fear, left it ſhould give a Handle to the Malici- 
ous, and be the Occaſion of much Reproach and Scandal 
to the Company. But Mr. Mrote, with great Violence 
and Obſtinacy, fill perſiſted to have ſeveral Propoſitions, 
which he made, relating to the Contract, put to the Vote; 
and being refuſed, he declared, that ſince he could not 
have things put to the Queſtion, and for divers other juſt 
Cauſes of Offence, he appealed to the Quarter Court. 
Neither could he be ſilenced or repreſſed, till the Deputy, 
at the Court's Requeſt, put it twice to the Vote, and it was, 
by a general Conſent (Mr. Zoe himſelf; and one other 
only diſſenting) a ſecond time ordered and reſolved ; That 
fince the Points, now moved, had paſſed the Judgment of 
a Great and General Quarter Court, they ſhould no more 
de called into queſtion or diſputed, before the next Quarter 
Court, at which time, if any Perſon had any thing to op- 
| Poſe againſt them, they might come prepared, and do it. 
TE whole Court, and particularly the Lord Cavendiþþ, 
were much ſcandaliſed at this turbulent and offenſive Be- 
| Haviour of Mr. JYrote; which was ſuſpected to proceed, 
not ſo much from any evil Mind in himſelf, as from the 
Malicious Infuſions of ſome others, in order to cauſe Va- 
riance and Diſtraction in the Company. For Alderman 
*Fohnſon, and others of the Faction, were now preſent ; 
Who had of late been generally obſerved, never to appear 
at their Courts, but againſt ſome Storm and Confuſion. 
Lord Cavendiſb therefore, without naming the Perſon, imme- 
diately wrote a full and particular Account of it to the Earl of 
Southampton, who was then in the Country. Whereupon the 
0 | Ear], being willing to ſuppreſs, in the Beginning, an Affair 
of ſuch dangerous Conſequence, haſtened up to Town, and 
called a Meeting of his Majeſty's Council for Virginia, on 
the 11th of the ſame Month of December. But Mr. Wrote 
proteſted againſt their Power and Juriſdiction, as he had 
appealed to the Quarter Court; to which, he declared, he 
would only ſubmit himſelf.

For the Entries of their Courts being the Compa- 

ny's Records, to charge them with Falſity, was to call into 

queſtion all the Records and Proceedings of the Company. 

He therefore declared the Manner of entering their Courts: 

Firſt, the Secretary drew them up, and brought them to 

him, which Draught he, according to the Company's Or- 

der, peruſed and corrected; that then it was read in the 
next Court, diſtinctly, Artiele by Article, and after a ſuf- 
ficient Pauſe and Examination, either confirmed, or amend- 
ed; after which, it was admitted to Record. And he faid, 
= that the very Court, now ſpoken of by Mr. rote, had 
= accordingly gone through this Courſe ; and that no Excep- 
tions had been taken to it, not even by Mr. Wrote, who 
was then preſent, and 2 to have objected, if there had 
been any thing wrong. For he would otherwiſe himſelf 
become privy and conſenting to the Falſification, which he 
now laid to his Charge. But he averred, that there was 
nothing in it, to his Knowledge, wrong entered or amiſs ; 
but the whole was truly and faithfully fet down, by the Se- 

_ cretary and himſelf, according to the Meaning of the Court, 

as they conceived ; which he would, by the Perſons, "that 
were preſent at it, ſufficiently prove. And as to bringing 

the Company three thouſand Pounds in Debt, there was, 
and could be, no Manner of Colour or Pretence for any © 
ſuch thing. He therefore folemnly proteſted his Innocen- 
cy; and as, if he ſhould be found guilty of this grievous 

Charge, he would deſcrve the greateft of Puniſhments, ſo- 

he humbly inſiſted, for his own Juſtification, that the Mat-

TEE Earl of Southampton alſo told Mr. rote, that he 

| ſeemed, to take himſelf to be fo great a Man, that they © 

were all, as Pigmies, in his Sight; but as he did not know 
him to be wy Prince of the Blood, fo he deſired, he 
would catry himfelf with more Calmneſs and Decency. ' 

And as to his affrontive Behaviour to Lord Cavendiſp, the 
Earl faid ; that altho* they were all there equal, as Coun- 

ſellors of the Virginia n yet there was a very 
great Difference between the Perſons of divers of them; 

and particularly between him and the Lord Cavendiſh, to 
whom he owed a more reſpectful Language and Behaviour.

Broke, accompanied with Mr. John Farrar, went to the 
Lord Cavendiſb, and told him; that he found Mr. Wrote 
ſorry, for what he had done; and had the Earl of Son- 
thampton been in Town, he would have gone to his Lord- 

hip, and given him Satisfaction. He therefore deſired 
Lord Cavendiſb, on Mr. MWrote's Behalf, that the Court, 
which was the next Day to fit, might be put off. For if 
the Proceedings of the former Court, of the 4th of De- 
cember, ſhould be openly read, Mr. Wrote would be put 

upon his Defence and Juſtification | which would tend to 
widen the Breach, and to render the thing irreconcileable, 

which there were now Hopes of having compromiſed and 
_ ſettled upon amicable Terms. And the Lord Cavendiſh, 
_ out of this Hope, and in Compliance with Sir John Brooke's 
Requeſt, did accordingly cauſe the Court to be put off and 
deferred. But Mr. Mrote was ſo far from anſwering Sir 
3623. John Broeke's Expectation, that at the next Meeting of the 
Company, which was not before the 29th of January, he 
made this very thing a Subject of Complaint ; as if that 
long Intermiſſion of Courts had been purpoſely contrived 
to his Prejudice. But being fully anſwered and. filenced 
on this Head, by the joint Teſtimony of Lord Cavendiſh 
and Sir Fohn Brooke, he infiſted, that the Salary Men, as 
being intereſted Perſons, and the Deputy, whom he moſt 
unjuſtly called his Accuſer (for both he and his Brother 
' were {till faſt Friends to Mr. Wrote, and endeavoured to 
palliate and make up the Affair) ſhould not be preſent, 
when his Bufineſs was diſcuſſed. He alſo excepted, in the 
groſs, againſt the Entry of that Court; ſaying, he ſpoke 
not thoſe Words, neither in Manner nor Form, as they 

were there ſet down. Whereupon a long Debate enſued z 
Whether it was agreeable to the Cuſtom of Courts, and

But for Mr: Mrote's Satisfaction, and to take 
away all Pretence of Cavil and Complaint, an extraordinary 
Court was appointed, to examine by Parts, and to rectify 
the ſaid Court of the 4th of December; to which they 
only, who were that Day preſent, were warned or ad- 
mitted, as being the only proper Witneſſes and competent 
Judges of che Mating SE I OE OLE uolgy... 

AT that Court, Mr: Wrote ftill behaved, in the ſame 
unaccountable and diſtempered Manner. He ſaid, he ſuf- 
fered for the Service of his Majeſty, and for doing his Du- 
ty. He repeated his Appeal to the Quarter Court; and 
thanked the Gentlemen, then preſent, for prejudging him 
to that Court. He alſo declared, if the Quarter Court 
righted him not, he would appeal to the King, the Foun- 
tain of Juſtice and Mercy; often repeating. the ſame 
Words, with great Paſſion and Vehemence. Mr. John 
Farrar having ſaid, that ſomething was untrue; he ran to 
him, and whiſpered in his Ear, that he durſt not have ſaid 
Untrue to him in another Place. For which rude Swag- 
gering, he was juſtly and ſharply reproved, by the Earl of 
Southampton. He alledged, that Mr. Witbers, an eminent 
Lawyer of the Company, had ſomewhere ſaid, that the 
Earl of Southampton, as a Privy Counſellor, might commit 
him; and proteſted, that under that Fear, he durſt not 

Tpeak freely. He likewiſe, in a very rude and affrontive 
Manner, charged the Earl of Southampton with ſaying 3 

chat he blundered out his Indiſcretion; and for giving him 

the Lye in the third Perſon, his Lordſhip having ſaid; That 
_ "Whoever ſhould ſay, that Men were in any thing overawed, 

and durſt not ſpeak their Minds, it was put into his Mouth 

by the Father of Lies; for a fouler Lye himſelf never 

told. The Earl owned, that he had ſpoke thoſe Words ; 

and he ſaid, he would juſtify and maintain them; and if Mr. 

' Wrote applied them to himſelf, he could not help it. But as 
to committing him, he deſired him to beunder no ſuch Fear. 

For whatever Honours and Reſpects were due to him, he 
laid them all aſide, when he came to that Place, and only 
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appeared there, as their Treaſurer. But he declared, that |

Soo after, Mr. Wrote preſented a Project, for the 
better and more thrifty Management of the Contract; 
wherein he propoſed, to have the whole Buſineſs performed 
for twelve hundred Pounds a Year, and thereby to fave 
thirteen hundred Pounds annually to his Majeſty and the 
Companies. And to give the thing the fairer Courſe and 
Hearing, the Earl of Southampton ſummoned another Court 
extraordinary, to meet and examine his Propoſal. They 
went through the Whole, Article by Article; and after a 
full Deliberation and Debate, which laſted a whole Day, 
till late at Night, each Point was diſapproved and rejected, 
generally unanimouſly, and never with above three or four 
diſſentient from the reſt of the Company.. 
 Frx. 5th of February being the Quarter Court Day, to 
which Mr. Mrote had appealed, and his Affair having made 
a great Noiſe, and been the Subject of much Scandal and 
| Defamation to the Company, there was a very numerous 
and ſplendid Meeting, conſiſting of fix Lords, thirty Knights, 
Dr. Donne, Dean of St. Paul's, and a vaſt Concourſe of 
others, Doctors, Eſquires, Gentlemen, Merchants, and 
Citizens. And the Lord Cavendiſh alſo, to the ſame Time 
and Place, ſummoned a Court of the Somer-1ſlands Com- 
pany, as they were equally concerned and engaged in the 
Buſtneſ of the Contract. But Mr. J/rote, having appear- 
ed in Court, ſoon withdrew ; declaring to Sir Samuel San- 
adhs (who met, and aſked him, whither he was going) that 
he was ill at Eaſe, and could not ſtay. However Mr. 
_ Brooke, and other Gentlemen, learned in the Law, deliver- 
ed their Opinions clearly; that notwitſtanding his Depar- 
ture, and his pretended Appeal to his Majeſty, as there was 
no Evidence, that he had really made ſuch Appeal, or that 
his Majeſty had accepted it, they were no way debarred 
from proceeding againſt him, in a due and legal Manner. 
Whereupon Sir Edwin Sandys obſerved, that Mr. Wrote 
was not accuſed, or profecuted, to that Court, but was 
himſelf the Proſecutor and Accuſer. If therefore his Ac- 
cuſation was well and juſtly grounded, why did he forſake 
it then, when that Day and that Court were cone |

mittee, and whole Company, were ſo great, ſo groumdleſs, 
and ſo pernicious, he concluded, that unleſs ſome Courſe 
Was taken, to g. and repreſs him, he could not ſee, 


but that the whole Government of the Company, muſt 
utterly diſſolve, and fall into the moſt extreme Confuſion 


and Contempt. 


HERREU ON, at Sir John Daverss Motion, it was firſt 


unanimouſly voted and agreed, that all Mr. W/rote's Ex- 
_ ceptions, Charges: and Imputations, at the late Courts, 
were utterly falſe and ſlanderous. And then procceding to 


his Sentence, after a long Debate, in which ſome propoſed - 


ſevere, and others more gentle Methods, it was at laſt con- 


cluded and reſolved ; that he ſhould be diſplaced, and for 


ever excluded from being of his Majeſty's Council for Vir- 


ginia; and that he ſhould not be entirely diſenfranchiſed 
from the Company, but ſhould only be ſuſpended and ex- 


cluded from their Courts, for one whole Year abſolutely, 


in which his Submiſſion ſhould not be accepted, altho' he 
ſhould offer it. But if, at the Expiration of that Year, 


he ſhould make his Submiſſion to the next Quarter Court, 


that then it ſhould be left to the Pleaſure of that Court, 

whether they would re-admit him or not. But without a 

full Submiffion, and due Acknowledgment of his Fault, it 
was ordered, that he ſhould never be received at all. And 


it was further reſolved, upon Sir John Davers's Motion, 


that, if Mr. Mrote ſtill perſiſted in his wilful Courſes and 


unjuſt Aſperſions, or ſhould any way wrong or moleſt the

Majeſty farther ſignified his Will, that the Liberty of the 
Company, in every kind, ſhould be preſerved and kept 


entire; and particularly, that no Man ſhould be abridged 
of the Liberty to ſpeak his Mind freely, fo he did it with 
due Reſpect and Decorum. But this, he ſaid, he ſpoke, 


not as from the King, but as his private Advice: and Admo- 
nition. And afterwards at this Quarter Court, when Mr, 


Mrote's Buſineſs came on, he informed the Company, that 


what he had before intimated to them, as from himſelf, he 


had now Warrant from his Majeſty to tell them ; who, by 


Way of Advice and Council; but no way to command 


them, wiſhed, that they would leave verbal Differences, 


and go on with the Buſineſs of the Plantation. 


Up oN Occaſion of this Information of Sir Henry Mild- 


may, Sir Edwin Sandys obſerved, that of all Mr. I rotès 
Calumnies and Accuſations, none was more unjuſt, nor 


more apparently falſe and groundleſs, than that, wherein 
he charged the Earl of Southampton (though not by Name, 


| yet by neceſſary Inference) of overawing the Company, 
and depriving them of the Liberty of Speech. And the 


Farl told Sir Henry Mildmay, if it was bis Majeſty's Plea- 
ſure, that they ſhould not meddle with any evil Words, 
or ſeditious Behaviour, they would all obey and deſiſt from 
the preſent Buſineſs. But Sir Henry declaring, that he had 
no ſuch Command, but only Warrant, to ſpeak by Wax 
of Advice, what he had ed delivered, the Court pro- 
ceeded to the Cenſure of Mr. Mrote. And the Earl of 
Southampton farther ſaid, that this thing ſeemed very ſtrange 
and unaccountable to bim, but he muſt attribute it wholly 
to Miſinformation; and he wondered, that any Man ſhould

ence, as thus to abuſe the Ears, and miſinform the Mind

FRO the very Beginning of this Commotion, Sir Ed- 
@vin Sandys deſired Mr. Mrote, not to be diſturbed at his 
Office and Salary, For as he had accepted them with much 
Reluctancy, and in ſole Obedience to the Company's Re- 
queſt, as they all knew and could teſtify, ſo he would reſign 
both the one and the other, with a much better Will, than 
he had ever received them. And he accordingly often made 
and declared his Reſignation, and very ſeriouſly proteſted, 
that he would never again accept the Place; and that, in 
Reſentment of the late Courſes taken to defame the Officers 
and Salaries, he would not, for any Reward whatſoever, 
any longer put up with, and endure ſuch Affronts and A+ 
buſes.

the Company's Proceedings, but alſo much to the Hindrance 
of the Pl:ntation, and to the Diſgrace and Defamation of 
ſome very worthy Perſons, for accepting thoſe Places, ſhould 
now, after all this Scandal raiſed, and Miſchief done, be yet 
unprepared with plain and evident Reaſons, to overthrow 
them. And he ſaid, he marvclled the more at this, as he 
then ſaw, before his Eyes, ſome Perſons, who declared, at 
the Council of the 11th of December, when the Conſidera- 
tion of the Salaries was referred to that preſent Day, that 
they would, againſt this Time, arm and fortify themſelves, 
do cut the "Throat of the Salaries. Wherefore he earneſt]y 
| beſought them, not to interpoſe any farther Delays, but 
no at length produce thoſe Reaſons, for which they had 
ſo much traduced and defamed both the Salaries and the Of- 
ficers. For they had certainly had ſufficient Time, to con- 
ſider and ripen the Matter; and nothing would be Reaſon 
in any future Day, which was not then ſo.  Hereupon 
there aroſe a very long Debate; till the Company, being 
little ſatisfied with the Reaſons given, and much wearied 
with the many Diverſions, made from the main Queſtion, 
eſpecially by Alderman Jonas called upon the Earl of 
S5uthanipton to put it to the Vote; and it was again voted 
and agreed, with an unanimous Voice (the Gentlemen in 
the Oppoſition either retiring, or elſe finding, how a 
derable their Number was, giving no Vote at all) that the 
Officers and Salaries ſhould ſtand, as they had been former- 
ly ordered and appointed. , | ATE 
THis was indeed a very great Concurrence and Unanj- 
mity of the Company, in the only Affair, for which the 
opponent Faction ever ſeemed to have had the leaſt Colour 
or Shadow of Reaſon. But altho* the Sum of five and twen- 
ty hundred Pounds a Year, for the Management of this Bu- 
fineſs, may, at a flight View, be thought very great and 
extraordinary, yet if it be conſidered, that thoſe Officers: (as 
it was then calculated and agreed) would have an hundred 
thouſand Pounds per Annum, running through their Hands, 
it will not be found fo exorbitant and exceſſive. For it only

A this Court, the Lord Cavendiſh alſo moved, that ſince 
Sir Edwin Sandys would, by no means, hold the Place of 

Director any longer, they would propoſe ſome other Perſon 
for that Office. Whereupon ſome named Sir Nathaizel 

Rich; but he excuſed himſelf, as uncapable of diſcharging 

ſuch an Office, and would not therefore undertake it, for 

ten thouſand Pounds a Year. But he declared, if he thought 

himſelf fit for the Buſineſs, he would willingly do it for no- 

thing. Then Sir Thomas //reth, and Mr. Edward Fohnſon, = 

an eminent Lawyer, and very worthy. Member of the So- 

| Clety, were propoſed ; but they both retuſed, as no way 
ſkilled-in ſuch Buſineſs, or able to execute the Place. Af- 
\ terwards it was put to the Queſtion ; Whether the Compa - 
ny would accept of Sir Edwin Sandys's Reſignation, and it 
Was, by a general Ercction of Hands, denied, He was 
therefore very preſſingly entreated, not to leave the Place, 
upon any Diſcouragement whatſoever ; the Company pro- 
feſſing, that, without his Aſſiſtance, they much doubted of 
the good Management and Succeſs of ſo difficult a Buſineſs. 

Even ſome of the moſt yiolent in the Oppoſition did, at 

other times, expreſs great Satisfaction in the Choice of Sir 
Edwin Sandys; and declared, that he, or no Body, was 

able to go through with ſo thorny and troubleſome an Em- 
ployment : Whilft others ſeemed diſinclined and backward, 

to be any way engaged in it, except it was under his Ma- 
nagement and Direction. And thus the Office of Director 

was, a ſecond Time forced upon Sir Edwin Sandys, with a 
very general and honourable Teſtiinony of the Company; 

and he accordingly, with the Committee, entered into Con- 
ſultation, about a proper Courſe and Regulation of the Bu- 

ſineſs; which, being brought before the Company, was

Bur the Centlemen in the Oppoſition, finding all At- 
tempts with the Company vain, took another and more 
effectual Way to deſtroy the Contract. For, twelve Days 
after the Thing had been thus examined a freſh, and again 
ſettled and determined, the Earl of Southampton and Lord 
Cavendiſb, the Treaſurer and Governor of the two Com- 
Panies, with the two Farrars, the Deputies, Sir Tam Da-

fore the Lord Treaſurer; where appeared, on the other 
Sir Francis Part, the Earl of Warwick, Sir Nathaniel Rich, Alderman 
. — wo Fohnſon, Mr. Wrote, Mr. Bing, and others of that Faction 

N who were ſeconded and aſſiſted by Sir John IMolſtenbolme and 
the Cuſtomers. There paſſed much Diſpute and Contradic. 
tion between the two Parties, which the Lord Treaſurer heard 
with great Patience, and without the leaſt Interruption to 

either Side. And jt was here confidently averred, eſpecially 
by Mr. MWrote and Mr. Bing, that the Companies, in car. 
Tying the Contract, had been overawed by the Earl of Son- 
thampton; and threatened, unleſs the Contract proceeded, 
the Colonies would be taken from them. At length, one 
of the Cuſtomers propoſed to the Lord Treaſurer, that ſince 
the Contract had been the Subject of ſo much Contention 
and Diſcord, it might be immediately diſſolved; and that 
the Companies ſhould be obliged, to bring all their Tobacco 
into England, and pay the old twelve Pence a Pound, Cuſ- 
tom and Impoſt ; which, he ſaid, would be more ſatisfac- 
tory to the Planters, and more beneficial to the King. And 
he then proceeded to calculate and ſhew, that a Revenue, of 
twenty thouſand Pounds a Year upon Tobacco, would be 
thence raiſed for his Majeſty ; which was the utmoſt, that 
had been aimed at or expected, The Lord Treaſurer alſo 
reminded the Companies of the great Grace and Favour, his 
Majeſty had ſhewed them, by granting them Lotteries, and 
other Means, for the Advancement of the Colonies. And 
this, by the bye, was always inſiſted on, as a vaſt and infi- 
nite Obligation, which the Companies could never return; 
and it was therefore for ever urged as an Argument, for 
their granting his Majeſty, whatever he demanded. And 
his Lordſhip concluded, that it was a very unfit and un- 
grateful thing, whether there was a Contract, or no Con- 
tract, not to bring all their Tobacco into England, to pay 
Duty, that his Majeſty's Revenue might be thereby ad- 
vanced. „„ | SE 15 . 
THESE Expreſſions of the Lord Treaſurer were received 
with great Applauſe and Approbation, by the Jarwickian 
Faction; who declared, that it had ever been their Defire, 
that all the Tobacco ſhould be brought into England. And 

Mr. Wrote farther ſaid, that the Colony in Virginia had ſent 
a Petition, to be exhibited to his Majeſty, to that Purpoſe ; 
which was however never preſented to the King, but had 

been concealed and Cimpretfad by the Deputy. By this he 
meant the Petition, already recited (p. 200) which was fent, 
when no Tobacco from Virginia was imported into England; 
but coming after the Prohibition was taken off, it was 1 5 5 
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fore never preſented. The Earl of Southampton therefore 1623. 

replied, that the Colony meant nothing leis by that Peti- FE 

tion, than what he now pretended. For the Scope of it was, — 

to obtain Liberty to bring Tobacco into England, at a time, „Ann. 
when they were utterly debarred from importing any. At 
laſt they were diſmiſſed ; and the Lord High Treaſurer told 
them, they might ſtill proceed with the Buſineſs of the Con- 
tract, notwithſtanding theſe Diſſentions and Oppoſitions. 

Bor ſoon after, they were again ſummoned, to meet 
before the Lords of the Privy Council, on the 4th of March; 
Sir Edwin Sandys (the Earl of Southampton being then out 
of Town) and the two Farrars, with ſuch, as they ſhould 

bring with them, for the Virginia Company, and for the 
other Side, Sir Thomas Smith and Alderman Fohnſon, with 
ſuch Advocates and Aſſiſtants, as they ſhould chuſe; for the 
Somer-1ſlands Company, the Lord Gavendiſh, and ſuch, as 
he would bring with him, and of the oppoſite Party, the 
Earl of Y/arwick, or Sir Nathaniel Rich, with ſuch others, 
as they thought proper. On that Day, they appeared ac- 
cordingly, being attended by the Lord Sz. 97 75 Lord Pa- 
get, Sir Edward Sackvil, Sir John Brooke, Sir Fohn Davers, 
Sir Robert Killigrew, and divers other eminent Members of 
the Company; and they were told by the Lord High Trea- 
ſurer, that this Meeting had been appointed to examine ſuns 
dry Complaints, that had been exhibited againſt the Con- 
tract, by ſome particular Members of their Companies, 
Whereupon the Lord Cavendiſh made Proteſtation, that, as 
the Contract had often been, moſt fairly and regularly, vo- 
ted and concluded, in ſeveral Quarter S neither him 
ſelf, nor the reſt of the Company, which then attended, 
came to give any Satisfaction to thoſe Members, which 
now oppoſed it. For they were not only, as the leſſer Part, 
involved in the general Agreement of the Majority, but 
had, moſt of them, actually given their Votes and Conſent. 
to the Contract; and it would be to the Prejudice and De- 
ſtruction of all good Government, to be perpetually tam- 
pering and treating with them about it. But he ſaid, if 
their Lordſhips, upon any ſiniſter Surmiſes or Informations, 
| Had conceived any Doubts about the Matter, himſelf, 
the reſt, were both ready and willing, to give their Lord» 
| ſhips an Account of their whole Proceedings, and ſuch an 
Account, as they truſted and were afſured, would, in every 
Particular, give all reaſonable Satisfaction. 


_ HEREvPpon, the Lords of the Council requiring ſome

both Forenoon and Afternoon. At length, after a lon 
Hearing and Deliberation, the Lord Cavendiſh, Sir Edwin 
Sandys, and Mr. Nicholas Farrar, Deputy of the Virginia 
Company, were called in, and told by the Lord Preſident 
of the Council; that they had given a good Account, both 
of the Reaſons, which induced thera to conclude the Con- 
tract, and of their fair and upright Proceeding in paſſing it. 
And he promiſed, that a Report ſhould be made to his Ma- 
zeſty, by that Board, accordingly z and he doubted not, 
but that the Contract would be confirmed to them, or elle 
ſome other Bargain granted, as much to their Content and 
Advantage. The Lord Treaſurer likewiſe gave them a moſt 
| Honourable Teſtimony, of their upright Proceedings, and 
wiſe Adminiſtration of the Affairs of the Colonies, for the 
four laſt Years; in which, he ſaid, they had thriven won-

 Fohnſon was Deputy, and the Buſineſs was in other Hands,

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AN p thus did this Affair go off, in all Appearance, great- Sir Fre 


ly to the Honour of the- Companies, and to the utter Diſ- 
grace and Confuſion, of the oppoſite Faction. But vhilſt 

the Companies were engaged in debating the Matter before 
the Council, the Earl of J/arwick and Mr. Wrote were with 
the King; and what Effect their Calumnies and Inſinua- 
tions might have on the Mind of that weak Prince, may be 
eaſily judged by the Event. For the Virginia Company, 
being incouraged by the 'Third Point, propoſed by the Lord 
Treaſurer, to be conſidered, viz. If the Contract was not 
for the Good of the Colonies, how it might be made ſo ? 
_ reconſidered the Whole, in each Article and Particular, and 
propoſed ſuch Alleviations in the hardeſt Parts, as they con- 
ceived reaſonable, or thought there were any Hopes of ob- 
taining. And to this End, the Gentlemen in the Oppoſition 
were expreſly invited and deſired, to join with them; that, 
lying aſide all Study of Party and Contradiction, they might 
unanimouſly, and with the Calmneſs of Reaſon, examine 
and find out, what was moſt neceſſary and beneficial for the 


Colonies. But the Principal of thoſe Gentlemen not vouch- 


ſafing their Preſence, they proceeded, and drew up a long 
and particular Repreſentation of the whole Matter to the 
Lords of the Privy Council; that they might aſſiſt their 
Suit, and be Interceſſors to his Majeſty for them. But 
wWahilſt theſe things were in Agitation, the whole Contract 
was ſuddenly declared by his Majeſty, to be void and of none 
Effect. But I cannot diſcover the exact Day, when this 
was done; nor what were the Reaſons or Pretences for it. 
Ap this was the End of the Company's Contract with 
his Majeſty, for the ſole Importation of Tobacco; an Af- 
fair, which raiſed vaſt Heats and Animoſities, aifd gave a 
_ Handle, eſpecially on Account of the two great Salaries, 
to much Clamour and Reproach. And by this Means, the 
Warwickian Faction were ſtrengthened by the Acceſſion of 
Mr. Wrote, Mr. Gibbs, Mr. Bing, and other Perſons of Conſi- 
deration and Figure; and it was now encreaſed to twenty fix 
in the whole, whereas it had before been even leſs nume- 
rous and potent. As to the Contract itſelf, it was acknow= 
ledged, . by thoſe, who were moſt vigorous in upholding it, 
not to be abſolutely and in itſelf advantageous, but only 
Fe good, with Reſpect to their former State of 
Slavery and Oppreſſion under the Cuſtomers and Farmers 
of his Majeſty's Revenues, and as it would ſhield them from 
their farther illegal and arbitrary Impoſitions.

It hath been already related, that; in October 1621, the 
Lords of the Privy Council commanded all the Tobaceo 
and other Commodities, to be brought from Virginia into 
England; but upon Reaſons given, and a Repreſentation 
made by the Company, the Matter reſted, and had been no 
farther infifted on. But now, chiefly at the Inſtigation, and 
by the Offers and Motions of the opponent Faction, their 
Lordſhips renewed that Order, in very ftrong and peremp- 
tory Ferms. For, on the 4th of March, when the Com- 
panies were before the Council, the Lord Cavendiſh, Sir 
Edwin Sandys, and Mr. Deputy Farrar, of the Virginia 
Company, were very fharply reprimanded and threatened; 
becauſe ſome Ships had lately gone from the Colonies to 
Holland; and they were ordered, to ſigniſy and declare ta 
their Companies, that it was the Pleaſure and expreſs Com-

- Ware x this Affair came before the Company, Sir Ed. 
ruin Sandys ſaid, that he ſhould always be the Son of Obe- 
dience, and yield a ready Submiſſion to the Commands of 
the higher Powers; as he well knew, it was the Intent and 
Inclination of the Company to do.

- Tris clear and pathetic Account of the Caſe was re- 
ceived with the general Applauſe and Approbation of the 
Company; and Mr. Rider added, that there ſeemed to 
him to be another material Difference, between the $pg- 
mſh and Engliſb Plantations.

I. TEE firſt Cauſe of theſe Mens Malice, was the ill 
Affection of the old Officers; out of whoſe Hands (the Co- 
| Jonies having not proſpered under them) the Government 
was neceſſarily taken; and their Proſperity ſince, implying 
the evident Benefit of that Removal, and a manifeſt Proof 
of their ill Government, it had ſo offended them, that they 
endeavoured, the better to cover that Fault, by publick 
Diſturbances, and private Practice and Confederation, ta 
interrupt the preſent Proſperity of the Colonies, and to ble- 
miſh the Reputation, and diſturb the Peace of the Compa- 
nies : And that, to this End, they had not forborn to ſet ta 
their Hands in Atteſtation of moſt falſe and ſcandalous Peti- 
tions; frequently to lay Imputations themſelves on the 
Courts; ſometimes to procure Complaints from others a- 
gainſt them; and at all times to yield a publick Encourage- 
ment and Protection to ſuch Perſons, as had done Wrong; 
or were declared Enemies, to the Companies. 
2. TAE ſecond Cauſe was, that the principal of thoſs 
Citizens, and ſome others, who had wove themſelves yr 
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the Oppoſition, were for the "moſt Part ſuch, as had for- 1623. 
merly borne Office, either in the Companies, or the Plan- > 7 
tations; who having not cleared their many Accounts (ſome _ ay 
of which were very ſuſpicious) and being preſſed by the 9 
Companies, uſed all the Art, that Malice could invent, to 
do Prejudice, and give Diſturbance to the preſent Govern- 
ment; hoping, by that means to ſhroud themſelves from a 
due Examination, and ſo, in the Storm and Confuſion, to 
go off, unconvicted and unpunithed. F ae 
3. Sou others of thefe Opponents, of a different Rank 
and Quality, had either been concerned in ſpoiling and fleec- 
ing the Plantations, and in ſetting forth a piratical Ship, 
called the Treaſurer; or elſe had abetted and protected thoſe, 
who had done it, with ſuch Violence, as was greatly to the 
Offence, Scandal, and Wrong of the Company. But their 
Ends not fully anſwering their Expectations, they had there- 
fore abandoned the Virginia Courts, except when they came 
to raiſe Troubles and Diſſentions, in order, by that means; 
to keep the Company from calling thoſe Offences into

4. Mos v of the Twenty-ſix were involved in ſome, or 
all theſe Cauſes of Diffenfion 5 and the few that remained, 
were either Servants to, or had neceſſary Dependency upon, 
ſome o the reſt. PET a} „„ 
LAS TL x, they went on to propoſe ſome Remedies, to 
prevent the like Inconveniences and Diſturbances for the fu- 
ture. Since therefore theſe Colonies were chiefly fettled, 
for the Honour of his Majeſty's Times, in propageting the 
| Chriſtian Religion in thoſe barbarous Parts; for the Enlarge- 
ment of his Dominions; for the Encreaſe of his Revenue; 
for the enriching his People; and for the future Strength 
and Ornament of the Kingdom of England; they beſought 
his Majeſty, to give Countenance and Encouragement to 
their Labours; to believe well of the Companies, and not 
ive too ready a Credit to the malicious ahd pre- concerted 
Informations of ſome of their Members; and to grant them 
ſome ſuch preſent Teftimony of his good Opinion, and gra- 
cious Acceptance of their Endeavours, by Letter or other- 
wiſe, as might do Honour to the Company, and ſtrengthen 
their . And this they were the rather induced to 
hope, as the late great Breach in the Companies had been 
occaſioned; by their Forwardneſs and Deſire, to advance 
his Majeſty's Profit and Revenue by the Contract. And 
they farther beſought his Majeſty, to be graciouſly pleaſed 
to declare his Intention, that, in all Buſineſs of the Courts 
for the future, they ſhould be left freely to govern them 
ſelves, by their Charters and Laws; and withal, to give 
. ; 3 preſent 
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preſent Order to the Lords of the Privy Council, that, if 
there ſhould be any ſuch private Conſpiracy, Confederation 
or Oppoſition, as the Companies themſelves could neither 
remedy nor puniſh, to afford them their Help and Aſſiſtance 
in the Remedy and Puniſhment of the ſame. And laftly 
they prayed, that for ſuch, as had been accuſed of henious 

rimes, committed in the Plantations, and had thence eſca- 
ped, and taen braved the Companies in England, his Ma- 
jeſty would be gracioully pleaſed, to extend his Power, and 
ſend them back to the Plantations, there to receive their juſt 
and legal Trials. And by theſe Aſſiſtances, the Companies 


would be enabled, chearfully to proceed, and in ſhort time 


ſo to advance thoſe great and noble Undertakings, as would 


give his Majeſty full Content, and juſt Cauſe to believe, 
that theſe his Favours had been well beſtowed, and rightly 


led. „ | 3 
THe Earl of Southampton was not preſent, when theſe 


things paſſed ; and as he was obnoxious at Court, and had 


received ſome ill Uſage from it, it may be ſurmiſed, that he 
kept out of the Way purpoſely, to avoid being farther em- 


broiled. But it is, I think, much more agreeable to the 


Character of that worthy and patriot Nobleman, to ſup- _ 


poſe, that he did not deſert his Station in ſuch a Manner, 
but was abſent on other juſt and neceſſary Occaſions. In 


his Abſence therefore, theſe two Papers (together with a 


Petition to his Majeſty, to refer the Hearing of the Com- 
plaints of Alderman Pay 5 and his Aſſociates, to the Body 


of his moſt Honourable Privy Council) were committed to 


Lord Cavendiſh, Lord Delawarr, Sir Edward Sackvil, Sir 


John Brooke, and Colonel Ogle, to take the firſt proper Op- 
portunity to preſent them to his Majeſty, and to make 


Choice of ſuch others of the Company, as they thought 


Hit, to attend them. 1 85 
THis Court alſo, at Mr. Deputy Farrar's Motion, 
conferred the Freedom of the Company on Carew Ralegh 
Eſq; the only ſurviving Son of Sir Walter. He had gone, 
after his Father's Dezth, a Gentleman Commoner, to Wad- 
ham College, in Oxford; where he continued his Studies, 


about five Years. About this time, being yet ſcarce twenty 


Years of Age, he came up to London, and went to Court; 


Hoping by the Favour of William, Earl of Pembroke, his 


noble Kinſman, to obtain ſome Redreſs, in the Hardſhips 
and Wrongs done him. But the King did not like his 
Countenance there; and ſaid, that he appeared in his Court, 
like his Father's Ghoſt. Wherefore, by the Earl's Advice, 
he removed himſelf from his Majeſty's Sight, and went 


upon his Travels, till a more favourable Conjuncture ſhould | 


offer. 
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gracing and depreſſing every thing that had Relation to 
this Great Man, the Virginia Company ſeems to have had 
a quite different Notion of things. For they willingly em- 
braced the Pretence, of Sir Walter Raleigh's being the firſt 
Diſcoverer of Virginia, to teſtify their Reſpect to his Me- 
mory and Merit, by conferring extraordinarily, upon his 
Son, the Freedom of the Company, and a Voice in their 
Courts. And he accordingly appears at their Courts, com- 
monly ranked with the Knights, till June the next Year, 
at which time, it may be ſuppoſed, he went on his Tra- 
Ye." e ee 
Soo after this, authentic Copies of Alderman John- 
ſon's Petition and Captain Butler's Information were, b 
ſome Perſon, ſent to the Company ; which being publickly 
and diſtinctly read, the Court was informed by Perſons of 
Worth, that this Report, in particular, of the Unhealthi- 
neſs of the Country, and of the Colony's being ſeated 
among Bogs and Marthes, having been induſtriouſly ſpread 
by Captain Butler and his Aſſociates, not only over all 
Parts of the City, but likewiſe into divers Parts of the 
Country, was likely to ſtop many hundreds of People, who 
were preparing to tranſport themſelves thither; and that it 
was therefore abſolutely neceſſary, to make an immediate 
| Enquiry about that Matter. Whereupon ſome, then pre- 
ſent, who had been long and often in Virginia, affirined 


on the main River, they might land, with Boats drawing 
three Foot Water, from half Flood to half Ebb, ſafe 1 

dry, without wetting their Foot; and that they had found, 
by their own Experience, the Air to be as wholeſome, and 
the Soil for the moſt part, as fertile, as in any Part of En- 
gland, or of any other Country, where they had been. 
But the better to obviate the ill Conſequences and Calum- 
nies of Captain Butler's Information, an Anſwer was drawn 
up in Writing againſt the next Meeting of the Company, 
and ſubſcribed by the Rev. Mr. William Meaſe, à Miniſter, 
who had lived ten Years in Virginia; by one Mr. John 
Procter, a Man of good Sort, who had lived there fourteen 
Years ; and by fourteen others, Maſters of Ships, Mari= 
ners, and Inhabitants, who had been and lived, ſome more 
and ſome leſs, in the Country, and were perfectly ac- 
quainted with the River, and all Parts of the Colony. 
This Anſwer, which they declared themſelves ready to 
juſtify upon Oath, contained a flat Denial and Diſproof of

Antipathy, and however ſteady and conſtant in doing an 8 
eternal Diſhonour to his own Judgment and Fame, by diſ- 5ù Fronces 


upon their certain Knowledge, that, at all the Plantations 
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the ſeven firſt Articles of Butler's Information. As to the 
three laſt, they left them to be anſwered by the Governor 
and Company, as relating immediately to themſelves, ang 
containing things, either above their Determination, or out 
of their Knowledge. And as this Writing contained the 


Teſtimony of Eye-witneſſes to Matters of Fact, it agreed 


ſo exactly in Subſtance with an Anſwer, afterwards returns 
ed from Virginia by the Governor and General Aſſembly, 


that I ſhall not detain the Reader, at preſent, with an Ab- 


ſtract of it, but ſhall refer to that more authentic Teſtimo. 
ny of the whole Body of the Colony, which will be here- 


after recited, in it's proper Time and Place. 


Bu r beſides this Diſproof of Captain Butler's Informa- 


tion, the farther to detect and expoſe his malicious De- 
Hens and unfair Proceedings, two Papers were produced in 
Court, and admitted to Record, under the Hands of Jun 
Severne, Maſters-mate, and John Lowe, Boatſwain, of the 
James. In theſe they affirmed, that coming, one Morn- 
ing, to Captain Nathaniel Butler, about ſome Buſineſs, the 


ſaid Captain brought a Writing in his Hand, and began to 
read ſome Part of it; telling them, he had been with the 
King, and proteſting, the Writing was for the Good of the 


Country. hereupon they, being in great Haſte, having 


heard a few Lines only read, and not attending much to 
the Matter, and beſides conceiving Captain Butler to be a 


very honeſt Man, did readily ſet their Hands to the ſaid 
Writing. But having fince underſtood, that it was in Diſ- 
grace and Diſparagement of the Country, they, the faid 
John Severne and John Lowe, did thereby diſavow the faid 


Vriting, as falſe and unjuſt; and farther proteſted, that, 


upon their Oaths, they muſt declare the contrary. And all 
theſe Proofs of his wilful Malice and Injuſtice did Captain 


Butler fit in the Court and hear, and calmly demanded a 


Copy of the Anſwer to his Information. 


Bur as his Majeſty intended, in Compliance with the 
Petitions of both Alderman Johnſon and the Company, to 
appoint Commiſſioners to enquire into all theſe Matters and 
Allegations, the Court thought it proper, to prepare be- 


times to make their Defence. To this End, as the Com- 
pany conſiſted of many Members of both Houſes of Parlia- 


ment, they were naturally led to the Parliamentary Me- 


thods of proceeding, and reſolved themſelves into a grand 
Committee of the whole Company, which had Power, to 
ſubſtitute and ordain other Sub-Committees, for expediting 
Matters; that ſo the Buſineſs, being parted among many 
Hands, might be the more ſpeedily and better accompliſhed. 


And now having Copies of Alderman Jobnſon's and Cap-

nical Laws, and many of his Majeſty's Subjects in

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tain Butler's Complaints, they ſoon after drew up direct 2623. 


In Anſwer to Alderman Johnſon's Petition, they ob- 


Firſt, that the former Government, under Sir Thomas Smith, 
as Treaſurer, and Mr. Canning and himſelf, as Deputy- 


Treaſurers, was mild and diſcreet ; whereby all Sorts of 


Perſons were induced to engage themſelves in that great 
and difficult Action, which thence proceeded in a moſt 
hopeful Way, and with Peace and Concord ; whereas it 


| had of late come to paſs, that their Love and Unity at 


home were turned into civil Diſcord and Diſſenſion; and 


that divers of the ancient Adventurers and Planters con- 
ceived themſelves, to be many ways injured, abufed and 


oppreſſed. „„ 
To this they replied: That as to the Government at 
home in thoſe times, all his Majeſty's particular Inſtructions 


therein were clean ſuppreſſed and extinguithed, and the 
Originals no longer extant ; and that there were no Orders 
made for the Goyernment of the Company, except now 


and then one, upon preſent Occaſion. And as to the Go- 
vernment abroad in the Colony, it was, for the moſt part, 


left abſolutely to the Governor's Will and Pleaſure ; only 
| Inſtead of a Body of moderate Laws, agreeable to the Con- 


ſtitution and Government of England, there was printed at 
home, and with great Honour dedicated to Sir Thomas 
Smith, and afterwards by him ſent to Virginia, by his o., n 


Authority, and without the Company's Order or Conſent, 


a Book of moſt truculent Laws, written in Blood; which, 
altho* they might ſerve for Martial Government in time of 


War, being tranſlated moſt of them from the Martial 
Laus of the United Provinces, yet were abſolutely deſtruc- 
tive of all the native Rights and Liberties of Exgliſb Sub- 

jects, and very far from deſerving the Name of a mild Go- 

vernment, here given it by the Petitioners: And that, for 


this Cauſe, People in England were deterred from going 
over in Perſon, to live there under ſuch bloody and > bor 

irgi- 
nia were put to moſt unjuſt and undeſerved Deaths. But 
moſt efpecially, ſuch a 3 was hereby put into the 
Hands of one of the Governors, a Kinſman of Sir Thomas 
Smith, that he, in a manner, ſpoiled and deſtroyed the whole 
Colony, as was ftill extant and to be ſeen, in the Letters of 


Sir Thomas Smith himfelf and Alderman Johnſon. 


THAT the Conſequence of this Miſgovernment was, 


that the Colony was waſted to a few hundreds of Peo- 
ple, who had nevertheleſs no Intent to proceed in the Plan-

What 55 and Cruelty being ſome times, in Deſpair, all ſhipped to 
e return, and at other times, in Revenge, adopting to them- 
ſelves new Patrons and Defenders againſt their bad Govern- 
ment. And that Adventurers at home did indeed, at rt, 
come plentifully in, as to a new Thing; but that, at la it, 
they abandoncd the Courts, and refuſcd to pay their Mo- 
ni:s ſubſcribed ; for which being ſued, they pleaded in 
Chancery, upon their Oaths, that the Monics were not 
converted to the Uſe intended, but to particular Men's 
Gains; and that no Accounts were kept, or were at leaft 
to be ſeen, But on the contrary, they ſaid, what Refor- 
ma tions had been made, and what Mecafures taken,” in Point 
of Government, for the four lat Years, might be appa- 
rent to all Men; and that their Labours herein had given 
ſuch Satisfaction to the Plantations, that the Colony of /ir- © 
ginia had, in particular, by a publick Act in their General 
Aſſembly, returned Thanks to the Company, for their 
rex Love: Juſtice; and Care. 

As for Diſcord and Diſſenſion, they acknowledged, 

ichin the Compaſs of the four laſt Years, there had been 
ſome great Rents made in the Council and Company ; but 
that theſe proceeded wholly from the Alderman and his 
Party, the greateſt Number of whom were ſeldom ſeen in 

their Ceurts, but when they came to raiſe, or to nouriſh, 
this very Diſcord and Faction, they here complained of, 
And as to the Wrongs and Oppreſſion of the ancient Ad- 
venturcrs and Planters, they challenged him to ſhew, that 
the Juſtice, which it was in the Company s Power to give, 
had ever been denied to any Man whatſoever ; much leſs 
had the Goods of ſome pa urticular Perſons in the Colonics, 
by private Directions and underhand Letters, been taken 
_ violently from them, contrary to all Juſtice and due Courſe 
of Law, and conſigned into the Hands of their potent Ad- 
verſarics in England; as was notoriouſly done, in the Caſe 
of Captain Miles Kendal, formerly Governor of Bermudas, 
| who was ſpoiled by Captain Butler, his ducceſſor, of four- 
teen Negroes, granted him by a Dutch Captain, under 2 
falſe and groundleſs Pretence, that they. belonged to their 
piratical Ship, the Treaſurer. 

IHE fecond Allegation of Alderman Jobnſon 8 Petition 
was: That, under the former Government, they had 
Peace with the Indians, by which means ſundry of thoſe 
infidels, and ſome of eminent Rank, were converted to the 
Chriſtian Religion; whereas, of late, there had been a

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- In Anſwer to this, they denied, that except Pocahontas 1623. 
75 (whom they here call Matoar) there had happened any — 
m thing of Note in the Converſion of thoſe Infidels, under = N 
i Sir Thomas Smith's Adminiſtration. And they farther af- GEE 5 
1 firmed, that, during his time, the Engliſb were almoſt in 

. a continual War and Hoſtility with the Indians; and that, 

Se in particular, Captain Argall came away, in the laſt Part 


of that time, and left unpuniſhed the Murder of ten of the 
Engliſh, by a Party of the Chickghominies. But on the 
contrary, how great, and what chargeable Attempts, had 
been made, within the laſt four Years, for the Converſion 
and Education of thoſe Infidels, was ſufficiently evident, 
from the Plantation for the College; on which, notwith- 
ſtanding the late Maſſacre, they conceived, there were yet 
remaining fixty "Tenants, or thereabouts. And the Com- 
pany had indeed, in their firft Letter after the Knowledge 
of the Maffacre, propoſed Methods, and given ſtrict Or- 
ders, to the Governor and Council, for the Renewal of the 
College, and Reſettlement of it's Lands; but Means being 
wanting, the Governor and Council could do nothing 1n it 
to Effect. However they promiſed, that that pious Work 
ſhould, by the Divine Aſſiſtance, again proceed, in due 
time. And as to the Hoſtility with the Indians, they de- 
dlared, there had been none, within the four laſt Years, be- 
fore the late treacherous and bloody Maſſacre; which had 
it not happened, theſe Maligners muſt have been mute, 
and would have had nothing to alledge to the Diſgrace of 
the Company and Plantation © RT Sl 
THe third Allegation of the Alderman's Petition was: 
That, in the firſt twelve Years, divers Staple-Commoditieg 
began to be raiſed and imported into England; whereas, of 
late Years, the aforeſaid Commodities did not appear. 
_THEy replied, that this Objection reflected ftrongly on 
the Objector himſelf. They owned, that ſome Samples of 
thoſe Commodities had been, by the Induſtry of Sir Thomas 
Dale, ſent home, in the ninth and tenth Years of the firft 
twelve; but that none had appeared, in the two laſt, un- 
der the Government of Captain Argall, The Reaſon of 
which was, that the Magazine being then on foot, whereof 
the Alderman was Director, it pleaſed him, to ſet no Price 
upon any other Commodity, except Tobacco and Saſſafras, 
being Commodities of his own Trade, and for the greateſt; 
Part whereof he himſelf became the Company's Chapman; 
and that, by this means, all Endeavours for thoſe other 
Commodities were abandoned, and the Colony poſſeſſed 
with that doating Affection for Tobacco, which the Com- 
pany had not ſuice, with n Care, been able to ex- 


5 unguich. 
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tinguiſh. And wy then proceeded, to recount their late 
Endcavours for railing divers Commodities; which had in- 
decd lately received a fore Interruption from the Maſſacre, 


verncr,. but it was their Intent and Reſolution, ſhortly again to re- 
| ſtore and ſet them up. CCC 


As for that Pretence, that the Petition aimed at no other 
End, but that after the Work of ſome neceſlary Reforma- 
tion, the Work of the Plantations might be again renewed 
and proſper ; they ſaid, they were obliged, therein to de- 


tect the Alderman's unclear Proceedings. For it ſhould be 


juſtified ag inſt him, by undeniable Proof: That he had 


laboured of late, by ſtrange and falſe Allegations, to diſ- 


courage ſome Perſons of Eminence and Fortune, from fa- 


vouring or proceeding in the Enterpriſe : That he had 


brow-beaten and found Fault with ſuch, as had commended 


the Country, ſo much extolled formerly by himſelf, in ſun- 


dry printed Treatiſes; and had declared, thai the World 
had bcen cheated and deluded by Virginia : That he had 


ſaid, there were too many of the Engliſb Nation there al- 
ready ; that the Staple-Commodities, ſpoken of, would 


come to nothing; that the Iron was baſe, and not worth _ 
the Freight; the K ſour, and the Climate improper 
for Wine; that the Mulberry Trees had a Prickle in them, 


Bigneſs; and that the Converſion of the Infidels was a vain 


which deftroycd the Silk-worms, when they came to any 


and impoſtible Attempt, they being deſcended of the cur- 
| fed Race of Ham. And now, whether a Perſon of this 
Malice vnd Virulency of Diſpoſition was a proper Inſtru- 


ment to work out the Good of the Colonies, they left to 


the Judgment of all clear and impartial Minds. 


LAST IU, touching the Iſſue of the Petition, that all 


Abuſes might be examined and reformed, the Company de- 
clared, they willingly concurred with the Petitioners there- 
in, but could not forbear remarking their too evident Par- 


tiality. For they deſired only, that the Accounts ſince Sir 


Thomas Smith's Time might be examined, which had al- 


was been fairly kept, and legally audited, according to the 


Orders of tne Court, (except by one only of the Petitioner's 


Society) and yet they paſſed the Accounts of the former 


Years over in Silence, which were nevertheleſs three times

In their Anſwer to Captain Butler's Information, they 


recited, that the ſeven firſt Articles had been anſwered by

T ſill, to avoid all tedious and needleſs Repetition, refer to 
0 that, hereafter to be given. But as to Butler's laſt Clauſe, 
l of the Confuſions and private Ends of ſome of the Com- 


pany in England, and of the bad Execution of their Agents 
in 5 irginia, they beſought his Majeſty, that he might not 
be permitted to wander in ſuch general and indeterminate 
Accuſations, which only tended to-Slander and Defamation, 
but might be obliged to make an expreſs and particular 
Diſcovery of thoſe Perſons and Meaſures before the Com- 
miſſioners, that were ſoon to be appointed. And in the 
mean while, they proteſted againſt it, as calumnious and 
unjuſt, and of the ſelf-ſame Truth with the reſt of his In- 
formations. VC VV 
MR. Berbleck alſo deſired, that a ſhort Paſſage, out of 
one of Sir Thomas Dale's Letters to Sir Thomas Smith, might 
be read; which he had accidentally happened upon, in pe- 
ruling the Company's Books, by Order of the Court. This 
Was dated in June 1613, and has been already mentioned 
and extracted. In it, he defires them not to be gulled by 
the clamorous Reports of baſe People, but to believe Caleb 
and Foſhua, and gives a very great and laviſh Commenda- 
tion of the Country; which Mr. John Smith declared to 
agree exactly, with what he, and divers other Perſons of 
Worth, had heard from his own Mouth in England; and 
Mr. Copeland affirmed, that Sir Thomas Dale had told him 
the ſame in Effect, at Japan in the Eaft-Indies. There 
was alſo read Part of a Letter from Sir Samuel Argall ta 
the Company, dated in Futly 1617, highly commending the 
Healthineſs and Conveniency of Fames-Town. To theſe 
was added, at the Lord Cavendiſb's Motion, a long Decla- 
ration, by his Majeſty's Council for Virginia, and the prin- 
cipal Aſſiſtants for the Somer-1/lands ; in which, they plain- 
rh and without Diſguiſe or Palliation, laid open the whole 
Scene of the Earl of Warwick's Proceedings, with the ini- 
quitous Practices of himſelf and his Faction, but moſt eſpe- 
cially of his too grand Inſtruments of Rapine, Sir Samuel 
Argall and Captain Butler. This long and particular Rela- 
tion has been of ſingular Service, and given great Light, in 
the fuller Detection of their fraudulent Arts and age= 
ment ; but as it contains nothing materially different from 
the foregoing Relation of their Proceedings, I ſhall eaſe both 
myſelf and the Reader from the Trouble of an Abſtract.

Forteſcue, Sir Francis Gofton, Sir Richard Sutton, Sir Hil- 

liam Pit, Sir Henry Bourchier, and Sir Henry Spilman, 
Enights, or any four of them, to examine and enquire into 

all Matters and Buſineſſes, any ways relating or appertain- 

ing to the Plantations of Virginia and the Somer-1ſlands, 

Altho' the Points, to be enquired into, ran very much, in 

this Commiſſion, according to the general Heads, and even 

the very Words, of the latter Part of Alderman Fohn/or's 

Petition, yet the Lords of the Privy Council had the Alder- 

man's Partiality reformed, and their Enquiry was not con- 

fined to the four laſt Years, but extended to all Acts and 

_ Things, from the firit Incorporation of the Companies, 

and dettlement of the Colonies. Who theſe Commiſſioners 

were, and what were their real Characters and Conduct 

through Life, I cannot ſay. I only find, that Cambden, in 

his Annals for the Year 1619, briefly mentions Forteſcue, 
 Gofton, Sutton, and Pit, late Commiſſioners for the Navy, 

and for Domeſtick Affairs, to be then knighted, : 

Fou this time, all Letters from the Colonies, both 

publick and private, were intercepted by his Majeſty's 

Command ; in order to ſurpriſe, and find out, any ſecret 

Combinations and underhand Practices of the Companies, 

or their Officers. All their Books and Records were like- 

wiſe ſequeſtered, by an Order of the Privy Council; and 

both the Mr. Farrars, the Deputy-Treafurers to the twa 
Companies, were laid under Arreſt, and confined. I can- 

not diſcover, by what Colour or Pretence this was done 

but it was a great Interruption, in preparing the Company's 

Buſineſs, which was to be laid before the Commiſſioners. 

For their Defence depended entirely on their Books and 

Records, from which, they doubted not, to make their 

Innocency abundantly appear. And they were fo ſenſible 

of the Prejudice, that would ariſe to the Companies, by 

their Deputies Reſtraint, who were their greateſt Accomp- 

tants, and by reaſon of their Places, the moſt converſant 

of all others in the Buſineſs of late Years, that they peth 

tioned the Privy Council, ſo far at leaft to ſet them at Li- 

berty, that they might be able to go forward with the Com- 

. Buſineſs, and attend the Commiſſioners. And their 

3ooks were accordingly ſoon after reſtored, and the Depu- 

ties releaſed.

diate Relief to the Colony, And they propoſed, that the _ 
whole Company fnould be obliged to contribute their Parts 
towards it, according to the Number of each Man's Shares, 
by rating them at twenty, or at leaſt ten Shillings, a Share; 
and that they ſhould be compelled to pay the ſame, by an 
Onder of that Board. But Mr. Farrar and his Aſſociates 
ſeem, not to have been perfectly convinced of the Legality 
pf ſuch a Proceeding ; and conceived themſelves to have no 
Power by Law, to lay ſuch a general Aſſeſment on the Com- 
pany, without their Conſent. Wherefore, after much De- 
bate, they prevailed on their Lordſhips, to permit them to 
proceed, in their uſual] Method of voluntary Subſcriptions. 
And as the opponent Faction had been loud before the Lords 
of the Council, and preſſed much the ſending a ſpeedy Sup- 
ply, thereby endeavouring to inſinuate and reflect on the 
Negligence and ſiniſter Views of the Company, a Roll of 
Subſcription was prepared purpoſely, and preſented to them, 
to ſubſcribe by themſelves; and Sir Edward Sackvil earn- 
eſtly entreated them, to be liberal and exemplary in their 
Contributions, ſince they had expreſſed, before the Council, 
ſo tender a Senſe of the diſtreſſed State of the Colony. But 
they had the Confidence to withſtand ſo ſtrong a Snare ; and 
the Colony was obliged to the other Side for the Supply, as 
I find intimated, in a Letter from Mr. Deputy Farrar, ſent 
at the ſame time, in the Name of the Council and Com; 
| pany. However, it was not of that vaſt Uſe and Relief, as 
was imagined or pretended. For, as the Deputy and Com-

any thing in Conſequence, of this juſt and reaſonable Re- 
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Bu r notwithſtanding theſe lowering Proſpects, and this 1623. 
unpromiſing Aſpect of their Affairs, the Company proceed- — - 
ed chearfully and boldly in their Defence. And therefore, as — Francis 
ſoon as the Commiſſioners were known, they deputed Sir moos 
Edward Sackvil, Sir Robert Killigrew, and ir John Da- 
vers, to wait upon them, in the Company's Name; and 
to declare their Joy and Satisfaction, in the Commiſſion's 
being iſſued. And they very earneſtly and unanimouſly 
beſought them, to take into their immediate Conſideration, 
Captain Butler's Information to his Majeſty, entitled; The 
unmaſked Face of the Colony in Virginia; which had given a 
deadly Wound to the happy Progreſs and Proſperity of that 
Plantation. So that until, by their Wiſdom and Integrity, 
the Truth ſhould be diſcovered, and the World again poſ- 
ſeſſed with their former Hopes and good Opinion of that 
Colony, it muſt undoubtedly languiſh, if not ſhortly periſh, 
for Want of thoſe daily Supplies, which its Reputation a- 
lone had before raiſed, in great Abundance.

This, I preſume, gave 
Occaſion to a Letter, which the Company ſoon after re-

And he 
farther ordered, if any other preſumed to be preſent at their 
Meetings, that they ſhould be proceeded againſt, as factious 
and ſeditious Perſons, This was likewiſe a manifeſt In- 
fringement of their Charters, which had ſpecified the dif- 
ferent Ways, by which Men ſhould become free, and act 
as Members of the Company. Being therefore much ſtag- 
gered and ſurpriſed at both theſe Points, they reſolved to 
hold no more Courts, *till the King's Pleaſure was farther 
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underſtood. To this End, they preſented a Petition to his 
Majeſty ; in Anſwer to which, he, in effect, took off and

which, the Company again proceeded, as a Body corporate,

Bur what the Commiſſioners did, what Enquiries they 
entered upon, and what Reports they made to his Majeſty, 


was a dead Secret to the Company ; who, in a Letter ta 


the Colony, acknowledge themſelves to be entirely in the 


Dark, as to what was paſſing, or what was intended. At 


length, after long waiting for the Iſſue of their Enquiries 
and Determinations, Mr. Deputy Farrar, with ſome few 
more of the Company, were called, on the 8th of Oober, 
before the Lords of the Privy Council, who made ſome 


| Propoſals to the Deputy. But theſe being of a very weighty 


and important Nature, and Mr. Farrar conceiving himſelf 


to have no Power to give an Anſwer to them, they were, 


at his Requeſt, drawn up into an Order of that Board; that 
ſo he might, under that Form, preſent them to the Com- 
pany. This Order of Council ſet forth: 


THAT his Majeſty had taken into his princely Conſi- 


deration the diſtreſled State of the Colony of Virginia, oc- 


caſioned, as it ſeemed, by the ill Government of the Com- 


pany: That this could not well be remedied, but by redu- 
cing the Government into fewer Hands, near the ee 
of thoſe, that were, in the firſt Patent, appointed: That 


therein eſpecial Proviſion ſhould be made, for continuing 
and preſerving the Intereſts of all Adventurers and private 


Perſons whatſoever : That his Majeſty had therefore re- 


ſolved, by a new Charter, to appoint a Governor and twelve 


Aſſiſtants, 
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1623. Aſſiſtants, to be refident in England, to whom ſhould be 
committed the Government of the Company and Colony : 
/ Sir Francis That the ſaid Governor and Aſſiſtants ſhould be nominated 
Das, and choſen, for the firſt time, by his Majeſty ; and that 

their Election afterwards ſhould be in the 3 Manner, 

viz. the Aſſiſtants ſhould preſent the Names of three to his 
Majeſty, of whom he ſhould nominate one, to be Gover- 

nor; and the Aſſiſtants themſelves ſhould be choſen, by the 

major Part of their own Body for the time being, the Names 

of thoſe to be choſen being firſt preſented to the King, or 

the Council Board, to be allowed of, or diſallowed, by his 
Majeſty; and that the Governor, and fix of the Aſſiſtants, 

ſhould be changed, once in two Years : That there ſhould 

alſo be reſident in Virginia, a Governor and twelve Aſſiſ- 

tants, to be nominated by the Governor and Aſſiſtants in 
England, they firſt preſenting their Names to his Majeſty, 

or the Council Board, for their Allowance or Diſallowance 

of the fame: And that, as the Governor and Aſſiſtants, 
reſident in Virginia; ſhould have Relation and Dependence 

on the Governor and Aſſiſtants in England, ſo the Gover- 

nor and Aſſiſtants in England, ſhould have Relation and De- 
wre upon the Council Board, that ſo all Matters of 
Importance might thereby be under his Majeſty's immediate 
Direction at that Board: And that his Majeſty further pur- 
poſed, to make the like Grants, as well a gu Ny as of other 

; Franchiſes and Benefits, as had been granted in the former 

Charters ; with Declaration, that for ſettling and eftabliſh- 

ing all private Intereſts, this new Company ſhould confirm, 
or grant anew to all Perſons, the like Intereſts, as they en- 
joyed by the Grant, Order, or Allowance of the former 
Company. And therefore, the Deputy and the reſt were, 
by their Lordſhips, required, to aſſemble a Court forthwith, 
to reſolve, whether the Company would ſubmit, and ſur- 
render their former Charters, and be content to accept a new 
one, with the aforeſaid Alterations ; and. they were com- 
manded to return their Anſwer with all Expedition, his 
Majeſty being determined, in Default of ſuch Submiſſion, 
to proceed for recalling their former Charters, in ſuch Sort, 

as to him ſhould ſeem juſt and meet. „ 

THis Order of Council fo ſtruck and amazed the Com- 
pany, that, as if they diſtruſted their own Ears, they cauſed 
it to be read over three ſeveral times; and after that, no 
Man, for a long while, ſpoke a Word to it. However, 
eight of the Faction of Twenty-ſix, being preſent with Sir 
Samuel Argall at their Head, moved the Company, in Con- 
formity to their Lordſhips Order, to make an immediate

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Court, to the Number of an hundred and twelve Perſons, 
declared reſolutely againſt it. They ſaid, it was a Matter 
of ſuch Weight and Conſequence, that they thought them- 
ſelves to have no Power to give an Anſwer to it, in that 
ordinary Court. Fot ſuch Courts were, by their Charters, 
only permitted, to treat of caſual and particular Occurren- 
ces of leſs Conſequence; but all weighty Affairs, and par- 
ticularly all things relating to Government, were reſtrained, 
by the preciſe Werds of their Letters-patent, to Quarter 
Courts only. Wherefore, whilſt their preſent Patents were 
in Force, that ordinary Court had no Authority, to deter- 
mine ſuch a Matter as this, being of the higheſt and moſt 
important Nature, that had ever been propounded to them. 
To which it was added, that, in Obedience to their Char- 


ters, they had never taken to themſelves the Liberty, to 
diſpoſe of ſo much as a ſingle Share of Land, but in their

ſo ſuddenly paſs away all the Rights of themſelves and the

_ THis Anſwer, however conſonant to both Law and 
Reaſon, gave no Satisfaction to the Lords of the Privy 


Council ; who, by another A& of their Board, dated the 
- 17th of the ſame Month of October, declared it to be merely 


delatory. Wherefore, as his Majeſty expected a ſpeedy 


Account of their Proceedings in that Buſineſs, and as it did 
likewiſe, in itſelf, require all Expedition, in Regard of the

WHiLlsT Things were in this Poſture in England, the 
Colony in Virginia had recovered a tolerably eaſy and com- 
fortable State of their Affairs. Their Health, which had 
been much affected by the Famine,-and by the Hardſhips 
and Inconveniences, they underwent by being driven from 
their Habitations, was now well reſtored ; and the Famine 
itſelf entirely relieved by a plentiful Crop of Corn. Having 
likewiſe, by pretending Peace and Friendſhip, come to the 
Knowledge of the Indians principal Places of Reſidence, they 
had cut up and deſtroyed their Corn, when it was too late 
for them to have another Crop; and by a ſucceſsful Attack, 

they had lain a great Number of them, among whom were 
ſome. of their Kings, and ſeveral of their greateſt War- 

Captains and Commanders; of which Opechancanough was 

| hoped to be one, For the Stratagem was chiefly aimed at 

him, and things, as they thought, ſo well laid, that he 
could ſcarce poſhbly y wc the Snare. 'The Governor 
alſo went himſelf, this Year, in Perſon into Patowmack 
River, and took a full Revenge upon the Paſcoticons, who 
had flain Captain Spilman; putting many to the Sword, 
and burning their Houſes, with a prodigious - Quantity of 

Corn, which they had conveyed into the Woods, and the 5

Smith; neither could a Bleſſing from God be hoped for in 
thoſe Buildings, which were founded upon the Blood of ſo 
many Chriſtians : That the Towns were only James-City 
Henrico, Charles Hundred, Meſt and Shirley Hundred, an 
Kicguotan; all which were ruined in thoſe Times, except 
ten or twelve Houſes in Zames-Town : That at that Preſent, 
there were four for every one then, and forty times ex- 
ceeding them in Goodneſs ; That Fortifications there were 
none againſt a foreign Enemy, and thoſe againſt the do- 
meſtick Foe very few and contemptible: That there was 
only one Bridge, which alſo decayed in that time: That 
if, through. the aforeſaid Calamities, many had not periſh- 
cd, there would doubtleſs have been largely above a thou: 
ſand People in the Country, when Sir Thomas Smith left 
the Government ; but they conceived, when Sir George 
Yeardley arrived Governor, he found not above four hun- 
dred, moſt of them in Want of Corn, and utterly deſti- 

. tute of Cattle, Swine, Poultry, and other neceſſary Provis 
ſions to nouriſh them; That there were ſome Minifters ta 
inſtruct the People, whoſe Ability they would not tax, but 
divers of them had no Orders: That they were never oven _ 

furniſhed with Arms, Powder and Ammunition; yet that 
in Quality almoſt entirely uſeleſs ; They acknowledge, 
that in thoſe times a Trial was made of divers Staple Com- 

modities, which they had not Means to proceed in; but 
they hoped, in time a better Progreſs would be made there» 
in, and had it not been for the Myſlaexe, many by Xa 
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time would have been brought to Perfection: That for 1624. 


Boats, there was only one ſerviceable one leſt in the Colo-

ſides four or five Ships and Barks, there were not then ſo 
few as forty: That the Barks and Barges, then built, were 
in Number ſo few, and ſo unwillingly and weakly by the 
People effected, that in the ſame time they periſhed : That 
they never knew, that the Natives did voluntarily yield 
themſelves Subjects to the King, took any Pride in that 


Title, or paid any Contribution of Corn towards the Sup- 


port of the Colony ; neither could they, at any time, keep 
thetn in ſuch good Correſpondency, as to become mutually 


helpful to each other; but contrariwiſe, whatever was done,

OUR Houſes, for the moſt Part, are rather built for 
©: Uſe than Ornament; yet not a few for both, and fit to give 
Entertainment to Men of good Quality. If we may give 
Credit to thoſe, who are accounted the moſt faithful Re- 
laters of the J/2/t-Indies, many Cities of great Rumour 
there, after threeſcore Years Progreſs, are not to be com- 
pared in their Buildings to ours: And ſo far are they from 
the meaneſt Cottages in England, that many Towns there 
Have hardly one Houſe in them, which exceedeth ours in 
Conveniency or Structure. The greateſt Diſparagement, 
that ſome of them received; proceeded from his Riots and

But Mr. Pory, a 
d Tool of Power, and verſed in Corruption, by the Promiſe 
hs of a Reward, obtained Copies of all theſe Writings from 
f Edward Sharples, Clerk of the Council; and altho*' Captain 
s Harvey had no Hand in corruptmg him, he afterwards pro- 


miſed him fifty Pounds of Tobacco, in Reward of his Trea- 
chery. This Sharples had been entertained, by the late Mr. 
Secretary Davidſon, as a Writer in his Office; and after 
the Secretary's Death, which happened towards the laſt of 
the former Year, he was admitted, far above his Condition 
and Deſert, Clerk of the Council, and took an Oath (a 
Copy whereof is ſtill extant in our Records) to deliver no 
_ Copies of any Papers or Writings, without the Governor's 
Leave. Wherefore I find, at a Go held the loth of May 
following, as it appeared by ſufficient Evidence, and by his 
own Confeſſion, that he, being ſworn Clerk of the Council 
of State, had betrayed their Councils to the Commiſſioners, 
he was ſentenced to ſtand in the Pillory, and there to have 
His Ears nailed to it, and cut off. However, he was only 
juſt ſet on the Pillory, and loſt a Piece of one of his Ears. 
A Letter was alſo ſent by the Governor and Council to the 
Company, to inform them of his Crime and his Puniſhment z 
and to complain of Mr. Pory's Subornation of him, that 
they, underſtanding his double Dealing, might thence be 
upon their Guard, and n corrupt Practices. But 
* 1 e 
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1624 it was now too late for the Company to do any thing in it. 
For ſuch a mean and proſtitute Inſtrument of their Aims 
75 7585 and Deſigns, as Pory, had long before this more Power and 
vous? ©” Intereſt at Court, and was likely to be more regarded, 

than all the noble, great, and worthy Members of the 
Company, 
Bur the Commiſſioners, finding, that things were e go- 
ing in the Aſſembly quite contrary to their Hopes and De- 
fires, reſolved to lay ſome of their Powers before them, 
which might probably, intimidate and influence them, and 
reſtrain them from proceeding with ſo much Sharpneſs and 
Vigor. They therefore opened ſome Part of their Com- 
miffion to the Aſſembly, on the 24th of February. A 
Week after, they wrote them a Letter, importing : That 
they ſuppoſed, in a Week's Time, ſince their publiſhing 
the Orders of the Lords of the Privy Council, the Aſſems 
bly could not but have maturely conſidered the ſame: 
I bat therefore, for the ſpeedier Advancement of the Colo- 
ny in general, and for the ſecuring every Man's Intereſt in 
particular; and that they might all, by Submiſſion and 
Thankfulneſs, as by Obedience and Sacrifice both together, 
ingratiate themſelves and their common Cauſe to his Maje- 
ſty's renowned Clemency, They, as Remembrancers, 
thought it no leſs than their Duty, to propoſe to their Con- 
ſideration the Form encloſed; which, they hoped, they 
would apprehend very fit to be ſubſcribed by the whole 
Aſſembly, it being no other, than what they themſelves

TRHus to draw the General Aſſembly to ſurrender and

tainly a very crafty and effectual Way, to diſgrace the Com- 
pany, and to make the TT, ſeem diſaffected to them, 


and willing to throw off their Yoke ; and would alſo have 
given ſome Colour to their violent Suppreſſion afterwards. 
But the Aſſembly ſeems fully to have underſtood their Aim, 


and even to ſuſpect, that this was Part of their Errand and 


Inſtructions from England. For in their Anſwer, they en- 


made fuch a Propoſal, and ſaid ; As they could not fee, 


how this Propoſition had any Ground in the Inſtructions, 


they had yet ſeen, they deſired, before the Aſſembly 


returned an Anſwer, that the Commiſhoners would ſhew 
them the Depth of their Authority; or otherwiſe ſet it 
down under their Hands, that they had no further Com- 
miſſions or Inſtructions, which might concern them. 
Bur this Anſwer gave the Commiſſioners great Offence, 


dieavoured to draw from them, by what Authority they 


and drew from them a very fierce and menacing Replß: 
That oY had acknowledged, in delivering their Papers, 


that they had neither Commiſſion nor Inſtruction, to move 


them to fubſcribe the Form propoſed ; neither could the leaſt 
Shadow of any ſuch thing be collected from their Letter: 
That what Bey had propoſed, was out of their Diſcretion, 


as wholeſome Counſel for the Good of the Colony ; neither 


was it precipitate or ſudden, but proper to the Time, Oc- 
caſion, and Perſons: That the Mark, aimed at, was no 
leſs than his Majeſty's Favour upon their Perſons and com- 
mon Cauſe, to be obtained by Obedience and "Thankful- 


neſs : That as there needed neither Commiſſion nor In- 
ſtruction, for them to propound the Practice of ſo eminent 


a Duty, ſo it was lawful for them, as being Freemen and 


Planters, to offer to the General Aſſembly any reaſonable 
Motion, tho' of far leſs Conſequence ; and had they not 


vouchſafed to return an Anſwer, they might juſtly have 
ſeemed diſcontented, or at leaſt diſcourteous: That they 
had no Reaſon, upon this Occaſion, to ſearch into the Depth 
of their Authority (ſince their Motion depended not, nor 


needed to depend, on their particular Commiſſion) much leſs, 


to urge them to ſet down any thing under their Hands: That 


they could not profeſs, that they had no farther Commiſ-

Sir Francis that they would attempt any thing to any Man's Wrong, 


os Sor or which they could not very well anſwer. 


To this the Aſſembly calmly replied : That they had 
already preſented their humbleſt Thanks to his Majeſty, 
for his gracious Care of them; and had returned their An- 

ſwer to the Lords of the Privy Council: That when their 
Aſſent to the Surrendry of their Charters ſhould be required 
by Authority, it would then be the moſt proper Time to 
make a Reply : But in the mean while, they conceived, 
bis Majeſty's Intention to change the Government had pro- 
ceeded from wrong Information; which, they hoped, 
would be altered upon their more faithful Declarations. 
But the better to enable them to take a View of the Plan- 
tations, and to render an exact Account of the State of the 
Colony, the Aſſembly ordered, upon the Commiſſioners 
Application for their Aſſiſtance, that the ſeveral Plantations 
ſhould tranſport them from Plantation to Plantation, as 
they ſhould deſire; and ſhould accommodate them in the 
beſt Manner, their Houſes and Rooms would afford. The 
Commiſſioners alſo made the Aſſembly four Propoſitions ; 
concerning the beſt Places of Fortification and Defence; 
the State of the Colony, with Reſpect to the Savages ; the 
Hopes, that might | be really and truly conceived of the 
Plantation; and the propereſt Means, to attain thoſe 
Hopes: To all which the Aſſembly gave full and particus 
lar Anſwers. And I cannot but remark, that Captain 
Matthews, who had joined with the General Aſſembly in 
their publick Acts and Repreſentations againſt the former 
Government, did likewiſe join with the Commiſſioners in 
all theſe Proceedings: Whether he was brought over by the 
| almighty Force and irreſiſtable Allurement of private Ad- 
vantage; or whether he thought himſelf obliged - to do 
ſomething in Conjunction with them, as he was included 
in the ſame Commiſſion, 1 
Tur Laws of this Aſſembly conſiſted of thirty five 
Articles. For that Manner (taken, I preſume, from the 
Articles, ſent oyer by Sir Thomas Smith) was at this time, 
and continued long after, the uſual Way of drawing up 
and enaCting their Laws ; which indeed had this Good in 
it, that all tedious Forms were thereby cut off, and the 
main Senſe and Subſtance of their Acts appeared at once, 
in clear and preciſe Terms. As theſe Laws are the oldeſt, 
that I can now find upon our Records, and as they contain 
ſome things of eſpecial.

Perſons ſhould yield a' ready Obedience to them, upon Pain 
of Cenſure : That the 22d of March (the Day of the 
Maſſacre) ſhould be ſolemniſed and kept holy; and that all 
Other Holidays ſhould be obſerved, except when two fell to- 
gether in the Summer Seaſon (the Time of their Working and 
Crop) when the firſt only was to be obſerved, by reaſon of their 
Neceſſities and Employment: That no Miniſter ſhould be 
abſent from his Cure, above two Months in the whole 
Vear, upon Penalty of ene his Salary ; and who- 
ſoever was abſent above four Months, ſhould forfeit his 
whole Salary and his Cure: That whoſoever ſhould diſ- 
parage a Miniſter, without ſufficient Proof to juſtify his 
Reports, whereby the Minds of his Pariſhioners might be 
alienated from him, and his Miniſtry prove the leſs effec- 
| tual, ſhould not only pay five hundred Pounds of Tobacco, 
but ſhould alſo aſk the Miniſter Forgiveneſs, publickly in 
the Congregation : That no Man ſhould diſpoſe of any of 
his Tobacco, before the Miniſter was ſatisfied, upon For- 
feiture of double his Part towards the Salary ; and that one 
Man of every Plantation ſhould be appointed, to collect the 
Miniſter's Salary, out of the firſt and beſt Tobacco and Corn. 
- THe eighth and ninth Articles related to the Gover- 
nor's Power : That he ſhould not lay any Taxes or Im- 
poſitions upon the Colony, their Lands, or Commodities, 
otherwiſe than by the Authority of the General Aſſembly; 
to be levied and employed, as the ſaid Aſſembly ſhould ap- 
point: That he ſhould not withdraw the Inhabitants from 
their private Labours to any Service of his own, under any 
Colour whatſoever ; and if the publick Service ſhould re- 
quire the Employment of many Hands, before another. 
8 Aſſembly met to give Order for the ſame, in that 
Caſe, the levying Men ſhould be done, by the Order of the

IT ER other Articles enacted: That all the old Planters, 


who were here before, or came in at the laſt Arrival of 
Sir Thomas Gates (in Auguſt 1611.) ſhould both themſelves 
and their Poſterity, except ſuch as were employed to com- 
mand in Chief, be exempted from their perſonal Service in 


the Wars, and from all other publick Charges (Church 


Duties only excepted) but without the like Exemption of

Man ſhould go, or ſend abroad, without a ſufficient Party, 
well armed: That Men ſhould. not go to Work, withou 
their Arms and a Sentinel ſet : That the Inhabitants of the 


Plantations ſhould not go on board Ships, or upon any othet 


Occaſion, in ſuch Numbers, as thereby to weaken and en- 
danger the Plantation: That the Commander of every Plan- 
tation ſhould take Care, that there be ſufficient of Powder 
5 Ammunition within hy Plantation 3 j and e 
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Pieces be fixed, and Arms compleat : That there be ſuffi- 

cient Watch kept, eyery Night: That no Commander of 
any Plantation ſhould either ſpend himſelf, or ſuffer others 
to ſpend Powder unneceſſarily, in Drinking, Entertain- 
ments, and the like: That ſuch Perſons of Condition, as 
were found delinquent in their Duty, and were not fit to 


undergo corporal Puniſhment, might notwithſtanding be 
impriſoned at the Diſcretion of the Commander, and for 
greater Offences be ſubject to a Fine, inflicted by the Month- 


ly Court; ſo that it did not exceed the Value aboveſaid: 


That every Perſon who had not found a Man at the Caſtle 
| (then building at /arraſqueake) ſhould pay, for himſelf and 


Servants, five Pounds of Tobacco a Head, towards defray- 


ing the Charge of thoſe, who had their Servants there: 
That, at the Beginning of July following, every Corpora= 
tion ſhould fall upon their adjoining Indians; and that thoſe . 


who ſhould be hurt upon the Service, ſhould be cured at 


the publick Expence; and if any were lamed, they ſhould 


be maintained by the Country, according to their Perſon 


and Quality: That for diſcharging ſuch publick Debts, as 
their Troubles had brought upon them, there ſhould be le- 
vied ten Pounds of Tobacco upon every Male, above ſixteen 


Years of Age, then living; but not including ſuch, as had 


arrived ſince the Beginning of Fuly laſt : That no Perſon, 


within this Colony, ſhould preſume, upon the Rumour of 


any ſuppoſed Change and Alteration in England, to be dif- 


obedient to the preſent Government, nor Servants to their 


_ Maſters, Officers, or Overſeers, at their utmoſt 


eril, And the laſt Article related to ſending Mr. Pountis 
to England, and levying four Pounds of Tobacco a Head, 


to ſupport his Expences. Moſt of theſe Laws were taken 


from preceeding Proclamations and Orders of the Governor 
and Council; and I find, that the Governor was obliged, 
ſoon after, to iſſue a Proclamation, forbidding Women to 
contract themſelves to two ſeveral Men at one time. For 
Women being yet ſcarce and much in requeſt, this Offence 
was become very common; whereby great Diſquiet aroſe 


between Parties, and no ſmall Trouble to the Government. 


It was therefore ordered; That every Miniſter ſhould give 


Notice in his Church, that what Man or Woman ſoever 


ſhould uſe apy Word or Speech, tending to a Contract of 
Marriage, to two ſeveral Perſons at one time, altho* not 
preciſe and legal, yet ſo as might entangle or breed Scruple 

in their Conſciences, ſhould, for ſuch their Offence, either 


_ undergo corporal Correction, or be puniſhed by Fine, or 


otherwiſe, according to the Quality of the Perſon, ſo of:

juſt and ſincere Gentleman, and free from all V 


res in Virginia, the opponent Faction in England were 
not leſ 


$ diligent and induſtrious to blacken and defame the Sit Francis 


Company. To this end, they engaged, according to their 2 


uſual Method, ſome Planters, lately returned from Virgi- 


nia; to petition and complain to his Majeſty. Neither was 
it a difficult thing, among ſo many weak, indigent, or 


wicked Perſons, as were concerned in the Plantations, to 
-procure ſome to ſecond and abet any Complaint, however 


falſe and unjuſt, Among other Matters of Grievance, they 


complained of the many Impoſitions and Levies, laid upon 
the Planters towards the Support of the Company, from 
whom they were wont formerly to receive Relief; and 

therefore they beſought his Majeſty, to take them into his 
Royal Mercy and Protection, and to free them for the future 


from the grievous Impoſitions of the ſaid Company. But 
Mr. Deputy Farrar defired them, to ſet down in Writin 12 
the particular Grievances and Oppreſſions, which they thus 

complained of in general; that the Company might thereby 
be enabled to return a full and particular Anſwer. This 
they promiſed to do, but afterwards, upon better Advice, 
refuſed; till at length, being farther preſſed, they brought 


nine Articles, which however they could not be induced to 
ſubſcribe, being reſtrained by thoſe behind the Scene. "Theſe 


Articles contained criminal Charges of a very high Nature, 
and ſome of them Capital, againit the Governor and Coun- 
cil in Virginia; ſo that the Lawyers of the Company de- 
_ «clared, that the Perſons who preſented them, except they 
Could maintain and make them good, had incurred the Pe- 
nalty of Libellers. But at laſt, after much Shuffling and 


Abſurdity of Complaint and Accuſation, the Complainants 


in general, and one Perry in particular, confeſſed, that al- 
tho' they pretended to have Authority and Commiſſion from 


the Planters in Virginia to make theſe Complaints, yet the 


Whole, both the Petition and Grievances, were entirely 


framed in England. Wherefore the Company, perceiving, 


they had been abuſed and drawn into it by the Malice of 


others, thought fit to paſs it over, in Favour and Com- 


paſſion to their Ignorance and Credulity” © SY 
Do Occaſion of theſe grievous Accuſations againſt the 


Governor and Council, Sir Francis Wyat's Character and 


Conduct were called much into Queſtion and canvaſſed. 


But he was ſufficiently cleared by the reſt of the Planters 


then in England; who gave ample Teſtimony to the Wor- 


thineſs and Uprightneſs of his Proceedings, and declared 
upon their Conſciences, that they eſteemed him to MENG 
Cor: 
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Bur whilſt the Commiſſioners were puſhing the Court 2624. 1 


Was, Go- 
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624 Corruption and private Ends. As therefore he had, by a 
: — Letter to the Company, declared his Deſire to leave the 


Francis 


Government at the Expiration of his Commiſſion, which 
would be ſhortly, they took the Matter into their ſerious 
Conſideration. But finding, that he had given very great 
Satisfaction to the Colony, as appeared by the Report of 
the Planters ; and conſidering alſo, how much the Compa= 
ny was in his Debt, by not furniſhing him with' his legat 

umber of Tenants, and that they had no Means left to 
make good their Promiſe to him, much leſs were they able 
to ſet out a new Governor, it was thought beſt iy moſt 


a duviſeable, to continue him ſtill in his Office. But ſome of 


the opponent Faction moving, that Sir Samuel Argall, in 


Regard of his Worth, and of his Deſire for the Place, might 
ſtand in Election with him, they were both ballotted ; and 
Sir Francis Nhat was choſen by having ſixty nine Balls, and 
Sir Samuel Argall only eight. And as the Company was 
then unable to ſend over more Men to him, it was ordered, 


that he ſhould be ſupplied with his full Complement, out 


of the Company's Tenants in Virginia; and the Conſidera- 
tion of ſome Recompence, for his former Loſs and Diſap- 


pointment, was referred to the next Quarter Court. 8 
Tux laſt Parliament, out of their Love and Eſteem for 


Virginia, but more e out of Regard to the Advance- 


ment of the Trade of England, had taken into their Con- 

ſideration the Caſe of the Plantation Tobacco, and had enter- 

ed into a very good Courſe about it; but by Reaſon of their 
ſudden Adjournment and Breach with the King, they were 


obliged to leave it unfiniſned.

Tuts was the laſt Service that Sir Edwin Sandys, or the 
Company, were able to do the Colony and Trade. For 
| ſoon after, Captain Harvey and Mr. Pory, the Privy Coun- 
cil's Commiſſioners, returned from Virginia. What their 
Report was of the State of the Colony, J cannot diſcover; 
but we may eaſily judge, by the Principles and Diſpolitions 
of the Men, that it was not much to the Honour or Advan- 
tage of the preſent Government. Upon their Return there- 
fore, his Majeſty was pleaſed, by a Proclamation bearing 
Date the 15th of Fly, 1624, to ſuppreſs the Courſe of their 
Courts at Deffoty Farrar's, And for, the bib gt, Oe 
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of the'Afﬀairs of the Colony, till a fuller and more perfect 1624. 
Settlement of them could be made, the Lord Prefident o. 
his Majeſty's Privy Council, with other Privy Counſellors; Sir Francis. 
and ſeveral Knights and Gentlemen, were appointed to 29% 8 
meet, every Thurſday in the Afternoon, at Sir Thomas Smith's 9 
Houſe, in Philpot-Lane; , whither all Perſons, whom it 
might concern, were ordered to repair. And thus Sir Tho- 
mas Smith triumphed over the Companies and the Colonies; 
and notwithſtanding the authentic Repreſentations of the 
Company in England, and our General Aſſembly here a- 
gainſt him, and the plain Detection of his Cruelties and Op- 
prefſions; to all Men of common Senſe and common Juſtice, 
yet he did at laſt recover his Power again, and was the Per- 
ſon chiefly depended upon, by the Solomon of that Age, in 
all Matters relating to them.
